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PART I. 


TReATlES AND ENOAOEMENTS 

relating to 

PERSIA. 

From 1464 (Lazarao OuirWa Miwioa) to 1718, when a letter waa 
addressed to Shah Sultan Husain, the Republic of Venice had uninterrupted 
friendly relations with the Court of Persia, 

In 1551, daring the reign of Shah Tamasp h, son of Sbab Ismail, Sir 
Aotbony Jeokinsoo visited the Court of Persia as an Envoy from Queen 
Elisabeth of England, hot was driven from the Royal presence by the intolet' 
ance of the Muhammadan Sovereign. 

la 1561 Turkey coocluded a treaty with Persia, Shah Tamasp having 
sent a Ksjar Envoy to Constantinople, 

It was ia the beginning of the seventeenth century, daring the reign of 
Shah Abbas the Great, that the English first established commercial settle* 
ments in Persia. Two enterprising Englishmen, Sir Anthony Sherley and 
his brother, with a few followers, bad made their way to the Court of Persia, 
where they met with a distinguished reception. 5 ir Anthony returned as 
Envoy from Shah Abbas to establish an alliance with the Christian monarcbs 
of Europe for the destruction of the Turks aod with a grant* permitting all 
Christian merchants to trade freely with Persia. Under the patronage of

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Sbah Abbas the En};lish» th^ French, and the Dutch liad e«ttah 1 ished factoHea 
at GamruD, to which pUce the Perstao monarch afterwards gave the name 
of Bandar Abbaa, by which it ia now known. Shah Abbas, howrver, had less 
toleration for the Portuguese, wboi in Moy,. under Aibu(}uerc|Ue, had con¬ 
quered and occupied the island of Ormaz (Hormuz); at the entrance oi the 
Persian Gulf, not far from Gamrun, and be resolved on their expulsion. He 
was joined in this eaterpriae by the English, then at war with Portugal, with 
whom in i6aa he entered into an engagement* granting' them half the 
plunder of the island and half the future customs of Gamrun and 
Ormat. The. Portuguese were driven out, but the promises of the King of 
Persia to the English were oot kept. The factory at Gamrun wae 
maintained through many losses and disasters till rydi, when it was with* 
drawn in consequence of the oppresuons of the proviocial Governor oF Lar.

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Id 1618 Prince BAri&tiosky was sent by the Emperor of Russia (Irflchaei 
Feodorovitch) as an Envoy to the Persian Court, The Emperor Alez*#. 
Michaelovitch, father of Peter the Creat, also sent sa Envoy to (be Court 
of Persia. 

In the same year Philip lit of Spain sent an Embassy to Persia^ at the 
head of which was Don Garcia de Silva of Figueroa, The Shah received 
him very grauously; but the main object of the embassy, vis., security for 
Orioas, which was now, through the absorption of Portugal, a Spanish 
possession, was not obtained. 

' An Eoglish Envoy, Sir J)odniorc Cotton, was sent to the Court of Shah 
Abbas the Great, between the years i6so and 163S, to (ry to establish 
commercial relations between Great Britain and Persia, The negotiations 
failed owing to Intrigue and to the death of the diplomatists to whom the 
affair was finally entrusted. 

In 1625, Louis Xni sent Salnct Memein as French Envoy to Persia, 

The death of Shah Abbas in i6s8 was followed by the rapid fall of the 
Safavian dynasty. Four weak princes of tbatbonse successively ascended 
the throne of Persia. During their reign the Turks severed from the 
Persian empire some of the best of the western provinces, the Arab ruler of 
Maskat possessed lumself of the islands in the Persian Gulf, and the Afgbsms 
of the Abdali tribe made themselves independent in Herat, and the Ghilsaii 
in Kandahar 

In 1629 a treaty of peace was concluded between Persia and Turkey 
during the reign of Shah Safi IV, which delimitated afresh the frontiers of 
Azarbaijan and Baghdad, Persia ceding Djessan and Badrayt to Turkey 
and admitting the division of the Jaf tribe, By the provlwons of this treaty 
Baghdad and Basrah also became Turkish and the Arabs of the Chab tribe 
were declared to be iadependent.

Id 1715 a certain Lieu tenant-Colonel Waiinsky was sent by tbe Russian 
Government to the Persian Court at Ispahan to inquire into the cauaes of tbe 
troablea in Persia and to conciude a commercial treaty % country, 

wl)ich he succeeded ia doin^. 

In nothin a century after tbe death of Shah Abbas, Ispahan was 
beslepd by Mahmud of Kandahar, to whom Shah Husain formaliy 
resigned his crown. The Afghan dynasty was short*Hved. Mahmud 
died ia a state of raving madness in 17^5. His cousin and only successor, 
Ashraf, was slain in [730 while fleeing in the desert before his conqueror 
Kadir Kuli Kban, the notorious Nadir Shah. 

lo r794, Turkey wsis on (he ppint of declaring war 00 Russia, and, in 
order to avoid the outbreak of hostiiities, Russia agreed to the cession of 
certain Perslaa provinces to Turkey. In 1797, Turkey, though defeated by 
Sultan Athraf, forced him to cede the Persian provinces which she had 
occupied, and in return the Porte acknowledged him as Shah.f 

In Russia i^eatorcd toPersia, by treaty, the provinces of Astarabad 
and Masasdaran. 

After the abdication of Shah Husain, his son, Tamasp, had assumed the 
name and state of king, and was unceasing in his feeble efforts to recover the 
crown.. At bii instigation, in 1793, Peter the Great set out for Persia and 
captured Darband and Baku, and Tamaap Anally entered into a treaty with 
Russia, ceding all the possessions of Persia on the Caspain Sea on condition of 
the Emperor expelling the Afghans and placing him on tbe throne, and with

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the same view he entered into negotiations wlih the Turks, who were extend* 
ing their con<^uests in the north aod west. Without much coDsideretionj 
however, for Tamasp and his pretensions, the courts ot St. Petersburg and 
Coai»tan^nople concluded a treaty in 1725, by which they partitioned Persia 
between themselves. It was entirely to the energy and talents of Madlr KuU 
Khan^ who had acquired a great rt'putaticn for courage and eaterprise, that 
Tacnasp was indebted for the recovery of his fortunes. Nadir KuH Khaa 
was put io command of Tamasp’s scnall army in 1727. He compelled the 
whole of Kborasan to acknowledge the son of Shah Husain, and by the close 
of the year 1730 the foreign Afghan rulers were expalled from Persia, moet 
of their followers were put to the sword and the Safavtan dynasty was once 
more represented or the throne io the person of Shah Tamasp, who granted 
to Nadir Kuli, as a reward for his services, the provinces of KhorasSiij 
Mazandaran, Seistan and Karman. 

In 1732, by the Treaty of Rasht, Russia restored to the Persian Govern* 
ment Larijan, Gllan, and the Persian provinces as far as the Araxes ; and 
by the Treaty of Gandja, concluded In 1735,* Russia restored Baku and 
Darband with their provinces to Persia and retired behind the river Terek. 

In 1732, on the death of Shah Tamasp, Nadir Kuli Khan was reluctant 
fx> usurp the sovereign power on account of the superstitious feeling of the 
people in favour of the ruling dynasty; he therefore allowed Abbas HI, an 
infant son of Shah Tamasp, to be nominal king till bis death tbrce or four 
years later. 

Under Nadir Shah the Persian empire recovered for a time its former 
glory. He not only recovered the provinces conquered by the Turks and the 
Russians, but reduced Sind, Kandahar, Kabul, Balkb, and the whole country 
between the Oxus and the Caspian Sea, carried his arrqs to Delhi, gave up 
the capital of the Moghals to plunder and massacre, and compelled the Em¬ 
peror of Delhi to cede to him all bis pcssessioos west of the Indus. 

In 1736, as a result of Nadir Shah’s victories, a treatyt was concluded 
between Turkey and Persia, by which the frontiers were newly delimitated. 

Towards the end of Nadir Shah's reign a further treaty! of peace was 
concluded between Turkey and Persia 6xlng the limits of the two conntries 
on the basis of the treaty of 1635 ; and the following year, namely in 1747,

4fld Nadir Shab by wbtcb certain parte of Irakaod Azarbaijan were ceded 
by Persia to Turkey. 

Nadir Shah was murdered in 1747. Witbio a few years after his death 
tbe mighty empire which he had re-created was dismembered. Ahmad Khan 
Abdali proclaimed himself King of the Afghans, took Kandahar and Herat, 
and laid the foandatioa of an empire which be extended by conquests more 
brilliant than those of Nadir Shah. The province of Khoraaan was all that 
was left to Shah Rukb, the blinded grandson of Nadir Shah. This was 
guaranteed in his indepeodaat possession by Ahmad Khan, but was soon 
broken up into a number of independent principalities. The southern and 
western provinces of Lar, Pars, Irak, Azarbaijan, and Mazandsran were 
subdued by Karim Kban of the tribe of Zand, and a prince of tbe Safavian 
houM named Shah Ismail, a son of the sister of Shah husain, was set up as 
king. He was, however, a mere puppet, and was at last cast into prison, 
while the teins of government were held by Karim Khan alone. Karim 
Kban was a just and enlightened ruler. He took great pains to extend and 
encourage commerce, and during bis reign the English, who bad abandoned 
Gamran, obtained, lo 1/63, aFarman (No. Ijfora factory at Bushire and the 
trade of tbe Persian Gulf. 

Karim Kban died In 1779 after a vigorous rule of twenty-six years. 
His death was the signal for fresh revolutions marked by the most atrocious 
cruelties, In the course of which tbe four surviving sons of Katim Khan were 
savagely mutilated, and which ended in 1795 in the elevation of Agba 
Muhammad Kban of the Kajar tribe, the founder of tbe present dynasty, to 
tbe throne of Persis. Id X7dS, during tne briet rule of Jafar Khan, nephew 
of Kerim Khaa, and the last represcaUtive but one of the Zand family, the 
English, wbo during the revolution had been subjected to many oppressive 
exactions, obuined through the chief of their factory at Basrah another 
Farmsn (No. 11 ) for unrestricted trade in the Persian dominions. 

Agba Muhammad Khan, who for many years had ruled over a consider¬ 
able province of the Persian empire, but who was not acknowledged as in¬ 
dependent sovereigo till 1795, was scarcely established in power when be 
found himself involved in a war with Russia. Taking advantage of the dis¬ 
tracted state of Persia, Heraefius, the Wail of Georgia, had in 1783 traos< 
feired his allegiance from Persia to Catherine II, who received him under her 
protection and guaranteed the integrity of his possessious. In 1795 Agha 
Muhammad Kbao resolved to punish the Georgiaos (or their defection, and 
marching upon the country with a rapidity which prevented the Wall from re¬ 
ceiving support from Russia, he ordered a general massacre of tbe iDbabitaois,

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sparing the young and beautiful, whoco he canied oS into captivity, Persia 
was icatautly iovaded by a Russian army, who soon gained important suc¬ 
cesses and were advaocing on Tehran, when their progress was stepped 
and they were recaUed by the death of the Empress in !7p6. 

In 1796 Monsienr Olivier was charged with a mission to the Com d 
Persia by the French Republic for the purpose of establishing comniercUl 
relations and to try and unite the Persians with the Porte agaiust Russia. 
The mission failed. 

In the following year Agha Muhammad Khan was murdered. He was 
one of the most prudent and able kings cvho ever ruled in Persia. He was 
succeeded by his nephew, Fateh Ali Khan, during whose rule commenced 
that closer couuection between the British Government and Persia which 
had its origin in the fear of an Afghan invasion of India, the designs of the 
French on the British dominions in the east, and the competition of 
European powers lor influence at Tehran. 

From the success which had attended the invasion of India by Nadir 
Shah and Ahmad Sbah Abdali, it wM believed that the plains of India were 
exposed to be periodically ravaged by any ambitious ruler in Afghanistan. 
In 1796 Zaman bbab, a giandscn of Ahmad Shah Abdali, advanced to 
Lahore with the professed purpose of restoring the house of Timur from the 
domination of the Marathas. Disturbances la his own . doraiDicns recalled 
him in the following year; but bis invasion and rumours of renewed pre* 
parations, coupled with the apprehension of an invasion of India by the 
French, and the deputation of a secret embassy by Napoleon to establUh his 
influence at lehrac, forced the British Government to take measures for 
the security of their Indian possessioos. Captain Malcolm naa accordingly 
deputed as Envoy to Persia to negotiate a political and commercial 
alliance, He concluded two treaties in ihoi with the Pormao minister, 
which the Shah ratified by prefixing his farmao. By tbe terms of the 
political Treaty (No. Ill) the Sbah of Persia engaged to lay waste the 
country of the Afghans if ever they should invade India, and to prevent the 
French from settliog or residiog in Persia, while, io tbe event of war 
between the Afghans or the French and Persia, tbe English were to assist 
the bhah with military stores. By the commercial treaty (No. IV) ail the 
privileges of the old factories were restored, several more were granted, 
and the duties to be collected from purchasers ol staples were reduced ip 
one per cent. 

In 7805, during tbe war beiveen Perua and Russia which originated io 
the invasion of Georgia, the Sbah oi Persia, having suflered severe reverses, 
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aod being; threatened with tbe vengeance of Russia for the treacherous 
murder of the Russian General^ threw himself on the support of Napoleon, 
who was then at the height of his power, and made overturea for a union 
of political interests with France. 

In r 3 o 6 Napoleon aeut Monsieur Jaubert to Persia, hj whom a com* 
mercial treaty was concluded, which was afterwards ratified at Finkensteio. 
This was followed by General Gardanne's mission, the object of which was 
to secure an offensive and defensive alliance. Sir Harford Jones in ( 3 o 8 
made it one of the conditions on which he would come to Tehran that 
General Gardanne should be given hia passports. 

The Shah bitterly resented the jnterj)retatioo which the British Govern* 
meat put upon the treaty of iSot and their refusal to give him the 
assistance against Russia which be claimed under that treaty, and in 
consideration of which be had offered, through hia ambassador Agha 
Muhammad Nsbi Khan, to relioquish the French alliance. The proposals 
of the French were that they should compel the Russians to restore the 
province wrested from Persia, and that they should furnish the Shah with 
military stores and officers to organize his army on the European system, 
while the Shah on hia part waa to declare immediate war with the English, 
to invade India by way of Afghanistan, and to permit a French army to 
invade India through hii territories. These negotiatione were frustrated by 
the peace concluded at Tilsit between Napoleon and the Emperor Alexander, 
but they had the effect of rousing the British Government to efforts for the 
recovery of their lost ascendancy at the Court of Tehran and the protection 
of their Indian empire by binding the western frontier States in a chain of 
friendly alliances. Missions were sent to the Amirs of Sfnd. Ranjit Singh, 
and the Court of Kabul, and Sir John Malcolm was again accredited as 
Envoy to Persia. Unfortunately, however, without previous concert with 
the lodian Government, sod in ignorance of the measures concerted by 
them, Sir Harford Jones was at the same time deputed direct from England 
as Plenipotentiary on the part of the Crown. Thi& event led to unseemly 
com plications, which had the effect of rendering both governments ridiculous 
in the eyes of the Persians. 

Sir John Malcolm was instructed, in the event of Sir Harford Jones 
arriving at Bombay on his way to Persia before him, to proceed as Envoy 
to Baghdad for the purpose of establishing an alliance with the Pasha and 
the petty Chiefs in Arabia, leaving Sir H. Jones to conduct the negotiations 
*at Tehran; but the paramount importance of recovering a footing in Persia 
was tc overrule all other considerations, and Sir J, Malcolm was to proceed 
on his mission to Persia without delay if he should hnd himself (he firet in 
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the field. Sir John arrived la Persia first, while the Shah tvas sfill trustiag 
to the liberal promises with which the Freach amused him. Considering the 
d jgflity of the British Goverament i nsolted by an at tempt, which he a t tribu ted 
lo the influence of the French embassyi to exclude him from the Royal 
presence and draw h!ai into negotiations with subordinate officials at Shiras, 
be concluded that there was no hope of a friendly alliance. He therefore 
abruptly quitted the country, and proceeding toCdcutia luduced Lord Minto 
to prepare for the occupation of the island of Karak in the Persian Gulf as 
a position from which the British Govemenent could either negotiate with 
dignity or act with effect if war should be declared. The instructions gives 
to Sir Harford Jones were that he should rerxiam at Bombay till the issue 
of Sir John Malcolm's mission was known, but that he should proceed to 
Persia at once in the event either of Sir J. Malcolm being obliged to leave 
without attaining his object, or ol his succeeding in concluding a preliminary 
treaty. On Sir John Malcolm’s return, therefore, be set out for Tehran. 
Further instruciions lo suspend his mission reached bim too late. He arrived 
at Tehrao when the Shah had lost all faith in the professions of the Freoch, 
which, in coDsequence of the peace with Russia and reverses in Europe, they 
were no longer able to fulfil, and he therefore found no difficulty incooclud* 
ing a preliminary Treaty (No. V}. By this treaty, which was conduded 
on the 12th and ezebauged on the 15th March 1809, all treaties contracted 
by the king with European powers were annulled; the Shah engaged to 
prevent the passage of European armies through his domlaion towards 
India; and the English were to asslstt him with troops or a snbsldy if any 
Buropeao forc^ should invade his territories, and to take no part, except as 
mediators, in any war between Persia and Afghanistan. 

The validity of this treaty, subject to such modiheatioAS as might after 
wards he agreed upon, was recognized by Lord Minto, who, however, sus* 
pended the functions of Sir H. Jones, directed him to withdraw from Persia, 
and again sent Sir John Malcolm as Envoy to the Shah for tbe purpose of 
concerting further arrangeraenta, Meanwhile Sit H. Jones had received 
orders from England to remain at Tehran till the arrival of another 
PienipoteDtiary, Sir Gore Ouseley, whose powers superseded those of both 
Sir H. Jones and Sir J. Malcolm. A definitive Treaty* (No. Vi)^ baaed ob- 
the ptellmioary Treaty of 1809, was concluded by Sir Gore Ouseley on the 
14th March 1812, but some of ihe stipulaliona were altered in England, and

fully uodersCMd without compuvoa »iib it 
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it was not till 1814 that tb« t«ims of the treaty were fin all/adjusted 
(No. VII). 

Throughout the long relgo of Fateh Alt Shah the Persian empire ea* 
joyed rest from bteroa] revolution, but it suffered severely from protracted 
vrar with Russia. The provinces of Georgia, Miagrelia, Dagbistan, Shirwanj 
. Karabagb, and Talish were successively severed from it, and only the good 
offices of the British Goverament arrested the further advance of the 
Russian arms. In October 1S13 peace was coucluded at GuIistaOi and a 
Treaty* was drawn up, indicating generally the boundary between the 
Russian and Persian empires, but leaving its exact direction to be afterwards 
settled by commiisioners. For some years thereafter there was nominal 
peace, but in tbs adjustment of tbe boundaries many difficulties and disputes 
arose. Tbe Russians occupied and refused to evacuate the district of 
Gokcba, which the Persians claimed as tbeirj. Hostilities were renewed in 
1826, the best attack being made by Abbas Mirra, (be Prince Rnyal ol Persia. 
At tbe commencement of the war the Persians claimed from the British 
Government the assistance in money or troops stipulated for in tbe 4th 
article of the definitive treaty of 1814. After enquiry, however, assistance 
was refused, on the ground that actual hostilities had been provoked by 
aggressiOD on the part of Persia, but for which the disputes might have been 
adjusted by negotiation—a deciMon of course unsatisfacLory to the Sbah of 
Persia, who argued that the Russtaa occupation of Gokeba was as aggres¬ 
sion on his dominions, la the course of the war the Persians sustained 
severe losses, but at length, through the mediation of the British Envoy, 
4 treatyt of peace was concladed at Turkmanchal, on the a3rd February 
1828, by which the Persian Government ceded to Russia tbe provinces of 
Erivau and Naksblvan, and agreed to pay iodemoification for the expenses 
of the war. The Emperor of Russia engaged to recognise Abbas Mirra, the 
Sbah's eldeit son, as heir and successor to tbe throne of Persia. 

On tbe conclusion of tbe negotiations, opportuolty was taken by the 
British Envoy to purchase tbe abrogation (No. VKI) of tbe 3rd and 4tb 
articles of the treaty of 1814 by a payment of 200,000 tomans, or one 
year's subsidy. These articles had been found exceedingly onerous and in* 
convenient and productive only of collision with the Persian Government. 
By tbe cancelling of the 3rd aud 4tb articles of the treaty, the 6th and 7th 
articles also were virtually abrogated.

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Od the nth Febniaiy 1829, one year after the signature of tbe 
treaty of peace between Russia and Persia ivbich bad brought to a dose 
nearly forty years of almost continuous warfare, an event occurred at Tehran 
which, bat for the bumble apology made by tbe Persian Government, might 
have resulted in tbe renewal of hostilities. Two Muhammadan Armen iso 
women, natives of the recently ceded provinces, were demanded from a 
harem; 00 their surrender a large mob assembled outside the Kussian 
Legation, and the Russian Minister, Monsieur Lrebaiadofi, exasperated at 
the insolence of the crowd, ordered bis guards to lire on it. Tbe people 
thereupon attacked tbe Legation and finally massacred tbe Minister aod all 
his suite, thirty*five In number, with the single exception of Mooaieur 
MalUeff, the first Secretary, who contrived to conceal himself. 

in {834 an understanding, which was subsequently acknowledged to be 
in force by an interchange of notes in 1873, and 18^4, was come to 

between Great Britain and Russia with regard to tbe maintenance of the 
int^rity and independence of Persia. 

Fateb All Sbah died in October 1834. His son, Abbns Mirra, had died 
the preceding year. By the ioflueace of Russia and bn gland Muhammad 
Sbah, son of Abbas Mirza, was placed on tbe throne, notwithstaodiog (be 
opposition of many princes of tbe Royal blood. After tbe pacification of 
Europe in 1815, aud tbe removal of those dangers which bad given such 
exaggerated Importance to tbe Persian alliance, no steps were taken to 
maintaio the ioflueace In Persian counsels which bad been secured to tbe 
British Government by the Treaty of 1 ehran in 1S14. On the contrary 
much was done to dishearten tbe Shab and impress him with tbe belief that 
the preservafion of tbe integrity of bis empire was a matter of Indiflerence 
to England. Not the least distastelul part of tbe change in policy was tbe 
transfer, in 1823, of tbe relations wita Persia to tbe Government of India 
and tbe substitution of an envoy of tbe Governor General lor the plenipo* 
tenfiary of the Crown. This change was accepted most relucuntly by the 
Sbah, who believed that it was not only derogatory to bis dignity, but 
dangerous to bis power. Tbe conflici between tbe Crows and the Indian 
Governmeot regarding tbe mission iu 1809 bad lowered his respect for the 
latter, and, moreover, be bebeved that tbe operaiioos Which the IndUn 
Government undertook in tbe year 1819 against tbe pirates in tbe Persian 
Gulf, would, but for the control of tbe English ministry, have ended in 
aggressions on bis government. Sc little care was taken to cultivate fela* 
tions with Persia that, after tbe peace of Turkmanebai and the abrogation 
of the subsidy agreelrent of 1814, a oicasure to which tbe bb ah agreed only 
ander tbe pressure of pecuniary embarrassments caused by tbe payment of 
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indemnity to Russia, it is not surprising that the ioflueoce oi tbe British 
Government at Tehran should have declined before that of Russia. The 
Shah for some years coot!sued to urge the necessity of revising the treaty 
of 1S14, and of substituting for tbe abrogated articles a general stipulation 
of protection which would at least evidence the wish of the Brltiah Govern' 
ment thst the independence of Persia should be preserved. No steps^ 
however, were taken lo meet the expectations of tbe Shah, and when at last 
after long delay, the British Government in 1833 authorised their represen* 
tative in Persia to enter on negotiations for a revision of the treaty, their 
ascendancy bad given place entirely to that of Russia. The negoristions 
were protracted till the year 1837, ^ result. Fora quarter of a 

century, indeed, British merchants in Persia had not even the protection of 
a conmcrda) treaty or any other security for trade than that which the 
general friendly relations of Britain with Persia afforded them, save a 
Farcnan (No. IX) abolishing export duty on horses, and another (No. X), 
get 0 ted in T836, permitting British mere bants to trade on payment of the 
same duties as those paid by Russian merchants. The preamble of the 
treaty of 1814 provided that a commercial treaty should bo after wards 
ooncluded; this, however, was never done, and the Persian Government 
maintained that the commercial treaty concluded by Sir John Malcolm was 
abrogated by the later treaty of 1814. Tbe British representatives, Mr. Ellis 
and Mr.Morier, hadin 1814 addressed an ofRcisi note to the Shah proposing 
that commerce should remain on the foetiog of tbe treaty of 1801, but this 
proposal was never accepted. Matters remained iu this unsatisfactory state 
till 1841, when, acommerdai Treaty (No. Xl] was concluded, which put the 
trade of Britain and Persia on tbe same footing as that of tbe most favoured 
nations, and provided for the establishment of commercial agencies in tbe 
two countries, in 1844 ^ Farmao (No. Xfi) was obtained, prescribing the 
procedure \o be followed for the protection of merchants in cases of bank* 
rupb^and insolvency. 

Ilf 1836, Persia found herself unable to repress tbe Turkman raiders 
in the province of Astarabad, who made constant descents by sea on tbe 
Persian shores; and as by the Treaty of Gulistan she had renounced all right 
to have ships of war on the Caspian Sea, she was compelled to beg for the 
help of some Russian ships to put down tbe marauders. Having, however, 
got pcssension of the Island of Cberkea, whence she could check the raiders, 
it was notified to the Russian Government that tbeir help' was no longer 
required. A Russian squadron was nevertheless sent in 1842 to the Island 
of Ashurada, in tbe Bay of Astarabad, which bad a few years previously,SQ 
1838, been occupied by tbe Russians; a naval station to overawe the 
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Turkmans was built there, and the Island has since remained jo the posses* 
sioh of Russia. 

In 1839, after the departure of Sir John McNeill from the Persian camp, 
a Farman (No. XIII) was procured from the Shah guaranteeing protection 
to mission servants. This had been rendered necessary by the arrest and 
search of a Legation messenger travelling between Herat and the Shah’s 
camp. This farman was supplemented by a second Fariuan (No. XIV) for 
the same purpose granted the following year. 

In i$44 a convention * was signed between Russia and Persia, explain¬ 
ing the 14th article of the Treaty of Turkmanebat, and decreeing that the 
subjects of either State crossing the frontier into the territory of the othor 
must be provided with passports. 

In the following year (f 845 ) French raerchandire wa? put on the same 
tooting as that of the most favoured nation; In 1847 a commercial treaty 
between Prance and Persia was signed, but not ratified, and in 1849 the 
Persian Government officially refused to rafify It. 

In 2848 a Russian hospital for Lbe use of Russians employed in checking 
the marauding Turkmans was established by a Royal Farman at Bandar Gtz 
on the Persian mainland in the province of Astarabad. 

In the same year, when the British Governmeot were making streouoas 
eTcrtiona to suppress the traffic in African slaves, an Engagement (No. XV) 
was obtained from the Shah to prohibit the importation of slaves Into Persia 
by sea. The priests were greatly averse to the abolition of slave traffic, and 
the Shah did not feel bins elf strong enough to brave their opposition and to 
absolutely aod explicitly prohibit the importation of slaves into his domlolona; 
but be virtually did so by forbidding iinportation by sea, as the route by land 
is not practicable. In 1851 a ConventJon (No. XVI) was concluded for 
the search and sebure of Persian vessels suspected of being engaged in the 
slave-trade. 

The reconquest of Afghanistan was always a favourite dream of the 
Kajar dynasty, who cooceived that their rights of sovereignty over that 
country were as complete as In the days of the Safavian kings. The first 
use which the Russians made of their ascendancy after the peace of (8a8 
was to encourage Fateh Ali Shah m his ambition for eastern conquests as an 
off-set for the cessions on bis north-western frontier, and as a means of 
indirectly establishing their own influence as far as the Indus. Fateh AU Shah 
projected two unsuccessful expeditions against Afghauistan and the city of 
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Herat, which IS the k«y to th« country. His grandson, Muhammad Shah, 
who was ever a frieod of Russia and an enemy to Bntish interests, revived 
the project, and with a large force laid ^ege to Herat on the 93fd KoTember 
tS^y. He was aware, and had been warned, that any hostile movement 
against Herat would be viewed with dissatisraction by the British Covera- 
ment, Confident, however, In th^ support of Russia, he rejected atl offers 
for the settlement of his disputes with Shah Kamran of Herat by friendly 
mediation, and treated the British mission with a marked discourtesy, which 
compelled the Envoy to lower his flag and declare the alliance with Persia 
at ao end. To force the Shah to renounce his ambitious projects a demon* 
stration wu made in the Persian Gulf by the occupation of the Island of Karak. 
This had the effect of forcing him to withdraw his troops from Herat after a 
memorable ilege of ten months. In which all his efforts to take the city were 
defeated by the energy and ability of Eldred Pottinger, a young English 
officer of artillery. On the withdrawal of the British armies from Afghanis¬ 
tan, Shah Kamran was deposed and murdered by his minister, Yar Muham> 
mad Khan, who in words professed himself to be a dependant of the Shah 
of Perria, but maintained himself in real Independence. 

Muhammad Shah died In August 1848, and was succeeded by his eldest 
son Nsfurmd'DIn, On ihc death of Yar Muhammad Khan of Herat in (851, 
his son Saiyid Muhammad Khan, succeeded him. Feeling himself insecure In 
power and being threatened by the Amir of Kabul and by Kohandll Khan 
from Kandahar, Salyld Muhammad Khan made overtures to Persia, and a 
force was despatched by the Shah nominally to reduce the Turkmans but 
In reality to occupy Herat. The British Envoy at Tehran remonstrated and 
required from the Persian Government explicit assurances of the course they 
meant to adopt, On the 35th January 1853 the Persian Government 
signed an agreement IKo, XVII) not to send troops to Meratunless It should 
be attacked by a foreign force, and not to Interfere further In i>8 affairs thao 
had been dooe In the lifetime of Yar Muhammad, 'Phis Interference with 
their ambitious projects greatly irritated the Persian Court, who showed 
their annoyance by a series of vexatious slights, which destroyed all cordiality 
of iniercourse with the British Envoy, and eventually caused a new rupture. 
In 1854 Mirsa Hssbim Khan, who had been discharged from the Shah’s 
service, was appointed to be agent at Sblraz for the British mission. The 
Persian Government objected to the appointment, and threatened to 
Imprison him if he should proceed on his duty. They next seised and 
imprisoned bis wife. As all redress was persistently refused, the Envoy at 
Jehran struck bis dag on the sotb November and withdraw from the Persia^ 
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dominions. An ofiicUl notification wgs issnod hj the Persian Goveritment 
justifying their proceedings, and iosinuatiog that the interest of the British 
Envoy in the case sprang from an intrigue nitb the wife of Mirza Hasbim. 
In the meantime Muhammad Yusuf, grandson of Firos, one of the brother? 
of Shah Shuja, had put Saiyid Muhammad Khaa, the ruler of K^rati to 
death, and had applied to the Shah of Persia for assistance. A force 
was sent. In December 1S55, in violation of the agreement Tvblch had been 
made by the Persian Government. Muhammad Yusuf was taken pris oner, 
and Herat was captured on the afifh October 1856. Every effort having 
failed to induce the Persian Gover ament to adjust the quarrel and to apolo^re 
fdr the insults to the British mission, a force was despatched from Bombay 
to occupy the island of KaraV, and war was formally declared on the ist Nov¬ 
ember 18^6. After a brief campaign hostilities were terminate^ by theXrea^ 
of Paris (No. XVIII) concluded on 4th March 1857. This treaty revir-^ 
none of the earlier treaties cancelled by the war except the convention of 
August 1851 for the suppr<*ssion of slavery in the Persian Gulf, which by the 
13th article was renewed tilt August 1872, and for such time afterwards as 
neither of the ^ntracting parties by a formal declaration annuls it. 


The Legation at Tehran w^ under the immediate direction of the 
India Office from 1823 to 1835, and a^in for one year from the end of 18.58 
to the end of 1859.* Since then it has remained under the control of the 
English Foreign Office. 

During the Crimean War in 1854 Persia remsinod neutral, although she 
was at one time on the point 0! casting in her lot with Russia, as a return 
for which territorial aggrandizement was offered her, as well as release from 
the payment of the subsidy which she had to make to Russia in accordance 
with the provisions of the Treaty of Turkman oh ai. She stood aloof, how> 
ever, although she had at one time gone so far as to mass troops 00 the 
Turkish frontier. 


In i860 the Persian Goveminent sect an expedition under the command 
of Hatnaa Mtrza against the Tckke Turkmans of Merv, who were considered 
to be Persian subjects thou gh beyond the coa trol of the Ce ni ral Go v cm meot, 
io order to punish them for the constant raids made on Kl'Orasan. Merv 
was taken on the t5th of July, the Turkcnaos haring made but little oppo¬ 
sition ^ bat when the Persian Commander endeavoored on October 5^ to 
move from his entrenched camp to more suitable ground he was attacked by 
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ebe Turkmans abd totally routed, the eapeditJOD returning: to Khorasjin in 
great confusion. 

The CaiplaD Sea ftsheriea was granted first about 1867 to M. Lianezoff, 
a Russian subject^ and the concession has since been frequently rene^red. 
A fixed sum is given by the concessionnaire to the Persian Government. 

I n J 869 the Ru 1 sians h av in g fi rmly e stabi ished themsel res a t Kr asn ovodsk , 
on the eastern shores of (be Caspian Sea^ it was found necessary to define 
the frontier between Russia and Persia, and accordingly an agreement* was 
drawn up secretly and acknowledged by an autograph letter of the Shah 
fixing the river Atrak as the boundary between the two States. The Per* 
Sian Government later declared lhat the Atrak frontier only referred to the 
seaboard and to about 50 miles inland and did not include the river to its 
source. 

The proceedings of the Persian authorities on (he frontier of Baluchistan 
were long a source of anxiety to the Khan of Kalat. Founding her preten* 
sions to dominion in Baluchistan on the conquest of former dynasties, Persia 
gradually advanced beyond the frontier which marked her possessions early 
in the nineteenth century, and justified ber action by the necessity of repress* 
ing the border Baluchi^ who were in the hsbit of organising marauding ex¬ 
peditions into the neighbouring province of Karman. In this way the district 
of Bampur fell into the hands of the Persians in 1841, and nine years later, 
after the unsuccessful revolt of Us Chief, it was permanently occupied by them. 
Subsequently the Chiefs of the western divisions of Makran, um,, Dizak, 
Ssrbas, Oeh, and Kasarkand paid tribute to Ibrahim Khan, the Persian 
Governor of Bampur. No opportunity was lost by Ibrahim Khan of asserting 
the claim of Persia, and his proceedings during the construction of the 
telegraph from Buahire to Gwadar in 1863, addressing theatenlng letters 
(0 the neighbouring Chiefs, formed the subject of reference to Tehran. Five 
years later he manifested a disposition to interfere with the construction of 
the telegraph between Jask and Gwadar, and the threatening attitude 
adopted by him during that and the following year towards Kej and other 
parts of Makran owing allegiance to the Khan of Kalat was productive of 
much excitement and disturbance in the border dUtrlcts. The ministers of 
the Shah disclairned any intention of asserting the claims of Persia to Kej 
by force of arms, but Ihe British Government having treaty engagements with 
the Khan of Kalat could not view with indifference any intentions on the part 
of Persia which caused apprehension to the Khan, and the expediency of 
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forbidding either opeo aggresBion or threats on the part of the frontlet 
authorities was impressed on the ministers. 

A proposal was then made in 1870 by the Shah that, as the boundaries 
between Persia and Kalat bad not been clearly deRoedj if the Brilish Ooveni* 
ment desired that the line of frontier should be traced, commissioners should 
be sent to the frontier by England, Persia, and Kalat for the purpose of 
settling the boundary. This proposal was accepted by the British Goverii- 
ment, and in January 1871 the commissioners met on the frontier and, after 
collecting all the available information, Major-General Goldscoid, the British 
commissioner, proceeded to Tehran for the adjustment of the question. The 
Persian frontier, as defined in a memorandum by the British commissioner, 
and comprising Dizakand Bampusht, Sarbat and Pisbin, Baho and DashtI* 
yari, was accepted by tbe Shah on the 4th September 1871. A request was 
subsequently preferred by the Persian Government that tbe small district of 
Kobair, lying below the jalk and Kalagan sub-dlvisioos of the Dirak district 
and which had been included on the map within the Kalat frontier, might be 
made over to Persia. This was so far agreed to by the British Govern* 
ment that the lljie forming the western boundary of Kalat w<*is drawn to the 
east of Kobak, but no opinion was expressed as to tbe position of the 
Persian frontier. Kohak was occupied by Persian troops in-' May 1874, 
(See Baluchistan, Vol. XI.} 

In {861 proposals were made for a convention between the Indian and 
Persian Governments for the construction of a line of telegraph from the 
Turkish frontier through Persia to Bandar Abbas, to form part of a telegraph 
line frons England to India. After some negotiations, however, the Persian 
Government, on the 25tb April i8d2, declined tbe terns offered. The route 
through Persia was therefore abandoned, and the Turkish and Indian Hoes 
of telegraph were connected by a sub>marioe cable In the Persian Gulf. lu 
1888 a Convenlion (No. XlX] was concluded, by which, in order to provide 
against any accident to the Persian Gulf cable, it was agreed (hat tbe British 
Government should construct and work a line oi telegraph be tween Gwadar 
and a point between Jask and Bandar Abbas, the British Government to 
pay 3,000 tomans annually. As originally drawn, this convention expired in 
1888, but by mutual declaration made in 1887 it was prolooged till 1905. In 
1891 it was prolonged for a further period of twenty years, namely, till 1925. 

After tbe failure of the negotiations alluded to above, the Shah decided 
00 constructing an alternative Hne at bis own cost from Khanikin on the 
Turkish frontier through Tehran, Ispahan, and Shiraato meet the other line 
at Bushire, and for this purpose be concluded ao Engagement (No. XX) 
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JD Decenbet 1863 to place the construction and wotkicg of the line for a 
time under the supetinteodence of ao English eogineer officer; to purchase 
the materials from the .British Govern meet; and to allow the British 
Government the use of the line on payment of specified charges. 

By a Contention (Ko. XXI) executed at Tehran on 2y6 NoTember 
1865, and ratified on ist May following, the Persian Government agreed 
to erect, under the dlreclioo andsupervisiooof British officers, ao other wire 
to be used for international messages only, on the Bushire and Kbaoikin 
line, the necessary materials to be provided by the British Government and 
paid for in five yearly InsUlments. It was further agreed chat the establish* 
ments should be paid by the British Government, though the protection of 
the line was to remain with Persia, and that all receipts up to 30,000 to maos 
a year should be credited to Persia, the surplus, if any, being made over to 
the Briiish Government. The receipts did not amount to this sum in any 
one year, and the cost of establishments aod maintenance, Rs. i,30,000, 
fell entirely on the British Governuieot 

In January i 858 and May t86p, however, arrangements* were concluded 
between the British and Persian Governments and the Indo-European Tele* 
graph Company, by which the Bdiish Government was relieved of a portion 
of these charges. This company was from its beginning, and is still, 
under Russian proCection In Persia. The company bad early in 186S obtain* 
ed a concession, owing in great measure to che good offices of the Russian 
Legation at Tehran, from the Pertian Government to coostract and work a 
telegraph tine from Julfa to Tehran for a term of twenty-five years. It was 
DOW agreed that the company should pay the Persian Government a €xed 
annual sum of is,000 tomans In lieu of the receipts up to 30,000 tomans for* 
merly paid by the British Government; that they should deduct from that 
payment an annual instalment of one tweoty-fourch of the debt due by the 
Pet Sian to the British Government on account of the cost of construction, and 
should pay that Instalment to the British Government; and that till that debt 
was paid oif, or as long, at all events, as the British Government held the 
ecticession of the tine, the company should also pay the British Government 
a moiety of the surplus receipts in excess of 12,000 tomans a year. In 
return for this, if the convention of 1865 were not renewed, the company 
were to have the concession, and in the case of its renewal, to receive from 
the Persian Govcriment one*third of their charge on each message along the 
whole line from Bushire to Julfa. 
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Tbe telegraph cooventioo of 1865 expired on tbe I2th August z$ 73 > but 
vras renewed (No. XXJI} for & period of three months^ end on 2nd Decern* 
ber following n fresh Convention (No. XXIll) for the construct Ion of a third 
wire was signed and came into force from 31st March >873, tbe date of 
its ratification. By this convention it was agreed that tbe Persian 
Government should receive from tbe British Governmeat for three years an 
annual paymeotof 3,000 tomans for messages originating or terminating in 
Persia, pending the making of a separate arrangement. The lDdo>European 
Telegraph Company take two*Chirds and tbe Persian Government one*third 
00 all messages originating and termioating in Persia. Also, in consequence 
of the frequency with which outrages had been perpetrated on the persons 
and property of telegraph employes, and damage caused to the telegraph 
posts and wires, it was provided by article 2 that the British employ da 
should be placed under the special protection of tbe local authontles, the 
latter furnishing them with guards when necessary and otherwise assuring 
Ibeir personal safety; and by article 12 that the expense of repairing any 
wilful damage to the line should be borne by the Persian Government. This 
convention as originally drawn would have expired on the ist January i8p5i 
but by mutual declarations made in 1887 it was prolonged to 1^25, when the 
whole lino will be handed over to the Persian Government, unless this shall 
have already been done in accordance with the terms of article tp. The 
Government of India in 1887 waived iheir claim to tbe yearly contribution of 
1,000 tomans payable by Persia under article 10 of the convendoii. In 1891 
the convention of 1872 (like that of 2868) was continued for a further 
period of 20 years, namely, until ,1925. 

Id 1885 the Persian lice from Tehran to Masbad (Meshed) was taken 
over by the lodO'Etiropean Telegraph Department. 

On the 25tb of February 1887 Agreement (No. XXIV) was 

signed, which fixes the territorial limits of tbe telegraph station there and 
other details respecting taxes to be levied ,00 employes. 

In January 1891 an agreement* was arranged between the Shab and 
the Indo'Europeau Telegraph Company, adjouroiog the date at which the 
agreement of 1872 should terminate from 1905, to 1925 in which year also, 
as already staled, the AnglO'Persiau telegraph convention of 1868 and 
1872 will, under existing arrangements terminate. 

On the 24th of May 1879 a conventionf was signed between the Russian 
and Persian Governments, by which the former were to make a line of 
telegraph from Childabliar to meet the Persian line at Astarabad; (he 
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coaventioo to bold good for ooo year and tbe lioe to be banded over to the 
PeitianGovernmeat after completioa. 

On the 31st of January i 83 r a further coaveotion • was signed, hj which 
Russian employes are allowed to work the line ; 30 ceatimes per word 00 
messages from Julfa to stations east of the Caspian, and 60 ceotiiaes a word 
oa messages to places south of Tehran are to be paid Co Persia; and a 
tenth of the sum received is to be set apart for repairing tbe line. The 
cooveniion is to remain in force as long as the Russian Government desire 
to maintain telegraphic conmunlcatioo with their military authorities In the 
provinces to the east of tbe Ca>«piaD Sea. 

In J863 a treaty t was signed between Turkey and Persia, establishing 
a line of telegraph between the two countries and deciding that the point of 
junction should be at Kbaoikin. On account of tbe uncertainty of the exact 
frontier line two further conventions were signed t in 1863 and 1864 respect¬ 
ing the point of janctioo of the Turkish and Persian lines. 

Iq 1870 a coDvention § was come Co between Turkey and Persia with 
reference to tbe traosporUtion of corpses to the sacred places in Mesopo¬ 
tamia. A period of three years is fixed as the fitnit to tbe delay In 
transport 

The railway question, wbfcb had for some years been mooted in Persia, 
was brought prominently forward by tbe terms of the Reuter Concession of 
1872, and since that time numerous concessions have been granted to 
European companies and others, but In only two iosUncea^uej the short 
line from Tehran to Shab Abdul Aaim, a distance of six miles, which is 
worked by a Belgian company, and which was granted in 18S6; the other, 
the Amul r^lway in Maeandaran, which was granted to Hajjt Am Ini Zarb 
(Muhammad Kassan}—have these concessions been taken up. tn 1890, 
Owing to tbe rivalry existing between the English and Russian Governments 
as to railways, the Shah made an agreement | with the Russian Government 
that DO railways should be made in Persia during the next ten years. Two

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coDCdssIoDS were, however, with the eonseat of the &nd Russian 

Governments, granted in January 1891; the hrst, according to the concession' 
oaire, a Belgian subject, the right to prolong the Shah Abdut Asim railway 
to a distance not exceeding 30 kilometres from Tehran; the second, 
according to a French citiseo, the right to run a tight railway to his coat 
mines, distant about 30 or 40 miles from Tehran. The concessions have 
since lapsed. 

In 1875 a commercial treaty,* having reference to the import of tobacco, 
was Eigned at Constantioople, and in 1878 a special tarifft renewable 
every 10 years was settled. 

The disorgaoised state of the border districts of Persia aod Turkey has 
long been productive of dissensions between the two States. Complaints of 
the passage of nOmad tribes to and from the Pashalik of Pa^bdad, and of 
the grant of an asylum to marauders and refugees by the froniier authorities, 
led to the insertion of articles in the treaty( concluded at Brzerum in 1833, 
providing for the remedy of these abuses. These provisioiis proved Ineifec* 
tual, and in 1849 four commissioeera were appointed on the part of England, 
Russia, Persia, and Turkey, respectively, for the porpose of deiiniog the 
border as provided in the second and third articles of the treaty^ concluded 
at Eraerum ici 1847. ^ border dutricts was prepared by the 

commission, but the actual demarcation was not effected, and the question 
remained in abeyance. In 1869 a protocol|| was signed by tbe Persian 
and Turkish representatives on the simultaneous presentation, by the 
representatives of England and Russia at Constantinople aod Tehran, of a 
map whicli had been draw a up by the English and Russian cominiasioaers. 
Oo this map a band of territory varying from 25 to 40 miles wide was laid 
down, within which the mediatory powers declared that they considered 
tbe frootier line ought to be found. Under this protocol tbe status guo of 
tbe lauds in dispute, which were situated on the south-western slope of the 
Pusht'i'Kob raoge, near tbe Tigris, was to be maintained until tbe boundary 
line should be settled, and uo buildings were to be erected on these lands. 
In 187], however, tbe border disputes were revived, oegotiatiens ensued, 
and hoally it was arranged that refugees on tbe border should be removed 
to such a distance In tbe interior of each State as should prevent their 
carrying on iotrigues. It was also agreed that a Peiso-TurkUh commission 
should assemble at Constantinople for (he purpose of carrying into effect 
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the provisiooa o( the second treat/ of Erzerum, and at which delegates oa 
the part of England and Russia should be present to assist the delegates of 
Persia and Turkey in coming to a complete understandiog; but owing to 
the diiatoriness of the Porte the commission never met. In iS8 4 further 
representations were made by the Porte that the Persians were cultivating 
the lands in question, an armed Persian force of 500 horsemen having 
entered and sown the disputed district; the Persians still maintained that 
the lands were undoubtedly on the P^sian side of the frontier as deter* 
mined by the treaty of Erzerum in 1847, which fixed the itaius quo in cer¬ 
tain districts. The district was then occupied by Turkish troops, where¬ 
upon a joint note was addressed by the English and Russian Legations at 
Tehran to the Turkish and Persian Governments, asking that the troops 
might evacuate the district, and that a map shewing the frontier might be 
prepared together with a memorandum explaining the pretentions of 
Persia. 

In 1876 troubles were renewed on the Turko-Persian frontier at Khoi 
and Zobab, which were claimed both by Turkey and Persia; they were 
continued in the following year and resulted in the presentation by the 
Persian Government of their grievances against the Porte, which may be 
brieHy summed up as follows the continued occupation by Turkey 

of Kotaur (Kutur), which was seize<i by Darvesb Pasha In 1849, when on 
bis way to join the frontier commissiou at Baghdad, and which, in spite of 
the repeated protests of the Persian Government against these alleged 
violation of territory, was still held by the Porte, and also of Bansargao, 
Deiri, Mabmudi, Akhorek, and Chibaktu, and Kbazina; second, the ill- 
treatment to which Persian pilgrims were subjected ; third, the non-execu¬ 
tion of the promise made that Abbas hffrsa should be removed from 
Baghdad; and fourth, the delay in delimitating the frontier. In the same 
year the island of Sbahleb, JR the Persian Gulf, which was claimed by 
Persia, was occupied by Turkey bat evacuated on an agreement being 
entered into by the Persian Government that It should not be cultivated nor 
occupied by Persian troops pending the final settlement of the respective 
claims to It. 

In 187$ a convention* was agreed upon between the Persian and 
Turkish Governments for regulating the position of the subjects of the two 
powers in their respective States. 

In 1877 the continued advance of the Russian troops on the east coast 
of the Caspian Sea caused the Turkmans of Merv and Akhal to consider 
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whether it wouJd be for their advantage that the ootninal sovereigntyj ivhich 
Persia had claimed over them for many years, should become more delinite, 
or whether it would be more prudent to declare allegiance to Russia. In the 
following year some Chiefs of the Tekke Turkmans of Mecv visited Tehran 
and made an agreement with the Sbab, by which they promised allegiance to 
Persia, but the agreement was set aside on their return to Merv. In thesaine 
year the Russians advanced on the Akhal territory formerly claimed by Persia. 
They continued their advance in the following year, but were twice driven 
back by the Turkmans, namely, acGeok Tapih (Teppe) and Chat. In iS8c 
the Tekke Ttu’kmans of Merv again sent a deputation to Tehran, but this 
led to no result, as one of the conditions of their owitlng allegiauce lo Persia 
WAS that the fertile lands of Sarakbs should be assigned to them if they 
eventually decided to abandon Merv. In the meanwhile tbe Turkmans of the 
Akbal distnet had gained temporary successes agdost the Russians and had 
twice defeated them, at Khoja Kala and atGeok Tapih ; but in the following 
year, 1881, tbe Russians under General Skobeleff took Geok Tapih and oecu* 
pied tbe Persian Ataks of Daragbaa and KaUt'i-Kadirl. This led to the 
siguiog of the Akhal-Kborasan boundary convention* on tbe 2 Xst of Decem> 
ber, by which the Russo-Persian frontier from the Caspian Sea to Baba Dor* 
mas is defined, although the work of the actual marking out of the frontier 
by the Russian and Persian commissioners was not completed till 1885. By 
the convention of t88i the agreement entered into in 1869, by which tbe 
river Atrak was to form the boundary benveentbe two countries, ia cancelled. 

in 1882 the Russian Minister at Tehran informed the Persian Govern¬ 
ment that, as Persia had not asserted her sovereignty over the Tekki 1 urk- 
mans of Merv, the Russian Government could not now recognise such 
sovereignty. The Persian Minister of Foreign Affairs replied that Persia, 
although she could not consider her territorial tights over Merv as invali¬ 
dated by the reasons given, would nevertheless not take any action with 
respect to the allegiaoce of the Tekkes without consulting Russia; and it 
subsequently transpired that the Russians had already, iu (he autumn of the 
preceding year, concluded an agreement with the Tekkes of Merv by which 
mutual protection Is guaranteed to tbe subjects of both parties, and Russian 
agents, to the exclusion of all ethers, are alone to be received at Merv. 

Id 1884 Merv sur rendered to the Russians, who then occupied Sarakhs 
on the ground that it had always belonged to the Tekke Turkmans of Merv. 

tn 1878 an agreementf was arranged between the Turkish and Persian 
Governments respecting sanitary regulations to be observed by Persian 
pilgrims. 
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Ill 1880 a portocol was signed between Great Britain and Russia regard' 
isg the territory of Kotaur, id accordance with tlie 60th artfcle of the treaty 
of Berlioj by which the lands Id dispute were declared to belong to Persia 
and were therefore evacuated by the Torkiah troops. 

To the same year a Kurdish tribe, under a certain Shaikh ObaiduIIa, made 
an incursion over the Turko-Persian frontier and ravaged certain Persian 
villages. In 1881*82, on the Persian Government making urgent repre* 
eeotations to the Porte, measures were taken to prevent the recurrence of 
these inroads, and the Shaikh was captured and banished to Medina. 

In May 1889 the Persian Government complained of a Turkish attack 
on the village of Kadkboda All, In the district of Khanikin, to which the 
Turkish Ambassador at Tehran replied by complaining of the occupation by 
Persians of lands at Vaaoeh on the Turko-Persiao frontier, which be declared 
to be undoubtedly Turkish. Persia proposed tbe appointment of two engineers 
to decide as to tbe proprietary rights to Varneh, hut to tbls tbe Turkish 
Government did not agree. In July of the same year a Kurdish inroad took 
place at Abagir in the district of Uramia, which is equally claimed by both 
governments. 

lo January 1890 the Turkish Government stipulated that, before any 
agreement should be discussed respecting Vasneb, the lands in dispute should 
be evacuated by the Persians. Jo the month of April a protocol was drawn 
up by the Persian Government and submitted to the Porte for the settlement 
of the question, by which Persia agreed to evacuate the district pending the 
decision, 

Id 1882 a convention was concluded betw'een Turkey and Per«a which 
opens the route by Bask Kala Dilman, though maintaining at the same time 
the Khaoikin route. It is durable for three years, and is renewable for 
further periods of three years so long as no objection is raised by either 
government, 

On the and of March 1882 a second slave-trade convention was signed 
between Great Britain and Persia abrogating tbe convention framed in 1851, 
giving British cruisers the right to search Persian vessels, and making 
arrangements respecting the disposal of slaves found and the punishment of 
the slavers (No. XXV). 

Id 1884 a convention was made regulating tbe overland postal arrange-* 
ments between Turkey and Persia, and in 1890 a convention was signed 
establishing tbe transmission of parcels by post between the two countries. 

In 1885 the cultivation of certain lands at Hashtadan on the Hari Rud 
froulier by Persians led to a protest from tbe Government of Afghanistan, the 
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Affiir claixDiogthe lands la questloo as part o( his dominion. Tbe BritbK 
Government offered (by virtue of the 6lh article of the treaty of PariSi 
1857} arbitrator betsveen the two countries in the queotioo at issue, 

and the offer having been accepted General MacLean, who was subsequently 
appCHQted to be Her late Majesty’s Consul-General and Agent to the Governor 
General of India at Mashad, was deputed to act as arbitrator. la 1888 he 
proposed an arrangement * for the settlement of the disputed frontier, which 
was accepted by the two Governments. The dernsreation was completed 
on the 24th of May 2891. 

A concession for the construction of a railway from Tehran to Shah 
Abdul Arim was granted to tbe late Fabius Boitalin 3886, sod was ceded by 
him to tbe Socidt^ anon) me des Chemins de fer et tramways en Pecse of 
Brussels in 1888. 

' A concession for the construction of tramways was granted to tbe late 
Fabtus Boital tn May 1888, and was ceded by bicxi to the above meuUoned 
" Socidtd anonyme " of Brussels in tbe sane year. 

In 1888 the navigation of the river Karun was thrown open Co the ships 
of all nations, t 

fp 1888 tbe New Oriental Bank Corporatioa opened a branch at 
Tehran and in other towns of Persia; and the Shah issued a proclamation^ 
promising protection of their property to bis subjects. 

In the following year the Persian Government at length agreed to the 
appointment of foreign Consuls at Mashad, and the Russian and British 
Governments at once named Consuls-Generat there. 

The famous Reuter Concession^ which had been granted in 1872, and 
cancelled the following year after the Shah’s return from Europe, was re¬ 
modelled in 1889 and signed on the jotb January of that year at Tehran. 
Baron Reuter was accorded the grant for a term of 60 years of tbe Imperial 
Bank of Persia, which was established under a British Royal Charter Iq 
S eptember 1889. Among other concessions were the bsue of banknotes 
which should be a legaltender ; the service of the treasury; and the rights 
of mining for iron, copper lead, mercury, coal, petrol eum, borax and 
asbestos mall Perkia. In the same year several minor concessions were 
granted. 

A Belgian, M. Denis, holds several concessions for the manufacture of 
candles, sugar and glass (1889), and a coocession for plaster lime and marble 
quarries, granted In 1890 for 50 years, within a radius of 35 miles round 
Tehran. 
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la (8$o Lazar Poliakoff of Moscow obtained a concession for tbe 
esCabllshmeot of a “Transport aad Insurance Company.” This company 
acquired iQ (he concessloa for the Enzeli'Kazvio road, and in 1S94 
that for the road from Kazvlo to Haiaadan. The former road was opened 
for traffic la 1399, the latter in 1905. In iSg; the company purchased the 
Kazvin'TebraD road, which the Persian Government had constructed ia 
i 83 o, and acqnired a concession for the construction of a quay, piers^ etc.j 
at Eozeli. 

In 1890 a concession was also granted to an EogHsh company giving 
them the working and management of all the tobacco grown in Persia. The 
company commenced operations the following spring. At the end of 1891 
a strong local agitation was aroused tn opposition to this concession, and in 
January 1892 the Persian Government issued a decree putting an end to 
the whole tobacco monopoly and paid the company (Imperial Tobacco* 
Corporation) ^ millon sterling, which was raised by a loan in London, The 
loan was redeemed in 1900. 

In Ibe year (890 also a concession for a loan Bank and “Mont de 
Pidtd ” was obtained by Jaquea Poliskoff of Petersburg. Some years later 
this Bank became practically an agency of the Russian State Bank and 
changed its title to “Banque d'Escompte.” 

In 1890 the concession for a carriage road from Tehran to the south of 
Persia was purchased by the Imperial Bank of Persia and the work of 
construcUng the road was at once taken in hand. 

By a concession dated the isth May 1895 the French Government 
obtained the exclusive right in perpetuity of search log for objects of 
antiquariac interest in Persia. 

A concession for a road from Ahwae to Ispahan was granted In 1897 
to the Bakbtiari Chiefs. This read was completed in December 1899. 

In 1898 the Imperial Bank of Persia obtained a supplementary 
article to its concession of 1890. Under the article the bank secured 
the concession for a road from Kum to Ispahan on the same terms as 
the original road concession. The entire concession, which includes 
ibe coasts action and working of tbo road from Tehran to Kum and 
Ispahan, and from the former lo Ah was viS Sultanabad, Dizful and 
Shuster, the eaten sloo of the latter from Ah was to Mohamroerah, and the 
branch road from Burujlrd to Ispahan, was transferred by the bank to the 
Persian Transport Company in conuderatlon of the payment by the latter 
company of 15,000 and the d lot meat of 10,000 fully p^d up shares of 
£i each. 
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Id HaicH 1899 a mining concession was granted to Russan capitalists 
for 70 years io tbe district oi Karadagh Ui the provioce oI Azaibaijan. The 
mines are said to cooUin coal, copper and lead. No work has begun yet 
(1906). 

Id 1901, with a view to securiog uointerrupted communtcatJOD between 
Europe and India, it was agreed (Ko. XXVI) between tbe British aud 
Persian Goveromenta that, in additioD to the hnes ol telegraph already 
established In virtue ol previous engagements, a line of three wires should 
be constructed by tbe Persian Government from Kasban to the Baluchistan 
frontier and Karmao. 

A petroleum concessioo for do years was granted to Mr. William Knox 
D'Arcycf London in 1901 lor all Persia except Gilan, Mazandaran, Khorasao, 
Aaarbaijan and Astarabad. In the Chiah Surkb wells oil has been found 
in considerable quantities. The company are exploiting their concession. 

In >903 tbe Russians acquired a concesuon for a’road runolng from Julia 
on the Russian frontier to Tabriz and Unking with Kazvin. In connection 
with this road the Russian Bank acquired a concession for working i^ptha 
aad coal situated on each side of tbe road to a dist^ce of 40 miles. 

In iQdd a concession for electric lights for all Persia was given to tbe 
late Hakim-ul-Mulk, but nothing has yet been done Co light Tehran by 
electricity. 

In 1903 a concession for a road from Astaia to Ardabil was granted to 
the Sherket Umiml, About 25 miles of this road, which is being constructed 
by a Persiaa company, have been completed. 

The late Shah Muzufferuddin in April 1903 granted the Moayyer-el* 
Momalek, a Persian noble, a telephone monopoly in Persia for 60 years. 
By article VII of tbe coocessioa he is empowered to dispose of bis conces* 
sion, but tbe concession circular of 1904 prohibits the sale without the 
permission of tbe Persian Govern meut. 

A Commercial Convention (No. XXVU) and tariff was signed belween 
Great Britan and Fer^a in February 1903, and was ratiSed in May of tbe 
same year. 

In 1904 the Sani-ed-Dowlah obtained a monopoly for running motorcars 
throughout Persia. This monopoly has been questioned so far as roads 
constructed by the Russian Finance Ministry are concerned on tbe ground 
that tbe coocessioonaire's rights could not cancel rights previously conceded 
to them. Tbe Sanl^ed-Dowlah has acquiesced in this view. 
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In August 1905 a concession, was giaated to the Sponge Exploration 
Syndicate of London, the members which are believed to be Greeks, to fish 
for and exploit sponges in Persian waters from Fao’to Gwetter. ;£i,ooo 
was paid lor tbe concession, and (he Syndicate has agreed to pay a royalty 
of $0 francs lor every 100 kilogrammes of sponges exported abroad or 
brought into Persia lor sale. The concession is (or years. 

S&ISTAN. 

The rival claims ol Persia and Afghanistan to sovereignty over Sets tan 
were for many years productive of disputes which more than once threatened 
a mptnre of friendly relations between the two States. Selstan was In 
ancient times, and especially under the Safavian dynasty, a dependency of 
Persia., On the death of Nadir Shah It became an integral portion of the 
Durani empire founded by Ahmad Shah Abdali. On the dismemberment 
of the Ourani empire, Selstan became dependent atone time on Herat, when 
that province was isolated from the rest of Afghanistan, with intervals of 
independence more or less prolonged, and at a later time stilt on Herat and 
Kandahar alternately. Although no interference was exercised by Persia In 
tbe internal administration of Seistan, the dissensions among tbe Barazai 
family led to tbe diminution of Afghan influence, and after the death of 
Kobandil Khan in 1^55, All Kban Sarbandi, who had been installed by him 
some years previously as ruler ol south*western Seistan, made overtures to 
Persia in the hope of enjoying a greater amount of independence under a 
power which from its distance would be less able to enforce obedience. Ali 
Khan was received with honour at Tehran, married a princess of the royal 
family, and returned to Seistan with an allowance of 4,000 tomans a year: 
a sum of 3,000 tomans a year was also bestowed on Ibrahim Khan of Chakan* 
sur, tbe principal Chief of ooitbern Seistan, and the other Chiefs. In retnrn 
for these subsidies the Chiefs undertook to prevent Balucb raiders from 
entering Persian territory. Towards the close of 185$ Ali Kbao was assas¬ 
sinated by his nephew, Taj Muhammad, but the latter eveotually expressed 
his willingness to continue his predecessor’s engagements with Persia. 

Tbe sovereignty of Persia over Selstan was, however, never recognized 
by the British Government, and an intimation to chat effect was conveyed to 
the Persian Goveruroent when, io 1862, the Shah claimed the execution of 
the 7th article ol the treaty of 1857, on the ground of tbe alleged Intention 
of Dost Muhammad Khan to require tbe subtnission ol Selstan. In 1863 
Persia, again apprehensive of an invasion of Seistan by Dost Muhammad 
Khan, who was then engaged iu the expedition against Herat, was anxious 
to obtain an assuraoce that the British Government would not permit any 
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such mTasioQ of Persian territory; but as the title to territory of Seistan 
wag disputed, the British Go/firntnent declined to ialerfere m the matter, 
and left it to both parties to make good their possession by force of arms. 

Towards the end ol 1865 an armed advance was made into Seistan by 
Persia with the alleged object of enabling Taj Muhammad to keep In check 
Baiuch raiders who hod committed depredations on Persiao territory. In 
1867 the docnioion of Peraaover the part of Selstaa, south-west of the Bel- 
mand, was completed by the removal of Taj Muhammad, bis brother and his 
undo to Tehran. Thenceforward it was the aim of Persia Co obtain posses* 
sion of the territory of Ibrahim Khan of CbaKanaur, north of the Helmaod; 
and Mir Alam Khan, the Persian Governor of Kaia, succeeded in occupying 
the whole of SelsCan proper; f.s., the cotiatry lying between the Hamun 00 
the nor lb and west, and the Helmand, beloiv tbe Kobak dam, on the east. 
During the civil wars, which after tbe death of Dost Muliammad Khan 
distracted AfghanlsUa, the progress of the Persians met with little opposi' 
tioo, but on the esUblisbment of Amir Sher All Khan’s power the Afghans 
found themselves in a position to retaliate, and raids on both sides of the 
border became of constant occurrence. 

Tbe PetsiaD Goveromeot having expressed a wish for the good offices of 
the British Government in placing the relations of ^rsia with Afghanistan 
with regard to Seistan on a more satisfactory footing, the British Minister 
at Tehran was, under article 6 of the treaty of 1857, instructed to offer 
British arbitration on tbe question of the sovereignty and boundaries of the 
whole of Seistan on both sides of the river Helmand, on the basis 0! ancient 
right and present possession. The Shah eventually agreed that commission¬ 
ers 00 the pact of the British Government, Persia Afgbamstaa, respect¬ 
ively, should meet in Seistan, where the two latter were to state aod 
substantUte their claims; that if local enquiry should be necessary, the 
commissioners were to proceed to any point for that purpose and make a 
map of the districts; that when the British commisaoner considered that 
nothing further could be done on the spot, the commissioners should 
proceed to Tehran, where the subject would be fully discussed with a view 
to its settiemeot, and the British Commissioner would state bis opjoion as 
arbitrator; that should either the Persian or Afghan Government not agree 
to this opinion, reference should be made to the British Government, who se 
decision should be final and binding on both governments. Accordingly, 
after some delay caused by the tronbles io Afghanistan consequent on 
Muhammad Yakub Khan’s rebeUloo, tbe commissioners met on the frontier 
in tbe early part of 187?, and tbe opictoq of General Goldsmid, tbe British 
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comcDisaioner, waa deliverad in the following August (see Afgbanistdo, VoL 
Xi), Ad appeal was preferred by the Persian Governmentj but eventually 
the deddon of General Goldsmid was accepted uncoadUlonallyby the Shah 
and confirmed by the British Goveroment. 

Id the winter of 1873 the petty Chiefs occupying the Persian portion of 
SeisUo combined against the authority of the Persian Governor, Mir A lam 
Khan of Kaio, and compelled him to retire from the country. As their 
grievances were ascertained to be real, Mir Alam Khan was replaced by 
another Governor; be waa^ however, rC'appointed in December 1874* 
(See also Volume XI.) 

Persian Baluchistan and Karman. 

On the death of Saj'dar Din Muhammad Khan, Chief of Daabtyan, hU 
eldest SOD, Abdi Khan, succeeded to the Chief ship and to the subsidy which 
the locumbent receives from the Indo-European Telegraph Department for 
the safety of the line in the vicinity of Chaibar> This individual and his 
relations have frequently given trouble both to the Persian Government aod 
the Telegraph Departmenb, and in 1897 he was deported by the Persian 
Government to the interior, but was subsequently released. HU brother, 
Mahmud, has now been made co-sbarer in the telegraph subsidy, with 
satUfactory resells. 

The escape of fugitive Rind slaves to Gwadar and their deportation 
thence to Karachi for manumission, continued to give trouble to the political 
authorities, and threats, and even violence, were resorted to by the 
owners. 

[q 1896 and 1897 the iahabitants of Persian Baluchistan were 
evidently affected by the wave of fanaticism which was then passing over 
Islam, and the country remained in a very disturbed condition. Robbery 
and murder were rife and the unrest culminated in the murder of Mr. Graves, 
an Inspector of the Indo-European tel^aph line, while traveiling on duty in 
Persian Baluchistan, at bis camp on the Bapeh river. Enquiry proved that 
the murder was committed by Kerwani tribesmen, and the Durya Be^, 
GovetDor-General of Bushire, mcb the cO’Operation of the Resident, 
eventually succeeded in pnoishing several of the gang who were responsible 
for the outrage. One was shot, one publicly executed, aod others 
imprisoned. 

A coramerdal misrion composed of private persons, but organised with 
the Government of India’s support, visited south eastern Persia, travelling 
vid Bundar Abbas, Karman, Ye2d, Sblras and Busblre, with the object of 
studying openings for British trade. 
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The foUowiag note contains 3 l list of additional trestles concluded 
between Persia and other Foreign States, not already mentioried la the 
forego'itig narrative. Copies of them are Included among the appendices

proceelbn of traders end travellers in each ocber'i territories. In a further treaty* 
was cocteluded eonhrrauig the stipulations of the above treaty and providing for the 
reciprocal appointment of a Consd and Commercial ;tgent.

In (873 a Treaty f ^ of Commerce and Navigation was concluded betwttn Per^a 
and Germany, by which each nation agreed to place the subjects of the other on the 
footing of the most favoured nation, and to allow them to travel freely wherever they 
pleased. Provision was also made for deRning the jurisdiction cf the Coruuls, whom, 
to the number of thre^ each rutcion might nominate in the territory of the other By 
article 18 the German Oovemment declared Its readiness to lend its good offices, if 
requested by the Shah to do so, in bringing about the settkeoent of any dispute which 
migiit arise between Persia and her neighbours.

No. 1. 

Artjclbs of Agbeembnt made with Shaik Sadoon, of 
Bushirb, the 12th April 1763. 

Articlb I, 

No customs or dudes to be coUected 00 goods imported or exported 
by the English: end, in like manoer, o&ly three per cent, to be taken from 
ihe merchants who buy or sell to tbe Eoglisb. 

Articlb 2 . 

Tbe importation and sale of woollen goods to be solely In the hands of 
the English; and if any person whatever attempts to bring wooUeo goods 
clandestinely> it shall be lawful .(or the English to siae them. This Article 
to take place in four monibs from date hereof. 

Articls 3. 

No European nation whatever is to be permitted to settle at Bushire so 
dong as tlte EogUsh contioue a factory here, 

Article 4, 

The brokers, linguists, servants, and others of the English are to be 
entirely under the protection and Government of the English; nor is the 
Sbaik, or his people, in any shape to molest them, or interfere in tbeir 
affairs. 

Article 5, 

Id case any of the inhabitants become truly indebted to the English and 
refuse payment, the Shaik shall oblige them to give the English satisfac¬ 
tion. 

Article'6. 

The English to have such a spot of ground as they may pitch upon for 
erecting a factory, and proper conveniences for carrying on their commerce, 
to be built at the Shaik’a expense. They are to hoist their colours upon it 
and have twenty'one guns for saluting. 

Article 7. 

A proper spot of ground to be alloited the English for a garden, and 
another for a burying ground. 
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Articls 8. 

The English, and those under their protectloo, not to be impeded in 
their religion. 

Article 9. 

Soldiers, s&Uors, servants, slaves, and others belonging to the English, 
rvho may desert, are not to be protected or entertained by the Sbaik or h>s 
people, but, hn 4 fide, secured and returned. 

ARTICLE 10. 

In case any English ships sell to or buy from the country merchants 
apart from the factory, a due account thereof is to be rendered to the 
English Chief for tbe time being, for which purpose ooe of his people is to 
attend at the weight and delivery of all goods so sold, which is to be done 
at tbe public Custom House. 

Articls xi. 

If through any accident an English vessel should be drove on shore in 
the country belonging to the Shaik, they shall not In auy respect be plun> 
dered; but, 00 the contrary, tbe Sbaik s)iall afford tbe EsgUsh all the 
assistance in bis power for saving them and their effects, tbe Eoglisb 
paying them for tb^r,trouble. 

Article is. 

The Shaik shall not permit his subjects to purchase any goods from 
English vessels in the road, but only on shore.

Royal Grant from Karbm Khan, King of Persia, 1763. 

The Great God having, of his inhnlCe mercy, given victory unto Karem 
Khan, and made him Cblel Governor of all the kingdoms of Persia, and 
established under him the peace and tranquillity of the said kingdoms, by 
means of bis victorious sword, he is desirous that tbe said kingdoms should 
Eourisb and re-obtain their ancient grandeur by the increase of trade and 
cooimeice, as well as by a due execution of justice. 

Having been informed tbat the Right Worshipful William Andrew 
Pnce, Esq., Governor-Geoeralfor ihe Eoglisb i]atjoa in the Gulf of Persia^ is 
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arrived with power to settle a factory at Bushire, aod bas left Mr. Benjamio 
Jervis, Re»dect, rvbo, directions trom the said Governor>Genera1, has sect 
unto me Mr, Thomas 6urnford and Stephen Hermit, linguist, to obtain a 
grant of their ancient privileges In these kingdoms, I do, of my free will and 
^at frieodibiu for the English nation, grant unto the said Governor- 
General, in befialf of bis king and Company, thefoUowiag privileges, which 
shall be inviolably observed and held sacred id good faith 

That the English Company may have as much ground, and in any pait of 
Bush) re, they cnonae to build a factory on, nr at any other port in Gnlf. 
They may have as many cannon mounted on It as they choose, but not to be 
larger' than six pounds bore; and they may build factory bouses in any part 
of the kingdom they choose. 

Ko customs shall be charged the English on any gfoods Imported or 
exported by them at Busnlre, or any other port in the Gulf of rersia, on 
condition tKat at no time they import or export other persons’ goods in tbeir 
names. They may also send their goods customs free all over the kingdom 
of Persia; and on what goods they sell at Bnshlre, or elsewhere, the ^aik, 
or Governor, shall only charge the merchants an export duty of three per cent. 

No other European nation, or other persons, shall import any woollen 
goods to any port on the Persian shore in the Gulf, but the English Company 
only; and should any one attempt to do it clandestinely, their goods shall be 
seized and confiscated. 

Should any of the Persian merchants, or others, become truly iodebted 
to the English, the Sbaik, or Goveraor of the place, shall oblige them to pay 
It; but should be fall In his duty herein the English Chief may do his own 
justice and act as be pleases with the debtors to recover what owed him or 
tbeoi. 

In all the Idngdctn of Persia the English may sell thmr goods to and 
buy from whomever they judge proper; nor shall the Governor, or Shaik, 
of any ports or places, prevent tbmr iroportiog or exporting any goods 
whatever. 

When any English ship or ships arrive at any ports in the Gulf of Per»a, 
no merchants shall purchase from them clandestinely, but with the consent 
and knowledge of the English Chief there resident 

Should a ay English ship or vessel be drove on shore, nnfortaoately 
wrecked, or otherwise lost in any part o! the Gulf of Persia, the Shalks, or 
Governors of the adjacent places, sWl not claim any share of the sud wrecks, 
but shall assist the hnglisli, all in their power, in saving the whole or any 
part of the vessel or cargo. 

The English, and all those under their protection, in any part of the 
kingdom of Persia, shall have the free exercise of their religion, without 
Euo^tatloQ from any one. 

Should soldiers, sailors or slaves desert from the English in any part 
of Persia, they shall not be protected or encouraged, but, deed Jfi/e, 
delivered up, but not be punished for the 6rst or serxind olTence. 
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Wherever the English m&y have a factory in Persia their UoguUt, 
brokers^ and ah their other servants, shall be exempt from all taxes and 
impositions whatever, and under their own command and justice, without 
any one isterferiog therein. 

Wherever the Eogllsb are they shall have a spot of ground allotted 
them for a burying ground ; and if they want a spot for a garden, if the 
king’s property, it shall be given them gr^ilxi i if belonging to any private 
person, they must pay a reasonable price for it. 

The bouse that formerly belonged to the English Company at Schyrash, 
I now re-deliver to them, with the garden and water thereto belonging. 


Articles desired by the Khan, 1763. 

That the English, according to what was formerly customary, shall 
purchase from the Persian mer^aots such goods as will answer for sending 
to England or India, provided they and the Persians shall agree on 
reasonable prices for the same, and not export from Persia the whole amount 
of their sales in ready money, as this will Imporedsh the kingdom and in 
the end prejudice tr^e in general. 

That the English, wherever they are settled, shall not maltreat the 
Mnssulmeo. 

What goods are Imported by the English into Persia they shall give the 
preference in sale of them to the prindpal merchants and men of credit. 

The English shall not give protection to any of the king’s rebellious 
subjects, nor carry them out of the kingdom, but deliver any up that may 
desert to them, who shall not be punished for the first or second offence. 

The English shall at no lime, dther directly or indirectly, assist the 
king’s euemies. 

All our Governors of provinces, sea-ports, and other towns are ordered 
to pay strict obedience to these our orders, on pain of incurring our displea¬ 
sure. and of being punished for thejc disobedience or neglect.

Translation of a Firman from Jaffir Khan, 1788. 

In the name of the Almighty and Glorious God I 
This is exalted Firmana. « 

A/fer comfilmcnis.^Ani as we are always desirous that the merchants 
and Cofias, who have occasion to pass backwards and forwards in our domi¬ 
nions, should do so in safety, that they should sleep in the aadle of security 
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and coolideTice, and tba( they ahould transact aU their businessj as far as in 
ua lies, without trouble or relation**’’ 

Therefore the high, exalted Pirmana has been issued forth, containlo? 
the strictest mandates to all Governors and Com mao ders of our towns and 
castles, to all our Sirdars, and to all fUotdars, who receive customs on the 
roads, that they do show every favour to all persona employed by the English 
natioo in our dominioos for the purpose of merchandise, whether It be foe 
importation or exportation, and that they be constantly vigilant in protect¬ 
ing them and moreover that these our above-meotioned servants, upon no 
account or pretence whatsoever, require any customs, presents or money 
from the Agents of the English cation, but that it may so happen that from 
acoohdeoce iaus, and from a full persuasion of not receiving any insult or 
vexation, they, the English, may be induced to pass backwards and forwards 
and to trade in our dominions. And whenever they shall have disposed of 
the goods and merchaudize which they may import for sale, they shall have 
full liberty to make their returns according to their own wishes. 

And it is therefore necessary that our most honoured ftleod, the English 
Balios at Bussora, should petfeedy underfund that in this way our favour Is 
equ»l io magnitude to whatever he can hope or desire, and it is moreover 
necessary that in order to make trial thereof he should encourage his nation 
to trade Into Persia, and he has again our word that they shall do so in the 
fullest and most perfect »ecunty. 

Again, whatever goods or merchandize the English nation shall import 
for sale there shall be oo restrictions put upon the sale ther^f, hot ^ter 
their Agents shall have completed the sales and fulbled the design of then 
journey, they shall have every protection granted them on their return, and 
again upon our royal word there shall be no impoatlons laid upon them ; for 
if ever, heretofore, there has been any impositions or vexations practised 
upon the English nation in Persia, it Is our will that from this day they be 
abolished and forgotten. 

And being persuaded of the sincerity of our most honoured friend the 
Balios, we accept of his offer of services and request of him to purchase 
immediately such rarities as are procurable at Bussora, favouring us at the 
same time with the amount cost thereof, in order that wo may order 
the same to be repaid to the person who shall be sent with them. 

Let our friend, therefore, on all occasions rest satis&ed of our favour and 
protection. Let him oo all occasions make known to u$ bis wishes and 
wants, and let the above for ever remain a compact between us.

The earth 19 tbe Lord’s. Our august commaode are Issued, that the 
high In rank, the exalted in station, the great rulers, officers, aod writers of 
tbe ports, sea coasts, and Islands of the provinces of Pars and Khoozistaun, 
do coDsider themselves as psrtlcuUcly honoured and advanced by the royal 
favour; and whereas, at this period, the foundations of uuion and friend¬ 
ship have been cemented, and the habits of amity and intercourse have

PreamhU.^—Pi^^xt be unto God, who said ,'' Oh you who believe, perform 
your contracts, perform year covenants with God, when you enter into 
covenant with him, and violate not yoor engagements after the ratification 
thereof.” After the voice is raUed to the praise and glory of tbe God 
of tbe world, and the brain is perfumed with the scent of tbe suats and 
prophets (to whom be health and glo^), whose rare perfections are 
perpetually chaunted by birds oi the melodious notes,* furnished with two, 
three, and four pairs of wings, and to the highest seated in the heaiens, 
for whom good has been predestinated, and tbe perfume mixed with musk, 
which sconteth the cel^tial mansions of those that sing hymns In tbe 
ethereal sphere, and to the light of the dame of tbe Most l^igh, which 
gives irradiated splendour to tbe collected view of those who dsvell in the 
heavenly regions, the clear meaning of (the Treaty) which has been 
eeCablisfied on a solid basis is folly explained in this page, and it is fixed 
as a prescription of law that In this world of existence and trouble, and 
in this universe of creation and concord, there is no action among those 
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of tnaokiod that ttnis more to tbe perfectiOQ of the huntan race, or to 
answer the end of tbeir being and existence than that of cementing friend* 
ship and of esUbUshii^ intercourse, communication, and conoexioa 
between each other. The image rejected from the mirror of accomplish* 
meat is a tree fruitful and abuadaot, aod one that produces good both now 
and hereafter. To illustrate the rdlustons that It us been proper to make 
and to explain these metaphors, worthy of exposition at this trappy period of 
auspicious aspect, a Treaty has been concluded between tbe high in dignity 
and tbe exalted io station, attended by fortune, of great and spleodid 
power, the greatest among tbe high viziers, in whom confidence is placed, 
the faithful of tbe powerful government, the adorned with greatness, 
power, glory, splendour, and fortune, Hajee Abrahim Khan, on being 
granted Feave, and vested with authority from the port of the high king, 
whose coart Is like that of Solomon, the asylum of tbe world, the sign of 
the power of God, the jewel in the ring of kings, the ornament in tbe cheek 
of eternal empire, the grace of the beauty of sovereignty and royalty, the 
king of the universe, like Cahermao of tbe mansion of mercy and justice, 
the phcenix of good fortune, the eminence of never*fading prosperity, 
the King powerml as Alexander, who has no equal among the princes 
exalted to majesty by tbe heavens in this globe, a shade from tbe shade 
of the Most Higli, a khooroo, whose saddle is the moon and whose 
stirrup is the new moon, a prince of great rank, before whom the sun is 
concealed,

*'Thy benevolence is universally dispensed; everywhere drops are scat¬ 
tered. Thy kindness shadows cities; may God fix firm the basis of thy 
dominion, and may God fix and extend thy power over the servants of the 
Almighty!" And the high io dignity, the great and able io power, tbe 
adorner of those acquainted with ovioners, Captain John Malcolm (delegated 
from the sublime quarter of the high io power, seated on a throne, the 
asylum of tbe world, the chief jewel in the crown of royalty and sovereignty, 
the anchor of the vessel of victory and fortune, the ship on tbe sea of glory 
and empire, the blazing sun in tbe sky of greatness and glory, lord of the 
countries of England and India, may God strengthen Lis territories and 
establish his glory and commands upon the seasf), in the manner explained 
in bis credentials, which are sealed with the seal of the most powerful and 
most glorious, possessing fortune, the origin of raok, splendour, and nobility, 
the ornament of the world, the completer of the works of mankind, tbe 
Governor-General of India. 

This Treaty between these two great States shall be bidding on race 
after race, and the two govern meets must ever, while the world exists, act 
in conformity to what is now settled. 

Article i. 

As long as the suo, illuniioaijng ihe circle of ihc two great conlraciloK 
powers, shioes on their sovereign dominions and bestows Ugbt on the whole 
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world, tbe beautiful image of excelleot union shall remain fixed on the 
mirror of duration and perpetuity, the thread of shameful enmity and 
distaoce aball be cut, conditions of mutual aid and assistance between the 
two States shall be instituted, and all causes of hatred and hostility shall 
be banished. 

Articls 2 . 

If the king of the Afghans should ever show a resolution to invade 
India, which is subject to the government of the monarch (above nwntioned) 
the prince of high rank, the king of England, an army overthrowiog moun> 
tains, furnished with all warlike stores, shall be appointed from tbe State 
of tbe conspicuous and exalted, high and fixed in power (tbe king of 
Persia), to lay waste and desolate the Afghan dominions, and every eser* 
tion sbaU be employed to ruin and humble the above meotiooed nation. 

ARTICLE 3. 

Should it happen that Che king of the .Afghans ever becomes desirous 
of opening the gates of peace and friendship with the governmeot of tbe 
king (of Persia), who is in rank like Solomon, in dignity like Jumsheed, 
the shade of God I who has bestowed his mercy and kindness oq tbe earth ;

of Persia. 


ARTlCtfi 5. 

Should it ever occur that an array of the French nation, actuated by 
design and deceit, attempts to settle with a view of establishing themselves 
on any of the islands or sHores of Persia, a conjunct force shall be appointed 
by tbe two high coo tract! og States to act in co*operation for their expulsion 
aud extirpation, and to destroy aod put an end to the foundation of their 
treason. It is a condition, if such event happens, and the conquering troops 
(of Persia) march, that the officers of the goverument of the king (of 
Eoglaod), who is powerful as the heavens and as before mentioned, shall 
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trsDspottj and deliver (for tbeir service) as great a quantitj of neces- 
aanes, stores, and provisions as they possibly cao. And it ever any of the 
great men ol the French natioD express a wiso or desire to obtain a place of 
residence or dwelling on any of the islands or shores of the kingdom ot Persia 
that they may there raise the standard of abode or settlement, such request 
or representation shall not be consented unto by the high in rank o! the 
State encompassed with justice (the government ot Persia), and leave for 
tbeir residing in such a place shall not be granted. 

While dine endures, and while the world exists, the coDtents of this 
exalted Treaty shall remain an admired picture in the mirror of duration and 
perpetuity, and submission to the fair image on this conspicuous page shall 
ne everlasting.

The earth is the Lord^s. Our august commands are Issued that the 
high In dignity, the exalted in station, the refuge of povrer and glory, 
the noble end great in authority, the Cbiels of high nobles, the Beglehcrgs, 
the Hakims, and Naibs, and Mootasedees oT the kiogdom under* out 
protection (who are raised by our royal favour) become acquainted that 
at this period the dignified and eminent in station, the prudent, able and 
penetrating, the greatest of the exalted followers of the Messiah, Captain 
John Malcolm, deputed from a glorious qoarter (from the government of 
t^ king of England) whose Court resembles the firmament, and emperor 
in dignity Hke Alexander prossessing the power of the globe, and from the 
repository of glory, greatness, and ability, endowed with nobility, power 
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and jnstice (tbe Governor General ol the kingdom of Htodoostan), for the 
purpose of establish iog union and fneodship between tbe two great 
States, baa arrived at our threshold, founded on jnsrice, and has been

aspect, a Treaty has been concluded between the fiigh is dignity, the exalted 
in station, attended by fortune, of great and splendid power, the greatest 
amongst the high viziers, in whom confidence is placed, the faithful of the 
powerful goveronent, the adorned with greatness, power, glory, splendour, 
and fortune, Hajee Ibrahim Khan, on being granted leave and vested with 
authority from the port of the high king, whose court is like that of Solomon’s, 
the asylum of the world, the sign of the power of God, the jewel in the ring 
of kings, the ornament in the cuek of the eternal empire, the grace of the 
beauty of sovereignty and royalty, the king of the universe, like Caherman, 
the mansion of mercy and justice, the phsuix of good fortune, the eminence 
of nevei'fading prosperity, the king powerful as Alexander, who has uo 
equal among the princes, exalted to majesty by the heavens in this 'globe, a 
shade from the slude of the Most High, a Khooroo, whose saddle is the 
moon, and whose stirrup is the new moou, prince of great rank, before 
whom the sun is concealed.

Thy kindaess shadows cities, may God fix firm the basis of the 
domioioQ I " And the high in dignity, the great and able In power, the 
adorner of those acquainted with manners, Captain John Malcolm (delegated 
from the sublime quarter of the high in power, seated on a throne, the 
asylum of the world, the chief jewel lo the crown of royalty and sovereignty, 
the anchor of the vessel of victory and fortune, the ship on the sea of 
glory and etnpire, the biasing sun in the sky of greatness and glory. Lord of 
countries of ^gland and India, may God strengthen his territories and 
establish bis glory and command upon the seas), in the manner explained in 
his credentials which ace sealed with the seal of the most powerful and most 

S 'orious, possessing fortune, the origin of rank, splendour, and nobility, 
e ornament of the world, the completer of the works of mankind, the 
Governor General of India. This Treaty betweeo these two great powers 
shall be binding on race afler race, and the two Governments must ever, 
while the world exists, act in conformity to what is now settled. 

Articls I. 

The merchants of the high contracting States are to travel and carry on 
their affairs in the territories of both nations in full security and confidence, 
and the rulers and governors of all cities are to consider it their duty Co 
protect from inlury their cattle and goods. 
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Article i . 

The traders and roerchaats of the kingdom of EngUnd or Hindoostan 
that are in the service of the English Government shall be permitted to 
settle in any of the seaports or cities of the bonndless empire of Persia 
(which may God preserve from calamity] that they prefer; anH no govern* 
ment duties, taxes, or requisitions shall ever be collected on any go^s that 
are the actual property of either of the governments; the usual duties on 
such to be taken from purchasers. 

Article 3. 

Should it happen that either the person or property (of nercbants) am 
injured or lost by thieves or robbers, tbe utmost eurcions shall be made to 
punish the delinquents and recover the property. And if any merchant or 
trader of Persia evades or delavs tbe payment of a debt to the English Gov* 
ernmeot, the latter are authorized to use every possible mode for tbe recovery 
of their demands, taking care to do so in communication and with the koovr- 
ledge of the vuler or governor of the place, who is to coosidcr it as his duty 
to grant, on such occasion, every aid jq his power. And should any 
merchants of Persia be in India, attending to their mercantile concerns, tbe 
officers of tbe English Government are not to prevent them carrying on their 
affairs, but to aid and favour them, and the above'mentioned merchants are 
to recover their debts and demands in the mode prescribed by tbe customs 
and laws of tbe English Government 

Article 4. 

If any person in the empire of Persia die indebted to the English Gov¬ 
ernment, the ruler of the place must exert his power to have such demand 
satisfied before those of any other creditor whatever. The servants of the 
English Government, resident In Persia, are permitted to hire as many 
domeslic natives of ihat country as are necessary for tbe transaction of their 
affairs; and they arc authorised to punish sueb. In cases of misconduct, to 
the manner they judge most expedient, provided such punishment does not 
extend to life or limb; in such cases the punUbrrfent to be inflicted by the 
ruler or governor of tbe place. 

Article 5. 

The English are at liberty to build houses and mansions 10 any of the 

E orts or cities of Persia tliat they choose, and they may sell or rent all such 
ouses or mansions at pleasure. And should ever a ship belonging to the 
English Government be in a damaged slate in any of the ports of Persia, or 
one of Persia be in that condition in an English harbour, the Chiefs and rulers 
of the ports and harbours of the respective nations are to consider it as 
their duty to give every ^d to re6t and repair vessels so situated. And If 
it happens that any of the vessels of either nation are sunk or shipwrecked ia 
or near the ports or shores of either country, on <^uch occasions whatever part 
of the property is recovered shall be restored to their owners or their heirs, and 
a just hire is to be allowed by the owner to those who recover it 
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Final Article. 

Wheo^r any ii&tjve of Eoglaad or India, in tbe service of the Eng' 
lish Govaromeot, resident in Persia, wishes to leaTO that countiy, be is to 
sufter obstruction from no person, but to be at full liberty to do so, and 
to carry with him his property. 

Tbe Articles of the Treaty between the two States are fi«d and deter* 
mined. That person who turns from God toms from his own sonJ.

It is further written In sincerity that on iron, lead, steel, broadcloth, and 

S urpetts that are exclusively the property of tbe English Government, no 
uties whatever shall be taken from the sellers; a duty not exceeding one 
percent, to be levied upon the purchasers.

^ customs which are at this period established in Persia and India (on other 
goods) are to remalo hxed and not to be increased. 

Ihe high in rank Hajee Kulleel Khan MullIck-oo-Tinar is chained and 
entrusted with tbe arrangement and settlement of At rerDaining points 
relative to commerce.

Preliminary Treaty concluded by Sir Harford Jones 
with the Shah of Persia in 1809. 

In tbe name of Him who is ever oeceasuy. who is all soScient, who Is ererlastiflf, 
aad who is the only Protector. 

In these times dbtloguished by felicity, the excellent ambassador Sir 
Harford Jones, Baronet, Member of the Honourable Imperial Ottoman Order 
of the Crescent, has arrived at the royal city of Teheran In quality of ambas¬ 
sador from His Majesty the King of England (titles), bearing His Majest/s 
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credeotiai letter^ and chat gad with full powers munited with the Great Seal 
of England empowering him Co strengthen the friendship and consolidate the 
strict union subsisting between the high Slates of Eogland and Persia. His 
Majesty the King of Persia (titles), therefore, by a special Firmau delivered 
to the said amba^ador, has appointed most excellent and noble Lords, 
Mirsa Mahomed Sheffee, qualined with the title of Mcatemmed-ed-dowlab, 
his first vfsjer, and Kajee Mahomed Hossein Khan, qualified with the title 
of Ameeo'ed-dowlah, one of the ministers of Record, to be Ms pleDipoteB* 
tiarles to confer and discuss with the aforesaid ambassador of his Brflaaoic 
Majesty all matters and affairs touching the forma^on and consolidation of 
friendship, alliance, aud strict union between tbe two high States, and to 
arrange and finally conclude the same for tbe benefit and advantage of both 
kingdoms. In consequence whereof, after divers meetings and discus* 
sions, the aforesaid plenipoCenciaries have resolved that the following 
Articles are for the l)eoefit and advantage of both tbe bigb Slates, a on 
hereafter to be accordingly for ever observed 

Article t. 

That as some time will be required to arrange and form a definite 
Treaty of alliance and friendship between the two high States, and as 
the circumstances of the world make It necessary for something to be 
done without loss of time, it is agreed these Articles, wbicb are to be 
regarded as preliminary, shall become a basis for establishing a sincere 
and everlasting definite Treaty of strict friendship and umou. And it b 
agreed that Uie said definitive Treaty, precisely expressing the wishes and 
obligations of each party, shall be signed and sealed by tbe said pieoi* 
poteotiaries and afterwards become binding on both the high contracting 
parties. 

Article a. 

It is agreed that the preliminary Articles formed with the band of troth 
and sincerity aluU not be changed or altered, but there shall arise from 
them a d^ly increase of friendship, which shall last for ever between the 
two most serene kings, their heirs, successors, their subjects, dominions, 
provinces, and countries. 

Articlb 3. 

His Majesty the King of Persia judges it necessary to declare that from 
the date of these preliminary Articles, every Treaty or agreement he may 
have made with any one of the powers of Europe becomes null and vola, 
and that be will not permit any European force whatever to pass through 
Persia, either towards India, or towards the ports of that country. 

Article 4. 

In case any European forces have invaded or shall Invade the territories 
of His Majes^ the I^ing of Persia, His Britannic Majesty will afford to 
His Majesty the King of Persia a force, or In lieu of it, a subsidy with 
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warlike amniuaitioC; sacb as guns, muskets, &c., aad officers to the amount 
that may be to the advantage of l^th parties for the e:^pulsion of ihe force 
80 invaoing, and the number of these forces, or the amount of the subsidy, 
am m u nitif n, &c., shall be hereafter regulated in I be definitive Treaty. In 
case His Majesty the King rif England should make peace with sach 
European power, His Britannic Majesty shall use his utmost endeavours to 
oegociate and procure a peace Mtween His Persian Majesty and such 
power. But if, which God forbid, His Britannic Majesty's efforts for this 
purpose should fail of success, then the forces or subsidy, according to the 
amouot meoticoedio the definitive Treaty, shall Still conCioue in the service 
of the King of Persia as loa? as the said European forces shall remain io 
the ferritories of His Persian hlajesty, or until peace is concluded between 
His Persian Majesty and the said European power. And it is further 
agreed that in case the dominions of His Britannic Majesty in India are 
attached or invaded by tbe Afghans or any other power, His Majesty the 
King of Persia shall afford a force for the protection of the said dominions 
according to the stipulations contained in the definitive Treaty. 

ArtiCib 5. 

If a detachment of British troops has arrived from India in the Gulf of 
Persia, and by the consent of His Persian Majesty landed on the Island of 
Carrack, or ac any of tbe Persian ports, they shall not in any iranoer possess 
themselves of such places, and from the date of these preUTninary Articles 
the said detachment shall be at the disposal of His Majesty tbe King of 
Persia, tbe amount of which shall be settled in the definitive Treaty. 

Article 6, 

But if the said troops remain by the desire of His Majesty the King of 
Persia either at Carrack or any other port in the Gulf of Persia, they shall 
be treated by the Governor there in tbe most friendly manner, and orders 
shall be given to all the Governors of Farlstan that whatever quantity of 
provisions, &c., may be necessary shall, on being paid for, be furnished to 
tbe said troops at tbe fair prices of the day. 

Article 7. 

[q case war takes place between His Persian Majesty and tbe Afghans, 
His Majesty the Kiug of Great Britain eball not take any part therein, 
unless It be at tbe desire of both parties, to afford his mediation for peace. 

Article 8 . 

It is acknowledged the intent and meaning of these preliminary Articles 
are defensive. And It is likewise agreed that as long as these preliminary 
Articles remain in force, His Majesty tbe King of Persia shall not enter into 
any engagements Inimical to His Britannic Majesty or pregnant with injury 
or disadvantage to the British territories in India. 
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This Tre&tjr 13 concluded by both parties iq the hope of its being ever* 
lasting, aod that it may be productive of the most beautiful fruits of friend* 
ship between the two most serene Kings, 

In witness whereof tve, tbe said ^enipotentiaries, have hereunto set our 
hands and seals, in tbe royal city of TeberaO; this twelfth day of March, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and nine, answering to the 
asth of Mobarem'il'Haram, in tbe year of the Hegira one thonsand two 
hundred and twenty-four.

This auspicious and noble document is the preliminary Treaty which was 
concluded between the ministers of the two great States and sent (to 
England) by the high In family Mirza Abu! Hossein Khan. At present our 
sioeere welbwisher Sir Gore Ouseley, Baronet, ambassador extraordinary from 
that great State (England), has brought a copy of the said Treaty ratihed 
by, and sealed with tbe seal, resplendent 11 fee the sun, of our brother the 
pearl of royalty, in dignity above the planets, the King of England and 
Hiodoostan, and presented it to our auspicious view. We also by these 
reseats have ratified and approved of the said preliminary Treaty and 
ave affixed our prosperous seal to the same ; and the Articles agreed to 
therein are of that nature which will be fully explained in tbe oeGoitive 
Treaty. 



No. VI. 

Definitive Treaty concluded by Sir Gore Ouseley with* the 
Shah of Persia in tSia. 

Pr^se be to Ged^ tbe AU'perfeet and AlUsuftcleat 

These happy leaves are a nosegay plucked from the thornless garden of 
concord and tied by the hands of tbe pleninoteutiaries of (he two great States 
in the form of a definitive Treaty, In whicn tbe Articles of friendahip and 
anicy are blended. 

V OU • XH 
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PreTioualy to this period the hi^h id statioo, Sir Harford Jones, Baronet, 
CDvoy extraordinary from the EagUsh Goyerqmeat, came to this Court to 
iom an amicable aiUaace, and Id conjunctioo with the plenipoteotiaries of 
Persia, their Sxcellendcs (titles) hfiraa Mahomed Sheffee and Haji Maho¬ 
med Hossein Khao coaduded a preliminary Trea^, the particulars of which 
were to be detailed and arranged in a definitive Treaty. 

At this time the high io dignity and loyal well-wisher (titles) His 
Excelleacy Sir Gore Ouseley, Baronet, appointed by His Britannic Majesty 
ambassador eztraordina^ to this Court, has arrived invested with full 
powers to conclude a defioitive Treaty between the two illustrious monarchs. 

The plenipotentiaries of this Court, in coajuocdon with His Excellency 
Sir Gore Ouseley, Baronet, having consulted on the terms most advisable 
foe this alllaoce, have comprised them io the twelve adjoining Articles. 
What relates to commerce, trade and other affairs wiU be drawn up and 
concluded in a separate commercial Treaty 

ARTiCLa I. 

The Persian government judge it ioctimbent on them, after the conclu¬ 
sion of this definitive Treaty, to declare all alliances formerly contracted 
with Europeari States null and void, and hold themselves bound not to 
allow any BuropeaQ army to enter the Perslaa tetritoiy, nor to proceed 
towards India, nor to any of the ports of that country, and also eng^e 
not to allow any iodiviouals of such European nations whatever to enter 
Persia. Should any of the European powers wish to invade India by the 
road of Kbarizen, Taturistan, Bokhara, Samarkand or other routes, His 
Persian Majesty engages to induce the kings and governors of those countries 
to oppose such invasion as much as Is in his power, either by the fear of 
hit arms or by conciliatory measures. 

ARTICU 2 . 

In case of any European nation invading Persia, should the Persian 
government request the assistance of the English, the Governor General 
of India, on the part of Great Britain, shall comply with the wish of the 
Persian government in sending from India the Sorce required, if possible 
and convenient; if, however, the state of affairs in India prevent the possl- 
bility of sending troops, the EnglUb Government shall pay annually the 
sum of two hundred thousand tomans so long as the war with such nation 
shall conrinue; and since the payment of the above subsidy will be made 
solely for the purpose of raising an^ disciplinias: an army, it is ^reed that 
the British ambassador shall see and be sadsned of its being dmy applied 
to the purpose for which it is assigned. 

Article 3, 

Should any Eyopeao ^ower engaged in war with Persia make peace 
with England, Hb Britannic Majesty engages to use bis best endeavours to 
briug Persia and such European power to a friendly understanding; if, 
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however, His M^est/s cordial iQtecference abatl fail of success, Englacd 
shall still furnish aa array from India, as specified in the last Article, or 
pay an aonual subsidy of two hundred thousand to mans for the support 
of a Persian army, so long as a war in the supposed case shall continue, 
and until Persia shall make peace with such nation. England shall fulfil 
her eiigarment to Persia on this head ; and should the English make peace 
with the European nation at war with Persia, even then, so long as such 
war shall cootioae, the English Government shall hiruish officers, &c., 
&c,, for the pu^ose of drilling and disciplining the Persian ^my, should they 
be required. Should Persia make peace with the supposed power and still 
require the aid of officers, &c., for the above purpose, the English Gqv« 
eminent shall afford them if (hey can coovenieotly spare them. 

Article 4. 

Since it is the custom of Persia to pay her troops six months nx advance, 
the English ambassador shall do all In his power to pay the subsidy 
granted in lieu of troops in as early instalments as may be convenient aud 
practicable. 

Article 5. 

Should the Afghans be at war with the British nation, His Persiaq 
hfajeaty engages to send an army ag^nst them in such maaoer and of such 
force as may be conc^ed with the English Government. The expenses of 
such an army shall be defrayed by the British Government in such menner 
as may be agreed on at the period of its being requited. 

Article 6. 

If war shall be declared between the Persians and the Afghans, the 
English Government shall not interfere with either party, unless ibelr 
mediation to effect a peace shall be solicited by both States. 

Article 7, 

Should the King of Persia form magazines of materials for ship*building 
on the coasts of ihe Caspian Sea, and resolve to establish a nav^l force, tbe 
King of England shall grant percussion to naval officers, seamen, ship* 
wrlghU, carpenters, &c., lo proceed to Persia from London and Bombay 
and to enter the service of tbe Kiog of Persia. The pay of such officers, 
artificers, &c., shall be given by His Persian Majesty at the rates which may 
be agreed on with tbe English ambassador. 

ARTICLE 8. 


Should any Persian subject of distinction showing signs of hostility and 
rebellion take refuge in tbe British territories, the English Govemmeot 
shall, on larimatlon from the Persian Government, turn him out of their 
country, or if he refuse to leave it, shall seize and send him to Persia. 
Previously to the arrival of ^uch fugitive In the EoglUb territory, should 
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Iho Governor of the district to which he may direct his flight receive 
iolelligeocc of the wishes of the Persian GovemmeDt respecting him, 
be sb^l refuse him admission j after such prohibition, shouM such person 
persist in bis resolution, the said Governor shall cause him to be seized and 
seat to Persia. 

Article 9 . 

Should His Persian Majesty require assistance from the* English 
Government in the Persian Guff, thef shall, if convenient and practicable, 
assist him with ships of war and troops. The expenses of such expedition 
shall be accounted for and defrayed by the Persian Government, and the 
above ships shall anchor in such ports as sbaU be pointed out by the Persian 
Government, and not enter other harbours without permission, except from 
absolute necessity. 

Article to . 

The British Government shall pay the allows oces of the officers, drill> 
Serjeants, See., sent to discipline the Persian army; but as it is not the 
wi^ oE His Persian Majesty that any one should serve him without 
profitiog by his generosity, His Majesty will make them an allowance as 
here detailed.

The officers and serJeants, ftc., at present in Persia, as weQ as those who 
may hereafter arrive here, shall receive allowances according to the above 
rates, and the senior or commanding officer, of whatever rank he may be, 
shall receive a further gratuity of half the allowance annexed to his rank, in 
addition, during the period of his command; and if, God forbid, any of 
them should be negligent in their doty, the matter being represented to the 
ambassador, such persons shall be dismissed His Persian Majesty's service. 

Article it. 

Since it is the earnest wish of the two great sovereigns that this perma¬ 
nent alliance shall continue in their posterity, the high contracting parties

Attidea of this Treaty sacred, and if either of the heirs^apparent shall 
require assistaoce of a oature not specified jo this Treaty, such shall be 
afforded according to the ability of the party in the manner most beneficial 
to the interests of the States requiring such assistance. The other as^st* 
ance aod subsidy, od tbe conJitioos and for tbe ^rposes explained in the 
above Articles of this Treaty, are of course to hold good ivitb the respective 
heirs'apparent, Ac., Sk, 


ARTICL8 la. 

The btentloD of this Treaty, aod the respective wishes of tbe High con¬ 
tracting powers are to afiord mutoal asslstahce, and thereby strengthen, 
consolidate, and extend their power and domiulons for the purpose of 
defeating the aggressions of their eoemles. As tbe sincere d^ire of His 
Britannic Majesty particularly is to strengthen and coosoUdate tbe Persian 
Government so as to prevent foreign nations from Invading Persia, aod by 
bis assistance to raise her political consequeuce and to increase ha t^itory, 
the English Government will not interfere in any quarrels which may here¬ 
after arise between the Princes, Noblemen, or great Chiefs of Persia, until 
the King then reigning shall require their assistaaee; and if one of tbe 
contending parties should offer a province of Persia with a view of obtain- 
tog assistance, the English Government shall not agree to soch a proposal, 
nor by accepting it possess themselves of such part of Persia. 

The Articles are thus auspiciously concluded. 

This happy and fortunate Treaty, it is hoped, will for ever continue In 
force, and produce the fairest and most beneficial results. 

We, the undersigned pleiilpotei^tiaries of the high conlracting powersi 
having concluded ^is auspicious Treaty in the true spirit of amity and ^n- 
cerity in the twelve foregoing Articles, have hereunto set our hands and 
seals, in tbe royal city of Teheran, this fourteenth day of March, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twelve, coriespooding 
with the twenty •ninth of Safer-ol'Marafer, in tbe year of the Hegira one 
thousand two hundred and twenty-seven.

the splendour ofhts ratification. Please God, the A|I*perfect protector, the 
following Articles will for ever be preserved from langour io the execution 
of them. 


Form of His Royal Highness Abbas Mirza's ratification of 
the Definitive Treaty wiih England. 

His high and potent Majesty, the asylu.n of the world, having been 

S leased to nominate me the slave of the threshold of created beings' asylum 
eir*appareot to his throne, in obedience to His Majesty's commands (the 
shade of God, to whom my life is a ready sacrifice), I have agreed to this 
same arrangement, and from this period Co the end of time nold myself 
end my heirs, generation after generation, bound to respect and hold sacred 
the terms and the Articles comprised in this happ^ Treaty concluded 
between the two great States; and by the grace of Ood this alliance with 
Great Britain shall be binding and durable for ever. Please the Almighty, 
our defender during the lapse of ages, nothing shall intervene that may 
militate against it. 


No. VII. 

Treaty concluded wkh the Shah of Persia for the Adjust* 
MENT of the Terms of the Definitive Treaty of 1812—1814. 

Praise be to Ged. tbe All-perfect and AJl sufScIefit. 

These happy leaves are a nosegay plucked from the thornless garden of 
concord and tied by the bands of ihe pleoipoientiaries of the two great 
States in the form of a definitive Treaty, in which the Articles of friendship 
and amity are blended. 

Previously to this period the high in station, Sic Harford Jpnes, Baronet, 
envoy extraordinary from the English Government, came to this Court to 
form an amidable alliance, and in conjunction with the plenipotentiaries of 
Persia, theh Excellencies (titles) Mirsa Mohammed She^e and Hajee 
Mohammed Hoasein Khan concluded a preliminary Treaty* the particulars 
of which were to be detailed and arranged in a definitive Treaty, and the 
above mentioned Treaty, according to its Articles, was ratified by tlie British 
Government. 

Afterwards, when His ExceHency Sir Gore Ouseley, ambassador extra* 
ordinaiy from His Britannic Majesty, arrived at this exalted and Hlustrious 
Court for ihc purpose of completing the relations of amtty between the two 
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States aod was iovested with full powers by bis own Government to 
arrajige all the important affairs of friecdship, the aisrsters of this virtuous 
State, with the advice aod approbation of the above*mentioDed atnbassadoTj 
concluded a debnitive Trea^ coo sistiog of hsed Articles and stipulation s. 

That Treaty having been submitted to the Brit'sh Goveromenh certain 
changes in its Articles and revisions consistent with friendship appeared 
necessary, and Henry Ellis,‘Esql, w*a$ accordingly despatched to this Court 
in charge of a letter explanatory of the above mentioned alterations. There¬ 
fore their Ezcelleocies Mirta Mohammed Sheffee, Prime Minister (titles), 
Mirza Buzurg Csimalao (titles), and Mirza Abdul Wahab, Principal Secre¬ 
tary of State, were duly appointed and invested with full powers to negotiate 
with tbe plenipotentiaries of His Majesty, James Morier, Esq., recently 
appointed minister at this Court, aod the above-meotioned Henry ElUs, 
Esq. These plenipotentiaries having consulted on the terms most a<Jvisabie 
for this allrance have comprised them in eleven Articles. What relates to 
commerce, trade, and other affairs will be drawn up and coocluded in a 
separate commercial Treaty. 

Article i. 

The Persian Government Judge it incumbent on them, alter tbe con* 
elusion of the definitive Treaty, to declare all alliances contracted with 
European nations in a state of hostility with Great Britain null and void, 
and hold themselves bound not to allow any European army to enter the 
Persian territory, not to proceed towards India, nor to any of the ports of 
that coQDtry, and also engage not to allow any iodividuaU of sneh 
European nations entertalniog a design of ievading India, or being at 
enmi^ with Great Britain whatever, to enter Persia. Should any of the 
European powers wish to invade India by the road of Kbuizen, Taturistan, 
Bokhara, Samarkand, or other routes, His Persian Majesty engages to 
induce the kings and governors of those countries to oppose such invasion, 
as much as is lo nls power, either by the fear of bis arms or by conciliatory 
measures. 

Article 2. 

It Is agreed that these Articles formed, with the hand of truth and sin¬ 
cerity. sb^l not be changed or altered, bat there shall arise from them a 
daily increase of friendship which shall last for ever between the two most 
serene kings, their heirs, successors, tbeir subjects, and their respective 
kingdoms, doruioloos, provioces, and countries; and His Britannic Majesty 
further engages not to interfere in any dispute which may hereafter arise 
between the Princes, Noblemen, and great Cbie^ of Persia, and if one of 
tbe contending parties should even offer a province of Persia with a view 
of obtainiog assistance, the English Government shall not agree to sudi a 
proposal, Doi by adopting It possess themselves of such part of Persia. 

Article 3. 

Tbe purpose of this Treaty is strictly defensive, and tbe object is that 
from tbeir mutual assistance both States should derive stability aud strength 
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and Treaty has only been concluded for the purpose of rcpeUi^ the 
aggression of eoemies; and the purport of the word ^gressioc in this Treaty 
is an attack upon the territories of another State. The limits of the tern- 
tones of the two Stales of Russia and Persia shall be determined according 
to the admission of Great Britain, Persia, and Russia. 


Article 4. 

ft haying been agreed by an Article in the prelimioary Treaty concluded 
between the high contracting parties that in case of any European nation 
invading Persia, should the Persian GovernmeDt rei^uire the assistance of the 
English, the Governor General of India, on the part of Great Britain, shall 
comply «ith the wish of the Persian Government by sending from India the 
force required, with officers, ammunition, and warlike stores, or, in lieu there* 
of, the English Government shall pay an annual subsidy, the amount of which 
shall be regulated in a definitive Treaty to be concluded between the high 
contracting parties ; it is hereby provided that the amount of the said subsidy 
shall be two hundred thousand (2,00,000) tomans anuually. It is further 
^reed that the said subsidy shall not be pud in case the war with such 
^ropeao nation shall have been produced by an aggression on the part of 
Persia; and since the payment of the subsidy will be made solely for the 
purpose of raising aud disciplining ao army, it Is agreed that the English 
minister shall be satisfied of Its being duly applied to the purpose for \^ich 
it is assigned. 

Article 5, 

Should the Persian Government wish to introduce European discipline 
among their troops, they are at liberty to employ European officers for that 
purpose, provided the said officers do not belong to nations in a state of war 
or enmity with Great Britain. 

Article 6, 

Should ar^ European power he eugased In war with Persia when at 
peace with England, His Britannic Majesty engages to use bis best eo' 
deavours to bring Persia and such European power to a friendly understand* 
ing. If, however, His Majesty’s cordial interference should fail of success, 
En^nd shall stiU, if required, to conformity with the stipulations in the 
preceding Articles, send a force from India, or in lieu thereof, pay an annual 
subsidy of two hundred thousand tomaos for the support of a Persian army 
so long as a war in the supposed case shall contiaae, and until Persia shall 
make peace with such nation. 

. Article 7. 

Since it is the custom of Persia to pay the troops six months in advance, 
the English minister at that Court shall do all In his power to pay the sub¬ 
sidy in as early instalments as may be convenient. 


Article 8. 


Should the Afghans be at war with the British nation, His Persian 
Majesty engages to send an army against them in such force and in such 
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manoeras maj he coocezted with tbe Englisb Goveromnt. The expeoae 
such an army shall be defrayed by the British Govern meat in such toaoser 
an may be agreed upon at tSe period of its being repaired. 


Article 9. 

If war should be declared between the Afghans and Persians, the English 
Goverameot shall not interfere with either party unless their mediation to 
effect a peace shall be solicited by both parties. 

Article 10. 

Should any Persian subject of distinction showing signs of bostlUty and 
rebellion take refuge in the British domlnioos, the English Government shall, 
on Intimatioo from tbe Pcraian Government, turn him out of their country, 
or, if be refuse to leave it, shall seize and send him to Persia. 

Previously to the arrival of such fugitive in the English territory, should 
tbe Governor of tbe district to which he may direct his filght receive intelli¬ 
gence of the wishes of the Persian Government respecUog him, be shall 
refuse him admission. After such prohibition, should such person persistin 
his resolution, the said Governor shall cause him to be seized and sent lo 
Persia, It being understood that the aforesaid obligations are reciprocal 
between the contracting parties. 

Article ir. 

Should His Persian Majesty require assistance from tbe English Govern-, 
meot in the Persian Gulf, they shall, if convenient and pracbcalMe, assist him 
with ships of war and troops. Tbe e:tpenses of such expedition shall be 
accounted for and defrayed by the Persian Government, and the above 
ships shall anchor In such ports as shall be pointed out by the Persian Gov¬ 
ernment, and not at other harbours without permission, except from absolute 
necessity. 


A definitive Treaty between tbe two States having formerly been pre- 

f iared, consisting of 12 Articles, and certain changes not inconsistent with 
riendsbip having appeared necessary, we, tbe plenipotentiaries of the two 
States comprising tlie said Treaty in i j Articles, have hereunto set osr hands 
and seals, in the royal city of Teheran, this twenty-fifth day of November, 
in tbeyear of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fourteen, corre- 
spondmglwith the twelfth Eilbajeb, in the year of tbe He^ra one thousand 
two hundred and twenty-nine.

Translation of a Bond granted by Abbas Mirza, Prince 
R ovAL of Persia, to Lieutenant.Colonel Macdon¬ 
ald, British Envoy—jSsS. 

Be it known to Colonel Macdonald, British envoy at our Court, that we, 
the beir-apparent to the Persian throne in virtue of the full powers vested in 
us by the ^kah, io all cnatters touching the foreign relations of this kingdom, 
do hereby pledge our solemn word aiid pomise tbat if the British Govern* 
meat will asrtst us with the sum of two hundred thousand tomans {s,oo,ooo) 
towards the liquidation of the indemnity due by ns to Russia, we will 
expunge, and hereafter consider as annulled, the 3rd and 4th Articles of the 
defioitiye Treaty between the two States, concluded by Mr. Ellis, and obtain 
the royal sanction to the same. 

This paper bears the Seal of His Royal Highness Abbas Mirra and tbat 
of his Persian Majesty's minister the Klam Mukam.

M iRZA, Governor General of Pars—1843. 

This auspicious Pircaao is issued to inform our beloved and renowned 
SOD, Hossein All Mirsa, the Governor General of Pars, that the Britisb 
Agent at tbe Court has represented to oar nioiatcrs that the officers of the 
customs^of Pars aod tbe ports have commenced to exact a duty on horses 
purchased In Persia by British subjects for exportation to their own cour)- 
try. According to his acatemeut this regulation did not formerly exist; and 
in consideration of the friendship between the two States which has 
rendered their Inlerests inseparable, it is our wish in every respect to 
cultivate tbe present alliance; therefore our beloved son is ordered to give 
instructions, both with regard to horses and other property and goods 
belonging to British subjects, that no duties shall In future be levi^ od 
them, excepting such as long*established usages authorise. 

You are enjoined to pay the fullest attention to the purport of this 
PirinaD, aod not only to prevent the subjects of the British Goverojoent 
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from ftafiering any injustice or molestatioa, but to extend them every pro* 
tectios and lodulgeoce.

Commercial Treaty concluded with the Shah of Persia In 

1841. 

Whereas by the benign favour of the one Almighty God, 
whose bounties are infinite, from the day on which the Treaty of friendship 
and attachment was concluded between the glorious Slates of Great BrKaln 
and Persia, the renowned and just Sovereigns of the two everlasting States 
have day by day and at all times attended to and observed the whole of its 
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Art!dee end stipuUtin&s, and have ceased the subjects of both Governments 
to enjo^ all its benefits and advantages except the Treaty of conmerce, 
whidi, m the preamble of the Treaty of the year one thousand eight 
hundred and iourteea, the two Coveroments engaged to con dude, aod 
which up to thU time, for certaio reasons, has been pcetponed and left 
unfinished, therefore in this fortunate year, that all the stipulations of the 
auspicious Treaty may be fulfilled, His Majesty the Shah of Persia has 
appointed His Bxcelleocy Hajee MireaAbul Hossein Khan, His Majesty's 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to be his sole plenipotentUiy, and 
Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, and Soverdgn of 
India^ has appointed Sir’John McNeil, Knight, Grand Cross of the Most 
Honourable Urder of the Bath, Her M^eatj^s Envoy Eztraordioary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the Court of Persia, to be her sole plenipoteo* 
tiary, and the said plenipotentiaries having concluded a commercial Treaty 
in tKese two Articles, have annexed and united it to the original Treaty that 
by the aid of God it may henceforth be observed between the two govern* 
ments and be a source of advantage to the subjects of both. 

Article i. 

The merchants of the two mighty States are reciprocally permitted 
and allowed to carry into each other's territories their goods and maou* 
factures of every description, and to seller exchange them in any part of 
their respective countries, and oo the goods which they Import or export 
custom dotlcs shall be levied, that is to say, on entering the country the 
same amount of custom duties shall be levied once for all that Is levied on 
merchaodize imported by the merchants of the most favoured European 
nations, and at the time of going out of the country the same amount of 
custom duties which Is levied on the merchandise oi merchacits of the moat 
favoured European nations shall be levied from the merchants, subjects of 
the high contracting parties, aod except this, no claim shall be made upon 
the merchants of the two States in each other's dominions on any pretext or 
under any denomination, and the merchants or persons connected with or 
dependant upon the high contracting parties in each other's dominions 
mutually, shall receive the same aid and support and the same respect 
which is received by the subjects of the most favoured natloas. 

Article s . 

As it is necessary, for the purpose of attending to the affairs of the 
merchants of the two parties, respectively, that from both Govern oients com¬ 
mercial Agents should be appointed to reside is stated places, it is there¬ 
fore arranged that two commercial Agents on the part of Che British 
Government shall reside, one in the c^lta! and one id Tabreez, and in 
those places only and on this condition, that he who shall reside at 
Tabreez, and he alone shall be honoured with the privileges of Consul 
General; and as for a secies of years a Resident of the British Goverumeat 
bas resided at Bushice, the Persian Government grants percnission that 
the said Resident shall reside there as heretofoie; and in Uae manner two* 
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comnercjal A^nls shall re»id« on the part of the Persian Government one 
In the capital, Loodon, and one in the port of Bombay, and shall eoj^ the 
same raos and privileges which the commercial Agents of the British 
Government shall enjoy in Persia. 

This Commercial treat? we, the plenipotentiaries of the high contract¬ 
ing parties, have agreeJ^ to, and io witness thereof have set thereunto our 
bands and seals, at the capital city of Teheran, this twenty-eighth day of 
October in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty-one 
corresponding to the twelfth day of the month Ramsao, io the year of the 
Hegira 1257.

Translation of a Firman relating to bankruptcies, issued 
^ ihe Persian Govbrnment for the protection of 
British merchants at the instance of Colonel Shell, 
Her Majesty’s Charge d'Appaires at Teheran, dated 
Jummadee-ool-Awul id 5 o Hegira, corresponding with May 
and June 1844. 

This, that the hi^h In rank (with other usual titles) Hosseln Khan, 
Adjutant Bashee, Governor ol the province of Yesd, honoured and exalted 
bv the increasing favour of His Majesty, may know that the ministers of 
t^e British Government having, from a blgb sense of justice, certihed that, 
with reference to the property remaining with bankrupts and Inaolvenls, to 
b« proportionately distributed and divided among their creditors Che 
iiibjecu of the exalted Persian and British Governments, the dependants 
of that government (British), shall not on this head receive the slighteit 
favour or distinction; and having atthr present time requested, through 
the medium of their Chargd d'Aff&ires, His Excellency Colonel Shell, that 
suitable regulations compreheoHed in certain Articles, not incompatible 
with the reUgioD of Islam, should be passed (or the protection of merchants, 
the dependants of the British Government, from all kinds of deceptions, 
fraud, and evil designs on the part ol the insolvent and fraudulent bank¬ 
rupt, and His Persian Majesty being earnestly desirous that foreign nations 
and merchants, the subjects of other States io the protected territories of 
the Shab io Shah should oe secured from every evil design of the insolvent 
and frauduieot ba^knipt, acordingly these commercial regulations, which 
have been arranged between tbe mioisters of die Persian Coveroment and 
His Excellency Colonel Shell, (be British Cha^ d’Affaires and have 
received the auspicious approval and approbation of His Maje-ty, are 
written and detailed for the information of that high io rank, &c. (Hosseln 
Khan), in tbe body of this documeotf 
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Article i. 

All deeds of purchase aod sab, boads, etc., sh&ll henceforth be regis¬ 
tered fa the reapectabb (Dewao Kbaneh) Courts of Equity in the special 
dufturs (records), which are retailed b? the Geyeroor of each provioce, 
sealed with the Government Seal;intl)e said dufCnrs all claims should, 
according to their respective dates and numbers, be; entered* The dates 
aod numbers of the dufturs (eutries) should also be ioscribed on the face of 
the agreement. The pages of the dufturs should be numbered aod should 
contain Qo emendations or erasures. 

Article 2. 

Agreements which have been rendered valid by registry in the Urge 
duftur should be again separately written in the Dewan Kbaoeb in 
alphabetical order, together with the names of the contracting parties, 
and a Dumerical list of the large dufturs be framed. 

Article 3. 

Should there ex,ist oue spot two bonds in the shape of claims (or 
money, which have been duly registered in the Oewao Kbaneh, that 
whose entry in the Dewan Khaneh ^all bear the older date shaft be first 
executed. This condition not to supersede those regulations relative to 
the proportional division of property which are to have effect at the period 
of bankruptcy. 

Article 4. 

The registry of s^emeiite is not essential, but bonds which, according 
to reguladon, have been rendered valid by registry in the Dewan Khaneb, 
shall especially be held of greater validity over external bonds (cootracted 
independently), which shall not be executed until the execution of those 
bonds which have been duly registered in the Dewan Kbaneh shall have 
taken place ; such lodependemly contracted bonds may be brought to and 
r^;iseered iu the Dewac Khaneli during the space of one year. 

ARTICLE 5. 

Whoever shall (desire to) sell or place in pledge his immoveable 
property shall give into the hands of ihe purchaser a deed of sale ot 
transfer; should he not pay the money at the time agreed upon, 
he shall cause it to be put up to sale, and the Dewan Kbaneh, previous 
to registering and tendering valid such agreemeot of purchase or sale, 
shall ascertain that its deed of sale or transfer has been delivered into 
the hands of the purchaser, and that the said real estate has not been sold 
nor given in pledge or security to some other person. 

Article 6. 

The payment of the money of a bond shall not be (coosideted) proved 
(iQtil both creditor and debtor shall have attached their seals and signatures 
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to the bond chat the whole of the money has been received; otherwise, 
at the time of emergency, it will be necessary to'eaUblish the settlement 
of the debt by producing evidence and making affidavit. 

Articlb 7- 

On the death of a debtor the creditors shall jhave the right of claiming 
their money from the heirs of the deceased previous to the maturity of the 
bond or promissory note, and the heirs to the property of the deceased 
shall satisfy those claims. 

ARTiCC.B 3. 

Every trader and merchant who shall appear insolvent shall make affi¬ 
davit that Im has not secreted any of his property, and shall establish 
(prove) his insolvency; loalso, his partners and agents shall take oath that 
tficy have not secreted any of his property. 

AftTICLB 9 . 

Such bankrupt shall not be at liberty until he shall have afforded bail 
for his appearance, and the magistrate shall distrain the effects of the 
bankrupt, and those of his children and* women; but in the event of Its 
being proved that he has become owner of such property subsequent to hii 
Insolvency, whatever belonging to his relatives and in which the bankrupt 
has no concern whatever, which has readied them as inheritance, or as 
the product of a separate trade or profession, or which has passed away 
to toe husband as the dowries of the daughters, shall be free from 
distraint. 

ASTICtt 10. 

If the bankruptcy has been caused by accidental 6re or shipwreck, 
proven, or by robbery by enemies, then in that case ball shall not be 
required. 

AkTiCLB n. 

The punishment of the fraudulent bankrupt shall be the same as that 
(laid down) for the thief and Uar, and the authority to mitigate puaishmeot 
in certain exceptions shall rest with the king only. The fradulent bank¬ 
rupt shall be imprisoned during the period of investigation, and shall not 
(be permitted to) hold communication with any one, even his own govern¬ 
ors. All hie prof^y shall be distrained, and be may not a second time 
engage in' trade nor be (a Mabashir Kar) an agent in business, Similar 
punisnmeot shall be inflicted upon his accomplices and those persons who 
may have secreted his property. 

IARTICLB 12. 

Agreements entered into by an insolvent after his ibsolvency has 
appeared and been proven sbalJ be null and void ; and in like manner all 
deeds of gift drawn out after his insolvency shall be null and void. 
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Articls. 13. 

Tbo divUion of the property of e bankrupt among his creditors shall 
Uke place after the lapse of four months. If the effects of the baakropt 
are of a kind (liable) to be speedily injured or destroyed, such as cattle, 
articles of food, etc, they shall, without delay, be turned into money. 
Mercbaodize which, after the publication of this insolvency, may be sent 
to the bankrupt, shall be distrained in the Custom House and sent to the 
Dewaji Kbaneh, and, in Uke manoer, letters of whatever kind to the address 
0! the bankrupt, iodicatWe of absence of the truth of his insolvency, shall 
be taken to the Dewan Khaoeh. 

Article 14. 

The bankrupt not having satisfied all claims against him shall still be 
considered a debtor. Hia cre^^tprs shall, of thetr own accord, allow bim tine 
on ;.ccouot of the remainder of their claims, and in the interim whatever he 
may obtain or become heir to shall be given up in payment of bis debts. 

Articls 13. 

Should there be any discrepancy between the entry in the duftur and 
the bond itself, and the £)ewan Kbaneh have erroneously made this ngislry 
it (the Dewan Kbaneh) shall make good the debts of the insolvent. 

ART] C LB t6. 

Those reckoned fraudulent bankrupts are of the following description.— 
/rf, those who cannot establish their insolvency nor give a public account 
of the money and effects they have received from others; 2»d, those wbo^ 
whether secretly or openly, convey merchandize to their homes; ^rd, those 
who, aware 0! their insolvency, shall, after the same having become 
apparent, make gifts with a view to securing to themselves (/if., eating up) 
tiie property of ^eir creditors ; 4fh, those who shall again sell or g^ve in 
pledge immoveable property already sold to or In pledge with others ; 5/A,

His Majesty the king has abolished all places of asylum in the homes of 
individuals, except in certain mosques and sam tihed places, such as ihe 
houses of well known (Oolumas) priests and the king^s palaces, which, from 
olden time, have been places of refuge ; and has commanded that none of 
the subjects of this Government (tbe Persian) shall admit into their houses 
delinquents, such as thieves, bankrupts, and others. Whoever shall disobey 
these royal orders shall subject himself Co punishment

Since, for the transaction of mercantile affairs, a MuDick-oot-Tijjv, or 
Chief of merchants, is in every place necessary, accordingly the ministers

Persia where exteaded commerce is carried on ; and moreover, wren the 
business of British merchants shall be transacted in the Dewan Khaneh, it 
(the Dewan Khaneh) shall arrange and settle the same in the presence of a 
delegate from the mission or consulate^ and so, in like manner, the distraint 
of the property of a bankrupt or of the effects of a deceased debtor, in cases 
connected with foreign subjects, shall be made in the presence of a delegate 
from the British authorities. The British Agenu shall demand (the amount 
of) the claims of (due to the) bankrupts from his debtors, being natives of the 
country, in the same manner as if the debtors were themselves subjects of 
the British Government. 

Reverting to Article 5, treating of immoveable property. In Persia there 
are three descriptions of persons colding villages: /fi, the king ; an</, the 
landed proprietor (malik); ^rd, themhabiUnts.Bhould the malik (desire to) 
place hit village in pledge he shall, iu order to obviate discussion, first obtain 
the permission of the king's government and of the inhabitants, 

It is necessary that the nigh rank before mentioned should make known 
and publish the above*writtea oetails iu the Dewan Khanehs of the province 
of Yesd according to these instructions, and strictly warn the authorities 
and executives of the Dewan Khanehs of the province alluded to to setup 
(0 the commands conveyed m this august document, nor in snv way swerve 
from or disobey them. Let them coniider the same tlieir bounuen duty.

Sublime Majesty that the servants and dependants of the Ambassadors of 
the English Government resident at this Court, should live in all confidence 
and tranquillity, and should at all times be under the shadow of the 
protection and favour of our Sublime Majesty; therefore in this auspicious 
year of the this auspicious Firman has been written to this effect that 
the servants and dependants of tlie English Government, whether Persians 
or natives of other countries, are safe and secure and under all circumsiances 
in the same manner as the people of that Government are treated by other 
Governments, so under this Government also the treament will be shown.

Translation of an Amended Firman issued by the Shah 
of Persia for the Protection of ibo Servants and 
Dependants of the British Mission^—A pril 1840, 

Let the Goveroors and authoritied of al) the couutry know that referring 
to the unit? existing between the two mighty Governments of Persia and 
England, the object of cur Royal desire is, that the servants and depen dsn is 
0/ ths Mission* of the mighty Government of England, who are stitionary 
at the Court of this haughty Government, may, In all confidence and Ixaa* 
quillity of miod, remain un^er the shadow of the protection of our ciemeocy 
and Sublime Majesty, and that never, in this God-protected land, in any 
possible manner, should they be exposed to loss or detriment of any kind 
m (heir lives or property. 

Therefore this auspicious and happy Firman, which all the world obeys, 
is proclaimed and Issued to give noiica to the above-meailoned (Oovexnora 
and authorities), that all the servants and dependants of tlie English MiasIoD, 
whether these be Persians or natives of other countries, are, as in times past, 
in safety and under protection, and they should rejoice in the kindness sod 
coosideration of the ministers of this haushty State; and should any of these 
(servants and dependants of the English Government) be guilty ofany 
crime, they jAaf/ not bo funishfd vitkout iht knoisitdgt of iht English 
biimsier.* 

Therefore these high personages (the Governors to whom this Firman 
is addressed), fully regarding the amUy subsisting between the two great 
States, must act in ^nformlty to tfiis order i and after having paid 
obedience to Ibis auspicious Firman, let its meaning reach the ears of all 
people of the whole country, aud let them know that it Is imperative.

SLAVES into Persia by sea—1848. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Farrant to Hajee Aghassbb,—J une 

12th, 1848. 

With regard Co the abolition of the traffic in negroes (slaves) by sea, it 
is along time since it was promised, and Your Excdlency recently informed 


*Tbe words (of lb« Mfesoo) oM o<cvf in ibe Porpu cepr fr«» wheeb tbU wss trsn 
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me yourself that the discussions on thb subject were nearly brought to a 
conclusion, and that, please God, it woald be completed io a few days; but 
as yet it has not been finished. 

If the Persian Government bad appreciated my representations on this 
snbject, the prohibition would ere this have been sanctioned; but as this has 
not been the case, lam new obliged to deman i a clear and decisive answer, 
on this subject, as to whether the Persian Gorernment wQI issue an order 
prohibiting the importation of negroes by sea or not. 

If it be the inceDtion of the Persian Government to issue this order, I re* 
quest to be made acquainted with it to-day; and if it is not their intention to 
do so an immediate and explicit answer necessary to enable me to forward it 
for the ioformaiioD of my Government, and that Your Exceilency, after all 
your promises, should no longer evade giving me a decided answer on this 
subject. 

The British Government are very anxious to know the determination of 
the Persian Government, aodl therefore request Your Excellency will be 
good enough to send me a positive answer, as my Government will not 
coasent to any further delay on my part In this matter.

Majest}% Sk., kc., the Shah; may his domioioo and sovereignty be 
everlasting I 

' An imperative order has been issued which evinces the exceedingly 
great favour entertained towards you, ray honoured friend, by His Majesty, 
fto., &c., the Shah, which is evident, will always increase. The imporla* 
tion of slaves by sea alooo is forbidden, and imperative orders will be 
issoed to the Governors of Pars and Arabia that hereafter strict prohibition 
should be observed that no negroes should be either imported or exported 
except by land. 

This affair, in fulhiment of the request of that esteemed friend, has, 
thank God, been concluded through the countless favour of His Majesty, 
&c,, fee., the Shah, towards you, and by my exertions. 

But the Persian ministers in equal proportion require that by the true 
frieodahip of the ministers of the British Government, when they make a 
request it will also be acceded to.

To the bUb in rank, the pillar of oobili^, fee., &c., Hoasein Khun, the 
Controller of otate affairs and Governor of ^ars, who has been exalted and 
supported by the distiogulshcd favours of His Majesty, kc., &c,, the Sbab, 
be it known— 

That it is a long time since a request for tbs abolition of the importation 
of negroes by sea was made on ^e part of the ministers of the British 
Government to the ministers and authorities of this kiogdoo), but their 
request during this long period has not obtained an answer or (our) consent. 

But in consequence of the favour entertained by our august soverein, 
&c., &c., towards the high in rank, the sincere well*wisher of the State, the 
chosen among Christian nobles, &c., kc., Colonel Farrant, Chargd d'Affaires 
of the English Government, on account of his respectful conduct and 
manner of proceeding which have been made manifest, and purely for the 
regard we entertain for him, we have accepted and complied with bis 
request, and we have ordained that henceforward that high iq rank shall 
warn all merchants and persons passing to and fro to discontioue to bring 
negroes by sea; aod that they shall not export or import negroes except 
by land wl^icb is by no means forbidden.

Translation of a Fxrman issued by His Majbsty the Shah 
to MiRZA Nbbbes Khan, Governor of Ispahan and 
Persian Arabia—1848. 

To the high IQ rank, tb'd soperidr of Generals, the esteemed of the 
sovereign, Mirza Nebbee Khan, Chief of the Civil Law Court and Governor 
of Ispaban aod Arabia, who has been honoured by the favoor of tbe pure 
mind of the king of kings, be it knovni that at this time the high in rank, 
the noble and evaUed, possessed of dignity, the pillar of Christian nobles, 
the cream of the great men of Christendom, tbe undoubted well-wisher 
of the State, Colonel Farrant, Charge d’AjIaires of the esalted Enpllsb 
Government, who enjoys the unbounded favour of His Majesty the ^ah, 
whose resplendent mind is desirous to gratify him, made a friendly request 
on tbe part of the minister of that exalted goverameot from the ministers 
of His Majeny the Shah, dtc,, dtc., that with a view to preserve the 
existing friendship between the two exalted States, a decree should be issued 
from the source of magnidcepce (tbe Sbah) that bereafter the importatioo 
of the negro tribes by sea should be forbidden, and this traffic be 
abolished. 

lo con sequence of this it U ordered and ordained that that high in rank 
after perusing this Firman, which is equal to a decree of fate, it will be 
i.’icumbeut on him to issue positive and strict injunctions to the whole 
of tbe dealers is slaves who trade bv sea, that henceforth bj sea alone 
the importation and exportation of negroes into the Perslari dominions 
is entirely forbidden, but not by land. Not a single individual will be 
permuted to bnng negroes by sea without being subjected to severe 
punishment. 

That high in rank must in this matter give peremptory orders through¬ 
out his government and not be remiss.

Convention concluded between Colonel Shell and Ameer- 
S-Nizam for the detention and search of PERSIAN VESSELS 
by British and East India Company’s cruizers—1851. 

The Persian Government agrees that the ships of war of the British 
Government and of the East India Company shall, in order to prevent the 
chance of negro slaves, male and female, being imported, be permitted for 
the period 01 eleven years to search Persian merchant vessels m the manner 
detailed io this document, with the exception of Persian Government 
vessels, not being vessels the property of meTchanls, or the property of 
Persian subjects; with those government vessels there is to lie no inter- 
fereuLc w'iiatever, Tbe Persian Government agrees that in no manner 
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vbatev«r shall anj oegro slaves be imported in the vessels of the Persiaa 
Government. 

The Agreement is this^ 

/Yfv/.—Thnt in ginng this perrolssioa to search mercaotile vessels and 
those of subjects, the sear^ shall from the first to the last be effected with 
^ ct^operatlon, iDterveotion, aod knowledge of Persian ofiicera, who are to 
be 00 board vessels of the English Government. 

Second^^Tht merchant vesseb shall not be detained longer than is 
necesaary to effect the search for slaves. If slaves should be lound In any 
of those vessels, the British authorities are to take possession of them, and 
to earry them away, without detaining or causing them (that i.'^, the people 
of the ship importing slaves) any other damage besides that of depriving 
them of the slaves. The vessel itself in which the slaves have been 
imported shall, by the co'operation and knowledge of the officers of the 
Persian Government, u bo are on board n{ the British cmirers, be delivered 
to the authorities of the Persian ports, who are there on the part of the 
Persian Government; and tie authorities of this (the Persian) govi^rmneut 
are to punish and tine, in a oianner suitable to the crime he committed, 
the owner of that shviug vessel who has acted in contravrolioa of the 
commands of His Majesty the King o( Persia by importing slaves. 

The British ships of war are oot in any manner to interfere with the 
Persian trading vessels without the co*o)>eratioQ of the Pecsiao Goveroment 
officers; but the Persian Government omcers must not on their part be 
remiss in the duty committed to them. 

This coQvention is to be io force for a period of eleven years and after 
these eleven years have expired, and the stipulated period has elapsed, U 
the Persian vessels shall be interlcred with for oven a single day beyond the 
eleven years, it will be opposed to the course of friendship with the Persian 
Government and to the maintenance of her rights, and this government will 
make a demand for satislacfion. 

If the slaves who have been heretofore in Persia, and are now there, 
should, from the present date and henceforward, wish to proceed by sea on 
a pilgrimage to Mecca, or to India, or travel by sea, ibey must with the 
knowledge of the British Resident in Bushire, procore a passport from the 
officer at the head of the Persian Passport Office in Bushire, and no 
exception shall hereafter be taken to any slave holding a passport. The 
passport (regulation) obtained with the knowledge of the Briti'h Resident 
at Bush ire, is, like the other stipulations written above, to be for a period of 
eleven y^ars, 

This agreement ol the right of search, and the appointment of the 
Persian Government officers to be on board the British cruiaers, will come 
in force on the ist ol Rubbee*ool-Awul 1268 (January 1st, i 85 a)« 

From the date of this document to the above date there Is no right of 
search.

Engagement of the Persian Government regarding Herat. 

15th Robbel'OO'Sanee 1369 (January 33th, 1653). 

The Persiaa Government engages not to send troops on aoy account to 
the territory of Herat, excepting when troops from without attack that place, 
that is to say, troops from tbe direction of Cabool, or from Caodahar, or 
from other foreign territo^; and in case of troops being despatched under 
such drcuoistaaces, tbe i^ersian Governmeat biods Itsdf that they shall act 
enter the city of Herat, and that immediately on tbe retreat of tfie foreign 
troops to their own country, the Persian force shall forthwith return to the 
Persian soil without delay. 

The Persian Goverameot also engages to abstain from all interference 
whatsoever ia tbe iaternal affairs of Herat, likewise io (regard Co) occupation 
or taking possession, or assumiog the sovermgaty or governineat, except 
that the same amount of Interfereoce which took pl^e between the two 
in the time of the late Zuheer>ood-Dowlah, Yar Mahomed Khan, is Co exist 
as formerly. The Persian Government, therefore, engages to address a 
letter to Syed Mahoaied Khan, acgualating him with these conditio as, and 
to forward it to him (by a person) accompanied by some one belonging to 
Che English mission, who may be m Meshed. 

Tbe Persian Government also engages to relinquish all claim or preleo* 
bioa to tbe coinage of money and,to the " RliooCbetK’' or to any other mark 
whatever of subjection or of allegiance on the part of the people of Herat 
to Persia. But if, as in the time of tbe late Kamran and in that of the late 
Yar Mahomed Khan, they should, of their own accord, send an oRering in 
money and strike it io the Bhab’s Dame, Persia will receive it without 
making aoy objection. This condition will also be immediately commuoU 
cated to Syed Mahomed Khan. They also engage to recall Abbas

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Koolee Khao, Peeseean, after four months from tbe <jat« of hi# arrivalj so 
tliat he may not reside there permanently; and hereafter no permanent 
agent will be placed In Herat, but intercourse will be maintained as in the 
time of Yar Mahomed Khao. Neither will they maintain a permanent agent 
on the part of Herat in Teheran. There will be the same relations and 
privileges which existed in Kamran’s time and in that of the late Yar 
Mahomed Kbati. For InsUnce, if at any time it should be necessary for 
the punishment of the Toorkomans, or in case of disturbance or rebellion Id 
the §hab's dominions, that the Persian government should receive assistance 
from the Heratees, similar to that afforded by tbe late Yar Mahomed Khao, 

they may, as formerly, render assistance of their own accord and free-will, 

but not of a permanent nature. 

The Persian government further engage, unconditionally and without 
exception, lo release and set free all the Chiefs of Herat who arc in Meshed 
or Id Teheran or in any other part of Persia, and not to receive any offenders, 
prisoners, or suspected persons whatsoever from fiyed Maliomed Kban, 
with the exception of such persons as having been banished by Syed 
Mahomed Khan from Herat may come here aad themselves desire to 
remain, or to enter the service. These will be treated with kindness and 
favour as formerly. Distinct order# will be issued immediately to the Prince 
Governor of Khorassan to carry out these engaMments. 

The above six engagements on the part of the Persian government are 
to be observed and to nave effect; and the Persian ministers, notwithsUod- 
iog the rights which they possess in Herat solely out of friendship, and to 
aatisfy the English Government, have entered into these engawciients with 
tbe English Government so long as there is no interference whatsoever on 
its part in the internal affairs of Herat and it# dependencies; otherwise 
these engagements wUl be null and void and as if they never had existed 
or been witten. And if any foreign (State), either Afghan or other should 
desire to Interfere with or encroach upon the lerritoty ol Herat or lU 
dependencies and the Persian minisiers should make tbe rcc^uest, the 
British Government are not to be remiss in restrainiug them and in giving 
their friendly advice, so that Herat may remain m its own state of indepen¬ 
dence. «...

The Sadr Azim to Sved Mahomed Khan, Ruler of 

Herat, 


January 26th, 1853. 

Tbe Peraiao ministers, from the time when they began to give aid and 
asaUtaoce to you, my son, had no intention of taking poaseasioii or asaum- 
ins sovereignty over Herat; nay, they were desirous that it should reinain 
in a state of indefendeace, aad be preserved from the attacks and invasions 
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oi foreigoers. They had no views of acquiaitioo on the Herat soil, or 
oi raislog conttlbutiooa from Herat, or the people of Herat, aod these 
circumstaocce were made known to the Mufti (lately Political Agent ifom 
the Govemer of Herat to the Shah) when he was here. Now, when their 
inteotions have, thaok God, been accomplished, it is necessarr that I 
should inform you, my son, of the Articles and engage meets wnicb the 
^ersiao) ministers have imposed upon ihemaelves. They are to the 
following effect s— 

That the Persian ministers never had, nor will ever have, any idea of 
takW possession, a^su.ning the sovereignty, or governing either Herat or 
the Herat territory, or its people, and will not interfere in any manner 
whatsoever in the internal affairs of Herat, so that the; may be indepen¬ 
dent in their country and their own affairs, without the interference of any 
one belonging either to this government or to the Afghans of Cabool and 
Candahar, or other foreigners. They will not in any manner agree that the 
Khootbeh (prayer in the Shah’s name) should bo recited in the name of His 
Majesty (the Shah.) With regard to the coinage also, solely to secure 
your independence, my son, they will never consent that the current cma 
should be struck in the name of His Majesty (the Shah). But if, as in 
the times of the late Kamran and the late Yar hfabomed Khan, you should 
desire to send a sum of money as an offering, and that money should be 
struck in His Majesty's name, the Persian ministers will not object to it 
and it will be received. If at any time it should be necessary that the 
people of Herat should give assisCaoce lo Persia in order to punish the 
Tooikomans, or when there is a disturbance or rebellion in the Persian 
territory, they may of their own free-will, as was formerly done in the 
time of the late Yar Mahomed Khan, seod assidtance in men , but not as 
a permanent force. Yes, that which His Majesty the Shah considers 
imperative on Um, on account of his services rendered by the late Zuheer- 
^d-Dowlah is, that if any foreign troops, Afghan or other, should invade 
Herat, the ministers of this ever*enduring State shall despatch troops to 
the aid of Heratees, to join the Herat troops outside of the town of Herat 
and when the foreign troops have been expelled from the Herat soil, to 
return immediately to the Persian territory. No doubt after you have 
become acquainted with the real sen^ments of the (Persian) ministers, 
you will act in conformity with them.

Lieutenant-Colonel Sheil to Syed Mahomed Khan, 
Ruler of Herat. 

Your Excellency has no doubt heard of the anxiety testified many years 
ago by the government of Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain for the 
maintenance of the Independence of Herat. Although oircuastances have 
withdrawn Her Majesty's goverament of late from any direct conoection 
with Afghanistan, thw have not ceased to lake a warm interest jo the wel¬ 
fare and prosperity of Herat, and in the preservation of its independence 
ander Afgan rule. They have watched with solicitude during the last year , 
and a half since Your Excellency's accession to the government of that 
country, the progress of evenlo in Herat, and. the issue has been that they 
have felt Ihemselves called on to requite an explanatioo from the Persian 
mmistersfor thwr share in certain proceedings connected with Your Excel- 
IcDc/s territory, and to claim from them assurances for the maintenance <A 
that territory independent of Persian rule. The discussions which followed 
terminated in certain engagements concluded by this government, and 
which I deem it my duH* to bring to the knowledge of Your Excellency. 
They are contained iuthe three enclosed papers, which are co^es oft^ 
originals, consisting ofa document sealed by the Prime Minister of Persia, 
a letter from the ^irac Minister to Your Excelleocy, and a Firman from 
the Shah to your address, ratifying the engagements of the Sadr Aaim. 

These documeats sufficiently explain the views of Great Britain, whicli, 
briefly stated, are a deter mi nation that Herat shall re mam in Afghan hands 
and in indepeodence. 

1 sincerely trust that the time has arrived when you wUJ cease to 
require aid from the government of this country, and that henceforward 
Your Excellency will be able alone to maintain the integrity ot your country. 
Your Excellency may be assured that the ruler who seeks foreign aid loses 
the respect and the loyalty of his subjects, and that ^re is only oa* 
termination to repeated applications for foreign succour. The ^d-will « 
your subjects is your surest safeguard. By uptight, ]ust, and itnparti^ 
government, by cultivating Afghan national feeling, there can be no doubt 
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of your abilitj to maiotafn your posiCioa agaiost all intruders in the same 
manner that your ExceUeocy's father, the Ule Yar Mahomed Khan, accom¬ 
plished with 6uch briliaot success. 

My measeoger, who will deliver this communication, will await Your 
Excellency's convenience to return with an answer in acknowledgment of its 
receipt.

Treaty oi Peace between Her Majesty the Queen of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and 
His Majesty the Shah of Persia.

^Ratifications exchanged at Bagdad, May 2&d, 1 ^ 57 *] 


I n the name of God, the Almighty, the All-Merciful. 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and His Majesty, whose standard is the sun. the sacred, the august, 
the great monaicb, the absolute king of kings of idl the Slates of Persia, 
being both equally and sincerely animated by a desire to put a stop to the 
evils of a war, which is contrary to their friendly wishes and dispositioos, 
and to re-establish on a solid basis the relations of amity which bad $0 long 
.existed between the two exalted States by means of a peace calculated for 
their mutual advantage and benefit, have appointed as ibeir plenipoten¬ 
tiaries for canyiug into effect this desired <^ject the following, that is to 
say:— 

Her hfajesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland—the Right Honourable Henry Richard Charles, Baron Cowley, a 
Peer of the United Kingdom, a Member of Her Majesty’s Most Hooour^le 
Privy Couocil, Knight Grand Cross of the Most ft on curable Order of the 
Batb, Her M ajesty^ ambassador extraordinary and plenipotentiary to HU 
Majesty the Emperor of the P'rench, etc., etc., etc. 

And HU Majesty the Shah of Persia—HU Excellency the abode of 
greatness, the favourite of the king, Ferokb Khan, Ameeo-ool-Moolk, the 
great ambassador of the mighty State of Persia, the possessor of the royal 
portrait and of the blue cordon, the bearer of the diamond-studded girdle, 
etc., etc., etc. 
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Whd, baviog exhibited and exchanged their fuK povera, and found 
them to be in due form, have agreed upon and concluded the folloniog 
Articles :— 

Article i. 

From the day of the exchange of the ratifications of the present Trent/ 
there shall be perpetual peace and friendship betwen Her Majeaty the 
Queeii of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland on the one part' 
and His Majeaty the Shab of Persia on the other, as likewise between their 
respective successors, domlnioos and sobjects. 

Article a. 

Peace being happily concluded between their said Majesties, it is 
hereby agreed that the forces of Her Majesty the Queen shall evacoate the 
Persian territory, subject to conditions and sHpulatloos hereafter specified. 

Article 3. 

The high contractQg parties stipulate that all prisoners taken during 
the war by either belligerent shall be immediately liberated. 

Article 4. 

His Majesty the Sbah of Persia eng^es, immediately on the exchange 
of the ratifications of tbis Treaty, to publish a full and complete amnesty 
absolving all Persian subjects wbc may have ia any way been compromised 
by theinntercourse with the British forces during the war from any respon' 
sibility for their conduct in that respect, s) that no persons, of whatever* 
degree, shall be exposed to vexation, persecution, or pnaishment on that 
account. 

Article 5- 

His Majesty the Shah of Persia engages further to take immediate 
measures for withdrhwirtg from the terriiory and city oF Herat, and from 
every other part of Afghanistan, the 'Persian troops and authorities now 
stationed therein; such «Uhdr.4wai to be effected with! n tbrre months 
from the date of the exchange of the ratifications of this Treaty. 

Article 6 . 

His Majesty the Shah of Persia agrees 10 relinquish all claims to 
sovereignty over the territory and city of Herat and the coantries irf 
Afghanistan, and never to demand from the chiefs of Herat, or of the 
countries of Afghanistan, any marks of obedience, such as the coinage, or 
Kbootdeb, *' or tribute. 

His Majesty further engages to abstain hereafter from all interference 
with the internal affairs of Afghanistan. His Majesty promises to tecog- 
nise the Independence of Herat and of the whole of Alghaaistan, and 
^ver to aj;tempt to interfere with the \ idepend2nee of tho^e 
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Is cs5e of differences arising between the government of Persia and 
the coantries of Herat and Afghanistan, the Persian Government engages 
to refer them for adjustment to the friendly offices of the British Govern¬ 
ment, and not to take up arms unless those friendly offices fail of effect. 

The British Government, on their part, engage at ali times to exert 
their influence with the Stales of Algbacistan, to prevent any cause of 
umbrage being given them, or by any of them, to the Persian Government; 
and the British Government, when appealed to by the Persian Government, 
in the event of difficulties arising, will use their best endeavours to compose 
such differences in a manner just and honourable to Persia. 

Articlb 7. 

In case of any violation of the Persian frontier by aov of the States 
referred to above, the Persian Goveromect shall have the right, if due 
satisfaction is not given, to undertake military operations for the repression 
and punishment or the aggressors ; but It is distioctlv understood and 
agreed to that any military force of the Shab which may cross the 
frontier for the above-mentioned purpose shall retire within its own terri¬ 
tory as soon as its object is accomplished, and that the exercise of the 
above-mentioned right is not to be made a pretext for the permanent 
occupation by Persia, or for the annexation to the Persian dominions, of 
any town or portion of the said States. 

Article 8 . 

The Persian Government eDgages to set at liberty without ransom 
immediately after the exchange of tne ratications of this Treaty, all prison¬ 
ers taken during the operations of the Persian troops in Afghanistan, and 
all Afghans who may be detained either as hostages or as captives on 
politieal grounds in any part of the Persian dominions shall, in like manner, 
M set free ; provided that the Afghans, on their part, set at liberty, without 
ransom, the Persian prisoners and captives who are io the power of the 
Afghans. 

Commissioners on the part of the two contracting powers shall, if 
necessary, be named to carry out the provisions of this Article. 

Article 9, 

The high contracting parties engage that, in the establishment and 
recognition of Consuls-General; Consids, Vlce-Consnls, Consular Agents, 
each shall be placed In the dominions of the other on the footing of the 
most favoured nation ; and that the treatment of their respective subjects 
and thmr trade shall abo, in every respect, be placed on the footing of 
the treatment of the subjects and commerce of the most favoured nation. 

Article 10. 

Immediately after the ratifications of this Treaty have been exchanged 
the British mission shall return to Tehran, when t^ie Persian Government 
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agrees to receive H with the apologies end ceremonies specified in the 
separate note signed this daj hy the plenipotentiaries of the high cootract* 
iog parties. 

Article n. 

The Persian Government engages, within three months after the return 
of the British mission to Tehran, to appoint a Commissioner, who, in con* 
junction with a Commissioner to be appointed by the Britiah Government, 
shall examine into and decide upon the pecuniary claims of all British 
subjects upon the g;overDment of Persia, and shall pay such of those claims 
as maybe pronounced just, either in one sum or ‘by ioktalmeuts, within a 
period not exceeding one year fropi the dale of the award of the Comtnia- 
siooers^ and the same Commissioners shall examine into and decide upon 
the claims on the Peraian government of all Persian subjects, or the subjects 
. of other powera, who, upto the period of the depariure of the BriHeb 
mission trom Tehran, were under British protection, which they have not 
since renounced. 

Article is, 

Saving the provisions in the latter part of the preceding Article, the 
British Government will renounce the right of protecting hereafter any 
Persian subject not actually in the empli^reent of the British mis^on, or of 
British Consuls*Genera], (Consuls, Vjce*Consuls, or Consular Agents, pro* 
vided that no such right is accorded to or exercised by sny other foreign 
powers ; but in this, as in all other respects, the British Government re* 
quires, and the Persian Government engages, that the same privileges sod 
immunities shall in Persia be conferred upon and shall be enjoyed by the 
British Goveromeot, its servants and its subjects, and that the seme re¬ 
spect and con jideratlonihal I be shown for them, and shall be enjoved by 
tfiem, as are conferred upon and eajoyed by and shown to the most lavour* 
ed foreign government, its servants and its subjects. 

Article 13. 

The hirh contracting parses here^ reoew the agreement entered Into 
by them in the month of Au^^t 2^51 (^bawal 1267) for the suppression of 
the slave trade in Persian Gulf, and engaged furtbsr that the said agree* 
meat shall conuaue In force after the date at which it expires, that is, after 
the monih of August 186a, for the further space of ten years and for so 
long afterwards as neither of the bi^h contracting parties shall, by a formal 
declaratiori, annul It; sucli declaration not to take effect unill one year 
alter it is made, 

ArIICLB 14. 

Immediately 00 the exchange of tbe ratificatioDS of this Treaty, the 
Biltlsh troops will desist from all acts of bostiliiy against Persia, and the 
British Government engages further that as soon as the stipulations in 
regard to the evacuation by the Persian troops of Herat and the Afghan 
territories, as well as in regard to the reception of the British mission at 
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Tehran, shall have been carried into full effect, the British troops shall, 
without delay, be withdrawu from all ports, places, and islands belonging 
to Persia ; but the British Government eiy^ages that, during this ioterval, 
notbiog shall be designedly done ^ the (fommander of the British troops 
to weaken the allegiance of the E^ersUm subjects towards the Shah, which 
allegiance It is, oo the contrary, their earnest desire to conflrcn ; and further 
the British Government engages that, as far as possible, the subjects of 
Persia shall be secured against ioconveoience from the presence of the 
British troops, and that all supplies which may be required for the use of 
those troops, and which the Persian Govern meat engages to direct its 
authorities to assist them in procuring, shall be paid for, at the fair market 
price, by the British Commissariat immediately on delivery. 

Articls 15. 

The present Tres^ shall be ratified, aod the ratifications exchanged 
at Bagdad in the space of three months, or sooner, if possible. 

In witness whereof the respective plenipotentiaries have signed the 
same and have affixed thereto the seal of their arms. 

Done at Paris, in quadruplicate, this fourth day of the month of March 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred andfifiy'seven,

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A copy of this letler shaJI be conmunicaled officially by the Sadr 
Aiim to each of the foreign miswons at Tehran, aad the subscaace of it 
shall be made public in chat capital. 

The original letter shall be conveyed to Mr. Murray at Bagdad by the 
bands ot some high Peraisn officer, aod shall be accompaoied by an ift> 
vitatioo to Mr. Murray, in the Sbah’s name, to return with the mission to 
Tehran, on His Majesty's assurance that he will be received with all the 
honours and consideration due to the representative of the British Govern¬ 
ment; another person of suitable rank being sent to conduct him as 
Mebmandaron his joamey through Persia. 

Mr Murray on approaching the capital shall be received by persons of 
hl^ rack deputed to escort bim to hfs residence in the town. Immediately 
00 his arrjvaf there the Sadr Atjm shall go In state to the British mission, 
and renew friendly relations with Mr. Murray, leaving the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs to accompany him to the royal palace, the Sadr Azim 
receiving Mr. Murray and conducting bim to the presence of the Shah. 

The Sadr Azim shall visit the mission at noon on the following day, 
which visit Mr. Murray will return, at latest, on the following day before 
noon.

The Shah to thb Sadr Azim, December 1855. 

Last night we read the paper written by the English minister plenipo¬ 
tentiary, and were much surprised at the rude, unmeaning, disgusting, aod 
insolent tone and purport. The letter which he before wrote was also 
impertinent. 

We have also heard that in his own house he is constantly speaking 
disrespectfully of us and of vou, but we never believed; now, however, 
he has introduced it in an official letter. We are therefore convinced that 
this man, Mr. Murray, Is stupid, ignorant, and insane, who has the auda¬ 
city and Impudence to Insult even kings. From the time of Shah Sultan 
Hossein (when Persia was In its most disorganised state, and duringthe 
last fourteen years of his life, when by serious illness he waa incapaciuted 
for Msiness) up to.the present time, no disrespect towards the sovereign 
has been tolerated, either from the government or Its agenc. Wbat has 
happened now that this foolish minister plcnipotonuary acts with such 
temerity ? It appears that our friendly missions are not acquainted with 
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the wording 0^ that document; give it now to Mirza Abbas and Mirza 
Makum, that they may take and duly explain it to the French Minister and 
Kyder EiTendi, tliat they may see liow improperly he has written. Since 
last night till now cor time has been passed in vexation. We now com' 
mand you in order that you, may yourself know, and also acquaint the 
missiooa, that until the Queen of England herself naakes us a suitable apology 
for the insolence of her envoy, we will never receive black this her foolia^ 
Minister, who U a simpleton, or accept from her government any other 
Minister.

Convention between Great Britain and Persia For extending and 
securing TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION between EUROPE and INDIA 
^gned, in the ENGLISH and PERSIAN languages, at TEHRAN, April 
and, tm* 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and His Majesty the King of all the Kiogdoms of Persia, being 
desirous to extend and secure the means of telegraphic communication 
between Europe and India, have resolved toccndude a coovealioa for 
that purpose, and have named as their Plenipotentiaries (that is to say): 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kiogdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland*^Charles Alison, Esqure, Companion of the Most Honourable 
Order of the Bath, Her Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
at the Court of Persia; 

And Hii^ Majesty the Kiagof all the Kingdoms of Persia'^HU Excel* 
lency Meerza Saeed Khan, hia Minister for Foreign Affairs, possessor of 
the Order of the Royal Portrait adoroed with diamonds, ano of the blue 
cordon, and bearer of the pearled tassel and rod adorned with diamonds, 
possessor of the Order of First Serteep with its special cordons, and bearer 
of the Order of St. Ann of Che First Class adorned with diamonds, and 
of the Order of the Mejedieh of the First Class, and of the First Order 
of tbe Iron Crown, and the First Order of Leopold, and the First Order 
of Danebrog, and tbe First Order of St Maurice and f.aaare, and tbe First 
Order of the Saviour of Greece, and the Order of the Polar Star of Sweden, 
and the Second Order of the Legion of Honour, and the First Order of 
tbe Osmaniab, and the First Order of the White Eagle with the blue 
cordon; 

And the aforesaid distinguished represeatatlves, after meeting in tbe 
capital of Tehran, and perusing and exchanging their letters of full power

Article i. 

Id order to provide against any possible accident to the Persian Golf 
Cable, it Is ^reed between tbe high contracting governments of England 
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and Persia^ that the Biitisb GoTernineDt aball make arraitgementa with 
regard to the conatructiOQ and efficient working of a line of telegraph 
between Cuadur and a point between Jask and Buader Abbas. 

Article a. 

The Persian Government will employ, as far as possible, their good 
offices and authority ior facilitatii>g its construction, m^ntenance. and pro* 
tectiOQ; and the English Government will pay annually to the Persian 
government the sum of ^,000 tomans for leave to lay down the line of 
telegraph on those coasts and places which are auder the soverelgocy of 
Persia, the payment of the above sum bdng made from the day on waicb 
the work of laying the wires is commenced. 

Article 3. 

The present coovention shall remais in force for twenty years. 

Article 4. 

The present convention shall be ratified, and the radfications exchanged 
at Tehran within five months, or sooner if practicable.

GRAPH from KhaNAKEEN to BUSHIRE—1863. 

Article 1. 

The Persian governraeot considers it necessary to construct a line of 
telegraph without delay from Kbaaakeen to the capital, Tebraa, and from 
Tehran to the'portof Bushire ; and they agreed that whenever the English 
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(iovcrnnient may require to communicate by the aaid Telegraph, they are 
to be at liberty to do so through the Persfao Telegraph officers in the way 
they may deare, payiag for the same at rates to be specked hereafter, 

Article a. 

The Persian Government will assign a sum sufficient for the construction 
of thb Telegraph, aod for the purchase of such materials a$ are cot procur¬ 
able in Persia^ or can be better obtained io Europe. 

Article 3. 

The Persian Government engages to purchase from the English Govern- 
meet all the materials wbxh are better procurable io Europe, and the 
English Govemmect agrees to supply such materials at moderate prices. 

lASTiCLE 4. 

In order that the said Une of Telegraph may be well constructed and 
officially worked, the Persian government agrees to place it under the super¬ 
intendence of an Eoglish Engineer Officer, who Is to be pdd by the 
English Gov^'rnment, acd they further agree to Ex a period during which 
instruction ma^ be given and the line may be brought into good working 
order; acd his Royal Highness the Itisad-oo-Sultaoeh, the Minister of 
Public Instruction, and his Excellency the Amrn-ed-Dowleh, will have 
cognisance of the aforesaid officer's proceedings. 

AftTtCLB 5., 

The said officer will be fully empowered to call upon the Persian 
authorities to supply any materials be may consider requisite for this work, 
and the Persian authorities will make no alterations in his requisitions 
unless It should be impossible to obtain the thing required. But a Persian 
officer will accompany him everywhere, so that he may be informed of what 
IS done, aod of the prices of the materials; and the accounts will be audited 
by the above-mentioned Prince and by the Amin*ed-Dowleh every three 
months, when a report will be drawn up and printed in the Tehran Gasettf. 

Article 6. 

In order to Increase the friendship betw'een the two governments, and 
to promote the above undertaking, the English Government engares to 

S archase in England, at reasonable rates, with the approval of the Persian 
(inister Plenipotentiary, the materials required for this work, and to 
convey them to the Persian frontier, and to receive from the Persian govern¬ 
ment the price paid for the above articles by five instalments in years 
after they are delivered on the frontier of Persia, 
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(?o tbe bAodnrities of tb« Persian Minister for Poreisa AfFshs.) 

The Pewiaft Government accepts tSi« cngajfetneftt. If tbe English 
Goreromerit desires it, tbe construction of the line of Telegraph will he 
commenced in conformity with ibe above stipulation.

Telegraph Convention with the King of Psrs 14—1865. 

As Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britiin and 
Ireland and His Majesty the King of all the Kingdoms of Persia are desir¬ 
ous of regulating the telegraphic commuidcation between Europe and India, 
and of placing this work on the sure and friendly basis, they l^ve resolved 
that a convention for that purpose shall be concluded, wherefore their 
Majesties have named as their Plenipotentiaries : 

Her Majesty the Queen of tbe United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland. 

His Excellency Charles Alisoo, Esquire, Companioo of tbe Most Hod- 
curable Order of the Bath, Her Envoy Extraordinary and Minister PlenipcK 
tentiary at th e Court of Persia, 

And His Majesty the King of all the Kingdoms of Persia. 

His Excellency Mirsa Syud Khan, Minister for Foreign A(Tatrs, pos¬ 
sessor of the Order of the Royal Portrait adorned with diamonds and 01 the 
blue cordon, and bearer of the pearled tassel, and the rod adorned with 
diamonds, possessor of tbe Order of First Serteep with its special cordons, 
and bearer of the Order of Saint Ana, adorned ^ith diamonds of the First 
Class, and of the Order of the Medjidieof the First Class, and of the First 
Order of the Iron Crowe, and the First Order of Leopold, and the First 
Order of Datebrog, and the First Order of Saint Maurice and Lazare, atd 
the First Order of the Saviour of Greece, and the Order of the Polar Star 
of Sweden, and tbe Second Order of the Legion of Honour. 

And the aforesaid distinguished representatives, after meeting in tbe 
capital ol Tehran, and perusing and exebangiog their letters of full power, 
and findiog them to be in due order, have concluded the following 
Articles 

Article i. 

In order to Improve tbe telegraphic^commuoicatlon between Europe 
and India, ihc Persian Government agrees to attach another wire to tne 
poles cow standing from Buahire to Khannikern, and to bring it into 
working order as soon as possible. The wire to be used sololy lor interna¬ 
tional messages sent in European langus^s. 
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Artjcle a . 

la order that the second wire may be attached in a complete aad 
effective manner, tbe Persian Government also a|feea that it shall be done 
under the direction and supervision of ao English Engineer Officer and 
staff ; and the Persian Government will use its best endeavours to collect 
the necessary materials and lay down the wire with all expedition. 

Article 3. 

The British Government agrees to procure for tbe Persian Government 
at a reasonable price, and with tbe cogmzance of a Persian Coinmissiooer 
ail the wire, insalato^ Mors^ Instruments, etc., that may be requisite for 
this work inclusive of two hundred iron posts for tbe marshy tracts of 
Bushire, and to deliver them over to the Government Comruissioners at any 
seaports or frontier towns of Persia that may be suitable, receiving pay¬ 
ment in five years In five Instalments, 

Article 4- 

The Persian Government, moreover, agrees that an English Telerrapb 
Officer with tbe necessary staff not exceeding (50) fifty in number, exausive 
of families, shall be engaged, from the opening of telegraphic commuolcation 
through the new wire, for (5) five years in organizing the Persian line 
of telegraph and giving ioscructioos in telegraphy. And the British 
Government agrees that tbe E'oglish Officer and bis staff shall, at the 
expiration of the prescribed period, make over the said line to the Persian 
Government and cease connection with Persian Telegraph. 

Article 5, 

Tbe conditioos under whlcb^tbe English Officer shall exerdse control 
over the second wire during the prescribed period are stated in tbe follow¬ 
ing rules 

1.—His Royal Highness the Itisad-es-Sultaneh, Minister of Science, or 
any other person who, by tbe Shah's order, may be appointed in his place, 
is to be considered the bead and absolute chief of all tbe Persian Govern- 
' meet Telegraphs, 

a.—Any order which His Royal. High ness or such other ^son in his 

f lace may Issue concerniog the protection of the line, its working, and the 
ersians ei^loyed |on it, shall be given through and wiIh the approval of 
the English Telegraph Officer. 

3.—For tbe protection of the line the whole distance from the Turkish 
frontier to Busblre shall be divided from station to station into six sections 
as follows

To oach ol tbeso divisions the Itt2ad*eS'SuItaaeb shall appomt a 
Persian Officer, who will be resjsonsible to His Royal Hlghaess forth©

'fRcer, or Yaver, of each division to carry out bis duties efBelently, a 
cert^n number of horsemen shall be stationed under his orders along 
line. The Yaver will, of course, accept aoy suggestions which the English

On the other t^nd, 
the Eng]bh Omcer engages that the bounds of that authority shall in no 
way be exceeded. 

6.—The English Officer shall have sotblng whatever to do with 
receipts of money. A Mlrza will be appointed at each station, who will 
be direc^ responsible for the accounts to the Itisad'eS'Sultaneb, But the 
English ^upennlcoding Officer shall render to His Royal Highness or any 
person wbo may be appointed by the Persian Governcnent, such account of 
the telegrams cfespatcEied under his authority as may be sufficient forfuU 
information. 

These rules, however general in some sense, are understood to have 
special application to the second wire.

In filling \ip vacaocies which may occur among the signallers employed 
under Article Iv, the English Telegraph Officer shall give the preference to 
natives of Perria, provided they be qualified, in his estimation, by knowledge 
of the English language and other attainments necessary for this service, to 
perform the duties required.

Article 9. 

For every message of twenty words or leas from Khannikeen to Bus* 
hire, or vice versd, 1 toman 5 kerans and S sbahis la Persian money, or 14 
sbillings in English money, shall be charged, with proportionate rates for 
the intervenlag towns. 'I'be Persian Goverament accepts the tariff laid 
down in the last convention between Turkey and England so Far as regards 
the rates of messages sent by the two govern meots from Bushire to India 
and from Kbannlkeen to.

Article 10. 

The yearly receipts will be credited to the Persian Treasury, but 
should they reach a higher sum than thirty thousand (30,000) tomans, the 
surplus will be made over to the Officers of the English Government for the 
cost of their establishment.

All Indian messages at whatever part of the line, or from whatever 
place received, shall be given over to the second wire, and the accounts 
regularly kept.

Should the traffic $0 continuously increase as to demand more than in 
one day tbe fair day’s work on the second wire, the excess of telegrams 
shall be handed over for despatch to the first wire, the money received on 
them being separately credited to the Persian Government. The adjust¬ 
ment of this matter shall rest with the Itizad-es-Sultaneh and the English 
Superintending Officer. This Article is quite irrespective of the provSion 
for mutual assistance in the event of a alight and temporary delay. 

Article 13. 

The cost of all other than Indian or Submarine cable messages shall be 
separately credited to the Persian Treasury, although conveyed by the 
second wire. 

Article 14. 

The relative value of coin shall be calculated for purposes of account at 
the fol lowing rates: —

The Tel^aph Regulations drawn up at Paris on ihe thirteenth of 
April Anoo Domini one thousand eight hundred and sixty-live shall be carried 
out under the superintendence of the Persian Government so far as not 
opposed to the terms of the present conventioo or (be institutions of Persia. 

Article 17. 

Any disagreement arising between the telegraphic employes of che two 

f overoments shall be referred lo their Excellencies the Persian Minister for 
oreign Affairs and tli« British Minister at Tehran, in ord-r that, after 
necessary investigation, a just decision may be pronounced. 

Article i^. 

This coventioo shall take effect from the opening of correspoodeoce on 
the second wire, aod remain in force for five years from the day that a 
telegram is first despatched hereby. At the expiration of the five years it 
shall be null and vend. If at any time within the term appointed the capabi¬ 
lities of Persian telegraphers tor their work shall be proved to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the Chief of the Persian Telegraphs and the English Telegraph 
Officer, Che full period shall be curtailed, and the Use made over altogether 
to the Persian GovemmenC. 

Articls 

The present convention shall be ratiffed, and the ratificatioas exchanged 
at Tehran within live months, or sooner if praclicable.

As the Telegraphic Convention which was coiiclud' d between Eoglaud 
and Persia on the 23rd November 1865, corresponding to the 4th Rejjab 
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1282, expires on the lath Au^st 187J, corresponding to the 5th Jemadce 
II, U89, the undersigned, wita the approval and sanction of their respective 
govern me lUs, have a|:reed that from the rsth of August next the aforesaid 
convention shall continue in force, as iutherto (interpreted), for a period of 
three months. If between the present date and (the expiration of) the 
extended period of three months a new convention is not agreed upon and 
concluded between the two governments, tbe previous convection as well 
as the present temporary agreement, shall bo^ become entirely null and 
void.

New Telegraph Convention with Persia—1873. 

(Signti tx th« SngUih and ftrsian ianguagts,) 

Her Majestv the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and His Majesty the King of all the l^ingdoms of Persia, being 
desirous to continue the s^tem of telegraphic comrcgnication between 
Europe and India through l^ersla, already established ic virtue of previous 
Treaties, have resolved that a Convention for tnat purpose shall be con¬ 
cluded; wherefore their Majesties have named as their rlenipotentiarles : 

Her Majesty the Queen of tbe United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland—Ronsfd Fergusson Thomson, Esquire, Her Charge d'Affaires at 
tbe Court of Persia; and His Majesty the King of all the Kiogdoms of 
Persia—His Excellency Mirra Syed Ivhan, His Minister lor Foreign Aflairs, 
possessor of the Order of tbe Royal Portrait adorned with diamonds, and of 
the blue cordon ; and bearer of ue pearled tassel and rod adorned with 
diamonds : possessor of the Order of r irst Serteep with its special cordon, 
and bearer of tbe First Order of the White Eagle with tbe blue cordon : aod 
of the Order of St. A one of tbe First Class adorned with diamonds : and tbe 
Order of tbe Mejedieh of the First Class; and of the First Order of the 
Iron Crown; and of the First Order of Leopold, and the First Order of 
Danebro^ and the First Order of St. Maurice and Lasare; and the First 
Order ofthe Saviour of Greece, and the Order of the Polar Star of Sweden, 
and the second Order of the Legion of Honour and the First Order of ibe 
Osmunieh; and the aforesaid dlatingunhed representatives, after meedng in 
the capital of Tehran and perusing and exchanging their full powers which 
were found in good and due form, have agreed upon and concluded the 
following Articles:— 

Articlb i. 

To expedite and facilitate the transmission of international messages, 
the English Government will, at its owe expense and under the superinten¬ 
dence of its own officers, erect a third wire, in addition to the two already 
JO operation between Tehran and Bushire, and will also substitute iron 
standards for the existing w ooden poles. Tbe English Government agrees 
to sobstitute the above iron standards at tbe rate of five hundred {500) 
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anoually; and (he Persiao Goveroment engages to pay in ten annual iostaU 
171 eats $uio of ten tbotiaand (lo^ooo) tomans to (ne English Governrnent 
towards defraying the eTipeoditure iacurred cn these iron posts. During 
this work the Persian Government engages itself to render the Superintend* 
iog Officers every assistance in Its power of which they may stand ia need. 

Article 2. 

Wbereaa aU British subjects in Persia are entitled to the protection of 
cbe Persian Government under the operation of Article XII of the Treaty of 
Paris of March 4th, it is now provided that the Bridsb employes of the 
Telegraph Department, being cbarg:ed with public duties^ aball^e ev^y* 
where placed under the special protection of the local authorities; who shall 
furoisb guards when necessary and otherwise assure their personal safety. 

Article 3. 

Until the completion ot the third wire provided for by the above 
Article I, the appropriadon ot the existing first and second wires for local 
and internatiooal messages shall rcmmn as at present, as regulated by 
Article VII, of the Convention of the S3rd November 1865. 

Article 4. 

After the completion of the third wire, notice of which will be given to 
the Persian Govern meat by the Director of the English Staff, the appropria* 
tion of the three wires shall be as follows: 

The first wire, 9^., the one set up originally in j $(>4, shall be used for 
local traffic, while the second and third wires s^ll be used for intemationaJ 
traffic, with the exceptions hereinafter specified in Article VI. 

Article 5. 

To prevent any confusion in the working of the diEerent wires, the first 
wire shall be worked by Persian Government ecnployds and the second and 
third \^ires by English Govecoment employes, senate rooms being pro¬ 
vided by the Persian Government for the said En^ish and Persian employ da 
ia Telegraph Offices considered suitable by both admioistrations. 

Article 6. 

(a) Should the first wire be broken at any time, one of the others ahaII 
be tomporarily lent for Persian correspondence until communication by the 
first wire is restored, provided always that both the second and third wires 
are at the time in good working order throughout tbdr length and free from 
contact. 

( 3 ) Should the first wire be in contact with either the second or third 
wire, while the remaining wire is clear, the wire in contact with the first wire

shall be insulated, to allow free working by the Persian employes on the first 
wire, until the contact is removed. 

(r) Should the first wire be in contact with the second or third, while 
the remaining one is interrupted, or should botb second and third wires be 
interrupted, or should all three wires at any time be In contact, the resultant 
single line shall be used by the English and Persian admiaistratlons to the 
respective proportions of two-thir^ to one-third of the day, the exact hours 
US be fixed by mutual agreementhietween the English and rersian Directors. 

Article y, 

The revenue derived from the local traffic oc the Persian wire shall 
belong entirely to the Persian Government. By local traffic are meant 
messages originating at oue Persian station and lermlnating at another 
Persian station. 


Article 8 . 

The Persian Government having already made an arrangemect with the 
lodcKSucopean Telegraph Company regarding the revenue derived from tbe 
Indo-European traffic, the English ^overoment will abide by that agreement 
so far as loey are concerned. That is to say. the Persian GovernmeDt io 
coosid^ation of a fixed annual payment by the said Company ol either 
twelve thousand (12,000) tomans or of two (s) francs per message of twenty 
(20) words renounces all claims to any portion of the revenue from transit 
traffic over the Hue from Julfa (00 the Russian frontier) to Bushire. This 
revenue shall therefore be divided between the English Government and the 
Indo-European Company in such manner as they themselves may decide, and 
tbe accounts between them shall be settled without the intervorttlon of tbe 
Persian Goverameot. 

As regards international message? origioaling or terminating in Persia, 
the Persian Government agrees to cede to the English Government, fora 
term of three 13 ) years, the entire Persian terminal lax on such messages in 
consideration ol a fixed annual payment of two thousand (a,ooo> tomans to 
be paid to Persia by the English Government. After the three (3) years, the 
Persian Government shall be free either to accept an annual payment calcu¬ 
lated on the basis of tn'^thirds of the average terminal receipts or to claim 
two-third s of tbe receipts fro m ad ion 4 fids termin al m essages. Th e Persian 
Government agrees to leave it to the sense ol justice of the English Gov¬ 
ernment to decide which are bond fide terminal messages and which are to be 
considered as transit messages, being forwarded to Persia evidently for the 
purpose of being re-traosmltted (0 other countries. 

During the time this Treaty remains in force, the Persian Government 
engages itself to oppose at the International Telegraph conferences any 
alteration in tbe present transit and terminal rate?, unl^'ss a previous agree¬ 
ment with the English Government shall have been made. 
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Article 9- 

Tbe BfiglUh Admin istratioo being lesponsible for tbe correct traosmis* 
sion of all international messages and for uie adjustment of the accounts will 
collect the payments for these messages according to the rates of the pervail- 
ing international Telegraph Coaventioo. 

All inteinatioral messagrs oxiginatiog in Persia shall, before transmls* 
sion, be registered sad se^d by ofBcisU appointed by the Persiaa Govern¬ 
ment. Ifiteroation^ messages terminating In Persia shall be delivered to 
the addressees through the agency of the same officials, who shall be bound 
to give receipts for such messages to the Eoglish Administration. 

The Persian Administration shaU, at all times, have free access to the 
English Offices aod to all cecorih connected with international traffic. 
International messages are those wnich pass over the wires of more than 
one State. 

Article 10. 

The rnaintenance of the line, mclading repairs and the appMntment, 
control, and payment of the Une guards, shall renaiit in the bands of the 
English Director and staff. 

As a contribution towards the expen ditare under this bead the Persian 
Government will pay to the English Director the ^um of one thousand 
(1,000) tomans annually, this amount being deducted from tbe royalty du; 
to Persia by the Indo-Auropean Telegraph Company as hereinbefore des* 
ctibed in Article VIII. 

Article n. 

The duties of the Telegraph Inspectors and line guards are strictly con* 
fined to repairing and maiotaioing the line. 

If the line be wilfully daoiaged tbe Persian Government will take the 
mast stringent measures to oblige the local authorities to apprehend and 
punish the offenders. 

Tbe Goveruors of districts will be accordingly instructed to pay prompt 
attention to all complaints and communications made to them by the Eng* 
lish Officers. 

Article u.. 

In case of any wilful damage to the line the expense of repairing the 
same shall be defrayed by the Persian Government. 

Article 13. 

To enable tbe English Director to have a perfect knowledge of tbe 
state of the wires ana offices, and thereby to provide for thdr general 
efficiency and the rapid removal of any impediment to tel^raphic com* 
muoication, the orders and regulations issued by hltn regarding the coanec* 
tions within the offices and tbe times and manuer of testing the lines shall 
be strictly obeyed by the Per^an Telegraph officers and sigiullers, 
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ArtiCLB 14. 

It ha^^ng been ascertained that tb« debt owed by the Persian Govern* 
ment Co the English Govern meat on account of materials and erection of Che 
second wire, together with some items connected with the erection of Che 
first wire and tbe payment of Une guards, amounted, 00 the 3tst December 
1^69, to Comans one huadred and nfteen thousand and seventy*nine, kraos 
eight (! 15,079*8), or fortv-aeven thousand two hundred and seventeen 
(47,217) pounds stertiog, t£e English Government agrees to accept payment 
without interest, in the course of twenty*fdur (a^ years, in twenty •tour (24) 
equal instalments of tbe same, from the Indo-European Telegraph Com* 
pany. 

Should tbe aforesaid Indo-European Telegraph Compauy wish to pay 
tbe amount in qutttion sooner, it is at liberty to do so. 

The English Government shall notify, without delay, to the Persian Gov* 
ernment, any instance of failure on the part of the Indo-European Telegraph 
Company in paying the periodical instalments, and will then Lola the 
Persian government responsible for any portion of the debt remaining un* 
paid. 

Nothing in this Article Is to be considered (0 invalidate any claim on 
the Indo-European Telegraph Company which the Persian Government 
holds in virtue of tbe concessions granted to the said Company, 

Artjcls 15. 

All articles required by tbe English staff from abroad for the service of 
the line shall be exenspt from customs or other duties In Persia. 

Article i 6 . 

This convention applies specially to the Tehran-Bushire section, but 
shall apply equally to t’he Tehran-KbaonlkeeD section, should the English 
Director, at any time, deem it expedient to resume charge of that portion 
of tbe Persian Telcgrapb. 

In such a case the tariff of tbe Tebran-Kbannlkeen seclioo and tbe 
method of acconot shall he settled by a special arrangement between tbe 
English and Persian AdministrationSi 

Article 17. 

Any dls^reement arising between the Telegraph employes of the two 
Goveromeots shall be referred for decision to the Persian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs and tbe British Representative at Tehran. 

Article 18. 

This convention shall take effect from the day on which its ratifications

Translation of the Jask Aorejiment of 1887. 

With rftgard to the boundaries of the Telograph establishment at Jask, 
in accordance with the information received by the Persian Governmeut and 
the British Legation, it baa been decided as follows under date of the 
month of Jemmadee A. H. 1304 (February 25^, 1887), 

That the Telegraph establishment, which U situated at a distance of 300 
yards from the piiint, take possession of 600 yards more to the north of 
(be Teiegrapli establishment, t.f., 400 yards from the present boundary 
fence, between which and the Telegraph establishment is a distance of 200 
yards, coakiog a total from the end of promontory to the limits of 900 
yards; at the end of these 900 yards a wire boundary will he drawn and 
the government of Jask shall have no right whatsoever on any account 
whatever to interfere in the interior of those limits. 

As the Telegraph establishment well Is about 1,000 yards distant from 
the boundary agreed upon, it is decided that the road and water*way from 
the well to the place where they meet the limits be protected, and no one 
shall build upon, destroy, or interfere with them ; and for the preservation 
of the well itself it is agreed to set aside a space around the well to be 
walled in at a distance all round of too yards from the well. 

The customs and other buildings of the Persian Government agent must 
be without the limits above agreed upon aud be built 011 the place agreed 
i^on between Mr. Pfinch and the Malek*j*Tajjar. It is agreed that the 
lelegraph officials and their true, positive, and salaried servants he 
exempted from customs dues. 

* It is agreed that stores for provisions and the necessaries of existence 
which are brought from the interior for the Telegraph establishment, such 
as rice, ghee, wood, etc., and such like be exempt from taxation. 

It is agreed that i( any of the dependents of Jask, other than the true, 
positive, and saJatied servants of the Telegraph establishment, in order t) 
take sanctuary or protection penetrate witfiin the limits, (he Telegraph 
officials shall have no right to protect them; on the contrary, they sTiould 
place them without their boundary and hand them over to the government 
of Jask. ® 

Any merchant, native or foreign, who may have shops wiihln the limits 
must pay the usual customs dues on that which he imports in order to 
trade, buy, or sell.

Id ordfir (o prevent the chance of negto staves, male and female^ beiog 
imported into Persia, British cruizers shall be permitted to visit and detain 
merchant vessels uader the Persian fla^, or belonging to Persian subjects^ 
which cna^ be eogaged in, or which there may be reasonable grounds for

In the event of the captured merchant vessel being condemned and 
sold, the proceeds of such sale shall go to the Persian Government, and 
all slaves towd on board such vessel shSi be handed over to the British 
anthorities.

His Majesty the King op the United Kingdom op 
Great Britain and Ireland, Emperor of India, and 
His Majesty the King of all the Kingdoms op 
Persia, being desirous to extend the system of telegraphic 
communication between Europe and India through Persia 
already established in virtue of previous treaties, have resol¬ 
ved that a Convention for that purpose shall be concluded, 
wherefore Their Majesties have named as their Plenipoten¬ 
tiaries : His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom* of 
Great Britain and Ireland, Emperor of India—SiR ARTHUR 
Henry Hardings, Knight Commander of the Most Distin¬ 
guished Order of St. Michael and St. George, Companion of 
the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, His Envoy Extra¬ 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to the Court or Persia; 
and His Majesty the King of all the Kingdoms of Persia— 
His Excellency Mirsa Nasrulla Khan Mushir-eo- 
DOWLEh, His Minister for Foreign Bearer of the 
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Order of the Lion and the Sun of the First Class with Green 
Riband, Possessor of the Order of the RoyaJ Portrait of His 
LATB Majesty Nasreddin Shah, Possessor of the Order

With the view of securing uninterrupted communicatloa between Europe 
and India it is agreed that, in addition to the present line of telegraph from 
Tehran toBushire and sub-marine cable thence to India already established 
in virtue of previous treaties, a three*wire line of telegraph shall be con¬ 
structed by the Persian Government from Kasban to tbe Baluchistasi 
frontier vid Yesd and Kerman traversing wherever possible inhabited 
districts. 

Article II. 

In order that tbe Une of telegrwb maybe constructed in a complete 
and effective manner, tbe Persian (government agrees that it shall be built 
under tbe direction and supervision of the Btiush (elegrapb aUff sow 
controlling tbe Interoatiosal line in Persia, tbe British Government advar\c- 
ing to the Persian Government tbe salaries and allowances of tbe men 
actually employed on tbe work. 

Article III. 

The British Goveromest agrees to procure for the Persian Government, 
at a reasonable price, all tbe posts, wire, insulators, etc., that may be 
requisite for this work, and to arrange for the carriage of the stores to tbe 
sites required, receiving payment for the same without interest as herein- 
after provided. An account of tbe expenses incurred for this purpose, 
and certified in so far as ibey have been incurred in Persia, by tbe Persian 
1 elegrapb Department; and in so laras they have been incurred ouUide 
Persia, by tbe British Government, shall be submitted as early as possible 
by tbe Persian (jovemment. 

Article IV. 

The Persian Government agrees to lease tbe use, and the transit 
revenue, of tbe Une which is its property when complete to tbe Indo- 
European Telegraph Department at a rental of 4 (four) per cent, on tbe 
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capita! expeoded oo its construction^ Indudin^ cost cf material, threO' 
quancrs of such rental to be retained by the Bribsh Government to recoup 
^em for the advances made, and ooe^quarter, subject to a minimum of 
25,000 frs., to be pwd annually to the Persian Government in two half*yearly 
instalments. It is understood^that, should the Persian Go^'c^nmenl^8 quarter 
share of t)ie rental exceed 25,000 frs., such excess shall belong to the Persian 
Treasury. 

ABTICLS V, 

The maiDteoance of the Hne including repairs, and the appointment, 
control and payment of the line guards, who mu»t be Persian sobjecU, shall 
remain In (be hands of the Bridsb Director and staff, the cost being defrayed 
by the Briiisb Government The duties of the Telegraph Inspectors and 
line guards are strictly confined to repairing and maintaining the line. 

Article VI. 

• The principal offices constituting the permanent residences of the British 
'Electricians and Inspectors shall be situated in towns or large villages, but 
pending further arrangements to be agreed upon between the two Govern' 
nents, there shall only be one such office between Kerman and the Indian 
frontier. 

The protection of the line and of (be officials, whether Persian or British 
employed on it, shall be the special duty of the Persian Government, and 
should the English officials wisb to proceed on inspection in Districts 
proclalmrd as daugerous by the Persian Government, they shall inform the 
nearest local authority, in order that they may be provided with an escort. 

The telegraph stations shall be built according to plans approved by 
the Persian Government, and in (owns the houses to be used as such stations 
' shall, wherever possible, be rented. 

Article vII. 

The line will be of three wires : one wire will be used by the Persian 
Telegraph Administration for its local work, and the reramnuig two wires 
will be for international traffic as provided in Articles IV, V and VI of the 
1872 Convention. 

Article VUI. 

The reveoue derived from the local traffic on the Persian wire shall 
belong enliwly to the Persian Government. By local traffic is meant, 
mess^es originating at one Persian station and terminating at another 
Persian station. 


Article IX. 

As regards international messages originating or terminating in Persia, 

the Persian Government shall receive two-tbifds of the receipts of all iand 
fide terminal messages. 
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And as regards transit messa^s, as tTiis line is merely an alternative 
one to tbat now existing between Tehran and Bus hire, tie arrangement 
already made as detailed in Article VJII of the 1872 Convention wiil remsiQ 
as at present. State telegrams passing between the Government of India 
and the British Minister at Tehran sb^l be sent at half rates. 

Article X. 

In view of the erection of the new line and of the increase of telegraph 
stations in Eastern Persia, and in order to facilitate intercourse with them, 
the Indo-EuropeaQ Telegraph Department shall place an additional wire 
along the existing line between Tehran and Kashan, and the expenses of 
procuriog, transporting and putting up this wire will be borne by the 
Persian ^vernment in the manner provided by Articles s and 4 of this 
Convention.

TREATIES AND ENGAGEMENTS 

relating to 

THE ARAB PRINCIPALITIES IN THE PERSIAN OULF. 


The whole of the Dortbero shore of the Persi&n Gulf from Moham* 
merah to Gwettur, both inclusive, is oow under PersUa administration. 
That portion of the coast vbich extends from below Mohammerab to the 
sbrioe of Sbab Abul Sbah, near Bandar Dilam, is Inhabited rnaloly hy 
Cbaab Arabs and their dependents under the immediate jorisdictlon of the 
Shaikh of Mohammerah. The present ruler, who is Governor of the 
Mobammerah, Sbatt-eUArab and Karun districts, as well as of the Chaab 
conotr^ above referred to, is Shaikh Khatal Khao, the joangest son of 
the late Hajl Ja^r Khan and brother of the last ruler. He holds his 
appointment direct from the Sbah, though lo certain matters of administration 
be is subordinate to the Governor*General of Arabistao. He is paramount 
Shaikh of the Chaab Arabs and rules all the southern part of the provkice 
from Bandlgir on the Karun iacluding most of the territory of the former 
Vails of Hawireh. 

The Shaikh enjoys the ^tles of Muez-e^Sultaneh and Sardar Arfa, con¬ 
ferred on him by the Persian Government. The maritine belt from Shab 
Abul Sbah to Bushire, including Bandar Dilam, together with the inland 
districts of Dashtistaa and Dasbti, with its port of Dayir, is ad minis* 
tered by a Governor residing at Bushire and subordinate to the Goveraor- 
General of Fart. The full desigoation of this official is Goreroor of all 
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the PorU «nd Islands io the Persian Gulf, and be holds his appointment 
directly under the Grand Vizier. He has deputies at Liugah and Bandar 
Abbas. 

Tbe last of the Persian ports within the limits of the Gulf is Bandar 
Abbas. This was held in farm by tbe rulers of Maskat from 179$ till 1853. 
in tbe latter year tbe Shah of Persia resumed possession of Bandar Abbas 
and its dependencies; but a convention having been arranged he restored 
them to S»yid Said in 1856^ though on much less advantageous terms 
than formally. The rent was raised from 6^000 to 16,000 tomans a year, 
and tbe islands of Hormuz (Ormaz) and Kisbrn, tbe hereditary possessions 
of the rulers of Maskat, were ceded to Persia.^ 

On the death of Saiyid Tbawaini and succession of bis son, Saijdd Salim, 
in x866, the Persian Government appeared at first inclined to renew the 
lease of Bandar Abbas to Saiyid Salim, but at an moreased rent and on the 
condition that his uncle, Saiyid Turki, should be appointed Governor. Sub* 
sequently, however, 00 the ground that Said Salim as grandson of Saiyid 
Said could not continue to hold under a lease granted, as it was allegedj 
only to Saiyid Said and his SDn,t the Persian Governinent renewed tbe 
lease at an enhanced rate of 20,00c tomans in favour of the former Arab 
Governor, Shaikh Said, a relation of the Maskat fansUy, not as a representa- 
tive of Maskat, but as a direct dependent of Persia. Throughout tbe 
winter of 1867 Saiyid Salim was top much occupied io tbe task of securing 
himself in' the govemmeot of Maskat to be able to give bis atten^on to 
the former dependencies of his family 00 tbe northern shore of the Persiafi 
Gulf. Meantime Shaikh Said refused to pay tbe balauce of tribute due by 
him to Persia, and preparations were made for coerdng him, In April 
>868, however, Saiyid Salim threatened to blockade Bandar Abbas unless 
the lease was renewed to him, and as the Persian Govemoeat had no naval 
force it solicited British intervention. Tbe Resident in the Persian Gulf 
was accordingly instructed to negotiate for a renewal of the lease, and this 
was Bnally «Ifected | for a period of eight years at a rent of 39,000 tomans. 
One of the coodilions of the lease w’as that if a conqueror obtained posses* 
sion of Maskat, the Persian Government was not to be bound hy any 
conditions of the covena&t. Accordingly, on the e^tpulsion of Saiyid Salim

lease became aull and void, and tbe Persiao Goverecneot appointed Kaai 
Ahmad, formerly minister of Saiyid Salim, to the ebar^ of Bandar Abbas, 
and its dependencies. Id February 1S70 Haji Ahmad was espelled from 
Bandar Abbas by Shailcb Said, acting on tbe part of Asan bin Kais, but 
subsequently regained his position. The Persian Governicent has hitherto 
dediaed to release Bandar Abbas to tbe luter of Uaskat 

At tbe close of 1903, Lord Cursou, tbea Viceroy of Zadla, made a slate 
tour in the Persian Gulf, in the course vf which His Excellency vi^ed 
Maskat, Shargah, Bandar Abbas, and the islands adjacent (b ere to, Liogab, 
Bahrein, Koweit, Bushire and the British station of Bassidore. This wan. 
tbe first occasion on which an Indian Viceroy had ever vitited the CuU. 

WAHA 0 IS AND THB AfFAlRS OF NBJO. 

It was by instigating the Kawasim tribe of Arabs to acts of piracy in 
tbe Persian Gulf that the Wahabis first attracted tbe attention of tbe 
British Govemmeot. 

This sect had adopted strict and puritanical doctrines. They denied 
divine honours to Muhammad; abhorred and destroyed all holy tombs; 
abstained from the use of tobacco; and waged war against all Mubam* 
madans who did not accept tbeir pecallar views. 

When, in 1809, it became necessary to send a second expedition against 
tbe Kawasim (see Trucial Arab Chiefs of Oman, in/rs) the ruler of Maskat 
was found to be in considerable danger from tbe aggres^ons of the 
Wahabis. It was decided, however, not to altempt any operations by 
land, sod to show extreme forbearance to tbe Wahabi Chief. Id 1811 the 
Wababis appeared lo ihe vicinity of Maskat and plundered tbe territory of 
Saiyid Said. Application was made by him for tbe assistance of the British 
Government, but the request was refused on the ground that tbe British 
GovernmeDt had recently co-operated with him merely for tbe extirpation 
of the pirates who interrupted the commence of the Persian Gnif, not in 
prosecution of war against the Wahabis. A heavy money payment induced 
them Co retire for the time, but the invasion was renewed by MulJak-oI- 
Mutairi in 1813. 

Saiyid Said was relieved from this denger by tbe General’s deaths 
followed, in 1814, by that of tbe Amir Saud, and by the lavation of.Nsid 
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from Che westward hy the Egjptiau jd x8i6. An envoy bad been sent by 
the Amir before bis death to endeavour to negotiate a treaty of ineudshjp 
and commerce with the British Govemcnent, but h was deemed inexpedient 
to negotiate any treaty or to form any intimate connection with the Amir, 
though a friendly intercour^ was to be maintained with him. 

Meanwhile the Egyptian troops bad taken the holy places of the Muham¬ 
madan faith, and the Wahabi power in that quarter was broken for the time, 
in 1818 Daraya {Dirijyab}^ the Wababi capital, was taken by Ibrahim Pasha 
and rared to the ground. The Wahabi Amir, Abdulla (Said's successor}, 
was sent prisoner to Constantinople and there beheaded, and the overthrow 
•ol the Wahabis appeared to be complete. Sin years later, however, in 
1824, an insurrection against tbe Egyptians was headed by Turk!, the son 
of the late ruler; the Egyptian Governor was compelled to retire, and Tutki 
was pcoclaimed Sultan of Nejd. Overtures were made by him to tbe 
Arab Chiefs of the Persian Gidf to renew their former relations with the 
Wahabis, and in 1825 the Chief of the Kawasim solicited the advice of the 
British Goyernment as to the course he should pursue; he was warned 
against any proceedings bearing a predatory character or evincing un* 
friendliness towards tbe ruler of Maskat. During tbe neat five or six years 
Turki was employed in recovering the provinces formerly subject to tbe 
Wahabis, and at tbe same time he endeavonred to conciliate the Pasha of 
Egypt by tbe payment of a small tribute. In 1831 Saiyld Said entered into 
an engagement ackoowled^ng his supremacy and agreeing to pay an annual 
tribute, and tbe whole of the coast from Ras ul Hadd to Koweit, with the 
exception of Abu Dtbabl, became subject to his authority. About this 
time tbe Wahabi Chief expressed a desire to enter into iotlmate relations 
with the British Government; to this a reply in general but friendly terms 
was returned. 

In 1S31 a strong force of Wahabis advanced into Oman. Strict 
neutrality was enjoined on the British authorities in the Persian Gulf, but 
tbe Wahabis were diverted from schemes of foreign invasion by the murder 
of Turki by his nephew, Mushari; tbe latter was in turn put to death by 
Tnrfci's son, Faisal, who then succeeded to power at tbe age of about 
thirty-four years. Two years later a large Egyptian force was assembled 
at Medina, and Faisal was summoned to contribute a contingent of troops. 
He evaded the demand; the Egyptians therefore advanced into Nejd, 
defeated him near Rladb, and in December 1838 obt^aed possession of Al 
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Haia and Katif. Fdsal then surrendered, and ^aa seat prisooer to Eg^ppt. 
The proceedings of the Egyptians were not viewed with indifference by the 
Bri^sh Government: a formal protest was entered by the Resident iq the 
Persian Gulf against the proceedings ol Khursbed Pasha, the Egyptian 
Commander; and assurances were given by the maritime Chiefs that th^ 
would abide by the wishes of Government, and itilst all attempts of 
Kurshed Pasha to subjugate them. At length, in consequence of tbe strong 
remODstraoces of the British Government, the Egyptians evacuated Nejdin 
May 1840, leaving, however, Faisal's cousin, Khalid, as Governor on behalf 
of the Porte. It was in this way that tbe claims of the Turkish Government 
to sovereignty in Central Arabia originated, though until* quite recently 
Turkish authority was neither represented nor recognised in Nejd. During 
Kbaiid's short rule a British officer was deputed to visit him at A] Hasa, and 
obtained from him an assurance that he had no intention of invading Oman, 
as was then currently reported. In February 1842 Khalid was deposed by 
bis cou^n, Abdulla bin Sunaiyan, wbo in turn was obliged to yield in the 
followlog year to Faisal, who bad returned from bis imprisoDoient in 
Egypt, 

Iq 1S45 Ssdd bin Mutlak, PaisaFs Ueutecant, ravaged Sobar territory, 
compelled the Chief to pay a heavy tribute, and put to death tbe garrison 
of tbe fort of Mujis. At the same time be demanded a heavy tribute from 
Maskat and prepared to enforce the demand by the iuvasion of Maskat 
territory. In consequence of this wanton aggression on the dominions of 
Saiyid Said a strong demonstration was made by a naval force of! the 
Baiioab coast, and forcible remonstrances were addressed to the Wahabi 
Amir and his lieutenant. 'These measures proved successful. The Maskat 
Government agreed to pay Faisal an annual tribute of 5,000 crowns and 
made a present of a,ooo crowns to Said bin Mutlak. For these coosidera- 
(ions tbe Wahabis evacuated the fort of Mujis. 

In 1851 Faisal attempted to assert autborfty over tbe Chief of Bahrein, 
but a naval force was despatched thither with instructions to interfere, if 
necessary, and Faisal found himself obliged to make peace with the 
Chief. 

In 185s, duriog tbe absence of Saiyid Said at Zanzibar, and while bis 
SOD, Saiyid Thawaini, was in charge of the govemmeDt, Abdufla bin Faisal 
invaded Oman with a large force of Wahabis, and deruanded the ces^on^of 
Sober and the payment of a heavy tribute. Owing to the laterference of 
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British Resident, Seijid Th&w&ini was enahled to enter into negotia* 
tioQS which resulted In an agreement by the ‘Maskat State to pay the 
Wahabi Amir an annual tribute of la.ooo crowns, besides arrears to the 
extent of $0,000 crowns and the usual supply of provisions and stores. The 
Wahabi Amir on hU part agreed to assist the ruler of Mxskat in every 
difficulty. The boundaries of the two States remained as before. 

Id 1^59 Faisal again interfered in Bahrein affairs, and made extensive 
preparations at Katif and Demam for the Invasion of the island in favour of 
Mubammad bin Abdulla, the refugee Chief of Bahrein. The attitude 
assumed by the British naval force in the Persian Cnlf induced him to 
abandon bla design. He was then required to expel Muhammad bin Abdulla 
from Demam, where lor sixteen years his intrigues for the recovery of 
BsArrein had been the cause of constant disquietude. Demam was 
l} 9 i&barded in November and Mubammad bln Abdulla was compelled 
to evacuate fhe fort. 

Id August 1S65 the Jenebeb tribe resident at Sur, a town eighty miles 
south of Maskat, discontented with Salyld Thawaini, invited Abdul Asit, a 
brother of the Wahabi lieutenant, to join them in an attack ou Sur. The 
town was captured and a large amount of property, belonging chiefly to 
British subjects, was plundered. Remonstrances' were addressed to the 
Wahabi Chief, who replied that he had directed the release of British subjects 
imprisoned at Sur and the protection of their property, but approved the 
action of Abdul Azls. He was then required to send a written apology, to 
pay compensation, for the plundered property, and to give a written as- 
su ranee that such outrages sb ould-not be repeated. As d 0 reply was received 
within the prescribed time, the boats of the Hifkfiytr destroyed a fort in 
Katif harbour and a war*vessel, but met with a check at Demam: the 
forts at Sur were also destroyed, and the vessels of the Jenebeh tribe were 
cocBscated. 

Amir Faisal bln Turiti died towards the close of 1665 ; his son and suc¬ 
cessor, Abdulla, sent an envoy in 1866 to the British Resident to discuss 
matters, with a written Declaratiun (No. XXVIIl) that he would not injure 
British subjects within his dominions, or attack the territories of the Arab 
tribes in alliance with the British Government, especially those of Maskat, 
and would J-mit his demands on that State to receiving the customary 
tribute. These assurances were considered satisfacto^, and the matter 
was allowed to drop. 
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Abdulla bin Faisal bad been virtuall;^ ruler of Nejd for man^ years during 
the old age and bUodness of his father. Soon after his accession a straggle 
for power commenced between him and bis brother> Saud, which ended 
early in 1S7C in the defeat and flight of the former, and the succession of 
Saud. Abdulla bin Faisal appealed for assistance to the'Turks, who de* 
spatched an expedition from Baghdad for the purpose of supporting him 
and restormg tranquillity in Ne]d^ These proceedings were accompanied 
by explicit assurances that the Porte had no iotentioa of obtaining auprem* 
acy over Bahrein, Maskat, or the maritime tribes, or of uadertakicg any 
naval operations, During the year 1871 the Turks succeeded in possessing 
themselves of the district and port of A 1 Hasa, and intended apparently to 
ocenpy the country permanently, Abdulla bin Faisal, finding that his 
restoration to power was not included in the Turkish scheme^ escaped from 
their camp, but was unable to cope with the superior forces of bis brother, 
Saud, who occupied Rladh and the heart of the Wahabi country. Early 
in 1872 Saud bio Faisal, having failed to procure the arbitration of the 
British Governmeot, or an assurance that they would protect bis territories 
from attacks by seaj opened negotiations with the Tnrks, but with po other 
conclusion than the detention of his brother, Abdur Rahman, at Baghdad 
as a hostage. Communications aUo passed between Abdulla and the 
Tnrks, but without any definite result The Turkish policy in Nejd after¬ 
wards underwent a change, the regular troops were withdrawn, Beziah bin 
Areyr, of the friendly Beni Khalid tribe, was appointed Geveroor of Al 
Hasa, and a police force was raised for the defence of the frontier. Abdur 
Rahman bio Faisal, was detained at Baghdad till August 1874 j cn his 
release he remained for a short ^rae at Bahrein, and then proceeded to the 
mainland, where he raised the Arab tribes in favour of Saud against the 
Turkish authorities at Hasa; be met with considerable success and a 
la^ Turkish force had to be sent against him. During these operations 
Saud bin Faisal died, and the contest was for a while carfied on by Abdur 
Rahman. In 1878-79 tbe sons of Saud bin Faisal effected a coalidop, and 
endeavoured to raise a rebellion against the Turks. Katif was closely 
invested by Bedouin bands by land and sea, and owed its relief primarily to 
the appearance off,the coast of the British gun-boat Vulture, cruising against 
pirates. Reinforcements were afterwards sent from Basrah and Baghdad 
and the insuncction was quelled. A garrison, composed mainly of regular 
troops, was sUtioned at Hasa and a Turkish Governor was posted there. 
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The sons of Saud, baviogthus failed in their attempt against the Turks 
united with their unde, Abdulla, to make the best of their isolated positioa 
at Riadh and other districts in Nejd. ^duUa bin Faisal was recognized 
as Imam, or religious bead, of the Wahabis of Riadh, and the military 
power was entrusted to bis nephew, Mohammad bin Saud. 

In the year 18S2 hostilities occurred between Abdulla bin Faisal and 
the Amir of Jabal Shammar, Muhammad bin Rashid, wbicb broke out 
again In 8ub8e<)uent years and led to important changes in Nejd* 

Id i 8 S 5 the sons of Saud bin Faisal seised and imprisoned their uncle 
Abdulla bin Faisal, and Muhammad bin Saud assumed the title of Amir, 
whereupon the now powerful Muhammad bin Rashid marched upon Riadh 
whi<^ he captured and reinstated Abdulla as nominal Chief of the Waha* 
with the title of Imam. 'Abdulla was, hower^, taken to Hail and 
Rashid placed an agent of his own at Riadb. Three sons of Saud bin 
Fhisal continued to reside at Kbarj near Riadh until 1S8S, when they were 
ptit to death by order of Rashid, whose authority thus became para¬ 
mount throughout Nejd. One son only of Saud bin Faisal survived, Abdul 
Asia, a youth residing at Hail. In 1889 the Imam Abdulla was permitted 
to retnm to Riadh and is reported to have died there in the same year. 


Bahrein. 

The island of Bahrein, owing to the richness of its pearl-fisheries, was 
long a field of contention between the different powers that have held 
supremacy in the Persian Gulf. 

From the eleventh to the beponing of the sixteenth century the iobabi- 
tacts of Bahrein, to whom an Arab and Persian desceiK has been variously 
assigned, were subject, to Chiefs of their own race. In tbe time of 
Albuquerque the island fell into tbe bands of the Portuguese and was re¬ 
tained by them till 162a, when they were expelled by the Persians. After the 
death of Karim Khan, in 1779, the petty Chiefs of the Persian Gulf, who had 
been kept in check by tbe strong hand of Nadir Shah and bis successors, 
became involved in contests for supremacy, and in 1783 the Atabi tribe 
of Arabs, who bad for some years inhabited Zobara on the mainland and 
were virtually independent, made themselves, with the help of the A 1 
Sabah tribe, masters of tbe island. In 1800 the Imam of Maskat succeeded 
in conquering Bahrein, but was driven out i& the following year tl^ 
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Atubia (Arabic plnral: Utub), who were on this occaaion assisted by the 
Wahabis. In i8io the Atubis drove out the Wahabi governorb)' whom 
the administration oi the island was conducted, and in t8i6 repelled an 
atuck by the ruler of Maskat. Since then the Afubis We remained 
paramount in the Island, though at various times they professed allegUnce 
to Maskat, the Wahabis, Turkey, and Persia. 

In 1820, after the capture of Ras-ul-Xhaimah by the expedition sent 
against the piratical tribes In the Gulf, an authorised agent on behalf of 
Shaikhs Sulaiman bin Ahmad and Abdulla bin Ahmad, who then ruled 
Bahrein conjointly, signed a preliminary Engagement (No, XXIX) not to 
permit in Bahrein tbe saie of property procured by plunder and piracy 
and to restore all Indian prisoners then in their pos^ssion. The Shaikhs 
also subscribed tbe general treaty of 1820 (see Tmcial Arab Chiefs of 
Oman, No. XXXVIII) for the pacification of the Persian Gulf. 

la 182 j the Chiefs of Bahrein agreed to pay a fixed annual tribute of 
30,000 crowns to the ruler of Maskat, but the guaraotee of tbe British 
Government, for which both parlies were anxious, was not given, Subse¬ 
quently the tribute was reduced to 18,000 crowns, but ceased with the 
failure of an attack made on the island by Saiyid Said in 1828. In 1830 
tribute was demanded by the Wababis, and their protection was purchased 
by an annual payment of 4,00c crowns. Three years later the Chief of 
Bahrein refused allegiance to the Wahabis, Induced the neighbouring tribes 
to make iocorsions into their territory, and blockaded their ports. The 
dispute terminated by bis promising to pay them a tribute of 2,000 dollars, 
on the understanding that they would assist him against any invaders of 
Bahrein, and would not demand his cooperation against Maskat. In 
1839. the coramander of the Egyptian forces In the neighbourhood cf 
Bahrein, announced his intention of attacking the island, as forming part of 
Nejd, over which claims were asserted by Egypt. He was informed that 
the Britisb Government could not admit any claim of Egypt to Babrein. 
In 1843 the British Government declined to recognise similar claims 
advanced by Persia to sovereignty over Bahrein. Shortly after the conclu¬ 
sion of the engagement of 1847, overtures were made to tbe Chief of 
Bahrein by tbe Turkish authorities at Basrah with the object of obtaining 
his recognition of the supremacy of the Porle. The ministers cf the Sultan 
were accordingly iDformed that as the British Government h ad had treaty 
relations with Bahrein as an independent power, it could not acknowledge 
VpL. xn }, 
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or acquiesce in aoy airang^erneot Ux placing the Uland under the aoverelgot^ 
or protection of the Porte. 

The Chiefs of Bahrein were not parties to an^ of the agreements 
concluded after 1820 with the Arab ChlefS; except (be Engagement (see 
Trucial Arab Chiefs of Oraao, Ho. XLI) for the suppression of the 
slave-trade, signed on 8th May 1847 by Muhammad bin Khalifa, and ea 
additional Agreement (No. XXX) concluded with that Chief In ^856, by 
which be bound himself to aeire and deliver to British vessels of war slaves 
brought to his territories from any quarter whatever, and to put an embargo 
on any vessel heJongiog to him or bis subjects, which might be ascertained 
to have carried slaves. 

Muhammad bin Kbaiifa was the grandson of Sulaiman bio Ahmad 
who. bad signed the general Treaty (No. XXXVfll) in 1820. Sulaiman bln 
Ahmad died in 1825, and bis son. Khalifa, who had succeeded to bia share 
in the government, died in 1834. Muhammad bln Khalifa was for some 
years kept out of power by his grand-uncle, Abdulla bin Ahmad, but in 
1843 he succeeded not only in recovering his rights but in espelling 
Abdulla bio Ahmad from Bahrein. The latter, who found refuge In 
Demain, made several no successful attempts with the help of the Wahabis 
and the Chief of Ko welt to recover bis power- He died in 1848, but his 
son, Muhammad bin Abdulla, continued the feud. Hla warlike preparations 
and his piracies so endangered the peace of the Gulf that in 1859 be was 
declared a public enemy and expelled from Demam by a British force, 
No sooner was this done than Muhammad bin Khalifa of Bahrein com¬ 
menced to levy imposts on Wahabi vessels, and to carry of their property. 
On I»lng remonstrated with he Oftensibly put himself under allegiance, first 
to Persia and then to Turkey. The policy of the British Governjnent, 
however, as guardians of the general tranquillity of the Persian Gulf, 
required that Bahreio should be considered independent Early in the 
year i86x, therefore, when the Chief of Bahrdn, in violation of his treaty 
engagements, again blockaded the Wahabi ports, he was forced by the 
Resident in the Persian Gulf to withdraw the blockade, and was required 
to conclude a perpetual Treaty (No. XXXI) of peace and friendship, 
binding himself to abstain from war, piracy, and the importation of slaves 
by sea, on condition of protection agajnst similar aggressions, and to permit 
all British subjects to trade wlib Bahrein on payment of an Vff/orfm 
duty of 5 per cent, on their goods. 
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lo tS63, m coosequence of compUInts macl€ against tlio lawless people 
on the south-east coast of the penlosula, Shaikh Muhammad bio Khalifa 
seat bis cousin, Muhammad bio Abmad, to Katar to act as bis Amir or 
deputy. This official arrested and deported to Bahrein the local Chief of 
Wakrd, and made himself so onpopular during the next two or three years 
that be was at last compelled to return to Bahrein. Shaikh Muhammad 
bio Khalifa thereupon, in October 1867, sent a force from Bahrein uoderthe 
command of bis brother, AH, to punish the people of Katar, and at the 
same time iovited the Chief of Abu Dthabi to co-operate with his troops 
as Bidaa and Wakra had long been harbours of refuge for seceders from 
Oman. Shaikh Zaid bin Khalifa promptly Joined Shaikh Ali with 0,000 
men, and the combined forces, after destroying a large number of Katar 
boats, attacked and sacked the towns of Wakra and Bidaa and the villages 
of Doha atid Duweha (which are now merged in Bidaa) with circumstaoces 
of peculiar barbarity, and plundered property of the estimated value of 
eleven lakhs of kraus. 

As both the Bahrein and Abu Dthabi Chiefs are bound by their engage- 
ments with the British Government to abstain hom aggression of every klod 
by sea ; to appeal to the British Resident as arbitrator ; and to afford fufi 
redress for all maritime offences with can justly be charged against 
them or their subjects, steps were taken to exact reparation for these 
outrages. Before this could be effected the tribes of Katar retaliated by an 
attack on Bahrein which proved unsuccessful; but in the uaval action 
which took place a number of vessels were destroyed and great loss of life 
occurred. 

The Resident in the Persian Gulf, accompanied by H. M. S. Vigilant and 
the gun'boats Clyde and Hugh Hose, proceeded to Bahreiu. Muhammad 
bin Khalifa ffed to the Katar coast, and an Agreement (No. XXXil) wan 
signed by his brother, Ali bin Khalifa, and the principal persons in Bahrein' 
by which they declared Muhammad bin Khalifa to have forfeited by bis 
piratical outrages all claim to the Cblefshlp of Bahrein, and Ali bin Khalifa 
bound himself to pay a Hne of one lakh of dollars. Under these conditions 
he was permitted to continue in power, but the Abu Mahur fort near 
Muharraq was destroyed, and the war craft belonging to Muhammad 
bin Khalifa were burnt. After about one-fifth of the fine bad been 
realised and distributed rateabiy among the sufferers the remainder was

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Through the nied!&tioa of the Resident an agreement aUo con* 
eluded betvreen the Chief of Bahrein and the Shaikhs of the Katar tribes, 
determining the amount of tribute aonually psfable hj the latter and the 
masoer of its payment. The particulars of ibis agreement are given below 
(see footnote). The tribute which was only paid for two years, was 
discontinued when the Turks established themselves in Bidaa. 

The deposed Chief was forbidden to reside at Bahrein, but in January 
T^9, at the request of Ali bln KbaUfa, who believed he couM keep a better 
control over bis brother if be resided at Bahrein, Muhammad bio Khalifa 
was allowed to return there. He soon, however, began to lotrlgue, and It 
became necessary to deport bim to Koweit, whence he afterwards pro¬ 
ceeded to Katif. In September i 36 g Muhammad bin Khalifa, aided by his 
b^ative, Nasir bln Mubarak, and a considerable force of the Beni Hajir 
tribe, s^ed for Bahrein and attacked the fort .of Rufaa, then held by 
Muhammad bln Abdulla, son of the Chief, who died in 1846. An engage* 
ment ensaed in iihicb, owing mainly to the treachery of Mobammad bin 
AbduUa, the Bahrein force was defeated, the Chief, Ali bln Khalifa, one 
of his sons and several of Ms Shaikhs were killed, and the Invaders took 
possession of Manama and Muharraq, the two chief towns of Bahrein. 
Manama was given up to plunder, and property beIong;lQg (o British subjects 
and others, of the estimated value of upwards of twelve lakhs of rupees was

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canned of!. Mubamniad bio Abdulla then iroprisooed Muhammad bin 
KhaHfa and assumed Che goveromeaC of Cbe island. !a order to eract 
reparation for this unprovoked outrage the British Resident proceeded 
Cbitber, accompanied by Daphne and Nympke and the gun-boats 

Hugh Rose and Clyde of the Bombay Marine. The fort of Manama on tbe 
sea-shore was bombarded and destroyed; and, with tbe exception of Nasir bin 
Mubarak, who escaped to tbe tnaioland, Muhammad bin Khalifa, Muham* 
mad bin Abdulla, and the leading marauders were captured, and £$a bln All 
bin Khalifa, a son of the late Chief, was installed as Chief, on the under¬ 
standing that the property of the pirate leaders would be considered as 
forfeited, and applied in the first instance towards tbe relmburserneat of tbe 
persons plundered. The prisoners, five in number, wore taken to Bombay 
and confined as Slate prisoners, in tbe fort of Asirgarh, whence they 
were afterwards removed to Chunar. Two of them Nasir bin Ahmad (the 
Wazir of Shaikh AU bin Khalifa, who deserted to the side of Nasir bin 
Mubarak) and Muhammad bln Abdulla, died there, the former in 1873 and 
the latter in 1877, The remaining three prisoners were in 1878 removed 
to Aden where, in 1880, two of them Jasim bin Muhammad Hasan, Wasir 
of Muhammad bin Abdulla, and All bin Nasjr Al Abdulla, were released. 
Tbe last of the five, Muhammad bin Kbalifa, was finally released in 1887 
on the sole condition of residence in the holy cities of Arabia. He died 
at Mecca in 189c. His numerous sons have all been provided with certain 
personal allowances by the Chief of Bahrdn. In October 1888 Shaikh 
Ahmad bio Ali, the most influentia] of Shaikh Esa's brothers, died. He 
had, in accordance with an old custom, enjoyed a moiety of the revenues 
of the island and exercised a considerable amount of power and authority. 
Tbe Chief of Bahrein then appointed bis own eldest son, Selman, as 
successor (0 his late brother. On the former's death in 1893 the Chief s 
second son, Hamed, was nominated heir to the Chiefsbip. Hamed does not, 
however, enjoy as large an income as the Chief’s eldest surviving brother 
Khalid. 

The weakness of Esa bin All's rule has more than once led to 
intrigues for the restoration of tbe exiled (Al Abdulla) branch of the 
family, and in 1874, in 1880, in 189s, end again in 1894, an attack on 
Bahrein was threatened by their partisans, the Beni Hajir tribe, but was 
prevented by tbe presence of British vessels and by the warnings addressed 
by tbe British authorities to the various Shaikhs upon the coast. The 
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Turkish authorities of Haaa; originally at the instigation of Jasim bio Than), 
bare on more than one occasion ea|>re8sed the intentiofr* of rebuilding the 
tOi?n of Zobara on the west coast of Katar* opposite Bahrein and estab- 
H^faioga military post there, and the Chief of Bahrein has invariably pro¬ 
tested on the ground of bis ancient rights there and of the iDeoace to 
Bahrein which such proceedings would involve. (Prior to the conquest of 
Babf«io by the A 1 Khalifa family, Zobara was their head*quarters, but it 
has of late years been left unoccupied by Shaikh Ssa.) The Porte as well 
as Nasir bin Mubarak and Jasim bin Than! have frequently been informed 
hj the British Govern me nt that no hostile settle me ut could be permitted 
at Zobara. 

In March 1695, an act of violence committed by Shaikh Khalid bio All 
for which bis brother Shaikh Esa failed to give redress, brought matters 
Os a clinuu. The Al bin AH tribe of Bahrein removed In a body to Katar, 
^>ere (heir leader, SulUa bln Salama, promptly entered into relations with 
Jasim bin rbatu. The latter, after ostensibly endeavouring to effect 
ft KeoQdnation between the Bahrein Chief and the seceding tribe, resolved 
to settle the Al bin Ali at Zobara. This proposal was supported by the 
attborities of Hasa, who at once despatched a Mudlr and a gun-boat to the 
scene and caused ibe Ottoman dag to be hoisted there. In spite of the 
presence of two British men*of*war, H.M.S. Sfhinx and H.M.S. Pigeon^ an 
fnaaiOD of Bahrein was seriously threatened, and a large number of boats 
ISas collected by Shaikh Jasim for the purpose. Eventually the British 
vessels opened fire on the Arab ffeet, disabling 40 boats. Shaikh Jasim 
then offered full submis^on; the Mudir retired toHasa; and 120 more 
boats were sorrecdercd and removed to Bahrein, two-thirds of them being 
subsequently burnt, and one-tbird restored to their owners on payment of 
an indemnity. The majority of the Al bln All returned to Bahrein, though 
tbOT Shaikh accompanied Shaikh Jasioi to Bidaa. Zobara was completely 
evacuated. 


^ocethe accession of Shaikh Esa, the Turkish authorities have on 
seveoal oceasbns evinced a disposition to interfere in the affairs of Bahrein, 
bat the British Government have invariably asserted the Chiefs indepen¬ 
dence from Tarldsh control. 

in Shaikh Esa signed an Agreemeot (No. XXXIIl), undertaking 
to abstain from entering into negoiiaUona or makiug treaties with auy for¬ 
eign powers without the consent of (he British Governmeut. 
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In 1892 Shaikh Ssa signed ao Agreement (No. XXXIV), pcomisiDg to 
enter into no agreement or correspondence with any other power than the 
British ; to disallow the residence within his territoiy of the agent of any 
other power; and neither to cede, sell, mortgage nor otherwise give for 
occupation, any part of hla territory save to the Briiish Government. 

In 1893 the Porte objected to Brirish officials taking up the cases of 
Bahrein subjects suRering from the piracies of the Beni Hajir, They were 
informed in reply that Bahrein was under British protection. Later io the 
same year a claim was put forward by the Porte to treat the people of 
Bahrein as Turkish subjects within Ottoman territories. The British 
Government, however, mamtained its right to extend Briiish protectloQ to 
the subjects of the Shaikh whenever occasion might demaud. 

In 1893 Dr. Peter Zwemer opened a mission station in Bahrein on 
behalf of the American Arabian Mission. 

In 1898, Sheikh Esa signed ao Agreement (No. XXXV) absolutely pro¬ 
hibiting the importation and exportation of arms into and from bis territory. 

In 1900, on the death of the Reridency News Agent, a Political Ageocy, 
subordinate to the Political Resident in the Persian Gulf, was estahllslied 
at Bahrein. 

In December 1900, a cousin of the Chief of Bahrein, named Salman 
bin Diaij, his son, nephew and 2$ followers were attacked on the 
Dtbaharan coast of the mainland and murdered by Bedouins of the Behalb 
section of the AI Morra tribe, The incident caused great concern to Sb^kh 
Esa. His demands for the surrender or punishmeot of the offenders, and 
for compensation for the families of his cousin’s retainers, have not yet 
(1906) been complied with by the Turkish authorities, 

In jgoi the German trading firm of Messrs. Woockhaus & Co, opened 
a branch io Bahrein. The firm also has branches in the Persian Gulf at 
Busbire and Ltngah. 

On the 26tb November 1903, His Excellency Lord Cuizon of Kedlestoc, 
Viceroy and Governor-General of India, visited Bahrein. 

In April 1904, Messrs, Gray Paul & Co. of Bushire opened a trading 
branch at Bahrein, having previously only maintained there a Native agent 
for mail-steamer work. 

In 1905, Shaikh AU bln Ahmad, a nephew of the Chief, was deported to 
Bombay for five years, owing to his being coQcorucd in two serious cases of 
assault OQ German aud Persian subjects. 
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The possessions of the sO'Called Trucia^ Chiefs* of the maritime tribes 
of the Persian Gnif with whom the British Government have concluded 
treaties extend from Odeid on the border of Al Katar (Guttur) beyond the 
island of Bahiein along the coast eastward to Ras'ni-Khajina. 

They are aJ] now independent, and since the advent of the Turks and 
the isolation of the Wahabis in the highlands, have been exempted from 
the tribute or black*nail for the payment of which they were formerly 
directly or indirectly liable to the Wahabi Chief of Nejd. 

The Kawasim, who have occupied the province of Sir from the earliest 
times, carried on a vigorous and profitable trade by sea, till in 1805 they 
succumbed to the inSuence of the Wahabis and were drawn into the 
^radcal projects of that turbulent sect. Under their ihfiuence the Kawa- 
sim pUiodered two British vessels and treated the commanders with great 
cruelty* An expedition was sent to the Persian Gulf to punish them 
for this aggression and to co*operate with the Imam of Maskat, who w'as 
then at war with them. The expedition resulted in the conclusion of a 
Treaty (No. XXXVi} on 6th February 1806, binding the Kawasim to 
respect the dag and property of the British, and to assist vessels touching on 
tbdr coast. This treaty appears to have been concluded without reference 
to the Wahalns. 

The spread of the Wahabis in Oman soon threatened the ruler of 
Maskat with destrucdcn, aod the Bridsb Government determined to support 
him and, as the only means of preserving the peace oi the Gulf, to destroy 
the piratical fleets. A strong force was despatched Id 1809, which took 
Rss-uhKbaima, Lingah, Laft, and Shinas, and destroyed the boats of the 
pirates. No treaty could at this time be concluded with the Kawasim, 
whose government had been completely overthrown by the Wahabis, nor 
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wfiTA any permaneat measures taken to secure the advaotages gaiaed in 
1809; consequently, piracy scon re-appeared. la 1814 the Kawastm 
professed a desire to be at peace with the British Government, provided 
they were left at liberty to make war on the neighbouring Arab tribes. 
They even e:tpressed themselves ready to abstain from molesting their Arab 
neighbours, if the British GovernmeDt would guarantee them protection 
from the vengeance of the Wabsbi Chief. But they were quite unable to 
make good their professions. Even after the negotiatioos of preliminary 
articles of peace with the Reddent at Bush!re, the Kawasim attacked and 
plundered British vessels. Other tribes were soon drawn under the Wahabi 
inflaeoce, and piracy increased to an intolerable extent. A a expedition 
under Sir W, Grant Keir was therefore despatched to the Persian Gulf 
in 1829 for the purpose of completely crushing them. Ras*ul*Kbalma was 
taken on the 9th December, and er^agements (No, XXXVII} were made 
with the Arab Chiefs preliminary to the conclusion of a general Treaty 
. (No. XXXVIII). The object of the preliminary engagements was to include 
all matters of a temporary or individual character, so as to reserve the 
general treaty exclusively for arrangements of a permanent nature common 
to all the Arab Chiefs who might be disposed to subscribe it 

By the 9th article of tbe treaty of 18 do the carrying off of slaves from 
the coasts of Africa or elsewhere, aod the transporting them In vessels 
was declared to be plunder and piracy. This was not interpreted as for* 
bidding traffic in slaves, but as prohibiting kidnapping only. A very 
extensive trade in slaves was carried on from tbe ports of the Red Sea 
aod the Persian Gulf with Kathiawar, Kutch, aod the Native States on the 
west coast of India. Under the laterpretatjoa put on tbe treaty of i8so, 
the British Government, however, had no power to interfere with this trade. 
In April 1838, under instructions from Government, tbe Resident in the 
Persian Gulf obtained from the maritime Chiefs of Ras-ul-Khaima, Ajinaa, 
Dabal, and Abu Dtbabi an Agreement (No. XXXIX}, giving (0 British 
cruisers the right to detain and search vessels suspected of being employed 
in carrying off slaves, aod to coofiscate the vessels if found so employed. 
In tbe following year tbe Chiefs of Ras*ul*Khaima, Dabai, Abu Dtbabi, and 
Umm-ul-Gawain (Amulgavioe) entered into an Agreement (No. XL) 
containing three articles; the first and second of these articles gave to the 
British Government the right to search and confiscate slave vessels found 
beyond a line from Cape Delgado, on tbe African coast, passing two degrees 
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S98t of Sokbtra, and endiog at Cape Guadel, oo the Makran coast, unless 
driven heycnd that line by stress of weather or other recessity. By the third 
article the sate of persons of the Somali tribe was declared to be piracy. 
The same Chiefs, aod also the Chiefs of AjmaD and Bahrein, entered into 
Engagements* (No. XU) In 1847, binding themselves to prohibit, 
from and after the loth December 1S47, the exportation of slaves from the 
African coast, or elsewhere, io vessels belonging to themselves or their 
subjects, and authorising British cruisers to confiscate vessels found 
engaged in the forbiddeo traffic. In 1856 the Trucial Chiefs signed an 
Agreement (No. XXX) similar to that coaclnded with the Chief of 
Bahrein. (See Bahrein, p. 144.) 

The treaty concluded with the maritime Arab Chiefs in i8ao did not 
limit the right of the Chiefs to carry on acknowledged war with each other 
by sea, that is to say, war proclaimed and avowed by one Chief upon 
another. All other hostile a^essions, however, were declared to be 
piratical. But under the name of acknowledged war many acts of piracy 
were committed, especially during the season of pearbfishery. The Chiefs 
were therefore induced, in 1835, to bind themselves by a maritime truce 
not, under any circumstances, to engage in hostilities by sea for a period 
of six mouths, on the understanding that the British Govemcnect would 
not interfere with their wars by land. The effects of this truce were so 
marked that the Chiefs were easily persuaded in the following year, and 
again in 1837, to renew it for eight months, Thereafter it was renewed 
annually till 1843, when it was prolonged (No. XLII) for ten years. 
On the expiry of the ten years^ truce in 1853 a Treaty (No. XLIII) of 
perpetual peace was concluded, which provided that there should be a 
complete cessation of hostilities at sea beiweeo the subjects of the sub¬ 
scribing parlies; that in the event of aggressions on auy one by sea, the 
injured Iribe should not retaliate, bat refer the matter to the British 
authorities in the Persian Gulf; and that the British Government should 
Iratcb over the peace of the Gulf and ensure at all times the due observ' 
ance of the treaty. 

In 1864 the maritime Chiefs bound themselves (No. XLIV) to prevent 
their subjects from interfering with the telegraphic operations in or near 
their territorfes 

* An Act ol of Pifliiiseot, is asd 13 Vie., Cap. LXXXlV, was passed t« give effaci to th^ 
eogaccQiefits. (Sat Appeadis No. XLVt) * 
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In 1867 the Chief of Abu Dthabi Joined the Chief of Bahrein in a 
piratical outrage on the tribes Inhabiting the A 1 Katar coast. On the 
appearance of Britiab vessels of war off Abu Dthabi the Chief signed an 
Agreement {So. XLVJ not to commit any breach of the maritime peace 
and to pay a 6ne of dollars. After about ooe*firth of this fine bad 

been realized the remainder was remitted in consei^ueuce of the subsequeot 
good behaviour of the Chief. 

At the same Ume an Agreement (No, XLVI) was signed by Muhammad 
bin Thani, the principal Chief of Al Katar, by which he bound himself not 
to put to sea with hostile intcntiooSj to have no connection with Muham' 
mad bin Khalifa, and to refer any difference of opinion with the Chief of 
Bahrein to the arbitration of the British Resident. 

In 1873 the maritime Chiefs renewed (Nos. XLVI I and XLVIH) their 
engagements to prohibit the trafhc in slaves. 

These Chiefs are constantly engaged in bOitililies with each other on 
land, bnt the British Government does not interfere so long as the maritltae 
peace is not broken. A native agent is stationed at Sbar^b, but makes 
frequent visits to the adjoining ports; hia duties are to protect British 
subjects and property, prevent a breach of the mantime peace, settle claima, 
and affi.'rd aid to shipwrecked crews. 

In 1878 the Chief of Abu Dthabi was allowed to assert his rights of 
possession at Al Odeld, adjoining Al Katar. 

In 1879 the maritime Chiefs of the pirate coast entered into a mutual 
agreement regarding the surrender of fraudulent absconders or payment of 
their liabilities. This agreement is, however, not an engagement to the 
Paramount Power, nor guaranteed la any way. 

In 1892 the Trucial Chiefs signed Agreements (No. XI.IX) promising 
not to enter into any agreement or correspondence with any power other 
than the British ; not to admit the agent of any other govecoment; and not 
to pact with any portion of their territories save to the British Government. 

Shaikh Humald-bin*Abdulla, Chief of Ras-uUKhaima, died at an advanced 
age in August 1900, and the govern meat of the place was resumed by the 
Chief of Shargab who now rules both Shargah and RasS'uLKhalma. 

In 1902 Agreements (No. L) were obtained from the Chiefs of Debal, 
Sbargab, Umm'ul-Gawain, Ajman, and Abu Dtbabl, In which they bound 
themselves to prohibit the Importation and exportation of arms into and 
from their respective territories.

Imaum Abdullab bio Fysul that he will not Injure’or attack tbe territories of 
the Arab tribes in alliance with tbe British Government, spedally 00 tbe 
Kiogdocn of Muscat, farther than in receiving the zukat that has been cus¬ 
tomary of old.

Translation of the Preliminarv Treaty with ihe Sheikhs 

of Bahrein—1820. 

In tbe name of God, tbe merciful, the compassionate ! 

Know all men there bath come into the presence of General Sir William 
Grant Keir the Saeed Abdoal Jalil, Vakeel on the part of the Sheikhs Sulei* 
man bin Abzned and Abdulla bio Ahmed, and there have passed between 
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the Geaeral&nd the said Abdoo^^l^^ on the part of the above named, 

the followiog stipulations • 


Article i. 

That the Sheikhs shall cot permit from heaceforth, in Babrein or its 
dependeocles, the sale of any commodities which have been procured hy

H any individual of the people of the Arabs contracting shall attack any 
that pass by land or sea of aoy oation whatsoever. In the way of pldoderasd 
pirac;^ and not of acknowledged war, be shall be accounted an enemy of all 
masund and ^all be held to have forfeited both life and goods. And 
acknowledged war is that which is proclaimed, avowed, and ordered by 
govemment gainst government; and the killing ol men and taking of 
goods without proclamation, avowal, and the order of a government, is 
plunder and piracy, 


Articlb 3, 


The friendly (literally the pacificatcd) Arabs shall carry by land and 

te sea a red flag, with or without letters In it, at their option, 
and this sball be in a border of white, the breadth of the 
white in the border being e^ual to the breadth of the red, 
as represented in the margin (the whole formiog the flag 
known in the British Navy by the Utle of white pierced 
red), this shall be the flag of the fciecdly Arabs, and they 
shall use it and no other. 


ARTICLB 4. 

The paclflcated tribes shall all of them continue in their former relations, 
with the exception that they shall be at peace with the British Government, 
and sball not fight with each other, and the flag shall be a symbol of this 
only and of nothing further. 

Article 5. 

The vessels of the friendly Arabs shall all of them have In their posses¬ 
sion a paper (Register) signed with the signature of thdr Chief, in which 
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shkW be the oanie of the vessel, its lengthy its breadth, and bow man^ Kaiahs 
it hoId4 And they shall also have in their possession another writing (Port 
Clearance) signed with the signature of their Chief, in which sbaL be the 
name of the owner, the name of the Nacodah, the oumb^ of men, the 
number of arms, from whence sailed, at wbat time, and to what port bound* 
And if a British or other vessel meet them, they shall prodace the Register 
and the clearance. 


Article 6. 

The friendly Arabs, if they choose, shall send an envoy to the British 
Residency in the Persian Gulf with the necessary accompaniments, and he 
shall remain there for the transaction of their business wiA the Residency ;• 
and the British Government, if it chooses, ^all send an envoy also to them 
ID like manner; and the envoy shall add his signature to the signature of (he 
Chief in the paper (Register) of their vessels, which contains the length of 
the vessel, its breadth, and tonna^; the sieaature of the envoy to he re¬ 
newed every year. Also all such envoy ^all be at the expense of their 
own party. 

Article 7. 

If any tribe, or others, shall not desist from plunder and piracy, the 
friendly Arabs shall act against them acccrdfa? to their ability and circum¬ 
stances, and an arrangement for this purpose shall take place between the 
friendly Arabs and the British at the time when such plunder and piracy 
shall occur. 


Article 8, 

The putting men to death after they have given up their arms is an act 
of piracy and not of acknowledged war; and if any tribe shall put to death 
aoy persons, either Muhammadans or others, after they have given up their 
arms, such tribe shall be Held to have broken the pe.ice; and the friendly 
Arabs shall act against them io conjunction with the British, and, God 
willing, the war against them shall not cease until the surrender of those 
who performed the act and of those who ordered it 

* Article 9. 

The carrying oS of slaves, men, womeo, or children from the coasts of 
Africa or elsewhere, and the transporting them in vessels, is plunder and 
piracy, and the friendly Arabs shall do nothing of this nature. 

Articlb 10.

The vessels of the friendly Arabs, beariog their flag above described, 
sHrII enter Into all the British ports and Into the porte of (he allies of thp 
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British so far as th«y shall bo able to efoct it; and they shall buy and sell 
tbereio, aod if any shall attack tboixi the Bri^sh Govemnieat shall take 
notice of it*

These conditions aforesaid shall be common to all tribes and persons, 
who shall hereafter adhere thereto in the same manner as to those who 
adhere to them at the time present End of the Articles.

the Africao coast and elsewhere, and it baviog, moreover, beeo explained 
to me that, m order to the full attainment of the objects contemplated by 
the aforesaid conventions, the concurrence and co*opecatioD of tbe Cbie^ 
of the several ports, situated on the Arabian coast of the Persian Gulf are 
required, accordingly I, Sheikh Sultan bin Suggur, Chief of the Joasmee 
tii&e, with a view to strengthen tbe bonds of Tcieodship existing between 
me and the British GoveroTnent, do hereby engage to prohibit the export¬ 
ation of slaves from the coasts of Africa and elsewhere on board of my 
vessels and those belonging to my subjects or dependants; such prohili- 
tion to take effect from the ist day of Mohurrum A. H. 1264 (or loth 
December A,D. 1847). 

And I do further consent that whenever the crulsera of the British

The Telegraphic line being intended for the common good, our subjects 
and dependants shall be permitted to send messages by tbe Telegraph at 
such rates of payment as may be paid by British subjects.

I was very happy to receive your letter of 15th Jemadi-ul-Sani inth two 
copies of treaties entered into by my father, Sultaa bio Saggur. 

1 beg to ioforcn you that as regards Iresb importatious of male and 
female eUves, I have prohibited all my subjects and tbe vessels in my 
territories from tradiog io slaves.

I, Zaeed bin Khahfah, Chief of Abu Dthabi, in the presence of Lieuten- 
ant'Colooel A. C. Talbot, C.I.E., Political Resident in the Per»an Gulf, do 
hereby soletunly bind myself aod agiee, on behalf of myself, my heirs and 
successors to the following conditloos, vh. ;•* 

That I will on no account enter into any agreement or correspon¬ 
dence with any Power other than the British Government.

consent to the residence within my territory of the agent of any other 
Govern meat. 

That I will on no account cede, sell, mortgage or otherwise give 
for occupation any part of my territory, save to the BriUsh Government.

TREATIES AND ENGAGEMENTS 

relating 

OMAN (MASKAT). 


In the middle of the seventeenth, eeotury the Masknt Arabs having 
driven the Portuguese, who had occupied the Oman coast since 1507, 
from Maskat, established their ascendancy In the Persian Gulf and, by the 
end of the century, had gained possession of Mombasa and other ports 
on the African coast In the reign of Nadir Shah the Persians invaded 
Oman and gained supremney over the country for some time, but nere 
eventually expelled by Ahmad bin Said, the Arab Governor nf Sohar, a 
town on the Batinab coast, .about 150 miles north-west of Maskst, who 
contemptuously rejected Nadir Shah’s claims to tribute. For this service 
Abmad was elected Imam in 1741 aod founded the present dynasty of 
the A 1 Bu Saidis. He died in 1775 and was succeerled by bU second 
son, Said, who, however, proved an iocspable ruler, and ten years later 
the po^ver was usurped by the 6fCh son, Sultan. It was In 1798, during 
the rule of this Chief, that the first Treaty {No. LI) with Maskat was 
negotiated by Mabdl Ali Khan, the Company's Agent at Bushire, with a 
view to exclude from Maskat the prejudicial influence of the French, with 
whom Salyld Sultan was brought In contact through his trade with the 
Mauritius, When Sir John Malcolm visited Maskat on his 6rst mission 
to Persia in 1800, be formed another Engagement (No. LII) with Saiyid 
Sultan, stipulating for the strict observance of the previous treaty aod 
for the residence of an English gentleman In an official capacity at 
Maskat 

Saiyid Sultan bin Ahmad was killed on the 14th November 2804 in a 
contest at sea with bis enemies, the Atubiv and Kawasin. The rights 
of bis two young sons were disputed by their uncles, especially by Saiyid 
Kais of Sohar, wbo aimed at usurping the government of Oman. To 
oppose their uncle’s pretensions the two youths put themselves In the 
hands of (heir cousin, Saiyid Badr bln Saif, wbo called in the Wahabis, 
aod with their help defeated Saiyid Kais and recovered Bandar Abbas and 
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Horiiius, which bad beea seized by the Sb^kb of Kisbio. Tbe weakness 
resaltiog from this disputed succession, gave the Wahabis a footing lo 
Maskat which they retained until the occupation of Hasa by the Turks. In 
iSoo they made their 6rst appearance in Oman. They reduced all tbe sea- 
coast of tbe Persian Gulf from Basrab to Dabai, released the Chiefs of Zahira 
and Sohai from allegiance to Maskat, and forced S^yid Sultan to beg for a 
three years* truce, which they broke soon after. They would probably have 
conquered all Oman if they had not been stopped by the assassination of 
their Chief. 

Saiyid Said, the second son of Salyld Sultan, succeeded Badr bio Saif in 
iSoy. This Chief, to whom the religious title of Imam was act conceded by 
the Arabs, ruled for fifty years, doriog which time he cultivated a close 
intercourse with the British Government. In iSo8, smarting under tbe 
Insults of the Wahabis, whose agents were forcibly converting his subjects 
in lus very capital, he roused the Arab tribes in Oman to a combioatlon 
^aiost them. If Maskat had fallen under the Wahabis, Sai^d Said would 
have been drawn into the general system of piracy which they encouraged, 
and would have been converted from a friend iuto a dangerous enemy. 
The British Governneot, therefore, resolved to support him. Ac armament 
was accordingly sent towards the close of tSop, which destroyed the 
{»ratical boats at Ras*uI'Khaijna, Liogah, and Laft, and bombarded and took 
chinas. No arrangements, however, were made to secure permanently the 
advantage then obtained. Piracy was soon renewed, and it became nece^ 
sary to send another expedition against the pirates in' 1819, In which also 
Saiyid Said co-operated. With these exceptions, till the year i8sd, when a 
Treaty (No. LIII) was concluded for the suppression of slavery, there is 
nothing requiring special notice lo tbe Intercourse between the British 
Goveroment and Saiyid Said, who was chiefly occupied In wars with bis 
rivals, the Kawarim, and in fruitless attempts to possess himself of the island 
of Bahrein. 

Tbe treaty of iSsa aimed at the suppression of the foreign slave trade with 
Christian nations only, and not of the trade with Muhammadan countries and 
within (he Maskat dominions, except in cases of kidnapping; and the per¬ 
mission gi?en under the treaty to British cruisers to seize slave ships east of 
the lice defined In the treaty, applied to His Majesty's ships only, and not 
to vessels of the Indian Navy. In 1839, however, a Treaty of Commerce 
{No. LIV) was concluded with Saiyid Said by Her Majest/s plenipoten¬ 
tiary at Maskat, by the 15^^ article of which he conhrmed the treaty of 
1822 for the suppression of slave trade with Cbristian countries, and conceded 
power of search and seizure to vessels of the East India Company as well 
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fs those of the Royal Navy, On the tyth December of the $aroe year he 
ag^reed with the Resident in I be Persian Gulf to add three additional 
Articles (No. LV) to tbe treaty of 1S22, authorising the right of search, 
and extending the boundary laid down in tbe treaty of 1B22 from Diu 
Head to Passaoi, the eastern boundary of the Maskat possesaioQ on the 
Makran coast, so as to include the coasts of Kathiawar, Kutch, and 
Karachi, and upwards of four degrees westward in the limits within which 
bis subjects were forbidden to engage in the slave-trade, in the fourth 
article of the Arabic version of the treaty of 1822 no . mention was made 
of the obligatloo of the ruler of Mssk^t or his authorities to assist in the 
apprehension of British subjects engaged in the slave-trade, although this 
obligation was distinctly apeoified in the English version. He was therefore 
urged to have the omission rectified by an addition to the Arabic text. 
He was, however, averse from alteration bedng made in the treaty; but 
in a separate letter, dated the 18th August 1845, he bound bimself, his 
heirs, and authorities to afford assistance, when requited by persona autho¬ 
rised tc demand it, in apprehending British subjects engaged in the 
slave-trade. 

In 1845 Saiyid Said entered into a Treaty* (No. LVI) prohibiting, from 
the 1st January 1847, the export of slaves from bis African dominions, und 
tbeir importation from any part of Africa into his dominions in Asia; and 
agreeing to use his influence with the Chiefs of Arabia, the Red Sea, and 
tbe Persain Gulf to put a stop to the slave-trade. The treaty, however, did 
not prohibit the transport of slaves from one port in his African possesions 
to another. In consenting to this treaty he requested that three additional 
articlest might be added, prohibitiog the search of his vessels in the limits 
within which the transport of slaves was allowed under tbe treaty, and of

It may perhaps be repotted to tbere (the British Coveraevont) tbat as iodhriduoJ hss sMen slaves 
from tbe territories of Saiyid Said, tbs Sultaa of Maskax. whirh are in Africa ; onlmthiabe prOTcd, 
Hif HighaessSaiyid, Che Sultan of Maolot, $ha)l not be called tc aecouet for lb 
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his vessels coming (tom th« Arabian and Red Seaa to Africa, and slipu- 
Uting that, if slaves were stolon from Ihe Zawibar territories, he should 
Dct beheld responsible. These articles do not appear to bare been formally 
agreed to f botSalyid Said was informed, in the name of Her Majestys 
Government, that British ships of war would search only such vessels under 
the Maskat flag as might reasonably be suspected of being engaged in 
slave trade r that, therefore, the description of vessels mentioned in the 
articles would not be searched unless there should be good ground for 
suspecting (hem to be so engaged; and that, in any case, if they should be 
searched and found not to be so engaged, that fact would be ascerUlned 
m a very short space of time, and they would not be prevented for 
more than a quarter or half an hour from continuing their voyage. 

in consequence of some discussion regarding the right of Saiyid Said 
to duty on goods transhipped in bis ports, he issued Rules {No. LVII) in 
iU 6 for the levy of the full duty of 5 per cent, on goods transhipped, 
but exempting from duty ships putting into bis harbours from stress of 
weather, and all stores of the British Government landed at his ports. 

la 1854 Saiyid Said ceded (No. LVIII) to the British Crown the Kuna 
Muria islands on the south coasts of Arabia. The islands were valuable 

only for the guano deposits which were found on them and which are now 
exhausted. In 1874 a piratical outrage was committed by the Jaaferah 
section of the Beni Bu All tribe ou two trading vessels at Hellania in these 
islands, for which they were fined 600 dollars, and a promise of fntare good 
behaviour was exacted from them, 

During the later years of bis rule the affairs of Saiyid Said in bis 
Asiatic dominions felMoto much confusion, owing partly to his prolonged 
residence at Zanribar,* which in 1840 he made the permanent seat of hia 
government, and partly to the incapacity of the agents whom he left at 
Maskat, and latterly of his son, Saiyid Thawaini. On more than one occa- 
Sion his power was saved cnly by the intervention of the British Govern- 
ment. His contests with the Wahabis in 1832 and again in 1845 and 1858 
are described in part II of this volume. In 1833 Saiyid Said concluded a 
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treaty with the Uoitad States oJ America,* and in i $^4 with Fracce.t In 
1880 3 Consul for the former and in 1881 a Consular Agent for the latter 
were appointed. 

Salyid Said died lo 1856. In 1844 he had lotimated his desire to 
appoint bis sons, Salyd Ma}id and Saiyd Thawalni, as his successors in his 
African and Asiatic dorninioos respectively> and had appointed them bis 
deputies. Saiyid Thawaioi accordingly succeeded to the government of 
Maskat on lijs father’s death, and Salyid Majid to that of Zanzibar. In 
virtue oi his succession to the Cliiefshipof Oman, he claimed also feudal 
supretnacv over Zanzibar, and prepared to establish his claim by force of 
arms. Ihe dispute was submitted to the arbitration of Lord Canniog, who 
10 i86t decided (No. LIX) that Zanzibar should be independent of 
Maskat, but should pay an annual subsidy of 40,000 crowns. 

Id 1862 an Bngagemeut (No. LX) was concluded between Great 
Britain and France, by which both powers eog^ed reciprocally to respect 
independence of rulers of Maskat and Zanzibar. 

In 1864 Saiyid Thawaini agreed (Mo. LXl) to the construction of one 
or more lines of telegraph through the territory of Maskat, and in 1865 a 
Convention (No. LXIl) was made with him (or (he exteosion of electric 
telegraph through his dominions in Arabia and Makran. 

In February 1866 Saiyid Thawaini was assassinated at Sohar, where he 
had gone to organise an expedition against the Wahabis. Grave suspicions 
of having been concerned in this crime attached to his son and successor, 
Saiyid 5 alim, and so much alarm was created at Maskat that trsde was 
paralysed and the town was deserted by British subjects residing there. 
Envoys were shortly afterwards sent by Saiyid 5 <iUm to Bombay, but they 
were informed that while the British Government had no wish to ioterfere 
in the domestic aWairsof Omas, it was compelled, in the circumstances of 
the case, to suspeod friendly relations with the ruler o( Maskat; at the 
same time the treaty obligations of the British Govemment with the State 
of Ma.^kat, which had for their special object tlie protection of British 
subjects residing io Maskat territory, >v*ere in no way abrogated, and their 
fulfilment would be lequlred from every ruler of Maskat. 

Subsequently, however, as the people of Maskat had apparently accepted 
Saiyid Sahm as their legitimate Chief, it was -intimsied to the merchants 
tradlog with Maskat that they might resume commercial dealings with that 
port, a Native agent was appointed to the place, and hnally in September 
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iSd6, Saijfd Salim naa recognised by the Bntish Govern neat as ruler of 
the State. The appointment of a British officer as Political Agent was 
revived in the following year- 

lo the meantime Saiyid Turki, brother of the late Saiyid Thawaioi^ 
who bad* been residing at Bushire on an allowance granted to him by the 
British Government pending a settlement of Oman affairs, made an un* 
successful attack cn Maskat. For this breach of the maritime peace bis 
allowance was stopped, and he was subsequently warned that similar 
proceedings, which he was believed to be meditating in concert with the 
Shaikh of Dadai, would expose him and his adherents to be treated as 
enemies of the British Government. 

In June 1867 Saiyid Turk! attacked Sohar by land, but was driven off 
with leas ; subsequently! however, be captured Matrah, the principal fort 
commanding the pass leading to Maskat, and, as Saiyid Salim was 
nnable to expel him, an arrangement was effected through the mediation 
of the British Resident, by which Saiyid Turk! was to receive a monthly 
allowance of 600 dollars from the Suits n on tbe condition that he should 
reside in India. 

Saiyid Salim’s mle. however, was not destined to last long. In addi¬ 
tion to the suspimoQ of parricide, from which he could never entirely free 
himself, bis preference for the Gha€ri tribe, who professed Wahabi tenets, 
excited the discontent of their rivals, tbe Hinawis, by whom the ruling family 
of Maskat had been principally supported. Early ia 1868 an expedition was 
undertaken by Saiyid Salim i^inst his uncle, the Chief of Masnaab, with 
whom be had a trifling dispute regarding money. Although a reconcilia¬ 
tion was effected before hostilities actually commenced, Saiyid Salim's 
conduct on this occasion alienated many whose support vrould have been 
valuable, while his resources were materially diminished by expenses 
of the expedition. 

When, therefore, Azan bln KaU, Chief of Rostak and brother-in-law 
of Saiyid Salim, rose in rebelUoo, the latter had neither friends nor money 
with which (o resist him. In October 1868 Azan bin Kais obtaiued 
possession of the town of Maskat, and, on the flight of Saiyid Salim, whom 
tbe British Government declined to assist by force of arms, was proclaimed 
Chief. For sometime Saiyid Salim endeavoured to rally bis friends on the 
Arab coast and contemplated an attack by sea on the Oman ports; he was 
warned, however, gainst any act which might tend to a breach of the 
cnaritiroe peace, and Government resolved to prohibit, by force of arms If 
necessary, all naval operations by any party at Maskat or elsewhere. The 
hope which Saiyid Salim e&tert^ned of ^sistance from the Wahabis

was frustrated bjthe assaasmatioD at Shargah of Sideyri, Governor of the 
Wahabi outpost of Ber&tml, and by his own exertions be could ex<^to no 
enthusiasm for his cause among Ehe Chiefs of the Arab coast 

During the rule of Aaao bln Kais the chief power was wielded by Said 
bln Khul^n A 1 Khuleli, the head of the priestly fac^on among the Hinawis ; 
hiscrueldes and exactions, and the severity with which he enforced com¬ 
pliance with the precepts of the Koran, rendered Asan bin Kais’s rule 
unpopular at Maskat, though his authority was successfully asserted over 
the refractory tribes in the interior. Early in 1869 the Wahabi Amir, 
Abdulla bin Faisal, made a demand for tribute on Aram bin Kais. To this 
no attention was paid, and oo the invitation of the Naim tribe of Bedouins, 
who had suffered from the oppression of Sideyri, Aram bin Kais attaclred 
Beralmijune j 869 and captured It. Preparations for its recapture were 
at once set on foot by the Wahabi Chief, in whose possession it bad 
remained for many years previously, and in the first month of 1870 he 
was reported to be advancing on Beralra; with a considerable force, Diffi¬ 
culties connected with the want of water tn route, the anticipated hostility 
of the Abu Dthabi Chief, who was known to be in alliance with Azam bln 
Kais, and the intrigues of his brother, Saud bin Faisal, combined to deter 
the Wahabi Cliief from carrying bis intentions into effect, and before the 
close of the year he was a fugitive, pursued by his successful brother 
Saud. 

In the meantime the events which had taken place m Oman induced 
Govern me Qt to withdraw its prohibition against Saiyid Turkl's interference 
in the affairs of Oman, and in March 1869 he was informed that he might, if 
he should so wish, proceed to Maskat, but that no help or protection ootild 
be afforded him by the British Government in any attempts he might make 
to establish his power io Ooiao, and that no operations by sea would be per¬ 
mitted. Saiyid Turk! remained at Bombay till March 1870, when be 
proceeded to Bandar Abbas and thence of the Arab coast. He was at first 
unsuccessful and was obliged to return to Bandar Abbas. la the following 
September, however, assisted with funds from Zan»bar, he again landed on 
the Ar^ coast with a few followers and soon collected a considerable force, 
a portion of which he placed under the command of Saif bin Sulaiman. 
In January 1871 Saif bin Sulaiman attacked A*ad bin Kais at Malrah ; both 
the leaders fell In the engagement, but an armistice was arranged through 
the intervention of the British Resident, and eventually negotiations between 
Saiyid TurkI and Said bin Khulfan ended in a declaration of peace betweea 
the contendini parties. Said biq Khulfan died a few days afterwards. 
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Salyld Turki's principal opponent was now Ibrahim bm Kais, brother 
of Awn bio Kais, who held the iort of Sohar. In July 1871 Saiyid Turki 
hid aiege to Sobar and ^ad effected a practicable breach, when ao arrange¬ 
ment was concluded by which Ibrahim bin Kais retained possession of 
Sobar and the portion of coast from Sal Ian to Khabureh, a tract of some 
30 miles in estent; and all other parts of the coast, including Sawaik and 
Masnaah, were made over to Saiyid Tutki. Soon afterwards Ibrahim bm 
Kais plundered a native craft belonging to British traders and imprisoned 
three of the owners, As Saiyid Turki was unable to procure redress, the 
Resident In the Persian Gulf was directed to demand restitution of the 
plundered property and compensation for the imprisonmerit of British 
subjects, and in case of refusal to bombard Sohar, These claims, amount¬ 
ing to a, 85 5 dollars, were accordingly paid by Ibraliira bin Kais. 

Saiyid Turki was recognised by the British Government as ruler of 
Maskat in June 1871, but during that and the succeeding year his powCT 
was endangered by the intrigoes of his brother, Saiyid Abdul As Is, and his 
nephew, Sjuyid Salim, in addition to the persistent hostility of Ibrahim bm 
Kals. A coalition was proposed in April 1872 between Ibrahim bin Kab and 
Saiyid Salim, but failed owing to the defeat of the former near Lawa and 
the desertion of the latter by his followers. Fiuding themselves unable to 
subvert Saiyid Turki’s authority, his brother and nephew quitted Maskat 
territory towards the close of 1872 and proceeded to Bombay. In the 
«priDg ot 1873 they lett Bombay and began to intrigue against Saiyid 
Turki'c authority in Makrao. Offers had been made to them by Saiyid 
Turki of an allowaoce of 300 collars a month on condition of their residing 
in India and abstaining from interference in Maskat affairs. These offers 
they declined, and in July of that year Saiyid Abdul Asia moved on 
Gwadar. The attack failed, owing to the fidelity of Saiyid Turki's Gover¬ 
nor, but a considerable amount of property belonging fo Britbb subjects 
was plundered. Saiyid Abdul Aziz was afterwards captured in an 
attempt to cross over to Oman, and detained in surveillance at Karachi. 
On his undertaking not to interfere in Maskat affairs or leave Karachi 
without permission he was set at liberty, and the allowance of 300 dollara 
a month was paid to him through the British Government Gwadar was 
agaiu attacked in December 1873, on this occasion by Saiyid Salim ; the 
attempt, however, failed, and Saiyid Salim escaped into Persian 
territory. He waa then informed that if he surrendered uncondi¬ 
tionally, he would be granted the same allowances as Saiyid Abdul Aziz, 
otherwise the offer would not be renewed, and he would be arrested 
wherever he might be found. He subsequently made another attempt op 
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Om&n, was arrest®<I by H. M, S. Daphne, sod sent as Stats prisoner 
to the fort of Hyderabad in Sind, where he died in December 1876- 

In June 1873 Saiyid Turki undertook active operations against Ibrahim 
bio Kats and invested Sohac. Nefotiaiions were entered into which 
resulted in the surrender of Solxar and other places on the coast to Saiyid 
Turki; Ibrahrm]^bin Kais receiving a sum of 5,000 dollars and a monthly 
allowance of 100 dollars on condition of not moving eastward of the 
fort of Hibi. In spite of this reverse, Ibrahim bin Kais continued to 
intrigue against Saiyid Turki, and in March 1874 collected a force 
composed principally of the Yal Saad section of the Hinawis, with 
which he attacked Masnaah and took possession of the fort after having 
plundered a considerable amount of property belonging to British subjects. 
As Ibrahim bin Kais refused to evacuate the fort at the demand of the 
Political Agent, it was bombarded, and an Indemnity of io,aco dollars 
as compensation to British subjects was exacted from Va! Saad. In 
the meantime Saiyid Turki had hardly returned from his successful 
expedition against Sohar when be was compelled to make terms with 
Saleh bin All EI-HarithI, A«am bin Kais's former miruster, who made a 
successfal attack on Matrab, and was only induced to withdraw by the 
payment of a large sum of money. 

The annual subsidy which, under*the terms of Lord Canning $ arbitra* 
tion, the ruler of Zanzibar was bound to pay to the ruler of Maskat, was 
duly paid up to the date of Saiyid Thawalni's death in 1866, but Saiyid 
Majid, who was then Sultan of Zanzibar, objected to continue the subsidy 
to Saiyid Thawaini's successor, Saiyid Salim, partly on the pretext 
that the engagement was personal to Saiyid Thawauni, and partly on the 
ground of Saiyid Salim's alleged parricide. These arguments were not 
admitted by the British Government, which had recognised Saiyid Salim 
as ruler of Maskat, but an arrangement was effected by which the .subsidy 
was to be paid through the medium of the political Agent in Oman. 

On the expulsion of Saiyid Salim by Azan bin Kais, Saiyid Majid again 
declined to pay the subsidy, on the ground that a member of another branch 
of the family had succeeded to power. This plea ceased to have force when 
S^yid Turki had succeeded in establishing bis authority, and he appealed 
to the British Government to procure the aue observance of the terms of 
the arbitrarion. As the great obstacle to the consolidation of Saiyid 
Turki’s power and the establishment of a peaceful administration in Oman 
was his want of funds, it was determined to guarantee to him the payment 
of the subsidy, with arrears from ihe date of his succesuon to power; aod 
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an assurance was conveyed io 1873 to him that, so long as he continued 
faithfully to observe his treaty engage meats and manifest his friendship 
towards the Bildsh Government, the subsidy of 40,000 crowns would be 
paid to him aonually during his rule. In accordance with this guarantee, 
the payment was regularly made, and since the ddath of Saiyid Turki in 
x888, the subsidy has been continued to his son Saiyld Faisal, who is the 
present ruler of Oman, always on the understanding and with the provisos 
under which it was paid to his father. 

The greater porlioa of the money thus received by Saiyid Turki was 
spent in subsidising the various tribes in.the interior, but the successful raid 
of Saleh bin AU showed how little reliance could be placed on their 
allegiance, and illustrated the real tveakness of Saiyid Tnrki’s authority in 
Oman. As a means of mamtainmg his position Saiyid Turki sought a 
reconciliation with his brother, Saiyid Abdul Atit. Finally, terms were 
arranged between the brothers; Saiyid Abdul Asiz was permitted to 
proceed to Maskat and was asaodated with Saiyid Turki in tlie govern* 
meet of the country, The difficulties, however, with which Saiyid Turki 
bad to contend did not disappear with the arrival of his brother : disseo- 
sions were rife between the Ghafiris and the HInawis; the Metawwah or 
fanatical party in the south-east of Oman was hostile to him ; and finally 
quarrels took place between the brothers, of which advantage was taken 
by the Bedonios who garrisoned Maskat to impose terms upon Saiyid 
Turk! with which he was forced to comply. Finding him self thus power* 
less to control events, Saiyid Turki, after an ineffectual attempt to conduct 
affairs unaided, entrusted the government to Saiyid Abul Aria and rcti ed 
temporarily to Gwadar, 

Signs of opposition to the administration of Saiyid Abdul Aria soon 
became apparent; he failed to conciliate the Bedouins, and his difficulties 
were increased by want of funds. Within a few months of his retirement, 
Saiyid Turk! found himself in a position to return to Maskat; accordingly 
ill December J875, in the absence of Saiyid Abdul A*iz, he once more 
took possession of the town and forts. His brother was at this time absent 
at Semail, from which, however, soon after Saiyid Turkib return, he 
removed to Samad. The former place was captured in February 1876 by 
the Sultan, who thus completed the re-establishment of his authority, 
Ibrahim bio Kais alone remaining io dependent at the stronghold of Rostak. 
In the following year he made an atfa:k on Maskat in concert with Shaikh 
Saleh bio All, hut after a three days' siege was repulsed and compelled 
(0 retire with heavy loss, 
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Id 1879 Saiyid Tuiki, at the mvitatioD of the Shaikhs, seat an 
expedition to Dhofar from which the notorious Mopla usurper, Saiyid 
FadthI, had lately been expelled by the inhabiunts. The district was 
occupied by S^yld Turki’s troops, and, although two unsuccessful attempts 
were made by the inhabitaaUin 1S81 and 1888 to overthrow the Sultan’s 
rule, it still forms part of his dominions. 

After 1879 the peace of Oman remained unbroken till 1883; in that 
year the disaffection which Saiyid Abdul Aaiz, from his retreat at Samad, 
had been sedulously fomenting among the Sbarkiyeh tribes, came to a head, 
and they marched upon Maskat with the Sultanas brother as leader. After 
some sharp fighting they were repulsed by the Sultan's troops with the 
assistance ol the Ghafiris; and an expedition seat shortly afterwards under 
Saiyid Faisal bin lurki, the Sultan's second son, to punish the rebels was 
completely successful. 

In x886 Saiyid Turki was created an Honorary Knight Grand Com* 

mauder of tlie Star oi India, and at the same time the British Govecament 

declared publicly their determination to afford him active support la case 
of attacks on Muskat, which had the salutary effect ol maintaining peace 


during the remainder of his Ufe. 

Saiyid Turki died on the 4th of June 1888 after a lingering dlne«, 
Uaviog three sons, Muhammad, F^sal, and Fahad. The second, Saiyid 
Faisal, who had aUeady taken a share in the administration of the Stale 
durino hia father’s lifetime, and shown an aptitude to govern the country, 
aasnnid power and proclaimed himself the ruler of Oman, immediately ou 
his father's death. In September 1888 Saiyid FaUsl uodcrtook active 
ooeraaons against Saiyid Ibrahim bin K.2ds with a view to reduce RosUk,but 
thVattempt ended in total failure. Saiyid Abdul Axis made several attempts 
w overthrow Saiyid Faisal, but the latter successfully namtaiDed his Ti¬ 
tian and established himself in power. In Saiyid Faisal was recognised 
as Sultan by the BritUh Government, and in the same year Saiyid Abdul 
Asiz withdrew to Bombay, where he stih (i 906) resides. In 1891 the Sulun 
of Zanzibar offered him an allowance of E^. 600 a month, on the 
express conditions that he did not atWmpt to go to Zanzibar, or to apPjy 
to die Sultan for more money. He was advised by theCoverni^Qt of India 
to accept this offer, and was warned against disturbing the peace 0. 
uiber Zaozibaror Oman. 


Bandar Abbas was fcrmerlyteld by the'rulers of Maskaton Isa.eifrora 
Persia, but the lease was resumed in 1868 and haa not since been renewed, 
1111891 the proceedings of the PersUn authorities n) exaamg at Bandar 
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Abbas customs dues la excess of those prescribed by treaty stipulations 
formed the subject of correspoodeoce with the Government of lodla. 

Besides their possessions on tl>e Arabian coast, the rulers of Maskat 
have held unialerrupted possession of the port of Gwadar since the close of 
the eighteenth century when, according to native traditioQ, it was conferred 
by Nasir Khan, Khan of KaUt, on Saiyid Sultan who bad fled from Maskat 
after an unsuccessful attempt to subvert the authority of his brother, Saiyid 
Said. When Aiaa bln Kais succeeded ro power in Maskat in rSdS, he sent 
SaiyidSaif as his Governor to Gwadar, but his fanatical opinions disgusted 
the inhabitants and he had to give way to Nasir bin Thawini who had 
appeared off the port, After Saiyid Turki's success at Maskat in 1871, hie 
brother, Saiyid Abdul Aair, established himself at Gsvadar, and subsequently 
seited the port of ChaAar, which had also been for many years in the pos* 
session ol the rulers of Maskat, but bad tecenlly been occupied by Dia 
hfahammad, Chief of Dastlari, The Persians, however, who bad long as¬ 
serted a claim ol sovereignty over Charbar, attacked and took it In February 
187a and expelled Abdol Azfs, while Saiyid Turk I availed himself of tHis 
opportunity to make himself master of Gwadar, aod has ever since retained 
possession of it. No intcrfcreoce was exercised by the British Government 
in (he proceedings of the Persian authorities, but in theatUck on Cbarbar 
property belonging to British subjects was plundered, for which compeaaa- 
tioD was after wards paid by f'ersia. 

On the 4th November 1867 an Order In CoundJ * was issued making 
suitable provision for the exercise of Consular jurisdiction in Maskat. 

In May 1871 Saiyid Turk! issued a proclamaiion prohibiffag the import 
of slaves to Maskat by sea, and in April 1873 Sir Bartle Ftere, who bad been 
deputed as Her Majesty's Special Envoy to effect arrangements for the more 
effectual suppression of the slave-trade, concluded a formal treaty (No. 
LXIII) with him, by which he engaged for himself, his heirs aad successors 
to prohibit absolutely the import or export of slaves within his territories 
to flbojish all public slave markets, aad to confer freedom on all slaves 
wlering his territories. It was moreover considered desirable that sub¬ 
jects of Native SUtes in India residing in Maskat should, like British sub¬ 
jects under the treaty of 1839 (No. LiV) and the Order in Coondl of 
mj (see Appendix No. L), be amenable to the jurisdiction of the 
Foliiical Agent aod Consul. An agreement (No. LXIV) to this effect was 

accordingly signed by Saiyid Turki 
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Id 1875 Saiyid Turki cociieoted {No. LXV) to observe the customs 
rules issued by Sultan Said io 1846 [s^ supra, No. LVII), and Co forego 
the duty in cases where the cargo might be transhipped to another 
vessel. 

In i$77 an ezchaoge of a commercial declaration took place between 
Maakat and Holland.* 

!□ January 1880 the Sultan gave his assent to the adoption oi the 
rules and regulations for preventing collisions at sea, etc., as published 
at page 81, Parti, oMhe Gaaette <if India of the 3(st January 1880, so 
far as Maskat vessels are concerned. 

In J891, a Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation (No. LXVl) 
superseding the Treaty of 1839 (No. LIV), was concluded between the 
British Government and the Sultan of Maskat. Ratifications were exebang* 
ed in 1892. 

not In the new treaty any material departure from the 
spirit of the old, which it was expressly declared to snperisede ; but it con¬ 
tained a new provision by which the Sultan was debarred from prohibit¬ 
ing the import or export of any particular article, and the levy of export 
taxes was made coauitlonal upon the consent of the. British Government. 
The treaty was to remain in force for 12 years absolutely, and was to be 
subject to revision at any time thereafter on the expiration of twelve 
months’ notice given by either party, 

In 1900 a question acosi as to the exact juterpretalion of article 6 {1} 
ol the treaty of 1891. Under the provisions of this article exemption from 
payment of duty could he claimed on goods destined for traushipinent, 
or re-expoitation, provided that a declaration to this effect was made oo 
the arrival of the ship and that the goods were banded over lo be kept 
under customs seal. The Sukan of Maskat contended that goods coo-' 
signed to Maskat in the manifest of the vessel, with discretion as to 
disposal on arrival, were not exempted from customs dutyif re-exported 
or transhipped. It was, however, eventually agreed that there should 
be no rule requiring that goods to be transhipped or re-exported should be 
so declared in the mauifest, and that the real intent of the treaty would 
be secured if the agents observed the procedure prescribed in articled, 
(j) of the treaty, ; 

In 1903 the Government of India bad under consideration the question 
of the revision of the treaty of 1891, which bad, owing to the lapse of

twelve years, besome subject to revision. Id 1903 His Majesty's Govern* 
moot approved of the'draft of the revised treaty, but the commenoeraeat 
of oe^dations with the Multan regarding the treaty was postponed pend¬ 
ing the conclgsion of those then 10 pregress regarding the French flag 
arbitratioD award ($ee infra). The inodihoatioQs proposed were, however, 
unimportant, 

In March 1S91, the Sultan issued a proclamation prohibiting the im* 
port into Owadar and its dependencies of arms and ammunition. 

About the same time the Sultan signed a Declaration (No. LXVII) bind- 
log himself and his successors not to cede aoy portion of hU dominions to 
any power other than the BrUlsh Government. 

In June 1894 occurred the death by suicide of the Sultan's brother, 
Suyid Fabad. 

In 1895, certain Shaikhs of the Hinawi tribes rose in rebellion against 
the Sultan of Ma^kat, aud seized by treachery the palace and the greater 
portion of the town. The Sultan and his family took refuge in Fort 
Jellali, and bis brother in Fort Merani. 

The leaders publicly proclaimed that the sole object of tlie insurrec* 
^on was to delirone Saiyid Faisal—who, by his weak rule, bad shewn 
himself unfitted to govern Oman—and to replace him by a Sultan who 
would make his power felt throughout the country. 

A British warship (H. M. S. Sphinx) wasj at once despatched to 
Maskat in order to arrange for the removal of British subjects, and the 
Political Resident followed immediately in the R. I. M. S. A 

few days later H. M. S. Brambit also reached Maskat from Bombay. 

Fighting of a half-hearted charader between the Sultan's troops and 
the rebels continued for throe weeks. On the ptb March 1B95 the Sultan 
came to terms with the rebel leader, who left the town with bis followers 
the samee venisg. It subsequently transpired that the rebels had received 
some thousands of rupees as the price of their withdrawal. 

The damage done to British Indian property was assessed at f 177,000, 
which the Sultan'was/ called upon to recover by the imposition of a punitive 
tax on the produce of the tribes concerned. Tliis indemnity was not finally 
liquidated un^l 1900. 

Owing to this rebellion the Sultan M as compelled to postpone till 1395 
the issue of Maskat copper coin, w hich be bad commenced to mint in 1894 
to remedy the scarcity of copper coin caused by the heavy shipments of 
Indian copper coin from Maskaf to India for speculation purposes. 
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In December 1895 th'-SulUo was compelled to despatch an expe^uon 
against Dhofar, v?hcre Sulaiman bin Suwahim, a member of the A1 KatQir 
tribe owing to the unjust imprisonment of one of the tribe by tie bultan s 
Vali, attached the Nalb Vali, killed him and several other persons and 
obtained possession of the town and province. Finding himself unable 0 
regain possession, the Sultan asked the British Government to help him to 
reiver his position. The Political Resident, with the and 

proceeded to Dhofar whither 400 troops under Saiyid Muham^d bin 
Tutki were also despatched. The rebeU came to terms and banded over , 
possession without bloodshed. 

In 1898 the Sultan agreed to co-operate with the British and Persian 
Governments in the suppression of the illegal imponation ^ arms rnto 
Persia and British India, and issued a Proclamation (No.LXVllI) on the 
Ijth January authorising BriUsh and Persian men-ot-war to search in 
Maakat waters vessels flying the British, Persian or Mas^t flags, and to 

confiscate arms proved to be destined for British Indian and Persian ports. 

As a result of tlus ^rangement, the Anglo-Petaian Steam hav.pt.on Com- 
oany-s S S. Baluch.sUn was searched at the desire and on behalf of the 
Mtan in Maskat waters, and 230 cases of arms and ammuuitron rnteoded 
for Bushire were seised. A protracted law suit instituted by the shippers 
was eventually dedded on appeal by the House of Lords m favour of the 
Sultan and of the British Government 

In 1807, the Sultan granted a lease to the French Government of *e 
harbour of Bandar Jisseh, about seven miles south of Maskat, as a coaling 
aUtioo On the receipt of a protest from the British Government against 
this acUon as constituting a breach of the Sultanas treaty engagements, His 
Highness decided to cancel the lease. The matter was satisfactorily settled 
by the grant to the French Government of a moiety of the area of the. 
British coal dep6t in the Makullch cove of Maakat harbour. 

In 1809 the SulUn aboiUhed the practice of farmieg the customs, 
which bad hitherto prevailed, and substituted therefor a system of direct 
raaDagement. 

In 1S90 the attention of the Sultan was drawn to the extent to which 
the practice of granting French flags, and Iherewith a claim to French pro¬ 
tection, to Omani subjects had increased. The use of French dags by the 
people of Sur had gradually become so prevalent as to constitute a sefioi^ 
Mcroachment on the integrity and independence of Oman. Accordingly, m 
February 1899, the SuUao wrote to'the Frerch flag holders in Sur cnjoining 
them to give up their flags. His Highness at the same time informed the 
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French Vice-Consul at Maskat that he did not recognize the right rrf the 
French to e:tercise jurisdiction over Omani subjects in Oman. During a 
visit which the Sultan paid to Snr ia the following year the Suri French 
flag holders spontaneously presented His Highness with a written agree¬ 
ment * in which they renounced, with effect from the rath Jnne jpoo, the 
beneflts of French protection and undertook to return the French flags and 
certificates in their posse.^sion Co the authorities from whom they had 
received them. The same day the Sultan formally t accepted this under¬ 
taking and issued a proclamation J refusing to recognise io his territory 
foreign flags and papers given to bis subjects without permission. This 
proclamation was to have effect from after the date of its communication to 
the French Consul, and did not therefore debar those already in possession 
of the French flag from continuing to make use of it. The <^uestioD reached 
an acute stage in 1903, when a French flag holder belonging to Sur, who 
had arrived at Maskat and who was subject fo quarantine, broke quarantine 
himself and, after abducting two followers from the quarantine station, 
abaconded. 

The matter was then taken up in London by the French Ambassador, 
and, as a result of negotiations betw’een the British and French Govern¬ 
ments, was referred to the Hague Tribunal, whose decision published on 
the 8th August 1905 was as follows 

1. That before the § and January 1892, France was entitled to authorise 
vessels belonging to subjects of His Highness the Sultan of Maskat to fly 
the French flag, only bouod by her own legislation and administraUve 
rules; 

2. That owners of dhows, who before 1892, had been authorised by 
France to fly the French flag, retained this authorisation as long as France 
renewed it to the grantee; aud 

3. That after the 2nd January 1892, France was not entitled to 
authorise vessels belonging to subjects of His Highness the Sultan of 
Maskat to fly the French flag, except on condition that their owners, or 
fltters-out, had established, or should establish, that they had been con¬ 
sidered and Irealed by France as her “ protdgds before the year 1863; fl

(3) that subjects of the SulUn of Maskat, who were owners or 
roasters of dhows authorised to fly the French flag, or who were members 
of the crews of such vessels, or who belonged to their families, did not 
enjoy in consequence of that fact, any right of exterritoriality which 
could exempt them from the sovereignty, especially from the jurisdiction 
of His Highness the Multan of Maskat. 

The sward of the Hague Tribunal was considered as generally satis¬ 
factory, and the French Government instructed their Consol* at Maskat to 

and under his pcoiection, and we wish to render him that loyalty and obedience which 
it is die duty of sobjeecs (to render to iheic sovereign ; accordingly tho» of us who 
have taken French flags will relorn them to that Government at the beginning of the 
coming year llhat when season re-opens after monsoon), and, moreover, if their 
Consul (at Maskat) wll accept them from os, we are ready to reeum them at on« in 
order to save ourselves the inconvenience and loss of time (which would result jf we 
took them to Zaniibar, etc.) We do this without any pressure being put upon us and 
without compulsion, simply from (a sense oO *at respect which is due to our said 
sovereign. Lot rhis be manifest and salaam.

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In the same year, on the occasion of the visit of Lord Curzon, then 
Viceroy and Governor General of India, to Masint, visits were eschatiged 
between His Excellency and the Sultan, and at a Darbar held on H- M.S. 
Argonaut, His Highness the Sultan was invested by His Excellency with 
the insignia of a G. C. L E. 

In 1905 a London Company entitled "the Sponge Exploration Syndicate 
Limited " obuined from the Sultan of Maskat, for a period of fifteen years, 
a concession* to fish for sponges in the territorial waters of Oman from 
Ras-ul'Had to Kbasab. 

Sonar. 

The present raliog family of Maskat are, as has been already noted, 
descended from Ahmad bio Said, the Governor of Sohar, a town on the * 
Bsiinah coast about too miles north-w^st of Maskat, who in 174*, expelled 
the Persians and became the first ruler, of Mu skat. Saiyid Kais of Sohar 
who had attempted to supplant his nephew, Saiyid Said, in the government 
of Maskat, was killed in t 8 o 8 , and his family were deprived of their patn- 
mony. In 1830, however, his grandson, Saiyid Hamud bin Asan, the 
cousin of Saiyid Said, taking advantage of the absence of the Utter at Zan¬ 
zibar, regained possession of Sohar and oompelled Saiyid Said to restore 
to him also Other districts on payment of tribute. His popularity in Oman 
was great, and, but for the intervention of the British Government, he 
would have succeeded in dismembering the Maskat possessions, lo 1839 
a reconciliation was effected between Saiyid Said and Saiyid Hamud 
through the mediation of tbe Resident in the Persian Gulf, and an engage¬ 
ment (Ko. LXXj was mediated between them by which they engaged to 
abstain from aggressions on each Other, and to admit free intercourse and 
trade between their respective possessions. Saiyid Said also* bound blmself 
to support the Chief of Sohar when attacked by enemies. 

By this agreement the Chief of Sohar became independent. As the 
general engagemeots for the suppression of the slave-trade in the Persian 
Gulf were concluded while the relations of Sohar Maskat were still undefined, 
formal agreement had not been concluded with Saiyid Hamud. But in 1848 
he was invited to enter into the generai arrangements, and accordingly a

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Treaty* (No. LXX[), similar to those concluded with the other Djatltiroe 
States for the suppression of the skve-trade, was concluded on the sand 
May with hie son, Saiyid Said, who was then io possession of the 
government. S^yid Saif, who had usurped his father^s authority, was 
soon afterwards put to death by him. 

The treaty concluded in 1839 between Maskat and Sohar contained no 
article by which the British Goveracnenl undertook to guarantee its con¬ 
ditions, but the very formal tnaoner in which it was negotiated was con¬ 
sidered to make it mote than usually bfading on both parties. Notwith¬ 
standing this, Saiyid Thfiwaini, who governed Maskat, during his father's 
absence at Zanzibar, treacherously seized Saytd Hamud at a friendly con- 
ferenee and laid siege to Sohac by land and sea. Failing in his attempts 
to take the fort, be returued to Maskat, carrying his prisoner with him. 
Saiyid Hamuddied from the rigour of his confinement on the 23rd April 
1830- Saiyid Kajs, his brother, took up arms to avenge his death, and with 
the help of the Kawasira took Slunas and several other forts. Saiyid Said 
however returning from Zanzibar, gained over the Kawasira to his side, 
and defeated Saiyid Kais, from whom he took Sohar, leaving to him 
Rostak and Hibl and assigning him a monthly stipend of 200 crowns. 

On the death of S^yid Said; bis son Saiyid Turki, wbo bad been placed 
in the government of Sohar, made several unsuccessful attempts to make 
himself independent of his elder brother, Saiyid rhawaini, and to create 
a rebellion in Oman, Accordingly in 1862 Saiyid Thawalni seized him and 
placed him in confinement. He was subse<^uently released at the interven¬ 
tion of the British Government, and a monthly allowance was made to 
him by Saiyid Thawalni conditionally on bis remaining loyal. In 1865, in 
consequence of Saiyid ThawalnI's expressed distrust of his brother, he 
was informed that Saiyid Turk! would be permitted to rvside in India 
doriQg good behaviour on any allowance he might sanction, and that un. 
less Saiyid Turki accepted this offer the I^ritish Government would not 
interfere between him and his suzerain. 

»Vhen Saiyid Thaw^nl was murdered in the following year Saiyid Tur¬ 
ki's life was la danger at Sohar, and be was taken up by the Britbh Resi¬ 
dent. The subsequent history of Sohar has been ^ven io the narrative of 
Maskat affairs. Being now a part of Maskat dominions, it is governed by a 
Vali nominated by the Sultan.

Britain and Ireland, &c., Etc-, and Hasin bit Ebrehim, and ^i bin Naaer on 
behalf of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, &c., 8tc., who having commu¬

No duty exceeding 5 per cent, shall be levied at tbe place of entry in 
the dominions of HU Highness the Sultan of Muscat 00 any goods, the 
growth, produce, or manufacture of the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty 
imported by British vessels, and this duty shall be deemed to be a full 
payment of all import and export and tonnage duties of license to trade, of 
pilct^e and anchorage, and of any other charge by goverament whatever 
upon the vessels or upon tbe goods so Imported or exported. Nor abaJ! 
any chatge be made oo that part of the cargo which may remain on board 
unsold; and 00 additional or higher duty .shall be levied upon these goods 
when afterwards transported from one pfa^to another in the dominions of 

His Highness; but the ahove-mentioned duty having once been paid, the 

goods may be sold by wholesale or retail without any further duty. No 
charge whatever shall be made oq British vessels whij^Ji may enter the ports 
of His Highness for the purpose of refitling or for refreshments, or to enquire 
about the state of the marlcet. 


AftTiCLB 10. 

No articles whatever shall be prohibited from being imported into or 
exported from the territories c 4 His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, but the 
trade between the domroions of Her Britannic Majesty and those of His 
Highness the SuUan of Muscat shall be perfectly free, subject io the above- 
ineotioned duty upon goods imported, and to no other ; and His Highness 
the Sultan of Muscat hereby engages not to permit the establishment of 
any monopoly or exclusive privilege of sale within his dorninions except in 
the articles of ivocy and gum copal on that part of the East Coast of Africa 
from tbe port of Tangate situated in about five and a half degrees of south 
latitude to the port of Quila lying m about seven degrees south of the 
Equator, both ports inclurive; but in all other ports and places in His 
Highness's domio ions there shall be no monopoly whatever, but the sub¬ 
jects of Her Britannic Majesty shall be at liberty to bhy and sell with 
perfect freedom from vrhomsoever and to whomsoever they chose, subject to 
no other doty by government than that before mentioned. 

Articlb II. 

If any disputes should arise in the dominions of His Highness the 
Sultan of Muscat as to the value of goods which aball be imported by 
British Merchants, and on which the duty of 5 per cent is to be levied, the 
Costom Master, or other authorised Officer acting on tbe part of government 
of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, shall be entitled to demand onc-twen* 
Mth part of the goods-lnlieu of the payment of $ per cent., and the Merchant 
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shaU be bound to surrender the twentieth part so demanded whenever, 
from the nature of the articles, it may be ptacdcable to do so; Oat the 
Merchant having done so, shall be subject to no further demand on account 
of customs on the other nineteen-twentieths of those goo.^ in any part of the 
domimons of Kis Highness the Sultan of Muscat to which he may transport 
them. Butif the Custom Master should object to levy the duty in the 
manner aforesaid by taking one-twentieth part of the goo^, or if the 
coeds should not admit of being so divided, then the po'Ot jp dispute shall 
be referred to two competent persons, one chosen by the om MmW 
and the other by the importer, and a valuation of the goods shall be made, 
and if the referees shall differ in opinion, they s^ll appoint an arbxtMtor, 
whose dedsion shall be final, and the duty shall be levied according to the 
value thus established. 

AftTiCLB rs. 

It shall not be lawful for any British Merchant to eirpose goods fw 
sale for the space of three days after the arnval of such goods, unless 
before the expiration of such three days, the »rope>rWt and 
shall have agreed as to the value of such goork If the Custom Master sh^l 
not vdthin three days have accepted one of the two modes 
ascert^ning the value of the goods, the authorities-of ^ 

Sultan of Muscat, on application being made to them 
compel the Custom Master to choose one of the two modes by which tbe 
amount of the customs to be levied Is to be determined. 


ARTICLE 13. 

If it shall happen that either tbe Queen of England or His 
the Sultan of Muscat should be at war with another country, the subjeds 
of Her Britannic Majesty and the subjects of His Highness SuUan of 
Muscat shall nev«Tt^leless be allowed to pass such country through ^e 
dominions of either power with merchandize of every 
warlike stores, but they shall not be allowed to enter any port or jilace 
actually blockaded orbesi^d. 

Article 14- 

SSould a vessel under tbe British flag enter a oort in the dominions of 
His Highness the Sultan of Muscat In distress, the local a^^^oriUes at such 
portshiu afford all necessary aid to enable the vessel to 
cute her vorage : and if any such vessel should be wreefed on the coast 
cube doISinilns'of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, the a^orties of 
His Highness shall pve all the assisUnce in their power to rwver and to 
deliver over to the owners'all the property that can be wved from such 
vessel The same assistance and protection shall be afforded to vessels of 
^^Linions of His Highness tbe Sultan of Muscat, and f operty saved 
therefrom under similar circumstances in the ports and on the coast of the 
British dominions. 
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Article 15. 

His Highness the Sultao of Muscat berebj renews and confirms the 
eoeagements entered inlo by His Highness with Great Britain 00 the lOlb 
of September 1832 for the entire suppression of slave trade between hi? 
dominions and all Christain conniries ; and His Highness further engages 
that the ships and vessels of war belongiog to the East India Company 
shall be allowed to give full force and effect to the stipulations of the said 
Treaty, agreeably wiih the condilious prescribed therein, and in the same 
manner as the ships and vessels of Her Britannic Majesty. 

Article 16. 

It is further acknowledged and declared by the high contracting parties 
that nothing in this Convention is intendedin any way to Interfere with or 
rescind any of the rights or privileges now enjoyed iy the subjects of His 
Highness the Sultan of Muscat in respect to commerce and navisatioo 
within the limits of the East India Company’s Charter. “ 

Article 17. 

The present Convention shall be ratified, and the rallficationa thereof 
shall be exchanged at Muscat or Zanzibar as soon as pcssible, and in any 
case, within the space of fifleen months from the date thereof- ^

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland being earnestly desirous that the export of slaves from the African 
•dominions of Hia Highness the Sultan of Muscat should cease, and His 
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Higliness tbe Sale&n of Muscatj Id deference to the wishes of Her Majesty 
apd of the British natioo, and io furtherance of the dictates of humanity 
wtdcb have heretofore induced him to enter Into eogagemeot with Great 
Britain to restrict the export of slaves from bis dominions, being williog to 
put an end to that trade, and Her Majesty the Queen of the United King* 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland and His Highness tbe Sultan of Muscat 
having resolved to record with due form and solemnity this further restric* 
tion of the export of slaves, and Her Majesty having g^ven due authority to 
Captain Hamerton, Her Representative at the Court of the Sultan of Muscat, 
to conclude an agreement vdth His Highness, accordingly His Highness 
Saeed 8yiid bin Sultan^ for himself, his beirs and successors, and Captain 
Hamerton, on behalf of the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, her heirs and successors, have agreed upon and concluded tbe 
following Ariiclea 


Article i. 

His Highness tbe Sultan of Jtfuscat here engages to prohibit, under the 
severest penalties, the export of slaves from his African dominions, and to 
issue orders to his Officers to prevent and suppress such trade. 

Article 2. 

His Highness the Sultan of Muscat further engag;es to prohibit, under 
the severest penalties the importation of slaves from any part of Africa into 
his possessions in Asia, and to use his utmost influence with all tbe Chiefs 
of Arabia, Che Red Sea, and the Persian Gulf, in like manner, to prevent 
tbe introduction of slaves from Afnca into their respective territories. 

Article 3. 

His Highness the Sultan of Muscat grants to the ships of Her Majesty's 
Navy as well as to those of the East India Company, permission to sefre 
and confiscate any vessels, (he property of His Highness or of his subjects, 
carrying on slave trade, excepting only such as are engaged in the trans* 
port of slaves from one port to another of his own dominions in Africa 
between tbe port of Lamoo to the north and its dependencies, the northern 
Umit of which is the north point of Kuyhoor Island in 57' (one degree 
and fifty-seven minutes) South Latitude, and the port of Kulwa to the south 
and its dependencies, the southern limit of which is (he Souga Manors or 
P^oda Point in 9^ 2' (nine degrees and two minutes) SouS Latitude, in¬ 
cluding the Islands of ^ansibtf, Pemba, and Monfea, 

Article 4. 

This agreement to commence and have effect from tbe 1st (first) day of

Rules established by His HIGHNESS the Imam of Muscat in 
April 1846, in regard to the Duties to be hereafter charged 
on the cargoes of vessels putting into His Highnbss’s ports. 

In a letier, dated the 13th April 1846, Captain Atkins Hamerton, Her 
Majesty's Consul, and Honourable Co mpao/s Agent in the dominions of 
His Highness the Imam of Muscat, reported that His Highness the Imam of 
Muscat had ordered the following Rules to be henceforth observed in regard 
to the landing or traasbipraent of tbe cargoes of vessels putting into 
Muscat or into any of His Highness's other ports:— 

ARTICLE X. 

That the full duty of 5 per cent, shall he levied on all articles tran¬ 
shipped from one vessel into another in all the ports and harbours belong¬ 
ing to His Highness the Imam. 

ARTICLE d. 

That a vessel of any nation being obliged to put into anv of His High* 
ness’s ports through stress of weather, or Tor the purpose of refit^ shall not 
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b'e reouired to pay duty on any part of bM* cargo which may be landed and 
stored during the repair of the vessel provided it be re'embarlced in her. 

Article 3. 

That no duty shall, under aoy circumstances whatever, be levied oo 
stores, the property of the British voverninent when landed at any of His 
Higbaess’s ports.

Koigbl Commander of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, and 
Knight Grand Coramaoder of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India, be 
having communicated to the Sul (an of Muscat his full powers found in good 
and due form, and the aforesaid Sultan of Muscat, Syud Toorkee bin Saeed, 
acting on his own behalf, they have agreed upon and concluded the follow* 
ing Articles 

Articlb I, 

The import of slaves from the coasts or islands of Africa or elsewhere 
Into the dominions of Muscat, whether destined for transport from one port 
of the Sultan of Muscat's domiufons to another, or for conveyance to 
foreign ports, shall entirely cease, and any vessels engaged in the transport 
or conveyance of slaves after this date shall be liable to seizure and con¬ 
demnation by all such Naval and other Officers, or Agents, and sucb Coorts 
as may be authorized for that purpose on the part of Her Britannic Majesty 
and aJl persons hereafter entering the Sultan's dominions and dependencies 
shall be free.

The Sultan en^gea to protect, to the utmost of his power, all liberated 
slaves, and to punish severely any attempt to molest them or reduce them 
again to slavery.

Her BriUtinic Majesfy engages that natives of Indian States under 
British protection shall, from and after a date to be hereafter fixed, be pro* 
bibited irom possessing slaves, and in tbe meanwhile from acquiring any 
fresh slaves. 

Articlb 5. 

The present Treaty shall be ratified by Her Majestyj and the ratification

I have received your letter of the and instant, and have understood its 
contents. I abide by the agreement made by my father with the British 
Government regarding the Customs duties leviable 00 ^ods landed from 
distressed vessels. For example, if a vessel that puts mto Muscat for re¬ 
pairs, lands her cargo in orSer to undergo such repairs, and re-ships her 
cargo or puts it into another vessel, I forego all claim to duty for the sake of 
the unity between us and the British Govern nent, and will raise no ques¬ 
tion concern log such goods, even though such were liable to doty in the time 
of our ancestors.

.Treaty of Friends HIP, Commerce and Navigation between 
Great Britain and Musk at— 1891. 

Signed at Muscat, March 19^—1891. 

Ratifications were exchanged in 1892. 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kioffdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, Empress of India, and His Highness Uie Seyyid FeysaT bio Turk! 
bin Steed, ouUan of Muskat and Oman, being desirous to confirm and 
strengthen the friendly relations which now subsist between the two coun* 
tries and to promote and extend their commerdal relatieaa^ have named as 
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their Plenipotentiaries to conclude a treaty for this purpose, that is to 
say• 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Gfeat Brltaia and 
Ireland, Empress of India, Colonel Edward Charles Ross, Companion of tbe 
Starof India, Her Britannic Majesty’s Political Resident in the Persian 
Gulf; and His Highness tbe Sultan of Muskat in person ; who had agieed 
upon and concluded the following Articles:— 

ARTICLE t . 

T^e Treaty concluded between the British Government and Sultan 
Seyyid-bln-Sultan of Muskat and Oman oo the 31st May, 1839 (17 Rabia 
^ herelw cancelled and declared void, and tJic present Treaty, 
when ratified, shall be substituted for it. 

Article 2. 

Subjects of Her Britacnic Majesty shall, for the purposes of this Treaty, 
include subjects of Native States in India in alliance with Her Majesty. 
Such subject shall enjoy, immediately aod unconditionally, throughout the 
dominions of His Highness the Sultan of Muskat, with respect to commerce, 
shipping and the exercise of trade, as in every other respect, all the rights, 
privileges, immunities, advantages, and protection of whatsoever nature, 
which are or hereafter may be, enjoyed by, or accorded to, the subjects or 
citizens of the most favoured nation. 

They ahall more especially not be liable to 6ther or more onerous duties, 
imposts, restrictions, or obll^don of whatever description, tbac those to 
which subjects or citizens of the most favoured nation now are, or hereafter 
may be, subjected. 

Article 3. 

The two High Contracting Parties acknowledge redprocally to each 
other tbe right of appointing Consuls to reside in each other’s dominions 
wherever the interests of commerce may require the presence of such 
ofiicers ; and sneb Consuls shall at all times be placed, in the country in 
which they reside, on ihe footing of the Consuls of the most favoared 
nations. Each of tbe High Contracting Parties further agrees to permit bia 
own subjects to be appointed to Consular Offices by the other Contracting 
Party, provided always that the person $0 appointed shall not begin to 
act without tbe previous approbation of the Sovereign whose subjecis they 
may be. The public functionaries of either Government residing Id the 
dominions of tbe other, shall enjoy tbe same privileges, Immunities, and 
exemptions which are enjoyed within tbe same dominions by similar 
public functionaries of other countries. 

Article 4. 

There shall be perfect freedom of commerce and navigation b^^tweeo the 
High Contracting Parties ; each shall allow the subjects of the other to 
enter all ports, creeks, and rivers with their vessels and cargoes, also to 
travel, reside, pursue coomecce and trade, whether wholesale or retail, in 
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each other’s dommioos, and thereia to hire, porchase, aod possess houses, 
warehouses, shops, stores, and lands. British subjects shad everywhere be 
treely permitted, whether personally or by agent, to bargain for, buy, bar- 
tCT, aod sell all kinds of goods, articles of import, or native production, 
whether intended for sale within the dominions of His Highness or for 
export, and to arrange with the owner or his agent regarding the price of 
all such goods and produce without interference of any sort on toe nart 
of theauchonty of His Highness. 

His Highness the Sultan of Muskat binds himself not to allow or recog¬ 
nise the ntablishment of any kind of monopoly or exclusive privilege of 
trade within his dominions to any Government, Association, or individual. 

Article 5. 

Subjectsof Her Britannic Majesty shall be permitted, throughout the 
docmojons of His Highnep the Sultan, to acquire by Gift, purchase, intestate 
sdcce«ion, or onder will, or any other legal manner, land, houses, and 
property of evw descnption, whether moveable or immoveable, to possess 
the same ; and freely to dispose thereof by sale, barter, donation, or other* 

Article 6, 

Bis Highness the Sultan shall be permitted to levy a duly of entry not 
exceeding 5 per cent, on the value of all goods and merchandise, of 
whatever description, imported by sea from foreign countries into His High¬ 
ness s do miDiOns.

(i) All goods and merchandise which, being destined for a foreign 
port, are transhipped from one vessel to another in any of the 
ports of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, or which have 
been for this purpose provisionally landed and deposited in 
any of the Sultan's Custom houses to await the arrival of a 
vessel in which to be re-shipped abroad. But goods and 
merchandise so landed shall be exempted only, provided that 
the consignee or his Agent shall have, on the arrival of the 
shiD, handed over the said goods to be kept under Customs 
seal, and declared them as landed for transhipment, designa- 
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ting at the same time the foreign port of destiDatioo, and also 
provided that the said goods are actually shipped for the said 
foreign port as originaJIy declared, witbio a period net exceed¬ 
ing SIX mooths after their Erst landing, and vritbout having, in 
the interval, changed owners. 

(a) All goods and merchandise which, not being consigned to a 
port within the dominions of the SuUan, have been inadver¬ 
tently landed, provided that such goods are re-shipped within 
a month of beiug so landed and transported abroad.

a vessel of His Highness the Sultan of Muskat, or of one of his subjects enter 
a Bntish port in distress, or be wrecked off the coast of Her Majesty’s domi¬ 
nions, the like help and assistance shall be rendered by the British authorities. 

Article 12 . 

Should sailors or others belonging to a British ship of war, or merchant 
vessel, desert, and take refuge on shore or on board of any of HU Highness's 
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ships, the authorities ot His Highness the SuUaa of Muscat shell, upon request 
of a CoQSular official, or, in his abseoce, of the Captain of the ship, take 
the necessary steps in order to have, thecn arrested end delivered ov^ to 
the Consular offiaal or to the Capt^o. 

In this, however, the Consular officer and Captain shall render every 
assistance.

Subjects of Her Britannic Majesty shall, as regards their person and 
proper^, enjoy within the dominions of His Highness (be Sultan of Muskat 
therighU of es-territoriality.

Translation of a Treaty of Peace between His Highness 
Syud Saeeo bin Sultan, the Imam, the Muscat, and 
Syud Humood, the Chief of Sohar—1839. 

Praise be to Him who has caused peace to be tbe means of adjusting the 
affairs of mankind, and who Is the promoter of friendship in every class ofllfe. 
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The object of writing this paper and these words of truth is, that peace 
has been established between Kis Highness the Imaco of Moscat, Syud 
Saeed, the sop of Syud Sultan, and the Chief of Sohar, the Honourable Syud 
Hunood, the son of Syud Azan, through the mediation of Captain HenneH^ 
the British Resident in the Persian Gulf, this 17th day of Showal A.H. 1255, 
corresponding with the 23td December A.t., 1839, upon the following 
conditions 

Article r. 

That from this day there shall be a perfect, lasting, and established 
peace between the tw o contiactiDg parties. 


Abticlb 2 . 

That the subjects of the two contracting parties shall carry on a free 
intercourse with each other’s territory for purposes of trade without 
hinderance or molestation. 

Article 3. 

Whenever subjects of cither of the two contracting parties remove 
voluntarily froto the territories of the one and take up their residence in 
those of ue other, no blame shall attach to the ruler or tbe territory in 
which they setile, and moreover it shall not be incumbent upon him to cause 
them to return to their original country unless he thinks proper to do so. 

Article 4. 

That neither of the two conlracting parties shall commit any sort of 
aggression upon the territories of the other, neither openly nor secrefly^ 
ano shall not excite others to do so. 

Article 5, 

Id the event of either of tbe two contracting parties proceeding to 
punish any rebellious person among bis own subjects, the other shall not 
assist or support such rebel, either openly or secretly, nor shall encourage 
him in bis rebellion by word or by letter. 

ARTICLE 6. 

As the district of Rooatak, which belongs to Syud Hu mood bin Azan, is 
surrounded by the (eriltory of His Highness Syud Saeed bin Sultan, tbe 
communication aod road between the aforesaid district and the other terri¬ 
tories of Syud Huraood shall not be interrupted or closed. 

Article 7. 

in the event of an enemy arising against Syud Humood and making war 
upon him, His Highness 5 >ud Saeed is to support him in every way to the 
utmost of his power and ability. 
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These are the cooditions upoa which this eag^ment has been made 
on both sides and with the consent of both parties, and to this the Almighty 
is a witness.

Translation of the Treaty of Gulcstan between Russia 

and Persia, 1813. 

Their Majesties the Emperor of Russia aod the King of- Persia, 
actuated by their affections towards their respective subjects,fare anxious to 
commute the present hostilities so repugoact to their disposition, to an 
amicable uoderstaoding. With this view Lieutenant‘General Ritiscbcuf, 
Coveroor-General and Commander-iu'Chief in Georgia, the line oi Caucasus, 
Laghoor, and Astrachan, and Commander-in-Chief ol the Caspiao Fleet, 
Knight of the Order ol Alexander Neuski, of the ist Order ofSt. Anne, 
and 4th of the Military Order of St. George, and of the Sword of Bravery, 
Is fully empowered to treat on the part of His Majesty the Emperor of 
Russia. 

His Excellency Mlrza Abul Hussein Khan, late Ambassador to the 
Courts of Constantinople and London, ol noble descent, &c,, &c., &c., is 
appointed Plenipotentiary on the part of His Majesty the King of Persia. 

The Plenipotentiaries having met at the Russian camp on the banks of 
Zuivan near Guli Stan io the district of Karabagb, and having exchanged 
their credentials in the name of their respective Sovereigns whom they 
severally represent, hold themselves bound religiously to observe for ever 
the articles and conditions here entered into. 

Article i. 

After tbe conclusion of this Treaty the hostilities which have hitherto 
existed between the States of Russia and Persia sbaU cease, and peace sball 
be established between the respective sovereigns and their allies for everi 

Article 2. 

The status quo ad presentem having been agreed on as the basis of 
treating in virtue of this arrangement, the several districts hitherto pos¬ 
sessed by tbe respective States shall remain under theji subjection, and the 
frontier is determined in tbe manner under written. 

The line ol demarcation is to commence from the plain of Aduna Bazar, 
running direct towards the plain of Mogban to the ford of tbe Anas at 
Yulo Bulook, up the Anas totKe Junction of the Capennuk Cbace at the 
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back of the hill of Mekri; from thepce the boundaty of Karabagh and 
Nukahivao 1$ from above the mountains of Alighuz to Duahghuz,aod thence 
the bouDdary of Karabagh, Nukshivan, Etivand, and also part of Georgia, 
and of Kuzah and SbiJms*ud-deen Loo U separated by Eishuk Meldaun ; 
from Elshuk Meidaua the line is the chain of mountains on the right and 
the river of Humya Chummup^ and from the tops of the mountains of 
AUgbuz It runs along the vill^eof Shoorgll and between those of the village 
of Mvstery until it reachte the river of Arpschabi; and as the district of 
Tallsh during the hostilities has been partially subjected by the contending 

parties, for the purpose of strengthening mutual confidence after the con¬ 
clusion of the Treaty, Commissioners shall be appointed respectively, who, 

in concurrence with each other and with the cognizance of the Governors 
Mnceroed, shall determine what mountains, rivers, lakes, villages, and fields 
shall mark the line of frontier, having first ascertained the respective pos¬ 
sessions at the time of making the Treaty, and holding in view the siattis 
fuo ad firfSiftUm is the hisis on which the boundaries are to be deter¬ 
mined. 

If ^e possessions hi either of the High Contracting Parties shall have 
been infringed on by the above-mentioned boundaries, the Commissioners 
shall rectify it on the basis of tbe status fuo ad ^reseniem. 

Article 3, 

His Majesty the King of Persia, in demonstration of his amicable senti¬ 
ments towards ihe Emperor of Russia, acknowledges ip his own pame and 
that of his heirs the sovereignty of the Emperor o\ Russia over the pro¬ 
vinces of Karab^h and Georgia, pow called Elisabeth Paul, the districts of 
Sbekle, Sbiriwan, Kobek, Derbend, Bakoobeh, and such part of Talisb as 
18 now possessed by Russia, the whole of Degesten, Georgia, tbe tract of 
Shoorgll, Achook, Bash, Gooreea, Mingrelia, Abtichar, the whole country 
between the boundary at present esUblished and the line of Caucasus, and 
all tbe territory between the Caucasus and the Caspian Sea. 

Article 4. 

His Majesty the Emperor of Russia, actuated by similar feelings to¬ 
wards His Majesty of Persia, and in the spirit of good neighbourhood wish¬ 
ing the Sovereign of Persia always to be firmly established on the throne, 
eoga^ for himself aod heirs to recognise the Prince who shall be nomi¬ 
nated heir-apparent, and to afford him assistance in case he should reonlre 
it to suppress any opposing party. The power of Persia will thus be in¬ 
creased by the aid of Russia. The Emperor engages for himself and heirs 
not to interfere in the dissensions of the Prince, unless the aid of the 
Russian arms is required by the King of the tijue- 

Articlb 5. 

The Russian merchantmen ou the Caspian Sea shall, according to their 
former practice, have permission to enter the Persian harbours, and,the Per- 
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slans shall reoder to the Russiao Marioe all friendly aid in case of casualties 
by stcrra or shipwrecki 

Persian mercbaotmen shall eujoy the same privilege of eatering Russian 
harbours, and the like aid shall be afforded to the Persian marine by the 
Russians In ease of casualties by storm or shipwreck. 

The Russian flag shall fly in the Rossian ships*ol-wax which are per¬ 
mitted to sail in the Cupian, as formerly; no other nation whatever shaO be 
allowed ships*of-war on the Caspiao. 

Article 6 . 

The whole of the prisoaera taken either in battle or otherwise, whether 
Christiaos or of any other religion, shall be mutually cxchaoged at the 
«piration of three months after the date of the si enalure of the Treaty 
The High Contracting Parties shall give a sum to each of the prisoners for 
his expenses, and send them to Kara Ecclesla; those charged with the 
superintendence of the exchange on the frontiers shall give notice to each 
other of the prisoners being sent to the appointed place, when Ih^ shall be 
exchanged ; and any person who either volantarlly deserted or fic5 after the 
commission of a crime shall have permission to return to his country, [or] 
sbali remain without molestation. All deserters who return to their country 
shall be forgiven by both contracting parties. ' 

Article 7. 

In addition to the above articles, the two contracting sovereigns have 
been pleased to resolve to exchange Ambassadors, who at a proper period 
will be sent to their respective capitals, where they will meet with that 
honour due to their rank, and due attention shall be paid to the requests they 
may ^ charged to make. Mercantile a^nts shall be appointed to reside in 
the different cities for the purpose of assisting the merchants in carrying on 
their trade ; they shall only retain ten followers; they shall be in no ways 
molested ; they shall be treated with respect and atteotioc, and parties of 
either nation injured in the way of trade may by their interference have 
their grievances redressed. 


Article fl. 

With regard to the intercourse of caravans, the merchants of either 
country must be provided with a passport that they may travel either by sea 
or land without fear, and individuals may reside in either country for the 
purpose of trade so long as it suits iheir convenioDce, and they shall meet 
with no opposition when they wish to return home. In regard to mereban- 
dise and goods, brought from Russia to Persia, or sent from Persia to Russia, 
the proprietors may at their own discretion either sell or exchange them for 
other property. Merchants having occasion to complain of failure of pay¬ 
ment or other grievances will state the nature of their cases to the mercan¬ 
tile agents; or, if there are none resident in the place, they will apply to the 
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Governor, wbo wIU examine info the merits of their representatioos, and will 
be careful that no injustice be o^red this class of men. Russian merchanCa 
having entered Persia with merchandise will have permission to convey it to 
any countiy in alliance with that State, and the Per«an Government will 
readily furnish them a passport to enable them to do so. In like manner, 
Persian merchaots who visit Russia will have permission to proceed to any 
countiy in alliance with Russia. In case of a Russian merchant dyingin 
Persia, and his goods remaining in Persia, as they are the property of a 
subject of a friendly State, the? shall be taken charge of by the proper con¬ 
stituted authorities, and shall ht delivered over, on demand, to the lawful 
h«ra of the deceased, who shall have penaissioa to dispose of them. As 
this is the custom among all civilised nations, there can be no objection to 
this arrangement. 

Article 9, 

The duties on Russian merchandise brought to Persian ports shall be 
in the proportion, of five hundred dinars (or 5 percent.) on property of the 
value of one toman, which having been paid at one city the goods may be 
conveyed to any part of Persia without any further demand or duty being 
made on any pretence whatever, The like percentage, and nothing more, 
will be paid on exports. The import and export duties from Persian mer- 
cbants in Russia will be levied at the same rate. 

Article 10. 

On the arrival of goods at the seaport towns, or such as come by land- 
carrjj^ to the frontier towns of the two States, merchants shall be allowed 
to sell or exchange their goods without the farther permission of the Cus¬ 
tom House Officers, because it is the duly of Custom House Officers to pre¬ 
vent all sorts of delay in the prosecution of trade, and to receive the King's 
customs from the bnyer or seuer as may be agreed between them, 

Article 11 . 

After the signature of this Treatv the respective plenipotentiaries shall 
immediately announce the peace to the different frontier posts and order the 
suspension of all further hostilitres ; and two copies of this Treaty being 
taken with Persian translation's, they shall be signed and sealed*^ by the 
respective plenipotentiaries, and be exchanged. They must then be ratified 
by the signatures of their Majesties of Russia and Persia, and the ratifica¬ 
tions shall be exchanged in the course of three months.

In the name of Almighty God, 
His Majesty the Most High, Most 
Illustrious, and Most Powerful Em- 
pttct and Autocrat of all the Rus* 
sias, and His Majesty the Shah of 
Persia, equally aoi mated by a sio* 
cere desire to put a period to the 
evils of a war entirely contrary to 
their mutual wishes, and to re^esfa* 
blish on a solid basis the former 
relations of good neighbourhood 
and amity between the two States, 
through the medium of a peace, 
comprising in itself the guarantee 
of its duration, by the removal of 
all causes of future difference and 
misunderstanding, have appointed

Agreement between Russia and Persia recognizing the 
River Attrek as forming the Boundary between the 
two States on the East Coast of the Caspian Sea. 
13th December 1869.* 

On the J3th December 1869 the following Agreement was signed 
between Russia and Persia recognizing the sovereigntjr of Persia up to the 
banks of the Attrek:*^ 

“His Majesty the Sbah having on the I3th instant (4lh December re* 
quested the Undersigned, Envoy Eatraordioary and Minister Plenlpoten- 
liary of His Majesty the Emperor, to explain for what object the fort at 
Kiril Soo (Krasnovodsk was being constructed, and having also required 
an assurance that the Rossiao authorities would in no way interfere with 
the affairs of the Yemut Turkomans, and of those living on the Attrek and 
Goorgan Rivers ; also, that no fori or stronghold should hereafter be bnllt 
at the embouchures of the Attrek or Goorgan Rivers ; and likewise that 
they should not interfere in any way with the possessions of Persia, hot 
that the Persian Government should continue to maintain the authori^ 
they have hitherto held in respect to these tribes and their territories, in 
accordance with the wish expressed by His Majesty the Shah, the 
signed lost no time in referring by telegraph to the Ministry of the Foreign 
afairs to Hla Majesty the Emperor, and he has now the pleasure to bring to 
the knowledge of the Ministers of His Majesty the Shah tbe reply which he 
has just received to the effect that the Government of His Majesty the 
Emperor recognises the authority and sovereignty of Peraa up to the 
banks of the Attrek River, and that they have no iotenllon to construct 
any fort.

On the a6th March 1873 the British Charge d’Affaires at Tehran 
(Mr. R. Thomson) reported that the Persian Government conadered that 
the Declaration made by Russia on the 13th December iSdp had no refer¬ 
ence to the territory in the interior towards Kborassan, but regarded only 
the territory adjoining the Province of Astrabad, that is to say, from the 
Caspian Sea, at the mouth of the Attrek, along the banks of that river, for 
about 30 miles to where the Goorgan district ended:^

Article i. 

The Persiaa Govecnment concedes to Messrs. Siemens aad Halske of 
Berlio and St. Petersburg, and to Messrs. Siemens Brothers and London 
the exclusive right to construct and manage a telegraphic line brtween the 
Russian Frontier (Joolfa) and Tehran. 1 his line wiU be the continuation of 
a direct line between London and Joolfa. 

Article a. 

The grantees engage lo organize the line, so that it shall be ready to be 
opened throughout its whole length not later than two years after the 
receipt of the present concession. No further delay will be allowed unless 
the execution of the work be hindered by clrcumstaocea beyond the control 
of the grantees.

Article 3. 

The ^antees engage to construct the line solidly, and to maintain it in 
a good stale of repair during the whole term of the concession. The tele* 
graphic wires must be made of iron of the best quality, and must have a 
diameter of at least six roillemetrej (very nearly quarter of an inch). The 
standards are to be of iron. The grantees are bound to submit the project 
of the formation of the line from Joolfa to Tehran for the sanction of the 
Persian Government, The line will at first be constructed with two wires, 
but the grantees have the right, in case of need, to increase the number. 
The grantees, moreover, engage to provide their stations with ioslrumeots 
of I he best quality. The method 0? working management of the line must 
be previously commuoicated to the Persian uovemment. 

Article 4. 

The I me of the grantees is solely destined for the despatch of Indo- 
European telegrams. The Administration of Persian Telegraphs entrusts to 
the grantee, to be despatched to their destination, all the telegrams which it 
receive for India or Europe. Messages from India or Europe for Persia are 
to be transmitted by the grantees to the proper station of the Persian tel^ 
graph, to be sent, by its medium, to those lor whom they are intended. All 
direct intercourse with the public for the receiptor uaos mission of mes¬ 
sages is prohibited to the graotees, unless the Persian Government authorizes 
the grantees to transmit inland messages in a foreign language, in which 
case they are to charge for such messages at the rate fixed m the Govern* 
i^ent tariff, 
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Article 5. 

On the PersUn territory the telegraphic line will be considered as a 
Government iastitutioo, and with respect to its organkation and security it 
will enjoy the same rights as those accorded to telegraph Hoes of the 
Persian Uovemmeat. 

ARTICLE 6. 

The Persiao Govemoient exempts the nantees from customs duties 
on the importation ol materials destjoed for the oigaoitatioa of the Persian 
branch of the line. The Persian Government must be previously informed 
of the quantity of the materials to be imported. The grantees are equally 
exempt from all inland imposts. 

Article 7. 

The grantees have the right to run their line through towns and 
villages as well as through private property^ without paying aoy indemnity 
for the ground occupied. 

Article 8. 

The following arrangement has been made with respect to the settlement 
of the tariff for the Indo-European correspondence ;— 

(d)»Under the head of exceptions to the tariff generally adopted, half 
messages of ten words may be transmitted for half the price fixed for the 
unit measage of twenty words. 

(^) For every additional five words over and above the twenty, at 
quarter of the price of the unit message of twenty words will be charged in 
addition. 

(r)—The majumum pyice for the unit message of twenty words from 
London to the western purt of India shall not exceed four pounds sterlmg, 
dating from the time when the BngUsh tariff lor messages transmitted by the 
submarine lines of the Persian Cult and the Indian Oceao shall have been 
reduced to half the actual rate; until then the mice of a despatch of twenty 
words must not be higher than that fisedior the despatch of a similar 
message between Europe and India by the Turkish line. 

[d )—The fixing of the tariff for commuoicatioos between India and the 
intermediate stations is left to the free will of the grantees, on condition 
that the price for the despatch of a message from an iutermediate station to 
India sb^l not, in any case, exceed that which is charged for the whole 
line. 

Article 9. 

Until the expiration of the term of the Anglo-Persian Convention of 
the 23rd November 1865, the grantees renounce all right to participate in 
the receipts for iotersational messages sent from Joolfa to Bunder Bushire 
or vice versi. The granties, therefore, are to receive nothing for the 
transmission of Indo-European messages between Joolfa and Tehran until 
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the expiry of the term ibove-nientioaed ; but, oo the other hand, the price 
at present fixed by tbe Petso-Hu&sian Convention be not in any caae raised 
during the present grant. 

After tbe expiry of tbe teroi of the Angio-Persiaa Convention above- 
mentioned the Tehran-Shirar-Buoder-Busb ire line is to be banded over in 
good condition, to tbe grantees, unless the Persian Government, in tbe 
meantime, should coo elude a fresh agreemeut ^ith the English Covernme^nt 
concerning that line. In the first case the conditions of the present ^ree- 
ment will be e<^ual]y applicable to the Tebran-Bunder-Bushire line, with this 
di^erence only that a tdegraph wire is to be placed at tbe disposal of the 
Governmecit each day for ten hours for the Persian correspondence. The 
Persian Government will have its own servants for this service regarding 
tbe details of which it will come to an understanding with the grantees. 

in case the Tebraa*Buoder-6u$hire line is handed over to the grantees 
the latter promise to pay the Persian Government for each IndcKEuropean 
despatch of twenty wor^s the sum of two franca. 

For half messages this payment will also be reduced to one^balf. For 
messages which contain more than twenty words half a franc extra will be 
paid for every additional five words over and above the twenty. If, on the 
contrary, the Persian Government concludes with England another agree- 
nient for the said line, the grantees have tbe right to a .third (one-third) 
of the charge fixed tor messages between Joolfa and Bunder-Bushire, 
which, however, is never to exceed ten francs and a half. The Persian 
Government engages tu transmit, on the Tehran-Bunder-Busbire line, 
half messages of less than ten words for half the price for a message of 
twenty words. For their own messages concerning the administration of 
the line the grantees will have nothing to pay. If during tbe terra of tbe 
agreement any special competition whatsoever or any other unforeseen 
circumstances should happen, which might necessitate a considerable re¬ 
duction from tbe maximum of tbe general tariff, the Persian Govern¬ 
ment, after having assured itself of,tbe indispensable necessity of this 
measure, wiU give Us assent to an agreement more favourable to the 
grantees. 

Article 20. 

The Persian Government will have a right to adopt measure of con¬ 
trol with tbe object of ensuring tbe exact performance of the present 
agreement, but which most, nevertheless, neither binder nor retard the 
traasmission of messages. In like manner the Persian Government will 
have the right of Inspecting the registers and proceedings of the grantees 
through a functionary specially appointed for the purpose previously 
notified by the Government 

Article u. 

'Die Persian Government will have the right, whilst paying tbe priOe 
established by the Persian taciff, to transmit official messages Sy tbe Use of 
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the grantees. The grantees procnise to place on their standards, between 
Joolfa and Tehran, the new Government wire, and to replace it during the 
whole term of the present agreement. To iodemnify the grantees the Per¬ 
sian Government will repay to them the expenses for putting up the above- 
mentioned Une only. The iron standards (their purchase, fixing, and re¬ 
placing) will be at the expense of the grantees.

'Ilje adjustment of accounts between the grantees and the Government 
will be made quarterly. If the payments due to the Govwmment shall not 
be made within three months after the settlement of accounts, the Govern¬ 
ment will have a right to sequester the property of the grantees until the 
whole amount is liquidated. In order to facilitate intercourse with the Per¬ 
sian Government the grantees are to appoint a special Agent at Tehran. 


Articlb 13. 

The duration of the agreement is fixed for twenty-five years, dating 
from the day when the tet^raphic working of the line shall have com¬ 
menced. At the exiuration of this time the privilege will cease, and the 
grsntees must come to terms beforehand with the Governmeot as to the 
continuance of their use of the Indo-European telegraphic line. In case 
they do not come to an understanding on this point, the whole organired 
line, by virtue of the agreement, will be handed over, in good condi¬ 
tion and without indemnity, to the Persian Government. 


Articls 14. 

If during the term of the grant the grantees have, with the consent of 
the Governraentjput up new wires to increase the means of communication, 
and if at the expiry of the grant no arrangemnt baa been made for its pro¬ 
longation, the Govemment promises to pay the grantees, according to a 
valuation, an indemnity for these new wires. This valuation will be made 
by a Goveroment Commission and an authorised Agent on the part of 
the grantees. 


Article 15. 

It will always be in Ihe power of the grantees to transfer the rights 
accorded to them by the present grant, together with obligations ^unied 
by them to a company, the rules of which ought to be confirmed by Govern¬ 
ment. The grantees are, nevertheless, expected to take at least a filth 
part d the stock of such new company.

Copy of Trbatv concluded by Mr, George Siemens witli 
the Persian Government on behalf of the Indo- 
European Telegraph Company.— a4th May 1869. 

The conclusions accepted 1 ^ the Vienna Conference having altered tbe 
basis 0! the concession of iitb January 1868, granted to Messrs. Siemens 
and Halske and Siemens Brothers, by compelling the said grantees to fix a 
tariff which is below the mlnimuoi of 100 francs, stipulated in the 8th Article 
of the said concession, tbe Persian Government and tbe grantees have agreed 
upon the following Articles s— 


Article i. 

Tbe Persian Goveromeot concedes to the grantees from the zst January 
JS70 to tbe expiration of the Treaty of 23rd October 1S65 all tbe rights 
which it possesses uoder this Treaty in the receipta accruing from tbe inter¬ 
national messages sent by the Tehran-Busblre line. 

After the expiration of this Trea^ the Tebran*Bu$bire line shall be 
made over to the grantees, unless the Persian Government should make at 
the time a new convention with tbe British Govemment concerning this line 
on the same finaodal buis. 

Should the treaty be renewed, the Persian Uovemnent concedes to tbe 
grantees, up to tbe 1st January 1893, tbe date of the expiration of the con¬ 
cession of nth January 1868, all the rights which would revert to the Persian 
Government, aud which tbe renewal 01 the Anglo*Persian Convention would 
still give it, over two-tbirds of tbe receipts accruing from the internationai 
messages sent by the line between jooliaaod Busbire, the remaining one- 
third already belonging to tbe grantees, as stipulated in tbe 9th Article of 
the concession of 11th January 1868. 

Tbe grantees shall themselves collect the above-mentioned receipts; aud 
abail arrange with the British Government to this effect. 

In return the grantees shall pay to the Persian Government during the 
35 yearSj commencing from ist February 1870 tu the xSt January 1895, 
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€ith«r a duty of two francs for each message of transit passing through the 
Joolfa-Bushire line, with the exception of service messages, or an ann^ sub¬ 
sidy of 18.000 tomaos, whichever it may prefer. They shall pay this duty 
or the fixed subsidy in both cases, whether the Tebrao-Bushire line he made 
over to them, or whether it remains under its present management, the 
granteea only enjoying the revenues which revert to the Peraan Govern- 
meut and to themselves. 

Moreover, the grantees are willing, should the Persian Govertneot d«re 
it, to pay all the debts which this Government has contracted up to the 
present lime with the British Government for the purchase of telegraphic 
materials, as well as the debts which the Ad ministration of the Persian 
telegraphs has incurred, to the same Gofernineat for the construction of 
the line. 

The amount of these debts must be stated by the Persian and British 
Governments before the ist January 1S71. From ihe commencenient of 
this period the grantees shall be authorised to reimburse themselves by 
deducting every year the twenty-fourtb part of the sum slated by the sad 
GoTcrnmenis from the suhridy or the duties payable to the Persian Govern¬ 
ment. 

lo case the settlement of accounts between the said Governments isoot 
effected at the above-mentioned date another term, notexccediog oae year, 
shall be fixed for such settlement. The grantees shall then have the right 
to reimburse themselves by retaining every year a sum equal to the twenty- 
third part of the sum stated. 

If the accounts ace not adjusted even at the end of the latter period, 
the grantees shall be freed from this obligation. 

ARTICLE 2. 


Moreover, the Persian Govern raent grania to the actual possessore of 
the concession of nth January 1868 the exclusive privilege of erecting and 
working a telegraph line with one wire between Shiraa and Bunder Abbass. 

The grantees are bound to inform the Persian Government of the direc¬ 
tion of the line before proceeding upon its construction. 

The grantees engage to finish the coostruedon of this line as quickly as 
possible. 

The grantees engage to construct the line and to maintain it in good 
working order during the whole term of their administration. The lelegraph 
® wire shall be made of iron of the best quality,

hielres.* The standards shall be of iron; the 
Instruments etc., of Ihe best quality. If practicable, the stations at Shirar 
shall be built on the grounds of the Persian Telegraph ; at other pia«s, on 
«cb ^tes t IhTMfnister of Foreign Affairs and the grantees shall d«m 
suitable, and which shall be given to the latter free of cost from lands 
belonging to the Persian Government. 
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Like the already existing lines,the new Hne is designed to transmit 
international messages which shall pass the line oi the grantees between 
London and Tehran. 

The line shall be considered as an iostitutioD of the Government, and 
shall enjoy, in regard Co its organization and security, all the privileges 
accorded to the lines of the Persian Government. 

The Persian Government exempts the granteea from customs duties of 
Che importation of materials destined for the organization and maintenance 
of this Jine and of its stations, and absolves them from the payment of all 
inland dues. The Custom House officers shall have the right to visit the 
stations belonging to the grantees on the frontier. 

The grantees shall have the right to carry their line in the direction 
sanctioned by Government through towns and villages shirting the routes, 
without being liable to pay any In^mnlty for the land occupied by the line. 
In places where the line shall pass through the property of private iodivi- 
dums or communities, the graotees shall enjoy the right of compulsory 
appropnation In accordance with the rules in force ; and in the proportion 
which the Government shall deem indispensable. 

The duration of the concession is limited to 25 years, commencing 
from the date on vrbich the working of the Shiraz-^uadar Abbess line 
shall have b^un. After the expiration of this period the privilege shall 
cease, and the grantees shall have to come to an understanding with the 
Persian Government on the subject of their continued possession of this 
line. In case no arrangement on this point shall have been come to, the 
whole line organized by virtue of this concession, together with the build¬ 
ings at the stations^ sbalf be made over to the Persian Government without 
any indemni^. 

As the SbiraS'Bunder-Abbass concession will expire after the ist Janu¬ 
ary i$p5 the safety and rapidity of ioteroationnI traffic, which depend on 
uniformity of administration, would probably be imperilled if at that time 
the Government resumed the Joolfa-Tchran Tehran-Biishire lines,, 
wbile the Shiraz-Buoder Abbass line still continued for some time in the 
bands of the grantees. 

l^e Persian Government, wishing to obviate this inconvenience, and 
..not wishing to resume the Sbiraz-Bunder Abbass line before the expiration 
of this coo cession, so that it might not be compelled to indemnify the 
grantees for the expenses of construction which they might not have yet 
incurred, consents to extend the concession for the Jooifa-Tehran line and 
the arrangement regarding the Tehran-Bushire line till the expiration of 
the Shitaz-Bunder Abbass concessions. 

Id return the grantees shall pay to the Persian Government for the 
working of this line a sum of 1,000 (omaos annually during the first-half of 
the 35 years, and 3,000 tomans an Dually during the second-half, the pay- 
o»ai to commence from the date on which the line is opened to inter- 
natloaal correspondence. 
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If the Joolfa-Tehrao concession and tie arrangemeot regarding the 
Tehrao-Boabire Hoe are extended beyond the tst January 1895, they shali 
pay from this date, till the expiration of the Shiraz-Bunder Abbass concession, 
an annual aubsidy of 15,000 tomans io lieu of the 12,000 tomans fixed by 
Article 1 of the present Agreement. 

If, during the term of the concesaon, the grantees should set up addi¬ 
tional wires to increase the means of communication, the Persian Govern¬ 
ment engages to pay the grantees, on the surrender of the line, an iadem« 
nity for tnese additional wires fixed on an estimate made by a Government 
Commisaiooef and an aulhorised Agent on the part of the grantees- 

It shall at all times be lawful to the grantees to tpvnsfer Ihe rights 

accorded to them by the present concession, together with the obligations 

assumed by them, to another Company, the rules of which ought to be sanc¬ 
tioned by the Government, It is agreed that the number of foreign 
employes throughout the whole length of the Shiraz-Bunder Abbess line 
shall not exceed 50. 

Article 3. 

The clauses of the former concession of nth January 1868 remain ia 
force unless modified by the foregoing stipulations. 

ARTICLE 4. 

His Excellency the Mioisler for Foreign Affairs of His Majesty the 
Shah of Persia and Mr, George Siemens, the lawfully consdtuted agent of 
the grantees, having met and exchanged their powers, have signed two 
copies of this paper, and have affixed their seals thereto.

Translation of a Telegraphic Convention between 
Russia and Persia, May 34, 1879 (E. Jemade es 
Sanee, 1296). 

The Government of His Imperial Majesty of all the Russias^ having 
determined to connect tbeir military commands across the Caspian wltn 
those in Russia by a telegraph line in conjunction with telegraph wire now 
existing in Persia, is desirous to construct a line for this object from 
Chekisnler to Astcabad; thertlore the undersigned have agreed upon the 
following articles 

Article i. 

The Government of His Imperial Majesty of Russia will at their own 
cost construct a telegraph line from Chekishler to the town of Astrabad, so 
that it may be there connected with tbe Persian telegraph lines. 

Article s. 

Tbe Government of His Imperial Majesty tbe Shah of Persia sanctions 
the construction of that part of the line which be in Persian territory 
between Chekishler and Astrabad. The Russian Government will previously 
inform that of Persia which route may be chosen for that part of the line, 
and the Persian Ministers will then imtnedlately grant leave W Its construe' 
tlon. 

Article 3. 

The Persian Ministers will not consider themselves entitled to any re* 
compense or compeosatioo for the construction of that part of the Hoe 
between Chelo^ler and Astrabad which may be in Persian territory, and 
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tliey also engage not to da!m custom duty for any material or implemeota 
which may be necessary for the construction and keeping in repair of this 
part of line to be constructed between Cbekishler ana Aattabad. 

Article 4. 

The Ministers of His Majesty the Shah undertake as far as in 'them Iiea 
to protect sucb part of the telegraph line from Cheldshler to Astrabad as 
may be in Persia whether during construction or after completion, They 
engage to protect it and keep it in M'orking order, that is to say, its 
exploitation. 

Article 5. 

The cost of repairing the whole of the telegraph line from Cbekishler 
to Astrabad will rest with the Russian Government until the expiration of 
this convention. 

Article 6. 

After the erection of the telegraph line from Cbekishler to Astrabad 
any telegraph messages from Russian stations on the eastern coast of the 
Caspian wfll be received and transmitted hy the Persian telegraph lines. 
The Persian Ministers consent to the transmission and receipt <J telegraph 
messages by the Persian telegraph lines whether they be in Russian or (any 
other) Foreign language, or in cypher; (and) to give permission for the 
stationing of Russian Telegraph ofecers at Persian telegraph stations 
from JooTfa up to Astrabad itself, and wherever they ma^ be deemed 
requisite for the transmission of messages in due order and without delay. 

Article 7. 

The rights and duties of the Russian signallers who may reside in the 
Persian telegraph stations by virtue of Article VI of this Convention, the 
rules of their intercourse with the Persian Telegraph Department, and in 
conformity with the arrangement which Js known in French as the ''r>^clara> 
tlon Mioiateriel " concluded between the Persian and Russian Governments 
on the a8th of October 1870, and will be as follows t—

This Convention will be in force for a year from the day of Its signature :

As the Telesraph Convention of the ^^th May 1879* (and Jemade es 
4 nee I2 q 6L contracted between the Ministry for Foreign Afturs and the 
Rushan Legation at Tehran has expired, and the Rsusian Government 
wish to keep up coromuoicatiou with their military authorities on the east 
coast of the Caspian Sea the undersigned have agreed upon the following 

articles:— 

Article 1. 

In order that the aforesaid communications may pass through without 
inss of time, the Persian Government engage to protect as far as is m tboir 
nower such telegraph wires of the Chekisbler-Astrabad line as pass through 
lersian terriloil. In virtue of Article XI of the Convention of the |Jth 
Mavx 879 * the lines which have been constructed on Persian territory 
have become the property of the Persian Government, which now engages 
to protect them and keep them In working order, that is to say, their 
“cxDloitatioo” and the horsemen who are employed to protect the tele¬ 
graph lines will accompany the Russian telegraph employes on Iheif mspeo 
tioo ^ these Hoes. 

Article 2. 


The Russian Government on its side engages to pay all expenses of re- 
oairs to the wires from Chekishler to Astrabad during the time that this 
Convention is in force. 1 he Persian Government also engages not to claim 
customs duty for any material and implements which may be necessary for 
the construction and keepiog la repair of the said line. 

ARTICLE 3. 

The Persian Govetament will givepermisaon foe station lag Russian tele¬

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be deemed requisite for the transmission of messages in due order and 
without delay, and their duties and rights will be the same as those enacted 
in the Convention of the ^ May 1879. 

Article 4. 

For messages io transit between Joolfa and Astrabad, and also between 
Fussiao stations on the eastern aide of the Caspian and Tehran, with tbe 
Persian telegraph stations to the north of that place, in conformity with 
the arrangement of the and April 1880, between the Governments of 
Russia and Persia, which is known in French as the ‘'Declaration,^’ the 
Persian Government is to receive 30 centimes a word, and between 
Knssian stations on the east of the Caspian and the south of Tehran 60 
centimes will be paid to the Persian Government. 

AETtCLE 5. 

The transmission of all Government measles passing over Persian 
lines between Astrabad and Joolfa will take precedence of private messages 
from Persian telegraph stations, but not of the ofScial messages of the 
Persian Government. 


Article 6. 

In order that no delay should take place in the transmission of 
messages between Joolfa and Astrabad, the lines must be inspected and 
repaired; therefore the Persian Government engages to set aside one^ 
tenth of the amount received by Persia for messages, io virtue of this 
Convention, for the necessary repairs, and the Persian Telegraph Depart¬ 
ment sliall expend that amount In making the said repairs, unless In Che 
case of its being found that so large a sum Is not required for that pur* 
pose. 


Article 7. 

This Conventioa will be in force so long as the Russian Government 
requires to keep op telegraphic communications with its military authori¬ 
ties in the Caspian, and when no longer necessary (or such communication 
the Russian Government will without delay inform the Persian Government 
of the fact.

Shah of all the Provinces of Persia, and His Excellency Monsieur.de 
Butsow, Minister Plenipotenliaiy and Envoy Extraordinary of His 
Imperial Majesty the Most Mighty Emperor of all the Provinces of 
Russia, empowered by tbeir respective Governments have drawn up the 
following conditions 

(1) Tbe Persian Goverument engages, for the space of ten 

years, beginning from the 3 ^ate of the signature of this 
agreement, neither itself to construct a railway 10 Persian 
territory, nor to permit nor grant a concession for the 
construction of railways to a Company or ofher persons ; 
and after the expiration of ten years tbe renewal of tbe 
proloogation shall be immediately discussed between the 
two parties. 

(2) By railway lines is understood those upon which steam or 

an other power is used, of which all kinds are included in this 
agreement. 


(3) Tramway lines worked by horses are excluded from this agree¬ 

ment, but only those in towns and on roads near towns. 

(4) A railway line from Tehran to Sheroran, where the .summer 

residences of His Most Sacred Sublime Majesty are situated, 
tbe most distant of which i$ two farsakhs from Tehran, is 
excluded from this engagement and agreement. 


(5) After the signature of this agreement that portion of the 
document, dated Pejeb 1300 (March i8£8) relating to 
railways, becomes null and void.

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Abstract translation of the Tumbaku, Tobacco and Salt 

Convention between Persia and Turkey, signed on the 
3 1 St Skadeh 1292 (1875) at Constantinople and renewed m 
1302 A. H. 

Article i, 

The imporUtbn of salt and tobacco io any shape or- form whatsoever, 
the prodncts of Persia, inlo Turkey Is prohibited, and this prohibition shall 
conJnne so long as similar prohibition remain in force with other nations. 
The Persian Government has also the right to prohibit the importation of 
Turkish $alt and tobacco into Persia. 

Article 2. 

The duty on Persian turabaku imported into Turkey, by land or sea, 
shall be 75 per cent, of its net value. This duty once levied no further 
dues of any kind shall be leviable in Turkey. 

Article 3. 

The 75 per cent, shall he leviable in accordance with a tariff to be 
agreed upon by the two parties. 

From the beginning of the month of Nalaan in the ^ar 1291 of the 
Turkish era to a period of three months, the amount of the customs duw 

on tumbaku levied at the Customs Houses of Erzerum, Bagdad, and Jeddah^ 
together with the minimum amount ol tumbaku brought to the aforesaia 
places in the above^tnentloned period shall be calculated, and the mean 
average of the result of that calculation shall be adopted as the basis of the 
first tariff of tbe convention. Tumbaku which shall not have reached during 
the aforesaid period shall be valued in accordance with tbe lowest price of 
its kind during a period of a year prior to the above mentioned three 
months. The tariff shall remain in force for a period of ten years from its 
establishment. Should one of the Contracting parties request a change or 
alteration thecein during a period of three months prior to the expiration 
of the agreed period it shall be renewed. Should no such request be made 
the tariff shall remain in force for a further ten years. After the expiration 
of each ten years, should no request for an alteration have been made by 
one parly or the other, it shall be the rule that the tariff remains in force 
for a Turtter seven years. For the regulation of the tariff, in accor<wnce 
with the aforesaid basis, and for the determination of the depreciations, 
such as " moisture,*' “ weight of bags," the reduction of which is custo¬ 
mary, after the establishmeot of this Convent Ion a Commission ^all ht 
formed tbe memberq of which shall endeavour to complete their work 
previous to the commencement of the period when the tariff sliall coi^iq 
ID tq force, 
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Ariicls 4. 

The duty of 75 per ceot, as abo^e, shall be levied at the first Turkish 
Customs House, but, in order lo facilitate comcnerce, those wishing to pay 
the duty »t the place of sale shall do as follows 

The Persian zoerchant importing tumbaku into Turkey shall imnedb 
ately deliver it to the Customs House^ where it sb^l be weighed and its 
wrapper deducted from it. On the determination of its net weight should 
it be sold in the place the 75 per cent, must be immediately paid and a 
paper (tezkereb) for it taken, but should it be proposed to lake It elsewhere 
(or sale the owner must proceed to the Customs and present a nerchact 
of credit as a guarantee and execute a bond, binding himself to transport 
the tumbaku to the place he intends selling it in wiihizi a reasonable deter¬ 
mined period, and after having his teakereh countersigned by the local Cus¬ 
toms authority be shall return it to the place of entry, where he shall pay the 
75 per ceoi. After presenting a guarantee and executing the bond a 
paper will be banded over to the merchant setting forth the weight of his 
goods nnd the date within which it shall be delivered to the Customs House 
of tbe town to which it Is being sent. 

Should the merchant desire to pay the dues alter sale, he may do so it 
he places the tumbaku in his stores la a room locked with two keys, one 
of which is to be in the hands of tbe Customs officials. This also may be 
done at the meichaoCs option at the frontier (oc first Customs House at 
which it is delivered). 

A deduction of 2 per cent, will be allowed by tbe Customs for every 
hundred hokkehs of weight on account of moisture absorbed in transit from 
the frontier to the town id tbe interior on goods, the dues of which are 
paid, not at the frontier, but at the place of sale. 

Article 5. 

Tumbaku in transit will be treated as the merchandise in transit of 
other nations. 

Article 6 . 

Tumbaku taken from other parts of Turkey through Moldavia^ Walla- 
chia, Servla, or Egypt, shall pay customs at the first Turkish Customs House 
In the aforesaid places; just in the same way tumbaku brought from the 
above-mentioned places 10 Turkey shall pay the dues at the first Customs 
House of the Turkish Government. Tumbaku ou which duty has been 
levied and which has not been sold and is exported within a period of six 
months to one of those places shall receive back the customs dues, less 
I per cent. ^ 

Article 7- 

WUb reference to tobacco, tumbaku and salt, tbe privileges conferred 
In former treaties to pilgrims to Kerbela shall remain in force; other 
travellers shall be treated ou a par with the travellers of other nailoss. 
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ARTICLE 8. 

This coBveotion shall come into force from the begioaing of the month of 
Mart* of the next year 93. Il has also been stipulated that should the tariff 
meotioned in Article III not have been established within this period, unhl 
it Is established the value of tumbaku shall be taken as 10 per Mot. less than 
the current price and 75 per cent, of it shall be levied at the frontier Cus* 
tons,

Tariff drawn up with the Imperial sanction, in accordance with 
the provisions of the Convention of Shoubat 1295,

Articlb I. 

A general customs duty of 2 piastres and 35 paras will be charged on 
every oke of Persian tobacco, of whatever kind or quality, whether tne best, 
medium or ioferior kind imported into Turkey. 

Articlb a. 

When the bales of tobacco arrive at the Customs ^ House, after un^. 
teniae the cords cmuloyed by the mule leers fpr attaching the loads to their 
mules or other ainmals, the tobacco and the sacks, skins and other wrap¬ 
pers in which it is packed will ail be weighed together; six okes in ev«y 
hundred will then be deducted for the weight of the covers and duty paid 
01* the remaining number of okes. _ _ 


Sytc*R«casn month ol March 
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Articlb 3. 

Tbe duty payable oa tobacco traasported froro place to place with a(esb ^4 
(teakereb) permit) will be two piastrea 35 paraa per oke^ but a deduction of 
two okes per buodred will be allowed, 00 vihich no duty will be charged, oq 
account of the lacreaaed weight of the (obacco owin|' to damp on the 
journey, during iix months dating from the 25th of October, old style. If 
however, the surplus weight exceeds this amount 2 piastres 35 paras will 
be charged oa the excess. Duty will also be charged at the same rate on 
any amount ia excess of the quantity stated in the permit, whether large or 
atnali, If the six months'’ period above stated falls io ibe.suiomer season. 

Article 4. 

The customs duty of 3 piastres 86 paras per oke of tobacco chargeable 
as above must be paid in cola, the Turkish lira or Yusleh, the only standard 
recognised, being calculated at too piastres. Persons wiping to pay in 
silver mejidlebs must pay the difference on the exchange between ibe gold 
and silver currencies, namely 4 piastres, so that X04 piastres silver wiU he 
taken as the eqmvaUnt of (oo piastres gold. 

If hereafter the Turkish currency is modified this lax will be subject to 
the conveDtiOR. 

Article 5. 

As stated in Article 3 of tbe convention (his tariff will ccme into force 
from the date of making the same, namely from the heginniag of December 
1396 of the current year, and will remain in force lor ten years, If either 
of the contracting pow'ers desires to change it, It must notify its desire to 
tbe other three months before the expiration of this term, and it can then 
be renewed. If ao such notice Is given it will remain in force lor ten years 
longer, and unless either of the parties proposes a chan« three monlbs 
before the expiration of every period of ten years it will remain in force 
seven years longer,

Translation of an Agreement between Persia and Turkey 
concluded at ArzEBB A AM on the iplh Zeekaad, in iheyearof 
the Hegira 1238, corresponding to the 28th July 1823. 

In the name of the most merciful God ! 

Arising from various occurrences of late years the amicable relations 
between tbe two powerful MaLomedau States became interrupted, and their 
friendship and good understanding were converted into strife and comity, 
which terminated in open i^arfare. The ioteresis of the religion of 
Islam required a reconciliation, the two Governmeiits were anxious to 
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prevent the furEber effusion of blood, nod the renewal of the ties of amitj 
was mutually desired and proposed. 

With this view, by the authority of a Firman from His Majesty the 
Ring of Kings, the Kbakan, son of a Rhakan, the Conqueror ruth All 
Shah, the Sovereign of Persia, and also invested with dlscretiooary powers 
from His Royal Highness, the heir-apparent, Prince Abbas Miria the High 
in Dignity Mixaa Mahomed Ali, Mustofee, has been honoured with the 
rank of Plenipotenljafy, and in virtue of a Firman, His Majesty the Protec¬ 
tor of the Faith, the Guardian of tbe Hofy Cities, Sultan of the Sea and 
Earth, the Sultan, son of the Sultan, the Conqueror, Mahmood Khan, Em¬ 
peror of the Ottomans, lias named for Hia Plenipotentiary the Illustrious 
Mahomed Ummeer Raoof Pasha, Sur Askar, Governor of Arzeeranm, and 
Wallee of the Eastern Provinces of tbe Ottoman Empire, who, on the ex¬ 
change of their full powers, have concluded their conferences and discussions 
in the fore-mentioned city by assenting to the conditions of peace. 

Ftff/f.—The stipulations of the treaty concluded io the year of the 
Hegira 1159 respecting the ancient boundaries of the two Empires and tbe 
former agreements relating to the pilgrims, the delivery of refugees, tbe 
free egress for all prisoners, and the residence of a Minister at the reduc¬ 
tive Courts are considered valid, and are to be strictly observed. 'The 
slightest deviation from the engagement therein detailed shall not be per¬ 
mitted, and tbe amity between tbe two powerful States shall be forever 
preserved. 

SHfulalions .—Henceforward the sword of enmity shall be sheathed, 
and every circumstance shall be avoided which may produce coldness or 
disgust, and may be contrary to friendship and perfect union. The countries 
withio the boundaries of the Ottoman Empire, that during the war or pre¬ 
viously to the commencement of hostility have been taken possession of by 
Persia, Including fortresses, districts, lands, towns, and villages to be restor¬ 
ed in their ^sent state, and at the expiration of sixty days from the sigoa* 
tu re of this treaty shall be delivered over to the Ottoman Government. 
And in token of respect for this happy peace the prisoners captured on both 
sides, without concealment or prevention, sliall have free permission to 
depart. Provisions and other necessaries requisite for tbe journey shall be 
afiorded them, and they shall be sent to the frontiers of the two countries. 

AftTiCLE I. 

The two High Powers do not admit of each other’s interference with 
tbe iotemal affairs of their respective States. From this period, on the 
side of Bagd^ and Koordlstan, no interference is to take place, or with 
any districts of the divwons of Koordistan is the Persian Government to 
intermeddle, or authorise any acts of molestation, or to assume any authori¬ 
ty over the present or former possessors of those countaries And on that 
frontier should tbe tribes of either side pass the boundaries .or a snmmeror 
winter residence, the Agents of his Royal Highness, tbe heir-apparent 
with the Pasha of Bagdad, shall arrange the tribute customary to be paid

Article a. 

Persian subjects proceeding to the holy cities of Mecca and Medina, 
or to other Mabomedan towns, such as pilgrims and persons travelling 
throagb the Ottoman territories, are to be entirely exempt from all conlrw 
button, whilst other impositions in variance with lawful usages are not to 
be decnanded from them. In like manner, the pilgrims to Kerbcia and 
Najulf, as long as they have no merchandise, neither tribute or tax ol any 
kind is to be exacted from them ; but in the case that ^ey have in their 
possession articles of commerce the jnst rale of customs Is To be levied on 
their goods, and nothing extra is to be demanded. Tbe Persian Govern¬ 
ment is likewise bocmd to pursue the same line of conduct towards tbe 
merchants and subjects of the Otloman Empire. In conformity with former 
engagements from this period on Ihe part of the Visiers. Ihe Emir-i-Haj, 
and other Commauders and Governors, the ancient slipulations respecting 
the Persian pilgrims shall be considered in lull force, and acted tip to. The 
pilgrims shall be conducted from Damascus to the holy cities, from thence to 
Damascus, and oo the part of the Bmlr-i-Ha] attention shall be shown 
towards them, whilst no treatment io variance with the existing engage¬ 
ments shall be permitted ; on the contrary, every exertion shall be made to 
aEord them and protection. Io the case that any disputes should 
arise amongst' the Persian Pilgrims the Emir-l-Haj, in conjunction with 
the chief person amongst them, is to settle tbeir differences. To the female 
attendants of His Persian Majesty, tbe wives of the' Royal Princes, or of 
the Grandees of the Empire, who may be on pilgrimage to hfecca or 
Kerbela and Nujuff, every respect and honour shall be paid according to 
their respective ranks, rersian merchants and subjects shall pay tbe same 
rate of customs as those of tbe Ottoman Government. The duties are only 
once to be exacted, and they shall be at a computation of four piastres from 
a hundred piastres on the value of the merc^ndUe. Tescarees shall be 
given, and whilst the goods remain in the posession of the first proprietors 
and are not disposed of to other persons, no further duties are to be 
demanded. The Persian merchants who carry the chooboob or pipe-sticks 
of Shiraz to Constantinople shall be allowed to traffic them without any re- 
KtrictioDS, and to sell them to whomsoever they may think proper. To tbe 
merchants, subjects, aod dependants of the two High Powers, visiting the 
two countries, in consideration of the Mahomedan religion, every friendly 
treatment shall be extended, aod they shall be protected from all molesta¬ 
tion and injury. 


Article 3. 

The tribes of l^deranloo and Sibbikee, which have been the cause of 
contention between tfie two High Powers, and are now dwelling in the terri¬ 
tory of the Ottoman Empire, should they from thence transgress the bound¬ 
ary ol Persia, and commit any ravages, tbe Turkish Frontier authorities 
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must dade&vour to preTeot ducb proceed!ogs and punish the offeaders. 
Id the case that these tribes cootinue to invade aa^ molest the Persian 
lerritocji and the Frontier authorities do not put a atop to these aggres* 
sioDS, the Ottoniaa Governn^ent shall cease to protect them, and should these 
tribes on their own will and choice return to Persia, their departure shall 
not be prevented or opposed. But after their arrival in Persia should they 
agaio desert to Turkey, the Ottoman Government shall afford them no 
further protection, nor shall they be received. In the event of their return 
to Persia, should these tribes disturb the tranquillity of the Ottoman territory, 
the Peraian Frontier authorities are obliged to use every effort to prevent 
these irregularities. 

Article 4. 


lo conformity with ancient engagements the deserters*from either country 
are not to be received, and in like manner from this period the wandering 
tribes and Eliauis quitting Pey&a for Turkey or Turkey for Persia are not 
to be afforded protection by either party. 

ArticlB 5. 

The property of the Persian merchants sequestrated at Constaotinople 
with the cognizance of the Uw, and according to the public registers from 
Ihe dale of tnia Treaty to the period of sixty days wherever the se^cstra- 
tion may have taken place, shall be restored to the proprietors. Besides 
the goods under sequestration, whatever effects duriog the war roay have 
been taken by force from the Persiao pilgrims and subjects throughout the 
Ottoman dominions, by the different Viziers and Governors on the repre* 
sentatioos of the Persian Covernmenti Firmans shall be granted to the 
agents of such persons who, 00 giving lawful proofs of the authenticity of 
the cl«ms, shall receive ^he -equircd restitution. 


Article 6. 

Oo the demise of any Persiao subjects in the Ottoman dominioos 
should be deceased have 00 lawful heir or executor present the officers of 
the treasury (belt al mal) shall, with the cognizance of the faw, register 
the property, and shall enter It into the records of the Courts of Judicature. 
For the period of one year the effects are to be lodged in a secure place, 
until the lawful heir or administrator of the estate may arrive, when, 
according to the register of the Courts of Judicature, the property shall be 
delivered up. Tbe customary fees and the hire of the place depositing the 
effects are to be paid, am^ should they be burnt or destroyed in tbe fore- 
stated period, DO pretensions are to be made for tbe recovery of the 
property. If, during the forestated period, the heir or executor of the 
deceased does not arrive, the officers of the treasury (belt al mal), with the 
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knowledge of the Agent of tbe Per^iao Goverament, are to sell tlie property 
and to keep the amount id deposit, 

Article 7. 

Agreeably to former engagements, and for the purpose of adding fresh 
ties to the sJliance, a Mimster shall be sent every three years to reside for 
that period at the respective Courts. The subjects of the two Higli 
Powers, who during the war may have deserted from either country, in con* 
sidcration of this happy peace, shall suffer no punishment for the offence 
committed. 


Final Article. 


The capitulations detailed in the basis of the Treaty, in the stipulations, 
and different articles, which have been the result of the conferences, shall be 
approved of by both parties. No claim shall he advanced on account of 
plunder and losses, or any iDdcmnihcatioa required for the expenses of the 
war, and the principle adhered to by both Governments shall be to over¬ 
look all past occurrences. 

According to established custom the rafifications of tBs Treaty shall be 
exchanged, and from the signature of this authentic instrument to the space 
of sixty days. Ambassadors of secondary rank must meet each other on the 
frontiers o{ the two countries, and from thence proceed tc the Courts of the 
respective States for the purpose of delivering the ratified Treaty, In tha 
manner the alliance has been renewed and confirmed, and the truest reconci- 
Ualion has taken place from the date of this Treaty. No alteration shall be 
made in the above stipulations and aerecmeais or any measures hereafter 
pursued 10 repugnance to the rights of iriendship. 

The PleDipotentiaryof the Ottoman Government in virtue of his full 
powers has signed and sealed this Treaty on the 19 th day of Zekaod in the 
year 1238, for which this instrument^ in exact conformity thereto, has been 
delivered in exchange by the Plenipotentiary of His Persian Majesty 
agreeably to bis full powers.

Begioning at the Hasan KuH Gulf the course of the River Atiek serves 
as the frontier as far as Chat. From Chat the frontier*iine follows in a 
north-easterly direction the ridges of the Songou Dagh and Sagirim ranges, 
thence ezteodiog northward to the Chao dir River, reaching the bed of 
that river at T^kaa Kale. From Tchakan Kale it runs in a northerly 
direction to the ridge of the mountains dividing the Chandir and Sumbar 
valleys, and extends along the ridge of these mountaias in an easterly direc* 
tion, descending to the bed of the Sumbax at the spot wb^e the Ach- 
Aguan stream falls into it. From this point eastward the bed of the 
Sambar marks the frontier as far as the rules of Medjet Oalo^. Theoce 
the road to Durrun forms the frontier Uae as far as the ridee of the Kopec 
D^b, along the ridge of which the fiontier-eztenda soutn-eastward. bat 
before reaching the upper part of the Qlamab Pass turns to the soudi along 
the mountain heights dividing the valley of the Sumbar from the source or 
the Giarpab. Thence taking a south*easterly direction across the surninita 
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of the Misino And Tchouhe^t Mountains, it reaches the road from Giamab 
to Rabab, pacing at a dUtauce of t verst to the north of the Utter spot. 
From ibis point the froatier-Une runs along the ridg;e of the mousiains as 
far as the summit of the Dalsng Mountain, whence passing on the northern 
side of the village of Khairabad it extends in a north>easterljr direction as 
far as the boundaries of GeoV Keital. From the boundaries of Geok Keita] 
the frontier-lioe crosses to the gorge of the River Firuze, intersecting tha t 
go^e on the northern side of the village of Firuse. Thence the frontier- 
hne takes a south-easterly direction to the summits of the mouutain-range 
bounding on the south the valley, through which the road from Askabad to 
Firuse passes, and runs along the crest of these mountains to the most 
easterly point of the range.

fresh settlements along the course of the said streams and rivulets from 
their sources to the pemt where they leave Persian territory, and not to 
extend the area of land at present nnder cultivation, and under no pretence 
whatever to turn off the water in larger quantities than is necessary for 
irrigating the fields now under cultivation within the Persian territory.

Taking into consideration all evidence hitherto submitted to me ly the 
® Persian Agent, the evidence afforded by 

• Guktepri»a»^. history and local tradition, besides informa- 

(Sa.) CM. documentaij, obtained* from 

various Individuals, and my own observation, I consider that Persia has 
neither regained nor occupied Hashtadan since ahe lost it in 1749-50, when 
Ahmed Shah overran Eastern Khorassan. 

There is no visible sign other recent sovereignty, and on each occasion 
that she has attempted occupa^on she has at once been rebuffs o by the 
Afghans. 

On the other hand the valley passed into Afghan possession in 1749-6?. 
and possibly may have remained populated and flonrishing under Herat until 
about loo years ago, or for a period of nearly 40 years. 

During this time it is possible that Hashladan and Kuhkh Pardai may 
have been, for administrative purposes, attached to Kush an. the corinecftog 
link being naturally Daiband and Kafir Kalla, all three being dependent on 
the same water-supply. In the same way Chaliar Kamay have become 
attached (0 Ghorian. 
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This would oot, however, explain bow 
Cbahar Kalla came to be attached to Ghorian 
in 1684 while tiodec • Persian sway. 

A similar difficulty arises about Tir Klsbt, which the Afghan saaad 
shows to have been attached to Ghorian io 1686, when the whole Herat 
province was under Persia, while the Persian sanad, No. 10, refers to it as 
altached to Bakharz in 1792, W'hen it w'as under Afgbaoistan. 

The genuineness of the sanads, as as already stated, cannot be thoroughly 
tested until the opposing parties have had an.opportunity of examining 
them.

A due to 
this will be perhaps found when the date of Mirza Hadi's incuiabeocy of the 
office of Treasurer or revenue Collector of Herat is ascertained. After 
Kilich Khan's death there seems little doubt that the valley was. again 
abandoned by the Afghans and remained practically at the disposal of the 
Turkomans. This stale of things continued untif 1874, when Persia re¬ 
presented by Yusuf Khan, Hazara, commenced work at Hashtadan, but 
was promptly stopped by the Afghans. So it is not surprising that the 
Afghans dtc the withdrawal of Yusuf as it a tacit recognition of their own

Translation of a Persian Circular announcing the Open* 
INC of the Karun River from Mohammerah to Ahwaz, 
30th October 1888. 

The Persian Government, with a view to tbe estensioo of commerce 
and wealth in her provinces and the progress of agriculture in KburisUn 
and Ahwaa. has ordered that conmeidal steamers of all oatious, without 
exception, besides soling vessels which formerly navigated the Uaruo 
River, undertake tbe transport of merchandise in the Karun River from 
Mohammerah to the Dyke at Ahwaz ; but it is on the condHion that they 
do not pass the Dyke at Almaz upwards, as from the Dyke upwards tbe 
river oavlgation is reserved to the Persian Goveroroenc itself and its subjects, 
and the tolls which the Persian Government will organize shall be paid at 
Mohammerah. Such vessels are not to carry goods probibited by the 
Persian Government, and vessels are not to stay longer than necessary for 
the unloading and loading of commercial loads.

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Translation of a Proclamation of the Shah of Persia 
respecting the Protection of the Lives and Properties 

of Persian Subjects. Tehran, a6th May, 1888. 

O^cial Government ProclaptaHon- 

The Great and Most High God having made our boly person the source 
of justice and benevolence, and the executor of bis coma and and power, 
and having especially entrusted the protection of the lives and property 
of the subjects of the united cotmtries 01 Persia into our well-skflJed hands, 
in thanks giving for this great bounty we consider it incumbent on us in the 
execution ot this trust not to draw back from or evade the distribution of 
justice and the protection of the lives and property of the people of this 
country from the eucroachment of oppressors, and (we consider it incumbent 
upon us) to so properly endeavour and persevere that the people be 
masters of their lives and property, in order that they may, with the greatest 
ease and prosperity, engage themselves in enterprises which arc the 
basis of civilization and the soorce of wealth j therefore, for the information 
and assurance of all the subjects and people, in order to make them ac- 

S uaioted with the watchfulness, tempered with justice, of our sovereign mind 
y the issue of this great Proclamation and noble Address, we make it gene¬ 
rally known to the people of the united countries ol Pwsia that all our sub¬ 
jects, as egards their fives and properly, are free and independent, so that 
they may, without fear or apprehension, exercise any right of proprietorship 
they like over their own belongings, and acy enterprise for which the 
combination of money and formation of companies for the construction of 
works and roads and any branch of ihe branches of civilisation and wealth 
which they may undertake will give us satisfaction and pleasure, and the 
protection of such is our duty, and no one shall have the tight or power to 
lay hands upon, or take possession of, or interfere with the life or property, 
or punish or chastise the subjects of the Perslari Government, except it be 
in execution of the religious and civil laws.

Translation of a Firman of the Shah of Persia for the 
execution of the foregoing Proclamation. May 1888. 

(The Firmans contain the same words as the Proclamation, with an 
additional injunction, of which the following addiessed to the Veliahd, 
or Heir*Apparent, at Tabriz is a specimen.) 

It is commanded that the Dawn of the Soul’s Light, the Key of the 
Gates of Victory, the Light of the Eyes, of the Khilafct and Kin^om, Re¬ 
splendence of the face of Sovereignty and Empire, Dear and Most Noble 
Son, Light of the Eyes, Muzafer-ud-Din Mlrza, Veliahd of the Everlasting 
Kingdom of Persia, Governor-General of the Province of Axerbaijan, wiu 
execute this world ; respected Imperial Firman, and not allow it to be dis¬ 
regarded and this very Firman is be read in all Mas]ids and meeting* 
houses, and is to be generally explained and instilled into tbe people, and 
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pablisbed to all small towm, districts, and eveo villages and settleraents. 
so that all the subjects oi Persia be informed of this Imperial commaad, ana 
bonds are to be taken from tbe petty authorities binding them to carry 
dut these commands, and anyone disregarding this order will be so pnnished 
and chastised as to be the wonder of tie spectators. (May j 83 S.)

Translation of a Commercial Treaty between Persia and 

Spain—1842. 

Prsamble. 

Praise be to the Almighty Guardian of the Universe I 

Tbe exalted Government of Peraa and the exalted Government of 
Spain for the purpose of protecting the interests and welfare of Ibe 
merchants and other subjects of the two countries, and the improvement 
and extension of trade and commerce, are desirous of an anangement which 
will be for the honour and glory of these Governments. Thus having been 
convinced that nothing is equal to the formation of. Treaty for the support 
and benefit of Important affairs, they both therefore have considered it 
suitable that hereafter between these mighty Governments aod^ their 
subjects a ba^ of frlendk intercourse should be established, according to 
an auspicious Treaty of'friendship and commerce ornamented with truth 
and justice, and founded on a firm and peroaneot footing. For tbe 
pupose of completing this agreement His Majesty, fee., &c., Mahomed 
Shah, Kajar, on his part, has appointed Meerra Jaffer Khan, Chief Eogi* 
neer, &c,, &c., and Ambassador Extraordinary of the Persian Government 
to the Court of Turkey, bis Plenipotentiary and io like manner in the name 
of Her Majesty, Donna Isabella the second, during Her miuority, as, 
heir^apparentto the sovereignty of Spain. His Hlghoess Baldomero Espartero 
Regent and Duke of Vittoria and Marbefla, has appointed Monsieur Antonio 
Louis Cordova, Knight, See., See., and Minister Plenipotentiary of Spain at 
the Sublime Porte, Plenipotentiary on his part. These two Plenipoten¬ 
tiaries baviog on perusal of each other’s full powers found them to be 
correct (and according to custom have framed the stipulations of the 
auspicious Treaty in the following seven articles 

Article i. 

prom this day and until tbe Almighty pleasetb, between the exalted 
Governments of Persia and Spain and their subjects tbe foundation of friend* 
ship, truth, and everlasting regard shall be firmly established. 

Article 2. 

The subjects of these exalted Govern me nts are reciprocally permitted 
and allowed to pass In peace and security into each other’s territories and 
to carry on their mercantile transactions or to travel, and to rent Gueh 
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housts, shops, or storehouses, as may be necessary for the purpose of their 
business, without any hindrance on the part of the Government authorities, 
who are always to render them assistance and protection and to use th^ir 
endeavours to maintaio a good understanding between the merchants and 
travellers of these two exalted Governments, and to the utmost of their 
power to add to their comforts. And whenever it maybe necessary for 
them to depart or.ders and passports shall be given to them, that they shall 
not be molested, but afforded every assistance. 

Artjclb 3. 

The subjects of these two powerful States, who for the puyose of 
trade and commerce, or to travel, visit each other's territories, from the 
time of their arrival to that, of their departure, shall be treated with due 
respect, and on no account shall any taxes "be taken from them excepting 
this, diat on their merchandise the same amount of custom duty shall be 
levied that is levied 00 merchandise of other friendly nations. 

Article 4. 

These two exalted Governments, for the care and security of tbelr sub¬ 
jects who may pass Into each others countries, vvill give permission for the 
residence of torn mere ial Agents in two suitable places. The Persian 
Government will give permission for one Agent to reside in Tehran, and 
one in Tabreer on the part of the Spanish Government, In like manner the 
Spanish Government will consent to the residence of one Agent on the part 
01 the Persian Government in the capital of Madrid, and another at the port 
of Barcelona, or in any other port that the Persian Government may tlJnk 
suitable for its Agent to reside. 

Article 5. 

Whenever any disputes shall arise between the subjects of these con¬ 
tracting Go vernmen Is, with regard to trade and traffic, such disputes must 
be settled according to the custom and laws of the country, and with the 
kpowledge of the Agent of that country, and if anyone of the subjects of 
these Govemiuents should become insolvent or bankrupt after an examina¬ 
tion of hia books of exports, imports, and credits, and remaining property, 
bis goods and property shall he divided between bis debtors accord)og 
to the Bankruptcy law, and if one of the subjects of these States should 
die all (he property posssesed by such person shall be made over to the 
care of the Agent of his Government, 

Article 6. 

If either of these contracting States should be at war with another 
power, according to the everlUting friendship subsisting between the 
Governments of Persia and Spain, on no account shall any loss or neglect be 
experienced by either of then). 

Article 7. * * , 

This Treaty of friendship and commerce between the two States in 
accordance with the contents of the foregoing Articles, by the assistance 
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of tht one Almighty God; the Mioistecs of the two coDiraetbg Powti$ 
will always adhere to its stipulations, aod on no account shall its basis be 
i(Tipailed, and Please God in the space of five monihs, or leas, this Treaty 
will be ratified and sealed by the Ministers of the two contracting Govern* 
meots at Constantinople and there be exchanged by the Pleoipotentlaries of 
these Governments* 

Conclusion. 

These seven Articles were drawn up and attested by the Plenipoten¬ 
tiaries of the two contracting parties in two corresponding copies, and afte*' 
being ratified and sealed by both parties, were excbanaed it Constantinople 
on the 30th of March 184a, correspocding with the ion of Mohurrum 1358 
of the Hajireh* and have now received* the ralificatioo of His Excellency 
Haji MIraa Aghassee aud the Ministers of the Persian GovemmeDt in this 
month of Sbeoval 1263 (October 1846}.

Article t. 

The stipulations contracted by the two powerful States In their Treaty 
of the 20tb Mohurrum 1258 s 4th March 1842, are hereby fully confirmed, 
and they shall be consdored as forming ao integral part of the present 
auspicious Treaty. , 


Article 2. 

His Majesty and the Shah of Persia shall be at liberty to appoint a 
Consul and Commercial Agent at any Spanish port, be It Cadiz or any other 
port where be may consider (such appointment) moat advantageous to the 
trade of his subjects. In like manner the Government of Spain shall also be 
at liberty to appoint a Consul and Commercial Agent at any port in the 
Persian Gulf, be it Busbire or elsewhere, which may appear to it snitable 
for the commercial interests of iu subjects. 

The places of residence of the Commercial ’Agents and Coosutg of the 
two parties will be as follows ?—On the part of Persia—Madrid, Barcelona, 
^nd Cadlz^ or any (other) port which she may select; and on the part 
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Spain—Tehrao^Tabrtcj, and BusbH or anj otli«r port ^whicb she may 
prefer. 


Article 3. 

Both Powers bemg desirous that their commerce should the 

orivDeges accorded to that of the most favoured nation, it is her^y decided 
That if, after the experimeat which will be made, the commercial luteresta 
of the two parlies should hereafter recuire that number of the Commer¬ 
cial Agents and Consuls specified in the present Treaty should be toed, a 
new arrangement shall be made to that effect. 


Article 4, 

ThepresentTreaty shall be written in Persian and Spanish, and the 
Plenipotentiaries, of the two States shall each keep a copy duly signed and 
sealed by them. 

Both copies shall be translated into French, and after having been com¬ 
pared with the originals, the said translations shall be signed and sealed 
by the two Plenipotentiaries, who will each keep a copy, which shall have 
the same validity as the originals. 


ARTICLE 5. 

The ratifications of the present Trea^ shall be exchanged in London 
between the LegaUoos of the two Powerful States as soon as possible.

States and Persia.— Signed at Constantinople 13th De* 

cember 1856.*

In the name of God, the Clement and the Merciful. 

The President of the United States of North America, and His Majesty 
as exalted as the planet Saturn ; the Sovereign to. whom the sun serves as 
a ^ndard; whose splendour aod magnificence are equal to that of the 
skies ; the Snbllme Sovereign, the monarch whose armies ate as oumerous 
as the stars : whose greatness calls to mined that of Jcinshid ; whose magni¬ 
ficence equals that of Darius; the Heir of the Crowo and Throne of the 
Kayaoians, the Sublime Emperor of all Persia, being both equally and 
sincerely desirons of establishing relaiions of friendship between the two 
Govemments, which they wish to strengthen by a Treaty of friend.sbip 
and commerce, reciprocallv advant^ous and useful to tie citisens and 
subjects of the two High Contracting Parties, have for this purpose named 
for their Plenipotentiaries 

The President of the United States of North America, Carroll Spence

Persian subjects residing in the United States, and citizens of the

Duration of Treaty. 

And the High Contracting Parties agree that the present Treaty of 
Friendship and Commerce^ cemented by the sincere good feeling and the 
confidence which exists between the Governments of the United States 
and Perria, shall be in force foi*thc term of ten years from the exchaD|;e of 
its ratification and if, before the expiration of the first ten years neither 
of the High Contracting Parlies snail have announced, by official notifica¬ 
tion to the other, its intention to arrest the operation of said Treaty, it shall 
remaio binding for one year beyond that lime, and so on until the expiration 
of twelve months, >sbich will follow a similar notificatiop, whatever the time 
maybe at which it may take place; and the Plenipotentiaries of the two 
High Contracting Parties further agree to exchange the ratifications of 
their respective uovernmeQts at Constantinople in the space of six months, 
or earlier if practicable.

Treaty of Friendship entered into betireen Burma and 

Persia—1877. 

His Most Glorious and Excellent Majesty the Kiog of Burma and His 
Majesty the King of Persia, wisbiog to enter into an engagement with the 
view of a long*exist!og great fiieodahip and the inaease of trade, this 
Treaty is contracted by AggA*Maha-Senapali, Legaing Myotsah, Thenat 
Woon, Ken Woon Mengyee, “ Meng-tbadoh-Mcngyee-Maha-Menhla- 
Tseethoo-Gyaw/' invested with powers ty His Majesy Ine King of Burma, 
and by tbe Per^an ConsuUGeneral, Mirza Fuzloola Khsn, invested with 
powers by His Majesty the King of Persia. 

ARTICLE I. 

The great friendship will be 6rni and lasting between Their Majesties 
the King of Burma and the King of Persia for a long period down to the 
times ot their Royal descendants; and in the meanwhile both sides are to 
be careful that peace is preserved between tbe two countries, and that the 
great friendship Is made more firm and lasting. 


Article 2. 

There existing tbe great friendship between the two countries, wealthy 
traders, merchants, and common people, subjects of His Majesty the King 
of Burma, trading and going to and fn^m the dominions of His Majesty 
tbe King of Persia as also wealthy traders, merchants, and common people, 
subjects of His Majesty tbe Kiog of Per^a, trading and going to and from 
the dominions of His Majesty tbe King of Burma, are, accord!ug to the 
customs of great nations, to be protected and looked after with tbe same 
regard by both sides as if they were tbe respective subjects of each. 


Article 3- 

His Majesty the King of Burma*s subjects residing in his dominions 
who may for the purposes of trade arrive in (he dominions of His Majesty 
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the King of Persia, aa also His Majesty the King of Persians subjects 
residing In his dominions who may for the purposes of trade arrive in ihe 
dcraiaioas of His Majesty the King of Burma, are to pay the various sums 
leviable on acoount of customs ana revenue according to the rules made by 
the authorities ruling the country. 


Article 4. 

Wealthy traders, merchants, and common people residing in the 
dominions of His Majesty the King of Burma going to and from, or 

i iermanently dwelling in, the dominions of His Majesty the King of Persia 
or the purposes of trade or work, as also wealthy traders, merchants, and 
commoQ ^ople residieg io the dominions of His Majesty the Kiog of 
Persia going to and from, or permanently dwelling in, the dominions of 
His Majesty the King of Burma, for the purposes of trade, becoming ia- 
volved 10 civil, criminal, or other various cases, will be regarded as if they 
were the respective subjects of each, and the laws made by the ruling 
authorities of the country will be followed. 


Article 5, 

Should His Majesty the King of Burma wish to place a Consol ir the 
dominions of His Majesty the King of Ptrsia, or His Majesty the King of 
Persia to place a Consul in the dominions of His Majesty the King of 
Burma, Burmese or Persian subjects whose appointments are agreed to by 
the respective Governments in accordance with the regulations of the 
codntiy are to dwell as Consuls, after the manner prevailing among 
Consuls of other nations, in order that there may be facilities 10 corre¬ 
sponding on matters of transmission of letters, and of trade, between the two 
countries, and of protecting tbe interests of their respective subjects, 


Article '6. 

This Treaty is written in three languages, Burmese, Persian, and 
EngUsh- The terms of this Treaty, so tongas they remain unchanged by 
either Government, will be in force for ever ; but after the expiration of ten 
years, if either party should wish to change or add to the terms of this

Cusims Convention eoneluded\6y an exchange of notes ui Constantinople, 

September $, s^ 03 , 

Persia and Turkey have amed bj this Conveodon to grant each other 
the r^glmi of the most-favoured-oatioD treatment in Customs matters. The 
ConventioB takes the place of all former Treaties as regards Customs duties 
and ail aoterior stipulations respecting duties ate to be ooosidered null and 
void whilst this arrangement is la force. No period has been fixed for tbe 
daration of the coQTentioo, but tbe instrument cont^nsa deouociation 
clause by which either of the Conlractiog Parties is per milted to denounce 
tbe agreement at any time. The convention will remain operative for one 
year after such denunciation, both powers regaining their liberty of action 
in Customs matters after the expiration of that term. 

By this arrangement the expert duties of 12 per cent, levied both by 
Turkey and Persia on native products exporteil to either country were 
abolished, I he import doty on Turkish producta entering Persia was 
reduced to 5 per cent, from 6 per cent, and tbe import duty levied by 
Turkey was inaeased from 6 per cent, to 8 per cent,, whilst Persian 
subjects having Persian products passing through Turkey in transit were 
only liable to pay 1 per cent, transit dues, instead of the fall duty of 6 per 
cent, formerly demanded.

Tamasp MiRZA Moaybd-bd-Dowlah, dated Shabao 127B H., A. D. 
1855- 

By order and permission of the mioietera of the exalted Government of 
Persia, and on the foHowing conditions, we entrust the Government of 
Bunder Abbas, the islands of Kishm and Hormus, and the districts of 
Ossein, Tazyan, Shemie, Mioab, Khameer, and Biyahan and aJl their 
dependencies that are all the very territories of the exalted government, to 
His Highness Syud Sared Khan, the Imam of Muscat and Oman. His 
Highness should a,ct according to these conditions and not avoid any of 
them 

Article j. 

That the Chief of Bunder Abbas should be a dependent of the Persian 
Government, and give a writing to that effect to the ministers of that 
Government, and, like all other Chiefs io Fars^ must obey the Governor- 
General of Fare. 


ARTiCLB s. 

That His Highness should remit with a confidential man of bis, in four 
instalments, the annual sum, as herein detailed, of. sixteen thousand tomans 
on account of the revenue, peshkusS, and present for Bunder Abbas, getting 
a receipt for the same for the Governor* General of Farsi*—

That His Highness should cause the ditch that is now being dug 
around the fort of Bunder Abbas to be hiled in, and it should never be 
rC'dug again.

That until twenty years the Imam of Muscat and bis son will have the 
right of the Government of Bunder Abbas, and after the expiration, of 
twenty years, they will have to repair the place and make it over to the 
Persian Government.

iostruc^oAs, otherwise they cao occupy the place and depute another 
Chief there.

That they should always dy the Persian flag at Bunder Abbas, and 
there will always be a few Persians there to lake care of the flag. A Taska- 
rachee also will be appointed and sent to remain perccanenily at Bunder 
Abbas. Every respect due to the Persian flag should be brought into 
effect. There will be a monthly courier seat to Bunder Abbas to take 
newspapers and to look alter the flag aod its attendants. On alHesiivaU 
and on the anniversary of the Shah’s birthday a salute should be flred. 
The usual morning and evening guns will also be flred. 

Article 6. 

The Chief of Bunder Abbas should in no respect annoy or oppress 
* the subjects and inhabitants ol that place who have for some years past 
aerved the Persian Governments, but on the contrary be must take great 
care of then. 

Article 7, 

The Chief of Bunder Abbas should not Interfere with any other places 
than those that have been since the time of the late Path Ali Shah and 
are at present under bis authority. 

Article S, 

Should at any time the Governor-General of Pars or Governor of 
Lariatan desire to ^ for recreation or sport to Bunder Abbas the Chief 
like other Chiefs, should pay the necessary respect of receiving and every 
due attention. 

Article 9. 

In the event of the Governor-General of Pars or Governor of Kermao 
enquiring in certain emergent cases, to send troops to Cutch, Mekran, or 
BeloochisUa, the Chief of Bunder Abbas, like those of other places, 
should not (ail in attending to his wants, giving provisions and guides 
paying the necessary respect on their departure, and doing all like 
services. 

Article 10, 

lb case the Governor-General of Pars finding any fault in the Chief 
of Bunder Abbas, the Iinan immediately, on its being brought to his 
notice, shonld, without any excuse, discharge the Chief and depute anohter 
whom he may deem fit, and who would be obedient to the Governor-

Should &ay of the subjects of Laristaa, Sabb&, aod other districts of 
Pars, or of any of the districts oi Kerman; emigrate to Bunder Abbas, 
on notice being given by t^e Chief of such district the Chief of Bonder 
Abbas should return the^n to their places. 


Article 12. 

Those conditions have been made with the present liviog Imam Syud 
’Saeed Khan and his sons, But should at any time an usurper get into 

E ossession of Muscat, the ministers of the Persian Goveromeut will not be 
ound to any of these conditions. 


ARTICLE 13. 

As long as Bunder Abbas, the above'mentioned two islands, Sheraal, 
Mioab, and their dependencies are in the hands of the Imam of Muscat, he 
should not allow any officers of foreign Governments to go there. He 
should also promise to protect those places by laod and sea, providing for 
every port having ananeborage some ships, bughlas, and other vessels of 
war. He should further promise to protect all ^e boundaries of the above* 
meationed places from all interference and intrusion oi strangers, whether 
in an amicable or hostile niauner. He should not at any time allow any 
ship, bughla, or other vessels of war, or any liostile person armed or 
otherwise, Arab or foreign, to approach or get a tooling at Bunder Abbas 
or the Persian territory with hostile intentions or other pretexts. 


Article 14. 

The Imam of Muscat, not withstanding these conditions, has not the 
right 0/ letting Bunder Abbas and the above said places to any foreigner 
or others. He can only himself hold them, appoiobng one of hU relatives 
for the management thereof who would act in accordance with these 
conditions. 


ARTICLE 15. 

It is reported by the Persian merchants that formerly an Indian, the 
Contractor of Customs at Muscat, has deputed an Agent at Bunder Abbas, 
and there received the Muscat duty for goods sent from Bunder Abbas to 
India and other places, whereas no such rules exist in any counlry, as 
charging the duty of one place, where the goods are not being cent, in 
another. As this proceeding ii against rules and customs, the Imam should 
prevent the occurreoce Ihercof hereafter, and should only levy such export 
and import duty as the late Sheikh Saif used to do, and no i^ors. 
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ARTtCLE i6. 

The merchandise detained oo the island of Kishm should be brought to 
Bunder Abbas and distributed to their respective Mnsigners there, through

ref—That the Chief of Bunder Abbas should be a dependent of the 
Per«an Government, and, like all other Chiefs in Fa«, rnust obey the 
Go'^rnor-Gencral of Fars, and he should give a writing to the effect that 
he is henceforth a subject of the Persian Government. 

a-jV—He (His Highness the Imam of Muscat) should remit, in four 
mstalments, the sum of thirty thousand tomans annually to Teheran or 
Shiraz and obtain receipts for them. 

W—The ditch, which is now being dug around the fort of Bunder 
Ab^as, should be filled in, and it should never,be re-dug. 

He and his heirs to hold the Government of Bunder Abbas for 
eiffht years.

“ I, Shaik Sultan bin Sugger, Chief of the Joasmee tribe, with a view to 
strengthen the bonds of friendship existing between me and the British 
Government, do hereby engage to prohibit the exportatloo of slaves from 
tbe coasts of Africa and ^ewhere on board of my vessels and those 
belonging to my subjects or dependents, such prohibition to take effect from 
the 1st day of Aohutrum A. if.

Treaty of Commerce concluded between His Hiohness the Imam of. 

Maskat and the King of the French on the 17th November 1844, 

and finally ratified on the 4lh February 2846. 

Preamble.—T he King of the French and HiS Highness Sycd 
SUE uo Bin Sultan, the Sultan of Maskat aod other places, beiog desirous 
to confirm and strengthen the good understanding wliicb subsists betweeo 
them, and to promote the commercial intercourse between their respective 
countries, aod having come to the determination of entering into a Treaty of 
Commerce and Amity, the former has appointed as his Plenipotyntiary 
Monsieur Romain uesfosaes, Captain in the Navy and Chief of Bourbon 
and Madagascar, and the Utter has resolved personally to carry on nego¬ 
tiations with the said Plenipotentiaty. The Plenipotentiary of tlie King of 
the French having respreseoted to l^is Highness the Imam and SuUan of 
Maskat that he was vested with the requisite powers has concluded the 
foliou'icg Articles with His Highness Sueed Syud Bin Sultan 5— 

Article i. 

There shall always be good understanding and friendship between the 
King of the French, his heirs and successors, and His Highness Syud Sueed 
biu Sultan, the Sultan of Maskat, his heirs and.successors, as also between 
their respective subjects. 


Article a, 

The subjects of Syud Sueed bin Sultan, the Sultan cf Maskat, shall 
be at liberty to enter, reside in, trade with, and pass with thdr merchandize

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throug6, France ; aod the French shali, in like manner, have »milar liberty 
with regard to the territories of Syud Sueed bin Sultan, the Sultan of 
Maskat. The subjects of both the Governments shall have all the privileges 
which are or may be conceded by the respective Governments to the 
subjects of the most favoured cations. 

Article 3, 

The French shall be at liberty to purchase, sell or rent land houses 
or warehouses. In the dominions of Syud Sneed bin SuUan, the Sultan of 
Maskat. The bouses, warehouse^, or other premises occupied by the 
French, crby persons In their service, shall not be forcibly entered without 
the permission of the French Consul. They shall not be prevented from 
leaving the dominions of Syud Sueed bin Sultao whenever they wish 
to do 80 . 


* Article 4 . 

The subjects of Syud Sueed bin Sultan, the Sultan of Maskat, actually 
in ^e service of the French, shall enjoy ibe same privileges which are 
granted to the Frcach themselves; but if such subjects of His Highness 
shall be convicted of any crime or iofracUon of (he law, they shall be 
discharged by the French, and delivered over to the authorities of the 
place. 

Article 5. 

The two high contractng parties acknowledge reciprocally the rl^htof 
appointing Consuls to reside in each other's dominions, wherever the 
interests of comms*rce may require the preseoce of such officers ; and such 
Consuls shall at all tlmeB be placed In the country in which they reside on 
the footing of the Consuls of the most favoured nations. Each of the high 
coBlcactlng parties further agrees to permit his own subjects to be 
appointed to Consular offices by the other con ir act log party, provided 
afuays that the persons so appointed shall not begin lo act without the 
previous approbwlon of the sovereign whose subjects they may be. The 
public funciionnrles ol ciiher Goyernmcnl, residing in the dominions of the 
other, shall enjoy the same privilege^ imiaucities, and exemptions which 
are enjoyed within 1 he same dominions by similar public functionaries of 
other coantriei. The French Consul shall be at liberly to hoist the French 
flag over hU bouse. 

Article d. 

The authorities of the Sultan of Maskat shall not Interfere in disputes 
^tueen the French, or between the French aod the subjects of other 
Christian nations. When diflerences arise between a subject of the Sultan 
of M^kai and a Frenchman, if the former be the complainant, the cause 
shall be heard by the French Consul ; but if a Frenchman be the complain* 
ant against any o( the subjects of the Sultan at Maskat, or against any 
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Mahomedaos^ then the cause sball be decided by the authoriti^ of the 
Suttan of Mashat, or by his deputy : but :a such ca$e the cause shaft pot be 
decided» except in the presence of the French CodsuI, or his deputy, who, 
shall attend at the Court. In causes between a Prenchmao nnd a subject of 
the Sultan of Maskat the evidence of a man proved to have given false 
testimony on a former occasion shall not be received. A cause to be 
decided by the French Consul shall be tried io the presence of the Saltan of 
Maskat, or a person actiog for him. 


Article 7. 

The property of a French subject who may die in any part of the domi¬ 
nions of the Snltan of Maskat, or of a subject of the Sultan of Maskat who 
may die in any part of the French domioioos, shall be delivered over tothc 
executor or sdenioistrator of the deceased, or, io default of suchexecutor 
or administrator, to the respective Consuls of the contracting parties. 

Article 8. 

If a Freoebmao shall become banlcrupt in the dominions of the Sultan 
of Maskat, the French Consul shall take possession of all the property of 
such bankrupt, and shall give it up to the creditors of the bankrupt to be 
divided among them. This having been done, the bankrupt shall be entitled 
to a full discharge from his creditors, aod be shall oot at any time afterwards 
be required to make up the deticieocy, nor shall any property he may after* 
w ards acquire be considered liable for that purpose. But tbe French Consul 
shall use his endeavours to obtain for the benefit of tbe creditors all tbe 
property of the bankrupt. It shall also be incumbeot upon the Consul to 
ascertaiQ that everything possessed by the bankrupt at the time when he 
became insolvent has been given up. 

Article 9. 

If a subject of the Sultan of Maskat owes a debt to a Frenchman, the 
Sultan or bis deputies shall urge the former to pay ihe.claim of the latter. 
In like maoner, the French Consul shall eoiom a French man to pay a debt 
due by him to a subject of the Sultan of Maskat. 

Article 10. 

No duty exceeding hve per cent, shall be levied on goods imported by 
French vessels into tbe dominions of Syud SoeeU bin Smtan, the Sultan of 
Maskat. If a vessel of other cations imports any goods into the territories 
of tbe Sultan of Maskat, and pays less duly than five per cent., tbe same 
duty only shall be levied on similar goods imported by a French vessel into 
the said territories. A French veas^ after she has paid the duly of five per 
ceot., shall not be subject to any other charges, such as auchorage, pilotages, 
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etc., ocr shall aoy charge be made cb that part ot the cargo rvbicb may 
remaio on board a French vessel; but if tbe vessel shall go to another pact 
of the domlalons of tbe Sultan of Maskat, doty shall be levied at Hve per 
cent. The abovementioned duty having once been paid, the goods may be 
sold, by wholesale or retail, wluout paying aoy further duty. No charge 
whatever shah be made on French vessels which may enter any of the porta 
of the Sultan of rfaskat for the purpose of refitting, or for refreshments, or 
to inquire about tbe state of the luatket; and they shall enjoy the saoie 
'privileges which are enjoyed (by the vessels) of the most favoured nations. 

ARTICLB II. 

No vessel shall be prohibited from Importlog into, or exporting from, 
the terrUorles of the Sultan of Maskatany kind of merchandise. The trade 
shall be perfectly free ia the saJJ territories, sobject to the above-mentioned 
duty and to no other. The French shall be at liberty to buy aod sell from 
whomsoever aod to whomsoever they choose; hut they shall not trade iis 
the articles of Ivc^ and gum copal on that part of the East Coast of Africa 
from the port of Ton^e, situated in degrees of south latitude, to 
the port 0i Culva, lying in 9 degrees south of the equator, both ports 
inclu^ivs. But if the English or Americans, or any other Christian nation, 
should carry on this trade, the French shall, la like manner, be at liberty to 
do 80. 


ARTtCLB 13 . 

If any disputes should arise in the dominions of tbe Sultan of Maskat 
as to the value of goods which shall be Imported by French merchants, aod 
on which ^be du^ of five per cent, is to be levied, the Custom Master, or 
other person acting on tbe part of tbe Sultan of Maskat, shall, when practi¬ 
cable, receive ooe-twentieth part of the goods, and the merchant shall then 
be subject to no further demand on account cf customs on the remaining 
goods in any part of the dominions of the Sultan of Maskat to which he 
may transport them. But if tbe Custom Master should object to levy the 
duty in the manner aforesaid, by taking one-twentieth part of the goods, 
or if the goods should not admit of being so divided, then tbe point in 
dispute shall be referred to two competent persoos, one chosen by the 
Custom Master, and the other by the merchant, who shall make a valuation 
of the goods; and if they shall differ in opinion, they shall appoint an 
arbitrator, whose decision shall be final, and the duty shall be levied 
according to the value thus established. 

Article 13 

It shall not be lawful for any French merchant to expose his goods for 
sale for the space of three days after the arrival of such goods, unless the 
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Custom Master and the oiercbant sball bave agreed as to the value of suoh 
goods. If the Custom Master shall not within three days have accepted 
one of the two modes proposed for ascertuniog the value of the goods, the 
autborities on the part of tbe Sultan of Maskat, on an IntimatiOD being 
made to them on the subject, shall compel the Custom Master to choose 
one of tbe two modes for tbe levy of the duty. 


Article 14. 

If it shall happen that either the King of the French or the Sultan of 
Maskat should be at war vrkh another country, tbe subjects of tbe King 
of the French and the subjects of the Sultan of Maskat shall nevertheless 
be allowed to trade with, aod to take to, such countiy, merchandise of 
every description, except warlike stores, but they shall not be allowed to 
enter any port or place ac^ally blockaded or besieged, 

ARTtCLB 15. 

Should a vessel under the French €ag enter a port in the dominions 
of the Sultan of Maskat in distress, the local authorities at such port shall 
afford all necessary aid to enable the ve^el to reht and to prosecute her 
voya^; and if any such vessel should be wrecked 00 tbe coasts of the 
dominions of tbe Suits0 of Maskat, tbe authorities on tbe part of the 
Sultan of Maskat shall reader all the assistance in their power to recover 
aod deliver over to tbe owner, or the Consul, the property that may be 
saved from such wreck. The same assistance and protectioa shall be 
affc4'ded to vessels of the dominions of the Sultan of Maskat, and j^operty 
saved therefrom under »ailar circumsUoces, in the porta and on t&e coasts 
of the French domioloos, 


ARTICLE id. 

If ai^ person not belonging to tbe Christian nations shall steal any 
article from a French vessel, and take it to the dominions of tbe Sultan 
of Maskat, it shall be recovered from the robber and delivered over to the 
Consul. 


Article 17. 

Tbe French shall be at liberty to hire or erect houses and warehouses 
at Zanzibar or anywhere ebe. 


Article 18, 

Any engagements which may have been entered into previously to this 
are null and void, and are not to be acted upon or attended to. 
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Article 19. 

The present convention shall be ratified, and the ratifications thereof 
shall be enchanted, at Maskat or Zaasibar, as soou as posable, and within 
the space of fifteen months from the date hereof.

Whereas by an Act of Parliameat made and passed la the Session of 
Parliament bolden on the 6th and 7th years of Her Majesty’s reign, inti¬ 
tuled “ an Act to remove doubts as to the exercise of power and jurisdiction 
by Her Majesty wUbin divers countries and places out of Her Majesty's 
dominions, and to render the same more effectual/’ it is aiaongst other 
things enacted that it is and shall be lawful (or Her Majesty to bold, 
exercise, and enjoy any power or jurisdiction which Her Majesty now hath, 
or may at any time hereafter have within any country or place out of Her 
Majesty's dominioos In the same and as ample a manner as if Her Majesty 
had acquired such power or jurisdiction by the cession or conquest of 
territory. 

And whereas Her M^esly hath power and jurisdiction in the dorni* 
nioDS of His Majesty the Multan of Muscat and its <lependendes. 

And whereas it is expedient to make provision for the due and 
effectual exerdse of such power and jurisdiction. 

I. Now therefore, in pursuance and by virtue of the said recited Act 
of Parliament, Her Majesty is pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy 
Council, la order, and it is hereby ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consuls 
appointed to reside in the dominioos of the Sultan of Muscat shall have 
full power and authority to carry into effect aud to enforce by the means 
and in the manner hereinafter mentioned and provided, the observance of 
the Stipulations of any Treaty or Coi>v€ntion, or of any Regulations 
appended to any Treaty or Conventioa now existing, or which may here* 
alter be marie oetween Her Majesty, her heirs and successors, and the 
Sultan of Muscat, his heirs and successors; and to make and to enforce by 
fine or imprisonment, or both, Rules and Regulations for the observance 
of ihe stipulation of any such Treaty ot Convention and for the peace, 
order, and good Government of Her Majesty’s subjects being within the 
dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, bis heirs and successors. 

2. And it is further ordered that a copy of all such Roles and RemU- 
tions made by the said Consul shall forthwith be affixed, and kept afhxedand 
exhibited in some conspicuous place in the public office of the said Consul, 
and that printed copies of the said Rules and Regulations shall, as soon 
as possible, be provided by the said Consul, and sold at a price not exceeding 
one dollar fop each copy I and for the purpose of convicting any person 
ofondi:^ against the said Rules and Regulations and for all o&er purposes 
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of law whatsoever, a printed copy of the said Rules and Reflations, 
certified under the band of the said Consul to be a true copy thereof shall be 
taken as conclusive evidence of sncb Rules and Regulations, and all thin« 
therein respectively contained ; and no penalty shall be incurred or shall be 
enforced for the breach of any such Rules and Reflations to be hereafter 
made, until tbe same shall have been so affiaod and exhibited for one calendar 
month in the public office of the Consul Provided always that any such 
Rule and Relation made by Her Majesty’s Consul, and to be enforced by a 
penalty shall, before the first day on wbicb the same shall be so affixed 
or exhibited, be transmitted to ^^cr Majesty's Principal ^crefary of State 
for Foreign Affairs tor allowance or disallowance; and if any such Rule and 
Regulation shall be disallowed by Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State 
for Foreif Affairs, the same shall cease to have effect from the receipt by 
Uie Consul of such disallowance; nevertheless tbe Consul shall not be liable 
Co be proceeded against in any of Her Majesty’s Courts in regard to any act

3. And it is further ordered that it shall be Ijfteful for Her Majesty’s 
Consul as aforesaid, u^o information or upon the complaint of any person

and Regulations, aa may be specified therein respectively; and any charge 
agaiosf a British subject for a breach of any such Treaty or Convention, or 
appended Regulations, or for a breach of such Rules and Regulatioos for 
the obs«vaace of any such Treaty, shall be heard and determined by 
the Consul without assessors : Provided always, that in no case shall the 
penalty to be incurred by a breach of such Rules and Regulations exceed 
500 dollars, or three calendar months’ imprisonment, 

4. And it is further ordered that any charge against a British subject 
for a breach of Rules and Regulations other than those relating to the 
observance of Treaties shall, in like manner, be heard and determined by 
Her Majesty’s Cohsul; aud in all cases in which the penalty shall not exceed 
200 dollars, or one calendar month’s imprisonment, tlie Consul shall hear and 
determine the charge sammarily without the aid of assessors; but where a 
penalty attached to a breach of the Rules and Regulations other than those 
relating to the observance of Treaties shall amount to more than soo doHara 
or to imprisonment for more than one calendar month, the Consul, before 
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be shall proceed to hear the charge, shall sucicnon two disinterested British 
subjects of good repute to sit with him as assessors, which assessors, however, 
shall have oo authority to decide on the Innocence or guilt of the per<oa 
chai^d, or on the amount of fine or Iroprisonment to be awarded to him on 
conviction, but It shall rest adtb the Consul to decide on the guilt or Inuo- 
cence on the person charged and on the amount of fine or imprisonment to 
be awarded to him : Provided always, that in oo case shall the penalty to 
be attached to a breach of Rules and Regulations other than those for the 
observance of Treaties exceed 500 dollars, or three calendar months’ im* 
prisonment j and provided further, that, in the event of the said assessors, or 
either of them, dlsseotlog from the conviction of the party charged, or from 
the penalty of fine or Imprisonment awarded Co him by the Consul, the 
Consol shall take note of such dissent with the grounds thereof, and shall 
require good and auKcIent security for the appearance of the person 
convicted at a future time, la order to undergo his seotenee cr receive his 
discharge; and in default of soch security being given, It shall be lawful 
for the Consol to cause the person to be detained io custody until such 
security 1$ given. 

5. And it is further ordered that 5 f any person who shall have commit¬ 
ted or been charged nith any breach of or offence against any such Treaty 
or Convention, or any such Rules and Regulations as aforesaid, shall escape 
or remove from the insular District within which the fact was committed, 
and shall he found within another Consular District, it shall be lawful for 
the Consul within which district such person shall be so found, to proceed 
against him In the same manner as if the fact liad been committed within 
such district. 

6. And it is further ordered that all suits, disputes, differences and 
causes of litigation of a civil nature, arising between British subjects within 
the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, shall be heard and determined by 
Her Majesty's Consul, who shall be the sole judge and arbiter thereof 
respectively ; subject nevertheless to an appeal against the decision of the 
Consul therein, to the High Court of Bomhay, in cases where the a urn or 
matter at issue is of the amount or value of 200 dollars or upv'ards : Provi¬ 
ded always, that the party intendiug so to appeal against the decision of 
the said Consul shall, within fifteen days after the determination of the case 
by the Consul by himself, or his agent, give to the Consul notice in writing 
of his appeal to the said High Court of Bombav; whereupon the Consul shall, 
as speedily as possible, transmit to the said nigh Court all the documents 
which were produced before him In the case, and none other, together with a 
statement of the evidence liken before him in the case and of the grounds 
on which bis decision was formed, and shall forthwith notify to the several 

f ar ties the transmission of the said proceedings to the said High Court: 

rovided also that it shall be lawful for the Consul to require from any 
person so appearing to the said Hi^h Court reasonable security to consist in 
part of one or two sufficient sureties to be approved by the Consul, that 
such person so applying will duly prosecute his appeal, and will abide by 
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the dedslon to be giTcn therein by the eaid High Co^rl, and that in such 
case appeal sbaJl fail, he will answer and satisfy all costs, loss, and dam^es 
sustained by the other party by reason of such appeal. 

7. And it is further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty's 
Consul to stimtDon not less than two, and not more than four, disinterested 
British subjects ol good repute to sit with him as assessors at the hearing of 
any suit, dispute, difference, or cause of litigation whatever of a civil nature 
brought before him for decision, and in case the sum sought to be recovered 
shall exceed 500 dollars, such so it shall not be heard by the Consul without 
assessors, if within a reasonable time such assessors can be procured; but the 
assessors afores^d shall have no authority to decide on the merits of such 
suits, but in the event of such assessors, or any of them dissenting from the 
decision ot the Consul, the Consul shall enter t\e fact of such dissent and 
the grounds thereof In the minutes of the proceedings, and in case of appeal 
shall transmit the same to the High Court of Bombay, together with the 
documents relating to the suit. 

$, And It is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s 
CoDsnl to enforce his decision in favour of or against a British subject in a 
suit, dispute, difference, or cause olHtigation by distress and sale or 
imprisonment, io like manner si a decision ol the High Court of Bombay 
io a civil suit is enforced within the same. 

9. And it is further ordered that in case of nn appeal to the High Court 
of Bombay from the decision of Her Majesty's Consul, it shall be lawful for 
the said High Court upon such forms as to costs and otbertvose as it shall 
think proper to admit any further legal evidence, besides that adduced before 
the Consul on it^ being established to the satisfaction of the said High Court 
by oath or affidavit, that the party desiring to produce such further evidence 
was ignwant of the existencs of such evidence, or was taken by surprise at 
the heating before the Consul, or was unable to produce it before the Consul 
after due and reasonable diligence and exertion bo his part, or wbere, under 
the circumstances of the case, it shall appear to the said High Court that 
further evidence ought to be received. 

10. And it is further ordered that Her Majesty’s Consul shall have 
power in an^r civil suit, dispute, difference, pr cause of litigatlou to examine 
on oath, or in such form and with such ceremonies as the witness may 
declare to be binding on his conscience any witness who may appear before 
him and shall have power, on the application of any party in such suit, to 
issue a compulsory order for the attendance of any person being a British 
subject who may be competent to give evidence in such suit; and any 
British subject who shall have been duly served with any such compulsory 
older, and with a reasonable notice of the day of hearing of such suit, and upon 
bis expenses of appearing as a witness having been paid, or tendered to 
him by the party at whose application he shah have been ordered to attend 
shall, ou hjs wilful default to appear as a witness at the hearing of such suit, 
be punished with a fine not exceeding 100 dollars, or with imprisonmeDt for 
a period not exceeding thirty days at the disaetion of the said Consul. 
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(I. Every witness, being a British subject, so examined oa oath, 
whether before the Consul, or before a Kadi, or other ofBcer of the Muscat 
Guveroment duly authorised to act judicially, who shall in any such exam in* 
ation give wiifully false testimony, may be convicted of and punished for the 
crime of wilful aod corrupt perjury. 

13 . And it is further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty*9 
Consul to promote the settlement of any civil suit, dispute, difference, or 
cause of licigatioo by amicable agreement between the parties, and with the 
consent of the several parties, to refer the decision of a suit or contention to 
one or more arbitrators, and to take security from the parties that they will 
be bound by the result of such arbitration, and the award of snch arbitrator 
or arbitrators shall be, to all intents and purposes, deemed and taken to be 
a judgment or sentence of Her Majesty's Consul in such civil suit, dispute, 
difference, or cause of litigation, and shall be entered and recorded as such, 
and shall have the like effect and operation, aod shall be enforced accord* 
ingly, aod shall be hoaJ and conclosive to all Intents and purposes, and 
sbau not be open to appeal, unless the same shall, within a reasonable time, 
have been ordered £y the Consul to be set aside^ on the ground that it is 
not final, or is defective, or that the arbitrator or arbitrators have exceeded 
their autbority, or have been guilty of misconduct in the matter. 

13* And It is further ordered chat it shall be lawful for Her Majesty^s 
Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought before Hm any British sub* 
ject who may be charged with having committed any crime or offence witbio 
the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, and such Consul shall thereupon 
pro'eed with all convenient speed to inquire of the same, aod for such 
purpose shall have power (0 examine on oath, or In such form and with 
such ceremony as the witness shall declare to be binding on bis conscience 
any witness who may appear before bim to prove the charge; and also shall 
have power to compel aoy person being a British subject, who may be 
competent to give evidence as Lo the guilt or innocence of the party so 
charged to appear and give evidence, and lo punish the wilful default of any 
such person to appear and give evidence, after reasonable notice of the 
day of the hearing of such charge, ^ fine or imprisonment in like manner 
as is provided lo Article 10 of this Order, aod sliall examloe every such 
witness in the presence and bearing of the party accused, and shall afford 
the party accused all Toasooable facility for cro»s-examlmDg such witness 
and shall cause the deposition of every such wltoess to be reduced to 
writing, and the same 10 be read over, and, if necessary, explained to the 
party accused, together with any other evidence that may have been urged 
against bim during tbe course of the inquiry, and shall require such accused 
party to defend himself agaiost the charge brought against him, and, if 
necessary, advise bim ol the legal effect of any voluntary coafesfioo, and 
shall take tbe evidence of any wltoeas, whom the accused party may tender 
to be examined in bis defence; and every witness, being British subject 
so examined as aforesaid, who shall upon anv such occasion givewDfuUy 
(also testii.npny, niay be convicted of and punished (or the crime of wilful 
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and corrupt pcrju^; aad when the case has been fully inquired into, and 
the innocence or guilt of the person accused has been established to the 
satisiaclion of the Consul, the Consul, as the case loay be, shall either 
dischar^ the party accused from custody if satisfied of his innocence, or 
proceed to pass sentence on him if satisfied of his g;uilt; and it shall be 
Ian fu I for the Consul having inquired of, tried, and determined, in the 
manner aforesaid any charge which may be brought before him, to award 
for the party coovicted any amount of punishment not exceeding imprison¬ 
ment for one calendar month, or a fine of aoo dollars* 

14. And It is further ordered that if the crime or offence whereof any 
person being a British subject may be accused before Her Majesty's Consul 
as aforesaid shall appear to such Consul to be of such a nature as, if proved, 
would not be adeooately punished by the infilctloo of such punishment as 
aforesaid, it shall be lawful for such Consul to summon not less than two, or 
not more than four, disinterested British subjects of good repute to sit with 
aa aasessors for inouiring of, trying, and determining the charges ^inst 
such person; and the Consol when he shall liy any such charge witn the 
aastaUsce cA assessors as aforesaid shall, if he is himself convinced of the 
guilt of the party accused, have power to award any amount of punishment 
not exceeding Insprisonment for twelve calendar months, or a fine of 1,000 
dollars; and the assessors aforesaid shall have no authority to decide on the 
innocence or guilt of the party accused, or on the amount of punishment to 
be awarded to him on conviction, but in che event of the said assessors, or 
any of them dissenting from the conviction of, or from the amount of 
punishment awarded to, the accused party, the assessors or assessor so 
dissentlDgshali be authorised to record in the minutes of the proceedings 
the grounds on which they and he may so dissent, and the Consul shall 
forthwith report to the High Court at Bombay the fact of such dissent, and 
of its having been so recorded in the oiinutes of the proceedings, and shall, 

as soon as possible, lay before the said Court copies of the whole of the 

depositions and proceedings with the dissent of the assessor or assessors 
recorded therela, and It sbaU be lawful thereupon for the Court, by warrant 
under sea) addressed to the Consul, 10 confirm or vary, or remit altogether, 
as to the Court: may seem fit, the sentence and puaishment awarded to the 
party accused, and such Consul shall give immediate effect to the in junction 
of any such warrant: Provided always, that in any case in which the 
assessor or assessors shall dissent from the conviction of, or from the amount 
of punishment awarded to the accused party, it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to take good and sufficient bail from the accused party 
to appear and undergo the punishment awarded to him, provided the same 
or any pottiou thereof be confirmed by the Court, which punishment so 
confirmed shall commence and take effect from the day on which the decision 
of the Court shall be notified to the party accused. 

15* And In order mere effectually to repress crimes and offences on the 
part of British subjects within the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, it is 
furthw ordered that it shall and may be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to 
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cause any British subject, who shall have been twice convicted before him 
of any crime or offence and punished for the same, and who, after execution 
of the sentence of the Consul, od any second conviction shall not be able to 
find good and sufficient security to the satisfaction of the Consul for his 
future good behaviour, or who having been deported under any sentence sbaU 
during such sentence return, to be sent out of the dominions of the Sultan 
of Muscat; and to tbis end the Consul shall have power and authority, as 
soon as may be practicable after execution of the sentence on such second 
conviction, to send any such twice convicted party or any person so 
returning as aforesaid to Bombay, and in the meantime to detain such party 
in custody until a suitable opportunity for sending him out of the dominions 
of the Sultan of Muscat shall present itself; and any person so to be sent 
out of the said dominions as aforesaid shall be embarked in custody on board 
of one of Her Majesty’s vessels of war^ or if there shall be no such vessel 
available for such purpose, then on board aoy British vessel boond Co 
Bombay; and it shall be lavriul for the Comman der of any of Her Majesty's 
ships of war, or of any British vessel bound to Bombay, to receive any sucb 
person as aforesaid under a warrant from the*Consul to him addressed, and 
thereupon to convey such person in custody to Bombay as aforesaid, in the 
same manner as U he were a distressed British subject, unless be shall be 
willing and able himself to defray the expenses of his passage. 

16. And it is further ordered that iu any case in which any Briti^ 
subject shall be accused before Her MajestyConsul of the crime of arson 
or house-breaking, or cutting and maiming, or stabbing or wounding, or cf 
eny assault endangering life, or of wilfully causing any bodily injury 
dangerous to life, or of wilful or corrupt perjury, or of engaging in or being 
accessory (o the purchase or sale of slaves or of having slaves iliegally in 
his possession, the proceedings before the Consul shall be carried on v itb 
the aid of assessors convened in the manner aforesaid; and it rhall be 
lawful for the Consul, if to him it shall seem fit, to cause any person convicted 
before him of any of the crimes aforesaid, over and above any fine or 
imprisonment which may he awarded to such person, to be sent out ol the 
dominions of the Sultan of Muscat for such time aa to him shall seem meet, in • 
tbe manner pointed out intbe next preceding Article of this Order, ootwith* 
standing the crime laid to the charge of such person may be the first of 
which he has been convicted before the Consul. 

17. And it is further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s 
Consul, within the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, upon Information laid 
before him by oue or more credible witnesses, that there Is reasonable ground 
to apprehend that any British subject is about to commit a breach of tbe 
public peace, to cause such British subject to be brought before him, and to 
require sucb British subject to give sufficient security to keep tbe peace, and, 
JO the event of any British subject being convicted of and punished for a 
breach of tbe peace, to cause such British subject, after he shall have under- 
gone the punishment which may have been awarded to him by the Consul, 
to find security for bis good behaviour; and in tbe event of any British 
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subject who may be required as aforesaid to gire sufBcieat security to keep 
the peace, or to 5 nd security fcr the good behaviour, being ucable or 
wilfully omittinE to do so, then and in any such case it shall m lawful for 
Her Majesty's U)nsa 1 to send such British subject out of the dominions of 
the Sultan of Muscat in the mancer pointed out in Article 15 of this Order. 

16. And it is further ordered that in all cases in which a British sul^ect 
shall have been seut out of the dcmiulons of the Sultan of Muscat, as provided 
in the three next preceding Articles of this Order, the Consul sending him 
out shall forthwitn report such act oi deportation, with the grounds of his 
decision thereon, to the High Court of ^locnbay. 

Ip. And it is further ordered that It shall be lawful for Her MajesC^s 
Consult0 cause to be apprehended aod brought before him any British 
subject, who may be charged with smuggling or importlcg into the 
dominions of the said Sultan any goods whereon any duty shall be charged 
or payable to the said Sultan with the intent to evade the payment of such 
duty, or aav goods the importatioi) whereof shall be prohibited ; and such 
Consul shall thereupon proceed with all convenient speed to inquire into 
the same on oath or solemn affirmation, and. to hear the witnesses on both 
Bides with hke powers and In like manner iu all respects as is provided 
by Article 10 of this Order, Aod it shall be lawful for the Consul, having 
inquired into aod heard the said charge, to determine the same, and if he 
shall find the psrty guilty, if the charge against bim shall be of im porting 
into the said domintous prohibited got^s, then to award him to pay a fine 
cot exceeding treble the value of the said goods at the current price of the 
day; and jf the charge fhall be of smuggling or importing goods with 
intent to evade the payment of duty as aforesaid, then to award him to pay 
a fine not exceeding treble the amount of the duties leviable thereon, aod 
in case of non-payment of any sucb £ne or fines to* award him to be 
imprisoned for a period not exceeding ihree months; or it shall be lawful 
for such Consuf, without awarding the payment of any fine, to award that 
such party shall be imprisoned for a period not exceeding six months in 
such place as he shall appoiut. Provided always that no British subject 
charged only with importing prohibited goods shall be apprehended, unlees 
and until he shall have had one week's notice to appear and answer the 
charge, and sliall have refused, failed, or omitted so to appear. 

30 . And it is furiher ordered that in case of coramon assault, it shall 
be lawful for the Consul before whom the complaint is made to promote 
reconciliatlrD between the parties, and to suffer coinpeasatlon and amends 
to be made, and the proceedings thereby to be finally stayed. 

21, And it is further ordered that a minute of the proceedings in every 
case beard and determined before the Consul, in pursuance of this order 
shall be carefully drawn up and be signed by the Consul, and shnlf, in 
cases where the assessors are present, be open for the inspection of such 
assessors aod for their signature if they therein shall concur; and every 
such minute, together with the depositions of the witnesses, shall be 
preserved in the public O 0 ice of tb^ said Consul. 
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22. And It is further ordered that, save and except as• regards 
offence* committed by British subjects against the stipulations of any 
Treaty between Her jJajesty and ihe Sultan of Muscat, or against any 
Rules and Regulations for the observance of the stipulations of any such 
Treaty or Convention, duly affixed and exhibited according to the proTisions 
of Article 2 of this Order, or against any Rules and Regulations for the 
peace, order and good government of Her Majesty's subjects being within 
the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, no set 3 oQe by a Britlsn subject 
within the dominions of the said Sultan shall, by Her Majesty's Consul, be 
deemed and taken to be a crime of misde mean our or offence rendering the 
person committing it amenable 10 punishment, which, if done within any 
part of Her Majesty's domlnioos, would not by a Court of Justice havirfg 
criminal jurisdiction in Her Majesty's dominiona have been* deemed and 
taken to be a crime of misdemeanour or offence rendering the person com* 
mitting it amenable to punishment, aod Her Majesty Is pleased to appoint, 
by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, Her Majesty's territory of 
Bombay as the place where crimes and offences committed by British sub¬ 
jects within the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, which it may be 
expedient shall be inquired of, tried, determined, and punished within Her 
Majesty's dominions, shall be so inquired of, tri^, determined and 
punished ; and Her Majesty's Consul, resident in Muscat, shall have autho¬ 
rity to cause any British subject charged with the cotomlssioo of any crime 
or offence, the cognizance whereof may at any time appertain to him, to 
be sent for trial at Her Majesty's said territory of Bombay. , 

ag. And it is further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty's 
Consul to cause any British subject char«d with the commiasicn of any 
aime or offence, the cognisance whereof may at any time appertain to 
him, to be sent in any of Her Majes^s ships of war, or In any British 
vessel, to Her Majest^s territoty of Bombay, for trial before the High 
Court of the said territory 5 and it shell be lawful for the Commander of 
any of Her Majesty's shfps of war, or of any British vessel, to receive any 
such person on board with a warrant from the said Consul addressed to the 
Chief Magistrate of Police of the said territory, and thereupon to keep 
and detain in lawful custody and to conv^ him in custody to Bombay, 
and on his arrival there to deliver him, with the said warrant, into the 
custody of the said Chief Magistrate of Police, or other officer within the 
said territory lawfully acting as such, who on receipt of the said warrant, 
and of the party therein named, shall be authorised to commit, and shall 
commit, such party so sent for trial to the common gaol of the said terri- 
toryj and it stall i>e lawful for the keeper of the said common gaol t 
cause such party to be detained in safe and proper custody, and to he pro* 
duced upon the order of said High Court, and the High Court at the 
Sessions to be holden next after such committal shall proceed to hear and 
determine the charge against such party, and to punish him* for the same, 
if found guilty, in the same manner as if the crime with which he ir ay be 
charged has been committed within Her Majesty’s said tercitcry of 
Bombay.

An Act for carrying Into effect the engagement between Her 
Majesty aud Sybd Syf Bin Hamood, the Chief of 
SoHAR, in Arabia, for the more effectual suppression 
of the Slave Trade, dated 9th May 1853. 

Whereas on the twenty-second day of May, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-oioe, an engagement was concluded 
between Major Hennel!, the Resident io the Persian Gulf, on behalf of Her 
Majesty* ibe Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and Syed Syf Bin Hamood, Chief of Sohar, in Arabia^ whereby it was 
agreed as follows 

I, Syed Syf Em Hamood, Chief of Sohar, with a view to .strengthen 
the bonds of frieodsblp existing between me and tbe British Government, do 
hereby engage to prohibit the exportation of slaves from the coasts of Africa 
and efsewbere on board of my vessels and those b^ongiog to my subjects 
or dependants, such prohibition to take effect from the twenty^ninth Rtijjub 
one thousand two hundred and sizty-five, or the twefity-first day of June 
A. D. one thousand eight hundred an^ forty-nine. 

“And I do further consent that whenever the cniizers of the British
